The nuni 
bu- of the Cuts arc increafed , and the figmes of divers 
Habits Medals aid Antiquities, added: J he Particular 
IJefuiptionof which, in this Prclacc would prevent the fa- 
thjallion of confidering them in their proper places ; to 
which I jhall refer you , wijhing you the fame pleafure in 
■viewing them there, that / have had jormerly in beholding 
them in their due Situations, a?id in the ConUmplation and 
Defeription of them afterwards.

HUNGARY 

H ow far fI7) N (} A R I A exceeds otlier Counrries ot 
P.uiope'm Mines, Baths and Mineral-waters; becaufc I 
Iiaee cllcwhcrc given a .particular account of fuch Sub- 
jedrs, 1 lhall at prcicnt omit their repetitions, and at 
this time add fomc other Confidcrablcs ; and in the 
lirll place fay, That it aboundetli not only in thole, 
bur is aho tlie bell Rivered Country in Europe: nor doth any Region 
thereoi alloi'd I'o many noble and ufetui Streams. 

On tile Fill fide it is walhcd with that Noble and Navigable River 
tihijatu or the TeiJ/f, arifing in the Country of Maronwrus^ at the foot 
of the high Carp.ithianH\\\s: which, having received the Jllarijcus or 
Mtinju, and many Rivers into it, runneth into the DuhuIc\ Ixtween 
Fiir.jtline, Sr. Peter and Belgr.irle. By this River comes down the 
great quantity of natural Stonc-falt, brought from many Salt-mines 
in and TrjitJylvania ; whereof a great part is brought up ’the 

" IXin'd'c to all Places, as fir as Vredury ^ ; ( it being prohibited to be car- 
ried any higlicr ') leall it fliould hinder the laic of the Audrian Salt, 
UP n whicli thcEinpcior hath an Import, and no fmill quantity allb 
(i( wn tlic DmuIc, and afterwards up the River Morava into Semia and 
neighbouring Countries. 

On the Wert fide runs the River Aralo or Ral^ riling in ■S’/yr/*?, and 
lunning into xPxQ. l'taHuLch'p 'javriuumQxRal. j\ confjderable River 
receiving the Lauffn/tz^ P/ina, (Jm/cz, and other Rivers into it. And 
now 1 tely more lamous for the delcat of the 7urks, under Achuct the 
(irantl mier , by the. Imperial Forces, at Got hard, nigh thisRiwer. 
The difeourfe hereof svas I'rclh, when I was at the City oi Rah: and ma- 
ny f found, w ho ‘law the Corps of Men and Horfes floating in that 
Stream. 

Upon the Southern Parts arc confiderablc, the River Dravus or ’prau, 
which arifing in the Territory of Saltzlur^land, a part of old 
runs a long courlc through Cartnthia and Hungary, and f^lls into 
tile Danule near Erdoed, or old Jeutohurgium; after it hath parted from 
its head about three hundred Miles. About its entrance into 
ry, it recciveth into it the long River Alur ; and, far above thi., nearer 
its original I found it a confiderablc Stream : having parted the lame 
by a good Bridg as high as I'i/Iach or hlllaco, and between Clagenfort 
and Mount /.fwA’ii' 'mCarinthia, I palled the fame allb by two long 
Wooden Bridges, and an Irtand in the middle between them.

in above Conuira : which Stnekiny an ocular Wnnels, conccivtth to e- 
qual tb.e Po in Italy. I amfurc, at hreijlat, above fifty Miles, bcloie 
it difehargeth into the Panuke., it is a very laige Stream, and ha'h 
a long Bridge over it; part wh.ereol was broken down by the lee, the 
fame year when I w as there. And far above it, nearer tlic licad, there 
is alii) a confidcrablc Bridge at yav;/c/’/v,a fair Town, which gnts the 
name unto that (Country, and much refoi ted unto lor its hot Baths and 
Mineral Waters; having no lefs than thirty two plentiful 6'prings. 

The great DaunliHX or Ihouatt continues its .Stream ejuite through 
lluhgat V ; and no one Province hath a larger lhaic ol it ; lor account- 
ing from the Gity ot TJlme \\\ Swaljcnland ox Suevia . where it begin- 
neth to Ilf Navigable, it continues along courle, paffing hy Irgvijt ad., 
Rat/slonc., S/ratd/Mg, Palf'au, JL//;.'; and Pienna MOXO Ft i slurg-, from 
w hence through Hungary it makes a courlb of above three liundred 
Miles, before it paflcs by Belgrade : To omit the long .Stream thereof 
in its farther progtefs, when having W'alhed the Shoars okServia., Rtd- 
garia, Ifallacl.’/a and flloldavia, with many mouths it entreth the £«- 
xine or Ida k-Sea : having in this long pallage drank in above fixty cc)n- 
fidciablc Rivers ; and in fober account ])crforired a courfe of above 
lifteen hundred Miles. V'. hereby it may tolerably admit the double 
name of Damdius and IHer , properly apply cd unto diftindl Parts 
thereof. 

So. that, altho I have lecn tie for about feven hundred 

Miles j yet cannot tell, whether I may certainly fay, that I have leen a- 
ny part oi liter. For Stralo afedbes that name unto it , below its 
CataruUy or great fall, which happenes about Axiopohs, in Alajia in- 
ferior, or Bulgaria. But Appianus, and later Account, define it to Ix;- 
gin at its concurrence with the Savus at Belgrade : and if fo, y et we 
had but a Ihort fight of the IJier ; W'hich travelling more up into Ser~ 
via, we were lain to leave at Hijfargich. And of this Jjler or lower 
part of the River, many things are fpoken and related by the Ancients, 
which are not fo plainly verifiable oi' Davuim.

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Bclidcs thcfc large Rivers above named, there arc fomc others, ta!;cn 
notice ol alfo by /V/«y ; and cftccmcd I luvit Mvn iffiohUs. The 
rjzzj or OrpjH'ts, ariflng near Veipri'-ium, and palling by aHj Rc^.i:. i, 
runs into the which I palled over at /e*/, or novii 

h. The River U'Jpo or f'ulpanus^ arifing alxnc tlic Town ot \i\uft\ 
wliicli was taken by Solymun, in his march to All'.i Rr/yLs, or S.'n.’'- 
We palled over it by If j/cor.ir, and the River iloh;ctl‘V\ 
H.nim'i'us , which runs into the S.ivt/j, not lir Iroin old RjrM.'-

As this Giuntry excels in hivers, fo lias it alii) many c infidera- 
blc and long Hridges. 'J'hcrc is a long Bridge of Boats over the l\wulc\ 
between Strifonmm and Rjrcl-.itt, which is the firll Bridge on tliis Ri 
ver, wliicli we meet with Irom the great Wooden Briilge AtJ'iemu, 
which takes altove two thouland Trees to planclicr it. Upon the Ihoar 
of St. Anflreii\ lILuulhy riiouiil’t/z^ I took notice ofa mine of Stones, 
where the Turks told us, there had been formerly a Stone Briilge : but 
the Turks in theic Parts, tliink it beft to make Bridges of floats; which 
they li) handfomly contrive, as to open a |%ir3gc for Boats and Vellcls 
of burthen to pals; fo that he that beholds thole in tlie/e I’arts, will 
not wonder at the Bridges of Boats at AWv, and GrenolTc in /ranee. 
Between Buda and Testy there is a Briilge of Boats over the T.mahe, 
where it runs all in one .Stream, of above half a Mile long, ihelxll 
I have ken of this kind; and if Sigijwund had lived to cflcrt his l\- 
fign, of making a notable Stone Bridge in this Place, there had proba- 
bly been no bridge in J:ur>pe to compare w itli it. There is alfo a 
Bridge at CutoctUy formerly an Archhijhop's .Sea, and a hindliime and 
well-contrived Bridge, by If a/covar oxer the River Walpo. But that 
of J'ff'eck, or A/wc/j of old, is fcarce to be parallcTd with any other; 
built partly over the Dravus, and partly over the which arc often 
overflou cd. The Bridge is five Miles at Icafi: in lengtii, having Towers 
built u|X3n it at the dillance of every quarter ofa Mile : Jt is hand- 
Ibmlv tailed on each fide, and llipportcd by great Trees, creiTtd under 
it ; nine or ten in a rank, unto each Arch. That part of the Bridge, 
which was built over the Pravusy was burnt down by Count N/i/Wtir 
Rerin, in the kite lurkilh Wars between Leopoldus the Firft, Emperor 
of Germany, and Sultan Jsfahornet the Fourth : and is now fupplyc# 
by a Bridge of Boats, fiimcwhat b low the former ; which I palled o- 
ver in Septemler, 1669. The Turks did not rebuild it in the lame 
place, becaufc the Supporters below the Water, when the firec.afcd, 
were fo flrongly fallncd and hard, that it w ouid have coft them tdo 
great a labour to get them up. By this Bridge the Forces p.als 
into Hungary, and at this place the unfortunate King Ludovicus 
thought to have ftopped the Turkith Army wliicli marched under Sr- 
lyman. And lately Count Serini undertook a long March to bur,, t^c 
lame, to prevent Supplies from coming to the /'ijier, who was witii hB^ 
Army in other parts of Hungary. \ 

And as there are ftill many Britiges over the upper Danule, fo have 
there alfo been in Old time uixin the lower, or IJlrian part thercoK 
Darius King of Perjia made a Bridge of Boats over that Mouth of tlie 
IJler called ssjlium Sacrum. Nicephorus relates, that Conjtantine built 
a Stone Bridge over it. But the raoft remarkable and admirable Bridge, 
was that, built by the Em|Jcror and deferibed by Pienthc Hi- 

Rorian ; whereof there are ftill feme Ruincs, not far from Sever in, 3-

bout twenty Hung/irian Miles from StlgraJe. This Bridge confifted 
of twenty Piles ot Iquire Scone of an hundred foot hi|^, befides the 
Foundation : of filtty foot in breadth, ahd the diftance between each of 
them one hundred and fevehty foot j and conjoyned by Arches, upon 
tiie which was this Infcription,

And, as a Memorial hereof, many Roman Coins were Ramped, and 
fome in Silver, not yet rare among us, with this Infcription, D A N U^- 
VIUS. 

No River a^dcs fo large and peopled IHands. Between Vice^rai 
and Vacia^ there is a fair and laige Ifland, Called St. Antlretvs Iflartd. 
Another a little below againft tlk Weft fide of which ftands 
extending forty Miles ; and exceeds that of the Ijle of Matty 
containing many Villages in it; upon part whereof the turkijh For* 
CCS encamped, when they came to raifc the ChrUlian Siege at Butlay 
and vm the great omiftion and error of flic Chriftians, that they for* 
tifitd not in that tftand. Another againft Mohafeh : another about the 
entrance of the Dravus : afid a new one hard by Btlgraioy made by 
the fettling of the Sih or Onfe brought down by the Savta and the 
Datmit ; where thirty five years ago there was no foce of an Iftand, 
but is now foil of Trees ,• how this may advantage or difadvantage 
aeiffadoy future times may Ihew. But the Turks are fo fecure and 
foaii^fs of any Forces, titat may ever hurt them in thefe Parts, that 
ttey have no confideration of foch things. And allowing the Rivet 
Ixjta CO be the boundary of /iukkriu, the Ifland of Schut, or fujula Ci>- 
tMoruMy will prove inoft confiderable of any ; containing many good 
Towns, as Cwnwra^ Ssmarien j befides very many Villages. And paf* 
through it, I found it well peoj^ and ordered againft Incurfi- 
ons ; wdierein there have been divers, formerly made by Turks y 
tarsy and rebeltious Forces. 

No River whaifoever, fo for from its discharge into the Sea, if- 
fordes more Naval Veflfek ot ftrength and fofficicncy forFight ; nor hath 
nny afrbrdcd the libe figaal Engagements and Encounters, at this di* 
flance from the Sea. The Emperor hath fome Veflcis of War handfom- 
ly built, lihe Gallies at Vittmay Tresiurf^ and Comoru ; and an Arjenal 
for proviflon of many upon ocealion. Tlie Turk at Strigoniumy Euduy

By fhe fieFp of fach Pfavil VeflS^ Wolfgtmtus HtdJfr did a good 
piece of ^fvice, whetr Seh»Knt befiegcd VknHa ; for he came out ot 
Freshurg with armed Veffefs, and funk tlw Vef&k lent from 
wilh the great Ordrrance, to batter the Walts of yientut. 

And as fhh Country aboundctlr in Rivers, fo is it not without feme 
notable Lakes, as the Lake Bafatmor Flatfee^ot VolmA oi old, exirad- 
ing a great length between yefpnnhm and tlie Drw'swt, with feme 
flrong Forts upon it Tliis Lake put a ftop unto the cruelty ol Safy- 
tnjHi >Soutdiers , who deffroyed all firotn unto the Lake 

And firree it lyeth on tire Eal! of the River Zejid, we 
may allb reckon in the HewfiMer Sea, a plcafant Lake, feven 
German Miles long , and tlifee broad: lb called firom Neicfidel , 
a fmall Town, of one flrect and fome backward Houfes, with afinalf 
l(|uare Caflle upon an Hill by ir, from whence I had a good prolped o- 
ver all the Lake. In the Commotions of Hotjeay, fourteen ViUages a- 
bout this Lake tccre burnt by Turks, Tartars and rebellious Htydneku 
The Idangarians call it Tertew and Pliny, Perfo. It is in the middle 
wav between Ptenna end Saharia, the birth-pla^ of Saint BturtnK 
The long extcirdcd plain of Pampas, ttt Paraguay in America^ exceeds 
all others, as being two tlvrafand Miles in lengtlY. And 1 have 
heard that famous Navigator, Captain Narhorengh, fey, who not long 
fince, w'as Commander ol the , ar^ made a Voyage in licr 

into the South-Sea, tliat there is all low Land from die River or Tlate, 
untotllC middle of the Straights of MageHan. Mefcovia and Poland 
long Plains, but many of them Woody, a^ obfcurcd by Trees $ bia 
none more open and clear Plains than this Country. Tbe gteateft 
Plains I have oMcrv^d in England, arc thofe of Salisbury, L/neoat and 
New-Market. But thcfe are tat long Walks, compared with tbofc of 
Hungary', and arc exceeded by tlic Plains of Auftria, from Vienna unto 
Mount Simmeren, unto the Borders of Styria. And though the Vner- 
Efun%ary be hilly and plentiful in Wood ; yet are there large Plains 
below. I travelled from Pienna to Belgrade , about four hundred Mil^ 
upon continued and not interrupted Plains ; which often appe ared lite 
the Sea, without any vifible Emineocics, only a Ihort and plain 
by Bacna, and Shtlberg, beyond Dotis ; and if wc reckon the fun of 
this Plain, it will prove much lorrger, extending from Mount 
or Cetius, two German Miles Weft*ward ck Pienna, and fo beyond 
gra'fe, ftill along the North fide of the Danube, unto the Borders of 
Walachia ; Mi'hidt Will make a larger cxtCTt , than the femous long 
Walk from Agra to Labor in India- This plainoefs of tlie Counoy, 
affords an handfome way of Travelling in open Qiariots, carrying 
one or two Men with a Chariotcr, drawn by two or three, fonwtimes 
four Horfes a Breaft ; and room enough to lye down. In this man- 
ner 1 trai elled from Bada to Belgrade, over fair large Wains; and yn- 
ny Miles upon Orccn-Swarthc and unworn Wayes; cfpccially in th» 
County of Sirmium or Schremnia, as they now call it. 

No Country hath fo large a lharc of Capital Cities upon the*£)4- 
rntbe ; for wliercas from thccourfe thereof; Irom Vlme unto Belgrade, 
there are reckoned Ten very confidcrable ones, rlicre are no Icfethan four 
thereof, that is Presburg, Strigonium, Buda and Belgrade, acccninttd 
unto Hungary ; and Bada, with the addition ciPeJl, on the otherfide 
the Water, Items to be the latgcft of them all; and I beUeve the lar- 
geft alfo of any npon that Stream. , 
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.4ncl as this Country excels in Rivers^ fo is it very abundant in 
Fijlss. ihijeus or Teijfe, is eftcemed the moft Fifty River in 

fi:npe,\i not in the World ; infomuch, that they have a common fay- 
ing, //jjr it cnnfijh of two parts of Water, and one of Fifh. And the 
Hodrack wliicli runs into the Tilifeus, not far from fokay^ is fo re- 
plcniihcd witli /^///>,that in the Summer when the River is low, the Peo- 
ple fay the Water fmellsof Filh. And this is no fmall River, but as 1 had 
the account from a ('ommandcr who purpolcly made it for 
me when he palled it , was thirty Fathoms broad, and 
ciglit and an half deep, but being of this Figure it could 
not be well hlhed with Nets. Which exceeding fertility, 
if any will aferibe unto Saline Tineflures, botliofits own Stream, and 
otliers accefiionary into it, which lick the many natural Salt-Mines un- 
der grounij, and li) may carry with them, or at Icaft promote fome 
Principles of ftccun Jity, may admit of confideration. The Danube 
aboundctli in many good Filhes\ as Trouts, Perches, large and delici- 
ous C-irpes, exceeding any I have feen ; and befides many others, a 
filh called C'fpert, a kind of Capita; a Bifeurne, or kind of Lamprey , 
a Qrundcl, or lix)ttcd kind of Cobites, with fix Beards, two ftort, and 
four longer; a large 1 ift much exceeding a Pike, called Scheyden^ a 
Siiu. us iiefneri'. and above all, there is at fome &albns great (lore of 
/j’ujtnes, called by them Ilaujons: whereof fome arc twenty foot long; 
tftcemed a very good dilh, and fomewhat like Sturgeon. There are* 
let Filhing-iilaccs and Storc-houfes upon the fide of the Danube ; where- 
of the higlicft is above Como a, ujxjn Schut-IJland, but the greatefl: 
Filhing is about Fi/ia in Walachia; where they fait them, and fend 
them into other Parts : they come out of the Euxine Sea. 

As the Rivers arc full of Fift, fo are they covered with Fowl, in the 
Winter •, Swans I oblci ved none in the Danube, but many other Fowls • 
ati.i lome Pelicans, not far from Belgrade. ’ 

As the Waters arc allb fruitful in Fift, lb the Land aboundeth in o- 
ther Provijiens ; and Very eminently in the two fupporters of Life, 
Bread andir/wt-: their Bread is hardly exceeded by any in Europe; 
syorked up and kneaded with long continued labour ; and fo made 
light, whollbinc, and well tailed ,• and at fo cheap a rate, that for two 
pence as much is allorded there, as twelve pence with us in England. 
And indeeil in all the Turkijh Dominions, where I travelled, I met with 
lo good and well tailed Bread, that with Wine, it was a Feaft; and 
with Water a fufficient Repall. Grapa they have very delicious and 
large ; tliolc at Virouichitz by Facia, are of eminent Note; Wines allb 
of a generous and noble fort; the Wines of Tokay arc highly ellecm- 
cd ; the Strmian Wines are very rich and pleafant, in the South part 
of Hungary , in whtcli Province the Emperor Probus is faid to have 
planted Vines, about Mount Almus or Arpataro. In many other pla- 
cts/the Wines arc very noble; and fome brought \i.nto Vienna, where 
there are above thirty forts of Wines to be fold, brought from fcveral 
Parti'. , 

And as the ground is not unfruitful in its own Nature, lb they arc 
not without the piadlifc of Good~ Husbandry, both in their Arabic and 
P. llure Grounds : clpecially in Vpper- Hungary, and Parts not fubje- 
Ckd to the Turks. I being there, about the end of February, fvN evc- 
ly night all the Country about usdh fire, occafioned, by burning the 
Stubble and Grafs and Herbs ; which alterwards, arofc with plenty 
again. Stspe

To let their Fields on fire, and vStubble burn 
With cracklin^f Flames, docs to their profit turn. 

Thev ufc not Barnes or Stackes oi Corn ; but liaec many deep and 
l.’jge Ciases under (iioiind, \\ herein they lay it up laic, both from Kob- 
beis and luddcii ineurlion ol F.nemies. At CIcJcIj near I t<opili.hjn,

lunatcly deceived into (iaptiv ity, and carried aw ay into remote Caiun- 
tuv.s ne\er to l e heard ol again. 

There is ;fllb great plenty of Deer, JJares^ all forts o'/ Pvultrey, l'ar~ 
tt-f'^gre and Vhcajanis ; great ft ore ol' Sheeps which in divers places, 
h 11. long Spirai Horns, and very long curled Wood. And O.vew in 
g-'at mu i! ers, w l.ercof ’lis thought they fend an huiuired thouland 
}(.aily into Jt.ily, (Jericaity, and otlicr Parts ; and it is commonly laid, 
tiiey have enough to li rve a great part of Eurvpe. They aie ol'a kind 

Moufc-cdlonr ; and the r.ajlern CAtrtpaty -iX. I’letuta hath the privilege 
to bring iht m, to iurnilh that (aty. There arc alio lii4jjeto\, wheic' 
of the) make no (inall advantage, in ploughing of their Lands, cfpe- 
ciallv in lome ftill Grounds, w here they muft cllc ule five Yoaks of 
Uxen to a Plough ; and one in my comixmy told me that he had been 
fain to make ule of fix Bii(lela's to ilraw' a light CaUccbe^ or Chariot 
through lome Grounds. Not iarfrom Potejc'h, xhetetirt Horjes alfo 
in vety great miinbcr. lome large, many but linall, yet fwil’t. I law a 
thouland of them bel«nging to the Peafints at Ssne, Sene or Senij, a 
Village upon the in the Contribution Country, nor far from 

Comara. 

As they exceed in many things, fo they are peculiar in fome others j 
particularly in their I angaage^ w'hieh is proper to thcmfclves, and dif- 
ferent from any other. 1 went to a Church at iiitchkay where the 
Miniftcr Prayed and Preached ; and though there were a very good 
I.inguift w ith me, who Ipake Scblavon/ua, Germari^ TurkiJ/}, Vuliar 
Greek and Italian ; yet could he make nothing ot it, or find affinity 
in it, with any other I.anguagc he knew. A Specimen hereof is fee 
dow n by Megiferus, of the Lorrls Prayer, in that Language. Mi 
tyattek Ky vagy az menieghe, m gh Szentel Tejfeck az te nevoed, &c. In 
the like manner we were conlbunded by the Language of Albauia, on 
the Northward part of Epirus, and Weft of Macedonia. We made ule 
of fome of that Countrey in palfing the Mountains, who were ablt^to 
Ipeak lome Schlavohian: But as for Albanefe, or their own Language^ 
w herein they were delighted to fing Day and Night, as they travelled 
with us, our bed Linguifts,both Turks and C/.»r////^/«r,underft.ood notl>ing 
of it. 

In fome parts of Hungary, many fpcak Schlavonian, at Freiflat, which 
tlie Hungarians call Colgotz. I obferwed, that at the Church, the Ser- 
mon was in Schlavonian ; but at the Frandfeans Church, in Hungarian.

But the ] Iiohp.li i.un may jidlly boafl of early liclps unto learning, 
and a very noble Lthrury credhed at /W,?, by their Ihing .Matibias Cor- 
xv///o,Son ol the lamous I hohi'iadf^,., about two luindied years ago; 
confiding of fonie thoulands ol Books, tlpctialb Greek and J.-itme Va- 
nuleripts, not to be met with or I’urehafed ell’-wliere ; partwhere.d 
w as luljicrfed into the Turkijh IhMitjiof/y, when .SVAwuw lurpriiie.. that 
City; and a choice part thereof procured aiterwards, for the hep in.:! 
I.ihr.o y at I'ieno /, u hen Cnfp/ri/.iMns was Kc'.'per thereof divers v. b.erc- 
of arc marked w ith the Atmes of Corviniis., .i Cri ir /.•’..rAg o Ge!4 l.'r, / 
ht hit Jie.ik ; which with many luceeeding additions, made l)y /Avj/r- 
^u/tif, ICo/lp.inpiK, L.uiu.(., /iy,g,7, anil itlicrs; ti'gethcr with the 
cjioiccft ULihiiJc! ip/< , brought Iroin the Aihlr.iji.m Liliwy near 
lujpmch by the Ixarned J'etrm Limlecinty the prtdent Library 
Keeper, make up the fburfeore thouland Volumes, now contained in 
the /'Mperors Libi.tr-i at/7 wM, by the efpccial Favour of w hich wor- 
thy Peribn, I had the honour, not only to fee man}’ of tlie choiceft 
and moll Ipecious tliereof, together w ith many Noble Uaiities in that 
Place , but to have any ulcful Book unto my private I.,odgings. And 
at in}' comi' g away, he gave me a Catalopue of fonie luindieds ofw/- 
chymie.d M.ini<Jlriptr, which are in tliat Library, w hich I lutlentici to 
the Hoyd Society, from him ; with leave to have any of them broiigix 
into Rnpliind^ or to be Tranfcribed at Vienna, if the}' pleafed. And .1 
the tlirct; moft admirable Br.ils Sfafua’s of Herat/cs, Apdie and bi.nu, 
which were placed at the entrance of Cordnus his Palace in Lud.j, 

had 
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liad not been carried away by So/)t».i>t, and call into t '/vyiv., at Cor 
fiantinople it is not improbable, they bad been by this time at I'ler.M.i. 
About four hundred Books, tlie Rcliiiues and reiiifc ol tlic lahiaiy at 
lately remaining tlicrc; where* it w as no uilic matter to liaec 
a fight of them; yet Ibcaie’lclly kept b} tlic //'/ (j, that Worms, Mice 
and Rats were like to have the Spoil tlieitui. But tlie />/v at Hiu{.i 
1669, hath now confuined them all. 

And as their Language is peculiar, li) is tlie Opinion of their Crown ; 
of which they have the grcatefl ellccm ol any other Nation. This 
they commonly believe to have been bremght by an Angel fi im Hea- 
ven unto St. Stephen, their King and have lohigh an ellimatu n ilu re- 
of, that they think, the Right and Kateol the Kingdom goith v. it!i 
the pollellion thereof. Which makes them \ ery wary in the(aillody 
of it, and in all Advcrfitics to feeure if. And the 7 iirh hath Leen al- 
ways induftrious to obtain it. It was Jormerly kept in the Call le ol 
J'/ce^raet; but at in'dent in that of 

And this opinion is probably founelcd upon the Tradition or Stor)', 
how they came unto it; which is thus delivered. King, S/epfr-i inten- 
cling to fettle the Chriflian (Government in his Kingtlom, appointed two 
rln l:-Bi (hops Secs • S/r/gontum, which was the place ol his Nativity, 
and Colocz.t ; and lent ^-///r/cvyjyBilhop ol CoLcz.i, to the l’ope,io confirm 
the lame, together w itli his Kingdom, andtoletul himaCiou n, and 
other Royal Ornaments. y\t the fame time it fell out, that yJ///i./, King 
of Folonia, fent about the lame Krrant: and a Crown was providing, 
lor liini. But Pope BemcJid the biglit, in the mean time was warned 
by an .Angelical Apparition, to lend tlic Cirow n unto King Stephen-, 
which accordingly hcelid, which probably begot that great Venyrat!- 
on and liigh Opinion, they have ever fince had of it. 

The Crown it felt is alfo fingular in its l alliion and Figure; for it is 
a low Crown, w ith a Oofs upon it. with lour Leaves (;r 'Furnings up 
about it; one whereof is as large as the cyther three, at leafl uS two 
thereof. It is no eafie Favour to obtain a view of this Crow n at i'les- 
lurg, but 1 law a Model of it in the Trealurc ol the prclent Emperor 
Leopolfius ; w hicli w as a Crow n ol Gold, adorned with man> precious 
Stones, cxaiflly maele alter thclalhion ol the Jlnnpprian Crown, and 
perhaps richer than the exemplar. 

Tliough the Hungarians w ant not Ingenuity, Intlullry, anel fuflicient 
parts for Learning, and liberal Arts ; yet have they been more addidbed 
unto Martial affair s^ than unto deep Learning : Even the B/Jhops and 
Clergy-men proving (lout Soldiers ; and no Ids than fix JA/hops whe 
llain, with their King Ludovkus, in that fatal Battel ofi Mobateh. 

Some report, and others believe , that the famous I’oet, Owy/eUed, 
and was buried in 7 /ungary at Salaria, feated at the confluence of the 
Rivers Qmtz and Regnitz before they run into the Rah. Wherc^it is 
reported, that he having been baniflicd unto Totnos, near the Euxme 
Sea, was at lall recalled, and in his return tow ards Italy died at Salaria 
Where ’tis faid liis Tomb was found with this Epjtaph , made b)' 
hirafclf :

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Before I came into Hungary^ I obferved no fliadyw or Ihew of the 
old Pyrrbkal SaltatfOH, or Warlike way of Dancing , which the//(?y- 
r/ucks pradticc in this Country. They dance with naked Swords in 
their hands, advancing,' brandifliing and clalhing the fame ; turning, 
winding, elevating, and depreffing their bodies with ftrong and aftive 
motions ; fmging withal unto their mcafurcs, after the manner of the 
Greeks* 

The mighty Afts of Attila , King of this Country , together with 
the numerous Forces he brought out of thelc and the neighbouring 
parts, are very remarkable j whereby he over-ran a confiderable part 
oi Germany, and a great part of ; Sacked and Burnt Aqu 'ileiai 
and fought that memorable Battel with /£r/<tf,the General, in 
Campis Catalonicii, near Ti'olonfe ; wherein 'tis laid were ten Kings pre- 
lent, and about two hundred thoufand flain: and, which is allbob- 
fervable, the Generals on both fides were of thefe Parts ; fpr Attila 
Jmundts. wasa/A/««e, and /Etiia a Matfian ^ or Servian, of the neighbour 
Country. And in fucctcding Ages, how far and widely the Kings of 
Hungary enlarged their Dominions, bcfidesmany Fdiftorical Accounts, 
is teliificd at their Coronation , by Banners carried by Great Per- 
Monfieur i* fens ; w herein werc rtprefciitcd ten /’eowwccs of that Kingdom : that 
is, I/ungaria, Dalmatia, Croatia , Schlavonia, Galifia , Kajeia, Servia, 
Bulgaria, Bojnia, 3i\\i\ Lurlomiria. 

'ihis Country has given the longed dop unto the 'Iurkip> Contjueds, 
and farther intrufion into the Wedern Parts of EuK’p:. Formed, 
which they have already obtained, lias been upon the advantage of the 
Hungarian Dividons, and their own lubtilty and tallc praeddes; and 
Solynyan, by fuch fallc and low dealings, furprized tlie Capital City of 
Burla. And althougli the Turk has now obtained the bed part of the 
Country 5 yet almod a third part remains out of his Power, and in 
obedience to tlic Emperor, as King of Hungaria : as aimed all 7Jppfr 
Hungary, from Presl/urgunlo Tokay, and /rwjr. And there arc yet 
out of their hands tlic three notablcd Bulwarks of Ckrijhndom ; Bah^ 
Komar a,- zo^l^opoUjladt ; all which I had the advantage to lee. This 
lad has been crcdled fince the lofsof Neivheufell ; and made much after 
the fame nianncr ; confiding of Six regular Baftions revenues. It is 
dated on the Wed fide of the River Waag, over againd Fre 'ifladt , not 
far from the place where the Tartars pafled over in the lad War, and 
dedroyed a great part of the Country, and carried away many Cap- 
tives from thole Parts, and out of Moravia. This Fortification was be- 
gun in the year 1665-. and was well advanced , but not finiflied when 
I was there, 1669. Count Souches the younger was then Governor 
thereof ; Irom whom I received great Civility in that place ; and a 
Gujird of Foot Soldicrs,to convoy me through the Contribution Coun- 
try, towards Schemnitz, Cremnitz, and the other Mine-Towns. 

Many Roman Emperors have honoured thefe Quarters with their Pre- 
fence, Birth, Death, or great Aidions. For (to ormtTrajan, CaracaSa, ^ 
Calienm, Conjfantius, and many more) the Emperors Aurelianus,Proius, 
Gratianus, Maximianiu, had their Nativities at Sirmium ; andClaudius 
Gothiciu died in it, or near it. ^ovianus, and E'alentinianus were Born 
in Pannonia. Governor of Pannonia, was faluted Emperor by 

the Legions. FetramoXxkevtife, in the fame Country. And at 
Sirmium W'as held a General Council) when Photintu was Bilhop of that 
place. The 
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The Eomun Armies being much in this Country, no wondeT it is, 
that fo many Coins of Copper^ GoM^ and Silver are to be tound in it ; 
Whereof I obtained no fmall number at Vet rone U , or Old CarnnntHm, 
which was a Part ot Panwni*. And at Sene , or Senia , fituated near 
the Djnuhe, I met with very many. They are alio to be found at Old 
Bud j, ox Sic.milinA ; at Old Strmium in the Country, now called Schrenu 
ni.ii ct Alurfo, or /-ffeck. and many other Parts. An Mer- 

chant, in w hole Houle I lodged Belgrade ^ undertook to provide me 
with Roman Coins againll my return: w'hich he might well do about 
thole Parts, as at Samandiia, and other places. And not far 

from thmcc L\J:macl:i{s , King oi' Micedon and 7 i race , is conceived to 
have kept his abode, at a Calfle or Palace near Deva; where that un- 
parallel’d mafsofO'c/r/ Medals was found, as is pirticnkirly delivered by 
M inficur /■'««?. c, in his Account of the P.'ars ot Uso.gary. 

. Near tlie Town ol Dt va or Pevas, w^s tound great llore of Treafure, 
by the Peiiljntsol tlie Country, undcran Ancient Calllc or Palace, all 
ruined and decayed. 'I'lic Kam ce'iitiiuiinga longtime, and the Wa- 
ter running with a forcible curicnt, there was ddeovered an infinite 
company o\ Golden Medals: upon one fide ot which w'as Coined the 
Image of /.)//wacA«r, on the other fide a Vidlory; every one w eighing 
two or three taowns. The Storm and rage of water being patl, and 
the Sun Ihiiiing on dicfe, made a marvellous glittering; which per- 
ceived by thcPealaiits , they remained ravilhed with joy ; and raking 
them up, tliey affo lound a Golden Serpent: W'liicli afterwards Gene- 
ral * 7 / .iT/c Cent unto /'c/^Z/wW, with apartofthelc Ancient Medals. 

This ueiiig an ancient Cullom with thole who buried their Trcifurc, 
to place Serpents there, in token of 3 Faithliil keeper. Alter the Pea- 
fants had taken, no man knew what , others took ifom thence rnore 
than^Twenty tliouland/)wurr. And the report w as , that they might 
have taken an hundred d houfanel. For that had Ibmetimes ban the 
abode ot King lyhmacl.tis. Whereof /^7 y//»iO/( 7 had a Tlioufaiid, and 
CallaU: tlirec Mundred. Wliich Coin remained in this place from 
Lyftmachus’s time. Among other notable Antiejuities, there werealib 
found t\no Medal) ol Gold, the one of Nimis , the other oi Semirami<^ 
which were fent to the finpcror Charles the I'ijth. And thtic 
was not any Man in all that Province, of what Authority or repu- 
tation Ibever, who had not fome of thefe Medals: to infinite was 
found this Sam to be. 

In the Old Roman Towns, through which I pafled, the Peoi le, 
upon notice given, would bring wliat Coins they had, called, by 
them HeatbeH-money, In the Countries of Servia and Bojna, the 
Armenians and Jews make Colle£lion.s , and fend them to Ragufi ; 
from whence the greatefl: part is carried into Italy. I mull not omit 
one Copper Coin of the Emperor Julius Philippus , wliich 1 f^und 
common in tliofe Parts, and very rare in others; it hath on the 
Obverfe, the H ad of plul/ppus, W'ith this Infcription, IMP, C. M. 

JZt L. PIIILIPPVS A7jG. on the Reverie, zWoman bcnwcen 
a Lyonzxuh a Bull, w ith the Infcription, P.M.S. COL. VIM. AN.V/I; 
which may be Privincice Moefm Super ioruColonia Vminactum Annona 
Septimo data. 

Vminaci'm Was a Roman Colony in Meefia Superiour, riow^^r- 
via i and conceived to be Singidunum., or Senderin upon the Dannie^ 
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at the entrance of the River Mojehius or Morava ; by the Lyon and 
the Buff, might be declared the goodnefs of the Soil, fit for Agricul- 
ture, and the f^alour Courage of the People; and by thofe fierce 
Animals fitting fo quietly together, that, by the Prudence of Phi- 
lipptts. Agriculture went on, and none found oppofition from the Lyon, 
or force of others. 

Annona Sept im data; The Seventh time of the diftributfon of Corn 
under Philippus. The Legio Jecima Jexta frumentaria , which was 
quartered in that place, having the Charge of the condutling thereof; 
as the Learned triftan has conjectured. 
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This IS the Habit of an Hungarian which is found to be fo 
fit and convenient for all fort of Exercife , cfpecially on Horfe- 
bacK, and in War, that it is made ufe of alfo by the Croatians, 
Schiavomans , and other Nations , and by the Turks themfelves 
who live near the Frontiers ; although otherwife they leldom 
change their own Habits.

In this place, the Emperor Antoninus Philojophus , in order to lifs 
Wars with the Marcomanniy now Moravians, rcfidcd the fpacc of Three 
years, and died at Vindobcna , now Vienna : and here Severus was 
eleded Emperor by the German Legions. But this Noble and Ancient 
City was ruined, in after-timesj by Attila the fimne, in his Inclr- 
fions into thefe Parts : Yet tlicrc are ftill remaining many marks of 
its Ancient Grcatnels.. iAnd tliough Grafs now grows where Old 
Carnuntum flood; yet by an obferving Eye, the Foundations of tRcir 
Houfes, and their Streets are ftill dilcoverable : and fuch great quan- 
tities of Roman Cxiim have been of a long time, and are Hill found 
there, that the Boors are commonly well furnifhed with tlicm ; of 
whom I purchafed a great number : and Mr. DoneUan, an Irijh Gen- 
tleman, who then travelled with me, and was walking in iny Com- 
pany, 
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pany, viewing thefe Old Remains of former Greatncfs, by chance ftrock 
with his foot a Silver Coin out of the Earth. 

Preihurgy Pefontum, Pijcnium^ and by feme thought to be Flexum. 
is a pleafant City feated on the North fide of the DanuLe^ ten Gi rman 
miles Eaftward from , the chief City cf Himgaria in tlic 

fsrial Dominions thereof; fince the lofs of the pbee of Conven- 
tion for the EJlates ; and fincc the lols of Strigonium , tlic Akhopoh. 
tan City. The C/Zy is pleafant ^ the C<i/?/e is ftately , tcautilul, and 
w'cll fituated on the top of a Hill, and built of White Stone; herein is 
kept the fo highly tftcemed Crown of Hungary, commonly believed 
to have lK;cn brought by an Angd from Heaven, unto St. Stephen their 
King j and is of a different figure from other Crowns. Tlie Garden 
oi Arch-Bijhop hytty hif, thtVVAks , the Grotto's, the figure of 
Jeronimo, the Lalirynth, Hjh-ponds, and Fountains arc Noble. In the 
Dome, or Cathedral Church , lieth the body of St. Johannes Eleemofyr.a- 
riuSy billiop of Alexandria. The Jefuits have a part of the fame Church, 
and a noble Sliop, lull of Rarities. Tiie Lutherans have 

alfo a fair Church here. 

Rah, or Javrinum, a City feated at thecf.nflucnce of the Rivers Rjh, 
Bahnitz, and the .• and a ftrong 1 rontier Ikilwark againfl^^the 

Lurk. It hath two one over a double Ditch, lead. ng towards 

AuHria <sx[(}i another towards Alha Regahs , or Smiln eillenlurg. Ic 
hath feven large and kout Cavalhers, or high Mounts, which 
over-look them. The firft is the Caftle Bajlion, upon which ftands 
the Caftle or Palace of the Governour. The fecond is tlic Water Ba. 
flion, lying towards the The tliird is the Ballion of the 

Hdl, under W'hich when the Lurks fprang a Mine , a Horfeinan was 
blown off from the top of it into the Danube, without any hurt to him- 
fclf or his Horfe. The fourth is the middle baftion, towards the Land 
Bartward. The fifth is the new baftion. The fixth is the Imperial, or 
timprefs Baftion. And the feventh is the Hungarian Baftion, lying next 
the River Ral, where the Turkijh Governor w as Killed when the Low n 
was furprifed in the Night by the Chriftians, The Country is all plain 
about, and there is nothing which feems to command it, but a imall 
Hill at fomc diftance, which is undermined, and may be blown up 
upon any occafion ; beyond which there is alfo a Tower or Spy in the 
open Fields, to difeover the approach of the Enemy. It was befiegtd 
by Sinan Baff a, in the KCign oi Sultan Amurah the Third; where he 
loft many Men, and at one allault Twelve thoufand ; but at laft was 
S/irrcndred , by the Treachery of Count Hardeck , the Governor ; 
which coft him his Head at Vienna ; where, upon a Scaffold covered 
with black Velvet, kneeling by the fide of a Table covered with a 
black Velvet Carpet, he laid his Hand upon the Table, and the Execu- 
toners at the fame inftant ftruck off both his Head and his Hand. In 
a few years after , it was recovered , by a notable furprife, afted by 
Count Swartzenlurg y and Count Pal/, with a great llaughter of the 
Turks. I faw a part of the Gate, which was then broken by a Petard, 
the fame being ftill kept for a Memorial, in a part of the Cathedral 
Church. While this place was in the Turks Pofleffion , they made a 
Dungeon forChriftianPrifonersi wherein there is no light, but what 
enters by a Grate upon the ground in the Market-place. But this is 
now feldom empty of TiirFx, begging the Charity of Paflers-by, and felling 
neat Whips which they make in this their fad reftraint. He 
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He tha^ would take a view ol' warlike Engines and Inftrumcius, is 
BOt like to have better latistaition any where, than at RjI and A'omj- 
w here lie may take notice of one, called a morning Star, uled by 
tlie Sentinels, and at an allault, dcicncc ol a breach, or entrance into a 
"lown; of earthen Tors to throw amongft the Kiumies, filled with 
llickingand burning in.ueiials. Tiiere he may alio lee a Lehn Brad, r, 
ori'l.mk let uith luK'ks , to be placed on the out-fide ef the works, 
covered lightly w ith earth ; whereby thole, who Bonn aic wounded, 
.uid intangled. A uetf Kugel, or inflriimcnt filled with wild lire, and 
combulliblc matter, to be thrown by the hand, it ftieketh lalt and 
burncth. A Sp-mn/jeht Hitter or Chevd Ac to be laid in the 

v\ ay, to keep out the Horic ; divers forts ol Chain-flio|| and the 
like. 

• General MenfccuctAi was tlic Governour of /uw/, wliofe Pafs I had 
thcadvaiftage of in the former year, to travel by thclc parts unto the 
Mine-Towns. The Kmjierour being wearied with Chiaiifcs, and ordi- 
nal)’ Envo)s, wliieh lb often (ame to /Vrm/iromthc Vi lier of 
and expeded prek nts at their return ; hath taken order, that, without 
di’ecial Licence, they lhall come no further than but there re- 

ceive their difpatche.s. 

honor a, (jomorit, Crunicmini or Cofnaronium^ a large and flrong Town 
r i the Eall-end of the Illand of Sdur, looking over the O^inule and 
l/’.uy, ftrongly fortified, and well mann’d. Colonel was 
then Goveiiiour; the Arongell place is the Tortoijefon ; fo called, from 
feme tcicmblanec it hath to a Torto/fc This I'own, after the taking of 
RmI, V as be fieged by Siantt Bnfflt, with fixty .Ships, and a great num- 
ber of '/inks and /niters ; but in vain, and to the great flaughtcr of the 
Tartars. Although the t>a(la omitted nothing piwards the gaining it, 
but employed treachery as well as force, and under colour of a Parley, 
lent five Turks to the Govcrnour,Baron /imiw,who had then received a 
great wound upon his right Knee, to try if he could by any means lie 
wrought upon to deliver up the City. And the Governour gave them 
the hearing, till they had declared their whole treachery ; but then pre- 
fently commanded four of their Heads to be ftruck off^ and to be fet 
upon long Pikes upon one of the Bulwarks, for the liajfa to look upon ; 
and lent the filth back to the Bajfa to tell him that although he found 
one in Hah to ferve his turn he was much deceived, if in him he tliought 
to find Count HarAeck, and to afTure him that he would never betray 
a City committed to his charge but rather wilhed to dye the Emi^- 
rors true and faithful Servant irnbrewed in the Blood of the lurks. \ 

In the inward Caftlc 1 obferved three old Tombs, which Jiad bem 
formerly brought thither from Sene or Sen/a, a place of Antic]uity, ijot 
larr off. Some in the Caftlc oblcrving me to write out their Infcrip- 
tions, were very inquifitivc, and obliged me to leave a copy of them in 
the Caftlc; and if, upon attcr-confidcration, I Ihould find them to-be 
of importance, required a promife of me, to fend them an account 
thereof : The Inlcriptions were thofe. 
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On one of them 

memoriae JVL I AE EMERITAEQVAE 
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And on the Cover 
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The Infcription upon another was this, 
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And on the top or Cover, this following, 
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Tljc third Tomb was of the fame Figure, but without any Infcrip- 
tion. I could not omit toftt down thefe, becau/e they are not to be 
met with in that great Volume of inferiptions of CrHter, 

(jomora hath been of late more ftrongly fortified, and a greater com- 
pafs of ground is taken in, by a line drawn from the Waag to the Da- 
nnie^ and fortified with four new Baftion«. 

Of feme other places, near unto thefe already named, and whereof 
I took notice the year before, I lhall make but fhort mention ,* as parti- 
cularly of Neivhewfel/y by the Hungarians called Vyivar^ feated by the 
River Neutra, not far from Nitr/a, a ftrong place, and Bifhops See, taken 
by Count dc Sonebes in the laft wars. Newhaujl is a ftrong Hold, re- 
gularly fortified with fix large Baftions, which makes it lie in the form 
otji iitar, it was furrendred after fix florms unto the grand nfer ; 
wlh) prefcntly befieged it, after that Count Forchau^ the Governour, 
ha/» rallily loft a great part of his men at the Battel of Barchan ; where 
tff bones of the Slain lie yet in the Field. The Turkijh Bajfa lives in 
thi^vPalace, which belonged to the Arch-bifliop of Preshutg, and has 
converted the Church into a Mofehea. The Bajfa growing too fami- 
liar ith the neighbour Governour of Kemara, was jealoufly looked on 
by j:he Grand Seigniory who fent one to take of his head, and put ano- 
ther into this Government. This place commands contribution from 
a good part of the Country between the River Waag and the Neutra, 
and betu ecn the Neutra and the River Grap : and in places, where we 
kxlgcd in thofc parts, the Mafter of the houfe told us, he was obliged to 
give notice unto the Turhy who, and how many were in his houle ; 
whereof wx were not unwilling, relblving to be gone, before the ac- 
count thereof could come unto them. If the Fijier had not fpent time

iilv'ut the ficge of Newhcu'fe//, but marched into Anfir/j, when the 
Emperour was yet unprovided, the Auxiliary forces larr o(?^ and rttmu, 
and all the Country about in great fear, he miglit have probabi}- Icit 
lad cUcifls in thole parts ; but attempting feme time alter, to break into 
Ia Saint Godaifl, when the Imperial forces were in rcadincls, 
and the great bodies ot Auxiliaries ol Gernum and I'rcnch came up, he 
was repulied wirli great lofs of his befl: Soldiers, and readily clapt up a 
j'eacc, w hicli kept thefe parts in »|uiet for many years. 

A'l v/i’, So»c or a Village near the 1'>ahuIc, and remarkable j>lacc 

I. r varictv of Antiquities, where, by the help ol rlie Ryro or 

the 'J’o\' n, I met w ith divers Coins, and lome ol (lold, Ibmc fntjirjiut, 
and as they called it, a Heathen or R man Ke)'. Whereof I preieiited 
liane unto Vetrin Lamlecuu^ w ho lliewed them unto the Emperor. 
This place, being in the contribution Ciounrry to the /«/•/(, hjth been 
little enquired into ; and thtreliiie the Antiquities thereof were the 
iTiorc welcome AmongH all the Inlcriptioiri of Gruter^ 1 lind but one 
or two of The Pei'ple lay, this I'lace was formerly called Apoflo- 
ji/a, bur without any <gocd ground. 

Palling Irtun Raa'l to Dot/^, St. Afartin'.lcr^ oilers it felf to view ; an 
handlomc Town, and fining Hold, upon the top of a high Hill, over- 
Itx-'kingall rite Countrv. T his is flill in the Chrillians hands, though it 
hath lormerly Lcen taken by the ///rbi, once in ^Inn.rath the third's 
rime. 

/’tf/A, Zi/r.j, or Theedata, about twelve fin^hfk miles from Gemora, 
VI here there is a Cartle with a Ditch about it, and alfo lome Natural 

II. uhsiicar it. It hatii been often taken and retaken: Grajf 'y.acb,3. 
Nol le Hungarian, was then (jovernor , whole fingular (aviliues I 
imift always acknowledge ; and indeed in thefe parts, I was at belt con- 
tent in the company ol’Souldicrs, for they commanded all, and were 
generous and free hearted Ptrfons, ami could commonly Ijieak cither 
Laimc, High-Dutch, or Itah w ; my company was the more accepta- 
ble to them, becaufe I had feen many parts of Europe before, which they 
would much enquire after. 

But to return into the road again ; we parted from Comora, being 
towed by a 5(//rb of twenty four oars. T\\c Hungarians rowdng up- 
on one fide, and the Gerrw.i«i on the other, they falutcd the Fortrcis 
with two fmall Guns, u hich they carried at the head of the Saick, and 
ft) we palfed by Htne, Nefmii, Kodwan, and came to A/o/c/t, the exatft 
place ot the Frontiers Here we expedbed a 7«rF/y/' Convoy ; which 
coming betimes in the morning, we made ready for them ; their Ofii- 
cerswcBt firft on Ihoar, then our I 'exda or Deyued with the Interwc- 
tcr, and chicfell of the company, both parties walking flowly, an^t 
meeting gave hands to one another, then we delivered our Boat vmto 
the 7«/ F' which they faftned to their Saick fent one i to our Boat 
to fleer It : and turning about, falutcd the Chriftians with one Gun, 
and then vsith eighteen Oars rowed down the Danube, we carrying 
the Eagle in our E.ag, they the Double Sivord, Star , and Halj- 
b^Ioon. 

The Turkifk Saick convoyed us to Strigonium or Gran, and fet our 
Boat on ihoar in the Tow n, and fo left us ; the Governor alfo took no 
notice ot us, either in hopes of a prefent, or (o ne private intcreft ; b.)t 
an Aga, w ho came with four troops of Horle I’rom NeKheu jcll, being 
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come into the Caftle> asked die Governor ( as we were informed by a 
Tttrk^ that came unto us ) what he meaned to have fo little care of his 
head, to deal with us after this manner? who were not lent to him, 
or to a Ha/kf or a Fifier^ but to the Sultan, and no doubt bad a Prc- 
fent for him : wliereupon we were foon difpatched. 

This City of Gran, Strigmiunt or OJhogon, is (bated on the South- 
ftde of the Dannie near the Confluence with the River Gran, divided 
into the upper and lower, and both walled ; the lower Wall doth well 
command the Dannie. St. Thomai //iZ/diard by the Town, is alfo walled, 
bccaufo it commandeth the Town : There are in this place Natural 
Baths of a moderate heat. This hath been the Metropolitan City of 
Hungary, where St. Stephen, the firft Chriftian King of Hungary, 
was born ; and King Stephen the third buried. 

Scarce any place has fuffered more ftrong and notable Si^es ; bc- 
fteged in vain by John, King of Hungary, taken by Selyman, recover- 
ed by Count Manifelt for Matthias, the Arch-Duke ; befieged again in 
vain, but taken in the time of Sultan Achmet, by the mutinous bale- 
ncisi of the Chriftian Defendants, who Ihutdng up Count Dampier, the 
Governor, delivered the place unto the General ; but 

after many years it was taken again by'the Chriftians under the Duke 
of Lorraine, in the year 1683 Over ^ainft Srr/g<?»i«»» lieth Barchan j 
between tlicfe two places there is a Bridge of Boats. 

From Strigonium wc pafled to Vicegrade or Vizzegrade : The upper 
Caftle of this pkee is feated upon a very high Rock, where the Crown 
of Hilary hatli been Ibnnerly kept : tlie lower Caftle hath been fair j 
there is alfo a handfome Fabrick of I^re Stones, and Arches, tlic mines 
whereof do ftill remain : this place was retaken from the Turks by the 
Forces ol the Arch-Duke Matthias, in the time oi Mahomet the Tliird, 
but betrayed, and delivered up by the Treachery of the Heyducks in 
the Reign ol Sultan Achmet. Charles Ring of Naples, and fworn King 
of Hungary, was Wounded on the head by Forchatz ; and being carried 
into the Ckftle, under pretence of laying a Plafter on his head, was 
ftranglcd. This place yielded to the Duke of Urraine, 1 684. 

Over againft Vizzegrade lieth where there is a large Church • 
and the place having voluntarily fubmitted unto the Turks, the Chri- 
ftians paying a fmall Tribute, lived under no great opprefficwi. Be- 
low this Tovfcn, the Danube divides, and makes a fair large Ifland 
cnlkd St. Andretvs ftill rowing down, by which we pafled by 
Virovkhitz, a noted place for plealant Vineyards and good Grapes and 
an Wd mine of Stone, upon the flioar of St. Andrews Ifle,whcre the Turks 
tol^ us, there was formerly a Stone Bridge, wc came to Vacia, in for- 
miV timesa Bifliop Sec, which hath now voto Mofches,zad. one Chriftian 
without the Wall. This place was feized upon, facked and 
burm by the Turks, 1^41. but taken by the Emperors Forces, under 
the Command of the Duke of Lorraine, in the Year 1684. after he 
Iiad overthrown the Turks in Battel near the Town, but was quitted 
again at the latter end of the Autumn, there being a ridge of Hills near 
it wliich over-look the Towm, and render it not eafle to be defended. 

Here we changed our Convoy again, and pafled unto the 
OpitalGty, and Royal Scat of the Kinjp of Hungariu, andtherefi- 
dence ol a Turkijb Vifier, who hath divers Baffa's under him. It is a 
I^City, and of a plealant %acion; divided into the upper and. 

lower 
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lower Town, wherein are feme ruine$, «nd rcliques of Magniftcenr 
Strudiures, raid’d by the Hungarian Kings, cfpecially Matthias Corvi- 
nns, whofe Palace the F/fier po/leflW. But much acting of its anci- 
ent glory. There are alfo Ibme fsit Mafchet^ Caravanfaras, and very 
Magnificent Baths. There is allb a high Hill called St. G<rr< 7 r//’s Mount, 
which hath a Fort on the top, and over-looks the Town and Coun 
try. 

The natural Baths of Burla arc efteemed the noblcll of Europe^ not 
only in rcfpcdJ: of tlic large and hot Springs, but the Magnificence of 
their Buildings. For the Turks bathe very much, and though little cu- 
rious in moft of their private houfes, yet are tliey very fumptuous in 
their publick Buildings, as their Chars or Caravanfara’sy Moj'chcSy 
Bridges, and Baths declare. 

There are eight Baths, whereof I had opportunity to take notice 
during n\y flay at Buda, three toward the R.ijt and South- Eajl part of 
the Oty, in the way leading towards Couftantinopk , and five towards 
the Welt enJ of the Town, in tiie way towards old Offea, and Stri- 

goniam. 

The firft is a targe open Bath at the foot of a higli rocky Hill, cal- 
led Ihirgatory, whereof the People have fomc odd and fcrupulous Ap- 
prchcnfions. 

Tlie Iccond is covered with a Cupola, and ftands nigh tlic lame Hill, 
but more into the Town, and near a place where thc‘y ufe Tanning. 

The third is called the Bath of tlic green Pillars, though at prefent 
they be of a red colour, it ftands over againft a Caravaufara. The 
W.itcr is hot but tolerable without the Addition of cold water, it is 
impregnated with a petrefiing juyee, which difeovers it fellon thcifidcs 
of the Bath, u|x>n the Spouts, and other places, and makes a grey 
Stone : The Exhalation from the Bath reverberated by the Cupola, by 
the Irons extended from one Column to another, and by the Capitate 
of the Piilars forms long Stones like tficles, which hang to all thefe 
places. 

The Water is let out at night, when the Women have done bathing, 
who often ftay late. The Bath is round, fet about with lai^e Pillars 
fupporting a Cupola, which hath openings to let out the Steam, and 
yet the whole Room continues to be a hot Stove. 

The Baths of the Well end of the Town are firft, taHelli, or the 
Bath of the Table, a fmall Bath covered : the Water white, and of a 
Sulphureous fmell ; they drink of this as well as bathe in it; what ttey 
drink they receive from a Sixjut, bringing the Water into this pl^> 

1 delivered a fivc-Sols piece to a Turk, who was bathing in it, to^ldjfor 
me, which he did in half a Minute, by rubbing it between hte fin*i>, 
wh ilc the hot Water fell from the Spout upon it. J 

The lecond is Bar at Degrimeae, or the Bath of the PoWdcr-Mill, ic 
rifes in an open Pond near the High-way, and mixes with the frclh 
Springs, which makes the Pond ot a whitilh colour in one part, ^nd 
clear in the other ; as alfo cold and hot in feveral parts. This convey- 
ed crofs the High-way into a Powder Mill, becomes ufehil in making 
of Gun-powder, 

The third is Cuzzaculejp, the little Bath, or the Bath of the Saint, 
for which name the Turks give a fopetftitious reafbn : It is kept by 
Turkijh Monks. The Bath where tlie Springs arife, is ft> hot as fearce 
. . IA134A to 
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to be endured ; but being let out into another bathing place at fame 
diftance. it becomes tolerable and fit for ufe. This Water hatli neither 
colour, fmcll.nor tafte different from common Water, and depofeth no 
fediment, only the fidcs of the Bath are green, and have a fungous fub- 
ftance all over. 

The fourth is Caplia,^ very noble Bath, but part of the Buildings was 
confumedihis year, 1669. by a great Fire that happened in but 

is fince repaired by the Turks. The Water is very hot, not without a 
petrefying juyee in it. The Building about is eight fquare, with a 
noble Bath in the middle, with a Circle of a Trench of Water about 
it for the letter Ornament, to bathe the feet in ; on every fide it 
hath a A^c/r, wherein is a Fountain ; in the middle of the Anti-Chamber, 
where they leave their Cloths, there is alb a fair Stone Bafon and a, 
I ountaln. 

The fifth is the Bath of Vcliley, which hath a ftrong fujphureous 
fmell ; and a petref) ing Juyee in it, and is fo hot, that to make it tolerable 
it requires the addition of cold Water; this istiienobleft of all. The 
Anti-Chimhcr is ve y large, the Bath-Room rapacious, and high-Archt 
cd, adorned with five Cupolas, ; one a very fair one over the great 
roind Bath in the middle; and one lelfer over each of the four corners 
w here arc cither Baths, or Bath-flovcs for private ufe : in thele the 
Turks take ofl the hair of their Bodies by a Vfilothrum mixt with Soap : 
it being not their Cuflom to have any hair, except their Bcards- 
Twelve Pillars fupport the great Cupola., between eight whereof are 
Fountains of hot Water, and between the others are places to fit down, 
where the Barbers and Bath-men attend ; and each of theft places has 
two Cifierns of /'>c’f-//cw,into which arc let in hot Bath- water, and al- 
fo cold Water, to be mixetl and tempered as every one pleafeth. 

Men bathe in the Morning, and Women in the Afternoon. Wiien 
any man intends to bat’:e, having entred the firft Rooms, he finds 
there divers Servants attending, who furnifli him with a Cloth and 
Apron. XhcMi he puts off his Cloths and having put on the Apron, 
he enters the Iccond Room, wherein is the great Bath, and fits on the 
fide of the Bath, or b tween the Pillars near a Fountain, where the 
Barber ftrongly rubs him with his hand opened, ftretching out his 
Armes, and lifting them up ; after which the Paity bathes. Then if 
he be a Subject ol the grand Se/guiors, or it be the Cuflom of his 
Country, he hath his head (haved, and if a young man, his beard, cx- 
ccuy the upper Lip ; next the Barber rubs his Brcail,Back, Armes,’ and 
LtVs, with an hair Cloth, while he either fitteth, or lieth with his face 
dof/nward, then walhcs his head with.SVj/>, and after throws cold Wa- 
t^Atupon him, all over his Body, and then he walks in the fleam of 
thij’Bath for a time. 

Ihc Germans call this City Offen, and fome will have it founded 
by /?«/,, the Brother of Bts/la, the Famous Ring of the //unnes. 
And to ipeak the truth among all the numerous C ountries, and Places 
Conquered by that Warlike Nation, they could not choofe out indeed 
a nobler Scat to build a City in, where, befides the advantage of their 
natural Baths and Stoves, this being placed upon the Banks of the 
gre.itefl River in Europe^ where it runs in one entire Stream, and the 
City rifing up by degrees to the top of Hills, ifiording from moll Streets 
of the Town, a Prolpedl of twenty Miles or more, on the other fide of 
i . the 
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thcD-nkie, as far as ones eye can reach, with the view of Pest, and 
the Ion" Bridge ot Boats, an i the beautiful fruitful Gauntry about it, 
renders it moll cxquifitely pleafant and delightful, and was the Royal 
Scat oi the Kings and Queens, till that Solymau the Mag- 

nificent, entered it with his Sons Selmus and Bajuzet, on tlic Thir- 
teenth ol in the Year One Thoufand Five Hundred Forty One, 

and made a Decree that Ihould be Irom that day kept by a Gar- 
rifon of y /'/sir, and tlic Kiirgdom converted into a Province ol the Jur- 
kiJkhrriYwc and the Queen and her young Son, be lent intothc Coun- 
try of Lippj, be ond the River TdijeuSy at a little dillance (roin /Wa 
or OJicM : tliere is another Place called old Offen,, conceived to be 6'/- 
camiria of old, whetc the SkambnM Souldiers quartered, in the 
time of the Hviums: and Ionic Antiquities and Infcriptions have Ixcn 
taken notice ot in tliat jilacc. 

Over a^Tiinft Budj, iiixin the P.aslerH-lhoar of DMuhius, flands 
the City ?>//, keirg Quadrangular and leated upon a Plain : and by 
rcafonoliti Wall, and the low ersoi the AJoJeh's, nSakes ahandlbin 
Ihow from Buelj. It gives the name unto the County or Com/- 
tatus PeJ/l'/en/ti : //««giir/ii beingdivided into Counties, like Juig/and ^ 
between this place and Buda^ the handfom Bridge ol Boats, is above 
half a Mile long. e 

Tlic habit of the turk/th Women feemed new and Orange to me : 
Breeches almoll to their feet, a kind of Sirock over them, and then 
a long Gown witli their Head-drels, which letches about, covering 
their face, except their eyes and makes them look like Penitents : 
but it was not unpleufant unto me, as taking away the occalion of 
Pride and Folly : though other wife it can have no good grace in a ftran- 
gcr’s iancy. 

During our Stay at RuJa, wc went into a Turkifh Coiwent, where 
the Prior or Superior called or Father of the Boje,, with fome 

of his Brethi'en brought us into a large Room like a Chapircl, and en- 
tertained us witli Melons and fruit: at parting, wc gratified them 
with fome pieces of Silver, which were kindly accepted. The Julpapa 
had his Girdle or Ceinturc cmboHed before with a whitilh Stone, big- 
ger than the palm of my hand, which was Galathtes or Aiilk-Jlone ; 
whereof they have a great opinion, bccaufe in their belief, M/thomet 
turned a whole River in Arabia into this kind of Stone. 

We lodiicd at an old Rafeians h®ule, where we w ere wcjl accom- 
modated ; having from it a fair Profpeift over the Danube., the long 
Bridge titviPesi, and a good part of the Country. Divers Turks And 
{oraeChiauJes reforted unto us, where they were treated to their con- 
tent. The Mafter of the Houfe was thouglit to hold fccret cwre- 
fpondence with a Friar oi Peft, and to give intelligence Y)f 

^currences unto the MiniftcrsofStatcatO'owora./ttf^and Fienn^i he 
prevail^ with me to jien a Letter in Latin and Italian/, wherein I 
was not unwilling to gratifie him, becaufe it contained nothing, be- 
fides an account of fome Prifoners, and the encroachment of the Ar- 
menian Merchants upon the Trade. 

As we were riding in the City, divers of the common Turks murmu- 
red, tliat we Ihould ride, where they went on foot. But I was plealed 
to many Turks to falute Seiginor Galrtd, the Emperors Coufrier, in 
our Company, and to take his hand, and put it to their foreheads, 
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but was much more delighted with the courteous entertainment of Alcr- 
than Rphendi,i perfon of note, and who had been an Envoy extraordi- 
nary at rietmaWc received us in an handfom large Room, and treated us 
with great kindnefs ; faying, that he defired our company, not to any 
lead, but to a Treat of Aflc(9:ion and Refped ; fucli as might declare, 
tliat we had converfed like friends, and eat and drunk together ; he 
called for a ftool, that I might fit down, it being then iincafie to me 
to fit crofs- legged , and asked me, whether I would learn thoTurkilh 
Language, or whether I would go to the Port , and bow I liked /Wj, 
and among other queflions, asked, what was the King of Polands 
name ? and when 1 told him, Michael Wifnmpitski ; his reply was 
f mewhat ftrangc unto me; laying, Michael, that’s a good name, 
that’s the name of the grcatelt Saint in Heaven, except Mary ; and fa 
having entertained us,he difmifled us with good willies. At our return 
to this place, after two days flay, the Governor font us wilji four and 
twenty Horfc Souldiers into Chriftendom again, thefe guarded us with 
great care, a day. and a night, till they faw us fafe at Dotis. 

But now leaving Bnda, wc travelled by Land Eaftwardj and 
palling by the ruincs of the King of Hungary s Mint-houfc, by Ham 
'Zalhi Palanka, and by Erzin, WC came to Adm, in Turkijh, Tzan 
luirieran, or aninta lilerata, fo named by Silyman the Magnificent ; 
bccaule, in his hafty retreat from Vienna, he firfl: made a quiet flop 
at this place, and tlKrc could think himfclf fccure from any purfuit of 
the InqKiial Forces. This place was afterwards taken by Graff Palfi, 
frdm thence wc c'amc to Pentole or Pentolen Palanka. This or Adorn 
is conceived to be the old PotentiaHa,Vih.ctG the Hunnes, invading thole 
parts, Ibuglit a bloody Battel with the Romans, under the condudl of 
Macrinus and Tetricus, but were overthrown. 

From hence to Fodwar, in light of Colocza, feated on the other 
fide of the Danube, in the road to Temeftoar, formerly an Arch-Bilhops 
See ; whereof Tomoretts was Bifliop, whofe ralhnefs conferred much 
unto the lols of Hungary, at the Battel of Mohatz. Then by Pax or 
Paxi unto Tolna, formerly Altinum ot Altinium, where the Hunnes 
being reeruited, fought a fccond Battel , obtained the Vidory, and 
cxpulfcd the Romans, though not without the lofs of forty thoufand 
ot their own men. This hath been a very great place, but burnt by 
the Chriftians. The Hungarians and Rajeians, who inhabit here, li- 
ving in np good agreement. 

Thence to Jeni Palanka,'w\itto we palled the River Sarvizza,fotmeT- 
ly ^rpanus, a handfom River, arifing near Fefprinium, and palling 
AlBtRegahs, ox Stullmiffenhurg, the ancient place of Sepulture of the 
Kings, which makes a triangle with Buda ^xv^Strigontum, 
airalunning into the Danube below. From thence by Setzwar to Bo- 
toje^, where we travelled by night, and had a Horfe-guard of Spahies, 
till we came to Setz, a large Town ; where I obferved the ruincs of an 
old Caftlc, and a round Palcfado upon the Hill. 

Here is alfo a new Chan or Caravanfara ; then to Mohatz. Before 
we came to this place we palled by a fmall Bridge over the Brook Cu- 
raffe j which, upon great rains, over-flows the Neiglibour parts ; 
near which Ludovkus the unfortunate King of Hungary perilhed. be- 
ing lliflcd in a mudjy place, where his Horfe plunged, after the T-' 
fought with the Forces of Solyman, on the other fide of the Town.

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We went to I'cc the place, where lo noble a Prince loft liis lilc, and an 
inconfidcratc Battel loft the Crown ot //lo/f^.iry. This Battel 
fought tlie 29tli dav of fi'/c/er, in the ’S tar u !;(> 

was near the King’s Perfim when lie was drowned, lelareil tlie m.-io'ei 
ot' it to the /y.'o.'t'./r/./wf, and IhcwttI them the pi ice wlicre he kll in, 
tioni whence the King’s Body was afterwards take n iii’eiuiie, ai d 
carried to --J/’./ where with great 'loleninity it was li’iin!

out together,cl!oo!'.ng rather to die every man, than to give .VcAwai/ the 
Magniticeiif, w ho I efieged them, any |)retcncc to the 'I’own, by their 
iSurrendcr,* and So/ynuin himlelt died lilcewilc in the (Aimis and hat!) 
a Sword hanging by his Tomb in CtwlLi.itiiopIc, as a peculiar honour 
toliim, in rigard that he did rot only fpctul a great j art oi liii. lile, 
bait alti) died in War. 

From hence bv Bjrinctwir IXuv/j or Draz^i unto Pffcck or OJJeckf 
conceived to be old or not tar from it. ft is icated low, and 

tlie Streets. are planked with Trees. Upon one ftde of the Gate 
is part of a Hom,fn liilcnption. M. yTLl AN, &c. on the other fide, a 
Maids head in a Stone; tltcrc is alio a Dyal, wdiieli is not ordinary, 
brouglit from .S’lT/vit'a/' ; and tlic greateft piece (A Ordiianec, wliich 
I law in all thofe parts, not lying upon a (.'arriage, but upon Bodies of 
Trees. But tliat which is moft remarkable here, is the well contrived 
Bridge of Wood, made partly over the River Dravta, and partly oyer 
the Fennsadjoyning, being five Miles long : being raylcd, and having 
Tow ers at every ipiarter of a Mdc : that part over the River Pr.ivui, 
Was burnt down by t ount N/colas Scrin'r^ in the laft Wars, and ano- 
ther built i'incc. He that beholds this Bridge, the 'J'owers ol W^d 
upo 1 it, the ftrong ra\ les and float', and the numerous fup[)orters oil it* 
cannot but wonder, how they ihould lx; fupplied ^vith Wood to bu\lcl 
it, or maintain it. But hcrcot I fpeak elfcwhcre, this is tlic greateft 
raftagein //wg^/y, I'rom Serv/j, and the /urk/Jh Dominions. Had 
this been w ell detended, when/SWywi/« invaded Nuttgaiy^ he had not 
probably obtained fo eafie a March unto And to hinder the 

Supply of the Grand f-'/Jters Army from other parts of 7 'urky, Qntnt 
S rim burr.c > down tliat part, which was built over the Dnivni ; and 
in his return burnt Quir.q'te Ficlrlur ot the City o! five Churches, 
whicli heth Weftward tfom Fifed. 
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From thtricc Wc tame tb^akovar, whei'e there is a handfora woods, 
cn Bride over thd River at ydfaHus, plentiful of Filh ; and upon 
which, totheWeftward, Hands the Town of Walpo, taken by thd 
7«r>innthe Year if45. by the Treachery of the DependatiK, after 
that it held out three M nths under the Contmand of Ferenms% Lady 
and Friends, and the Garrifon was notwithftanding put to the Sword. 
Then by Sotzm faUnka^ and Tmearnick or Tahormck, to MetrotdtzA a 
large Town, and a great place for a Fair, ftrepgtbned by the adjacent 
Lake. So to Simonovitz^ leaving at a good diftance on the right hand 
the famous old S 'trmtm^ now an inconfiderable place, whereof I have 
alfo faid fomewhat elfewhe;c. They call this Country Sthrtmiti j and 
that, more near the Dravas^ 

In this Country many Families, and the Inhabitants of divers little 
Towns, live all under ground. I had formerly read of Troglodytei and 
fubterrancous Nations, about but! was much furprizcd to fCC 

the like in this place, and could not but fay unto my fclf : 

tJow I believe the Troglodytes of eU, 

Whereof Herodotus and Strabo told ; 

Since every mhre^ about thefe parts, in holes. 

Canicular men I fnd, and humane Moles. 

Near thefc'Habitations are Wells, to fgpply them with Water ; which 
they draw up, like Dyers and Brewers: and Dogs come out upon 
Strangers. As we travelled by them, the poor Chriftians would be- 
take themfeivcs to their holes, like Gonies. So that to fatisfie our curi- 
ofitics, we were fain to alight, and enter their houfes, which we found 
better than we cxpccftcd, divided into partitions, with Wooden Chim- 
neys, and a Windmv at the farther end , a little above the ground : 
and all things as neatfy dKpofed, as in other poor houfes above ground ; 
altlwugh but meanly, after the falhiort of thofc parts- Tjicir Speech 
is a Dialcdb of the Schlavonidn. Then travelling on between the Danu- 
bitts and the Savus,'wc came to Zemlin upon the Danule ; from whence 
we had a fair Proff^:^ of Belgrade, into the Caftle of Zemlin, Ste- 
phen, the uiurping King, retired, and died. From hence we palled by 
Water unto Belgrade. Belgrade,! aurHmm,Alba GrteedfireekAVeifienburg, 
or iJandor Alba, as the Hungarians call it, it is a large, fttong, popu- 
lous, and great Trading City, inServia, or Meefia Superior, iMtcdat 
th^Confluenceof the River Savns, and Danubiusi having the Hrft 
on |the Weft, the other on the North. The Danubius is here very 
br^M, runs furioufty, and feems to cut olT the Savus, as the Rhofne 
dOtk the Soane, by Lyon in France. 

The Water of i\Kpanube feefns more white and yellow, troubled, 
and more confiiled.

That of the Savus, darker, greenifb and clear ; at the entrance of the 
Savus, there is an Uhnd^ on which there is now much Wood, although 
it be not older than five and tlurty years ; about which time, fince the 
flit of both ftreams fo fettled, as to appear firft above Water. 
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Thatofthei'tfi^w, darker, grecniflr and clear; at the entrance of the 
Sitvus^ there is an lihtnd, bn which there is now much Wood, although 
it be not older than five and thirty years ; about which time, fince the 
rdt of both Hreams fo fettled, as to appear firft above Water. 
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. Arriving at Belgrade, I parted by the Water Caftle. and afterwards 
by the upper Caiile, both large, and having many Towers j The 
Streets, where the greateft Trade is driven , are covered over with 
Wood, as in divers other Trading Places ^ fo that they arc not oflended 
with the Sun, or Rain. They confift commonly of vShops, whicit 
arc but fmall ; and no*otljer, than a Taylors Shojvboard, placed low; 
upon which, after the fame manner, the Shojvkccpcr fits, and fclleth 
his wares to his Chapman without, lew or none entring in. I fow alfo 
two large places built ol Hone, like unto the Exchange, with two 
rows of I’illars over one anoihtr ; but they were fo full of Merchants 
Goods, that they loft mucii of their beauty. There arc alio two large 
liezejiens, orplacc.s, where the richeft Commodities arc fold. They 
arc built in the form of a Githedral Church, and within arc like to 
,^he old Exchange, above ftairs. The Grand /V/Vr hath built a noble 
car,iv.wjara in this CitYi with a Fountain in the Court, and near unto 
it a Mojihej, with a Fountain bcibreit: which was the Moj'chea, 
whicli I lad the opportunity to fee within-lidc. He hath alfo built a 
or College for Students, 1 liiw a Siu .’cnt habited in green, 
and wearing a Turbant with lour Corners, diilcrent from others, 
which is a peculiar dillinbtion. Although near to mod Towns there 
be Sepulchres to be feen, yet I obferved them to be moft numerous at 
Brlgnidt\Z'i being .very populous, and the Plague having Ixicn lately in it. 

VVe lodged at an Armeeun Mercliant s houfe, where we were liand- 
fomly accommodated. And we vifited divers others, who had built 
them fair lioufcs ; one, in whicli there w-as a Fountain and handfom 
Rath, and Stoves, where we wanted not Sherlct, and excellent 
•Wines ; (itch a.s the Neighbour Country affords. Thdc Armenians 
aredifperf'd i'.in lilTiading Places, and havea Church hercat Bel^ade, 
and feem to be more plain dealing, and reafonable men to buy any 
thing of, than cither Jews or Greeks. 

The Countries about have a great Trade unto this place ; the Ragufe* 
ans Trade here, and the Eaftcrn Merchants of Vienna have a Fadtory in 
this City. And furely Belgrade vas well feated for Trade, as any in-land 
place in Europe, hr being fttuated upon the Confluence of the Danubins, 
and the Savus, having the great River tihifcus running into the Danule 
near it ; the Dravus not very far from it, and the River Morava not far 
below it ; the Danule alfo flowing forward unto the Euxine Sea^it may 
hold no uncafie Commerce with many remote parts. And Servia being 
a fruitful and plcafant Country confifting of Plains, Woods, and Hills, 
which might afford good Metals, not without flout Men, goodHorfes, 
Wines and Rivers, if it were in the Chriftians hands ofthc temper of t^^ofe 
in the 'Veftern part of £«^o/e,it might make a very flourilhingCountw.^ 

This place hath formerly been the Bulwark of Hungary, in vaitibe” 
fieged by Amurath the fecond, and again by Mahomet the Great, who 
Was repulfed by the valour of Hunntades, and the Auxiliaries, railed by 
Friar Capifiranus : when Hunntades ifluing forth, and encamping out of 
the City, beat away the Turkilh Forces with great (laughter : where 
Mahomet himfelf was wounded in the breaft, loft his Qrdnance, and 
two hundred Ships were overthrown, by a Fleet, which came from 
Buda ; but, being unprovided, it was fince taken by Solyman the Mag- 
nificent, in the fecond Year of his Reign, in the Year of our Lord i yxi. 
and in no likelihood to be recovered. 
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Leaving Belgrade^ we proceeded in Servia, and pafl^ by a very 
high Hill, called Havilleck^ on the South or right hand, where are dill 
the ruincs of an old Monaftery, and came unto Hijfargick, nigh the 
Damle-, wliicli, in Maps, is commonly placed too far from it. Here 
wc took leave of that noble River, which by this time hath run a long 
courfc ; and from vaScbrnhenlandt^ wheVe it begins to be navi- 
gable, about nine hundred Miles: but more from its firft fource and 
orignal ; and hath a long fpacc yet to run, before it enters the Eux~ 
ine. Next to Collar^ not far from Samandria^ an old habitation and Ro- 
man Colony, but no\y a place of no great remark. It fell into the hands 
of the Turks in the time of Amurath the firft, and was given to the 
Chriftians again by his Son Sultan Bajazet, for Lazarus Defpot of Ser- 
v 'la being flain in Battel, left a mournful Widow. Stephen his Fldeft 
Son, and a fair Daughter, and their Family being then in great diftreft, 
they lent Amballadors to Sultan Bajazer, with rich Prefents and 
gtcat Of£rs which plcafcd him well, but above all he was marvelloufly 
taken with the incomparable beauty of the fair Defpoina^ the fame 
time prclentcd to him by her Mother the Defpotin, who had formerly 
promifed her to him, upon which he not only granted them peace for 
the prefent, but in return thereof beftowed upon them the pleafant 
City o[ Semandrta. The beautiful Dejpoina after this when Bajazet 
was overthrown, and Ihut up in an Iron Cage, was fuddenly taken 
Prifbner in the City of P rufa in Aftu fllinor by Asalia., one of the Gene- 
rals to Tamerlane, and carried far au ay, into the Eaftcrn Parts of the 
World, but howev> r it came to pafs She was afterwards brought back 
again, and now lies buried by the Tomb of Sultan B.ijazet at Brufia: 
tioiTl Iiuicc to f/alJaH P alanka^ about forty Englffh miles from 

Belgrade : |x.rhaps fo called from Haftn Bafaa famous turkijh Gene- 
ral Here I could not but take notice of an liandfome Antiquity in 
.Stone, of a Lyon worrying a Wolf. 

from thence to Baditzna^ where the Womens drefs began to change 
and wasfomcwhatodduntomc. They wear a kind of Canopy on 
tlieir heads; which is fet about, as alfb their foreheads, with all forts of 
mony, which they can get of Strangers. We left fomc fmall pieces a- 
mong them, to add unto that curiofity : in this kind of Ornament I 
have leen fomc Qratcian Women Very rich, and fomewhat after this fallii- 
on, but their head-drefs not railed fo high, having their foreheads co- 
vered with Ducats of Gold, and Pearl.

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whence fcttinc forwards, after a few hours wc turned Southward, and 
foon after, upon the fide of an Hill, upon the right hand, I faw the 
Tomb of a twkijh Saint, about four yards long, and a fquarc covered 
place by it: here our alighted, and performed hisdevotioi;.s irt 
prayer then we travelled on, through great Woods, dangerous tor 
Wolves and Thieves, by Chifftkk, where there \szCaravanJaraL but 
not always fate : fo as wc refrefhed our felves in a large F^m houfe, 
not far from thence, Ijclonging to a rich Wine-Merchant Belgrade 
From hence wc travelled by Night tp the noted River Morava or M- 
chius, the chief River of this Country; which anfing above m the 
Mountains in two ftreanss, the one named Morava di Bulgaria, the o- 
thcr Morava dJ Servia, after uniting, runs into the at Zf«. 
derin or Siugiduuum, oppofite to the Rafcian Ihoar : we paued this 
Rivxr at a place which was broad, fomewhat deep, and rapid, and 
therefore not without feme fear, and the continued loud pray^ of the 
cbiaus in Turkijh, and of the Couriers Ora pro ml 'n. This pa/Iageput 
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me in mind of the fwift River Farus, in the Confines of Provence an 3 
Italy, which I pafled on Horfe-back, with two men going by me, on 
the lower fide ihoving upmyHorfe left the current Ihould 'bear him 
down. By this River Morava, the commodities o'i Servu, and part of 
Bulgaria, are brought into the Danube, and fo difperfed j and up ti;e 
current of the fame River are brought Salt and other comm.oditics, 
from Hungary, Aujlria, and the ncigliLour Countreys. Not lar front 
this River, was that great ftaughter of the Turks by fbuwiiafles- who, 
with ten thoufand Horfe, fet upon the Turki/h ( amp by Mcon-ii<dit 
flew thirty thoufand, and took four tlioiifand Prifoners vidoriouilvV- 
turning untojiis Camp. Where he left Ulaobtflaus and (kori^c Dofpot of 
Servia. We arrived at length at Hulli Jahifur, or Cnt/hovaoz in Huh.-,, 
rian-, a confidcrablc place, where there is an handfom Church, wnli 
two fair Towers. Tlicn travelling the whole day tlirough Hills and 
Woods, we came to vvhieli fome will have to be Proto- 

piana, in Turhjh called TJrchup. Idcrc wc flayed till the ixxy day, be- 
ing lodged in a Ragufean Merchants houfc, wlicre u e uerc \ ,cll enter- 
tained. The Prieft, being of the Reman CInirch, fpake Lai mi, which is 
a Language not ordinary inthefc parts; and ( nquirii-r cd' me after I a- 
tine Books, I prefented him with one, called AJanud:m,o ad cAuw 
which he kindly accepted, and gaveme a wrought-colom-d ITandk-r’ 
chief and fome little things of thofe p rts. They had aho a l>ln fician 
who had fome knowledge of Simples and ordinary Compofitionl His 
manner was to go into the Market-place every mornirg, and invite all 
perfons, u 110 floocl in need of Iiis olliflanccj to refort unto luni 
From hence wc came to or Lefcovia, where I could obfcrfc 
little, befidcs a large Tower, which feemed to be ancient, but without 
Inlcnption. We palled much of our time at a great Fair, which hap- 
pened to be at that time kept in a large cnclofed place, with great refort 
of I coplc ; vvhcrc I thought it feafonable, to prefent the Chiaus with a 
beathcr; he having loft his the day before, and we found fome want 
thereof, for hereby we travelled with more Authority through all 
places. This Town is feated upon the remarkable River Lyp%}tza 
which may well be called the Moeander oi'MteJia; for it runs fo 
winding and crankling between the Hills, that in ti c fpace of Icfs thm 
twelve hours, wc pafll-d it ninety times. This sailed to my mind tiie 
KiKxt Taro m Italy which, parting from the Dominions of Parm, I 
palled forty times, before I came to Forn^vo, 3 4 ^ 

The next day wc travelled over the Mountain ClilTura, one of the 
Spurs or Excurfions of Mount H,imus. We were much furprifed at 
thd gallant appearance thereof, for the Rocks and Stones of this Moun- 
tain Ihmc like &lver,and by the light of Sun and Moon.flbr I palTbd it 
ond: by day and another time by night) afforded a pleafant glittering 
Ihow, as confifting of Mufeovia glals, whereof I brought fome hortw 
"j U Mountain furely cannot be much unlike that mention- 

ed by Oleartus in his Travels intb Perfia, between Permeras and Sca- 
maenra, where he relates that he faw a Mountain of Lapis Specularis 
which when the Sun fliined upon it,looked like a kap of Diarnonds.We 
delcended m a narrow rocky w'ay by the ftrong Qftlc o\ Kdomlotz 
or Oolctotz, and came unto Vrania, feated at the bottom of the Moun- 
tain tins is a ftrong Pafs, which the Caftle commands, and 
locks up the pallage. ^ 

The 
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The Hills between Servia and Macedonui, arc a part ot Mount fhv- 
thMS ; which, under feveral names, is thought to extend iVoni tlic Ariru- 
tick to the EuximcSca; admitting of feveral pallagcs, which Philips 
King of hUcidoH rook a fpecial care to lliut up againft the Neighbour- 
ing Nations, Which when he had clone, he thouglit himlelf lecurc: 
and that Ifom thence no Enemies could come at him, except they dro|v 
ped out of tlve Clouds. Some have thought, that irom the midcile 
Peaks of Httrmn a man might fee both the Eusine and Adriatick Seas; 
and King Fhilip made tryal of it : but wc find not, that he fatished 
his curiofity therein ; nor do I think any hath done it. Being upon 
high Mountains, and more inclining to the Adriatick Sea, 1 viewed all 
abotft ; hut found, that the high Albanian Hills did cut off all long 
Profpe(!f. 

Frpm Vrania wc pafled to CctncnavapMUt which there is ffill a Greek 
'^^4onaftery, upon the fide of the Hills. Fiom thence to KapLitilih or 
Tigres Tjnvcn; but why fo called, f could not learn. Then to vS«^r/c- 
lih or Br{jge-Xoirn, where there is a confidcral Ic River named Pjintiiy 
and a go^ Bridge built over it. This Town was calually fet on fire, 
while wc were in it, and a great part of it burnt down ; the fire c nerta- 
fing much before wc got out of it. Here wc met witli many l erfbns, 
w ho brought the Tribute, and a I’rcfcntof Hawks out diWallacbia unto 
the Grand S'c/(r«/ffr,then refiding at Larijja. 

from hence, by Ijbar^ wc came to PyrltpCy firff parting the high 
Mountains of Pjrlipc in Macedonia, which fhinc like Silver, as thofe of 
Chjinra ; and, bcfide Mofcovia Glafs, may contain good Minerals in 
their bow'els. The Rocks of this Mountain arc the moft craggy that I 
have been ; and mafly Stones lyc upon rtones, without any Earth about 
them, and upon a ridge of a Mountain, many Steeples high. Hands 
the ftrong Cafflc of Marco Crellovcitz^ a, man formerly famous in thclc 
Parts. 

Then through a I’lain Country we came to Monafler or Ta//, a great 
Place, w ell peopled, and picafantly Seated. Here the Sultana, who Was 
great with ChiM at I arijfa, w.ts defigned to be delivered, and lyc in. 
/\llacrom : 'dations being ordered to that purpofe, where I afterwards 
he.ird f!io was delivered of a Daughter, who lived not long after. The 
Turks, who have a high opinion of Alexander the Great, would have 
been glad to Irave had a Son of the Empire born in Macedonia. 

From hence to Eilurina, and ExeiJ^b Verheni, where there arc Aci- 
dula ofgooderteem, tlie Springs large, .and plentiful. Before wc dc- 
feended the Hill, w hich leads to this Town, wc had a fight before us 
of the famous Mount Olympus, about Seventy miles cfT; and on tlie'left 
hand we faw the Lakes of Pet risks, and OJlro-va ; they have a Tradition, 
that one of thefe Lakes was made, by taking great rtones out of tbdfide 
of the Hills, whereby the Subterraneous water, finding vcnt,bvef-flowcd 
the Neighbour Plaines.- 

Wc came afterwards to Egfibugia, where we again left the Plains, 
and travelled over high rocky Hills to Sariggiole. V\ hence partTing 
through the River Imecora, we came to Sarvttza, a noted Place, built 
partly upon an Hill, and partly in the Plain. The Chrillians live moft 
in the upper part, the Turks in the lower : there is alfo a Caftle upon 
a very high Rock : not far frorajhence wc w'cnt through a partjgc, cut 
through the Rocks, like to a great Gate, and a fmall River parting alio 

through 
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through it , wiiicli makes a faft Pafs, and commands the fsfl'age 
of this Country, which put me in mind of /a Chiuja^m i\\e Julian Ahes^ 
between yenjone and fonteva; which paflage the Venetians fliutup 
every night, wc took notice alfo in our Journey, of the firft Jurkifh 
Mofehea, wliich was built in thefe parts, upon that place where the 
Turk^ firfl refted, after they had taken the ftrong Cahle and FafTage of 
Sarvitza. Here we alfo pafled by a Hill of a fine red Earth, whereof 
they make Pots and Vcficls, like thofe of Portugal Earth, which arc of 
ellcem all about thefe Parts. Wc proceeded over dangerous Rocks, in 
narrow hanging wa)s dill on Horfc-back ; although we had little 
plcafurc to look down the Precipices on one hand, and fee the Carkaf- 
les of Horfes in fonie places, which had fallen down and broke their 
necks. Afterwards wc had the Mount Olympus on our left hand, till 
wc came to Akffone or Ah Jim, a confidcrabic place ; where there is 
a Greek Monafiery, and Monks of the Order of St. Bafil. The Me 
naffery was of a different kind of building from any I had then iccn. 
From lic ncc palling over a River, wc entered into a rounddPlain, of 
about five Miles over; with divers Towns pleafantly feited in it. 
Tlien o\ er an Hill again, whicli is a Spur of Mount Ol mpus ; upon 
the top w hereof an old Man flood beating of a Drum, to give notice 
untoPafl'cngirson both Tides, that tliofe parts were free from Tliicvcs. 
From this Hill as w e defeended, w e had a good Profped of the Plains 
of 'Ihejldy ; and at the loot of it we turned to the left, and palled over 
a River, which runs Irom under a rocky Mountain, not in linall 
Springs, but the w hole body of the River togetlicr ; and then through 
Vint ) aids, and Gotten i icjds, to Tornsvo, and from thence to Larifa^ 
where the Ottoman Court refided .• of which places we llull fpeakmorc 
hcreijfter. 

In our return, wc left the road, about KaplanVth, and turned unto 
Skflp/ayx City of great Trade, and the largeft in thcle parts. Scopia 
or Heupt of Ptolomy, named Tjfcopia by tlie Turks, is Icated in the re- 
motert parts of M.ijia Superior, or the Confines of Macedonia, at the 
loot of Mount (Wt7/o, upon the River or Axius, inaplea- 

fint ami plentiful Country, feated partly on Hills, and partly on Plains. 
It was full a Bilhops, afterwards an Arch BilhopsSec ; ftill a plcufanc 
and populous place. There are feven hundred Tanners in it, and they 
I'ann in great long Troughs of Stone, and make excellent Leather, 
w herewith they furnilh other parts.There are fome handfoin Sepulchral 
Monuments.and many lair Houles, as that of the C*/<///i,and that belong- 
ing to the Tmir, or one of Mahomets Kindred, W'hole Father w'as of 
great cflecni in thelc parts. In the Court-yard of the £w/rs Houfe, 
ftands a remarkable and pcculia Jy contrived Fountain, in manner of a 
CilUe, let round with many Towers, out of the tops whereof the 
Water fprings forth. Their beft Houfes arc furnilhed with rich Car- 
pets to tread upon : and the Roofs divided into Triangles, ^adrangles, 
and other Figures fairly gilded, and painted with fevcral Colours, but 
without any Imagery or Reprefentation, cither of Animal or Vegeta- 
ble. FIcre is alfo a fair BezeJlan,co\’ered w-ith Lead ; many Streets co- 
vered over w ith Wood; and divers places are fair both within and 
without the Tow'ii , being let off by Trees and pleafant Hills and 
Dales. 

1 licre arc a great number of AA^Vtj’s or Churches. The

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taircil is on a Hill, and hath a large I'ert co hefoic it, liipi'c^rted hv f(■'^lr 
Marble Pillars; near which is a Tower ot' Wood w ith a Clock and i 
Ikll in it; I'roin whcn'c 1 Itad a good Proipctfl’ol the Cit\'. Tlure is 
*hb an Arch, which feems to be Ancient, and a rivolet ninnins; mulci 
it. A large Stone allb which Iccms tobc^arto! a Pillar, with this 
Infcription S H A N C. A little v. ay our (A thcC'itv, tl'.cie is a m- 
lile .i^:iff/iiLC ol Stone, with about two hundred Aldus, made liom ciu 
Hill to anotlier, o\cr the lower ground or Valley between, u iiicli is .1 
handi'ome Antis|uitv, and adds to the honour <4 tins ) 4-.ee.

Prom hence wetravelled {oCatjh.wnl’yX Poitrefs that ( onimands the 
junageb tween theHill, ; and alierwards advanced liilar, as lo enter 
the lainous Plains o\ Ci‘ifov.i in IhJ^.iriA ; w hicli l('ir,e take tolie C ,iwpu\ 
jiteniLe, a Plain not very much exceeding Ucjth^ \et the 

Stage of great Adioirs. Plere the greatcfl ( hrillian Army, tl .0 was 
ever brought into the Held in /b/nYv. con filling oi liundred tliou- 
fuiil men, under Lazan<\ Ihjpot of Serviuy fought with the Forces 
of Wwwj/i the /irA, and loll the clay. In whic h Baltic was 

Aain : and .Aw.'/mA, Hewing tlic dead bodies, was Aabbcd by Aliihjrl 
Co! dniii, a (IhriAian Souldier, left for dead in the Held. Anunah 
hath in thele Plains a Memorial Monumegr unto this day ; and that 
part is called the Held of the Sepulchre: in the fame Plains was 
allb ibughr that remarkable Battle lictwcen I lunniarla and ALihomcr, liir 
three da)s together ; where having very uneijual I orces,was 

at laA over-throw n. 

We proceeded iorward to rrcjlnu, a good Tow n, and where we ex- 
peiAed good accommodation ; but having entered into a iair Hoorn, 
wc found a man lying down in itfickof the Plague. So we eonfulted 
our fifcty, and (l iyed not long ; and having a fb/A/c to our Guide, w c 
travelled througli a Country thinly inhabited, but Iruitlul and pleafint 
and were much rcfrelhed with fair Caitelions^ which grew plent dully 
in the W'a} s : w c jiaAed aifo by an hot Bath, a little on the right hand. 
The Bath is an arthed Koom well built, and very refrefliing unto Tra- 
vellers It hatha red Sediment, and is impregnated with a //(u«v hpide- 
ficits, and makes a gray .Stone. It is within two I.oursgoing Bella- 
d'enpu or Curlumne, w here I obferved a Convent and an old Church 
with two handfom Towers: From whence palfing over the Flillj'^'/w- 
hatz, W'e came to Eflitllcck between the two A/t'rja/j’.s,and fo by a (faille 
upon a Hill, near unto wliich is a noted Convent, wherein is kept the 
body of/. iv/c; Lazarus, and tiic body of St. liomams, and fo piocced- 
cd. But I mu A not forget to fay Ibmctliing of LanSa. 
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L a RTSS A is the chief City of Thefialy, feated by the River 
Peueus, the chief River of that Country. Upon the North 
it hath the Famous Mountain Olympus, and on the South a 
Plain Country. It is now inhabited by Chriftians, Turks and 
7 m>r ; Iiatli fair Rezellens , divers turkifl) Mofeheas, and Chriftian 
Churclics in it. It is plcafantly feated, and upon a rifing ground : on 
tlie upper part whereof ftands the Palace of the Grand Seignior, which 
he hath made ufe of during his rcfidcnce in tliis place : it is contrived 
with jetting large Windows, on four fidcs, near which he took his re- 
paft, and pafs-tiinc, according as the Wind ferved, or afforded the beft 

''^It is alfoan Arch-Biihop’s See, having divers Suffragan Bilhops under 
it. The R c verend Father Dienyjius was then Arch- bifliop. The Church 
of Sr. Achilleus is the Cathedral, where I heard Divine Service, the 
Arch-bilhop being prclent, and llanding in his Throne in his Epifcopal 
habit, and his Crofter in his hand ; when three or four of us Strangers 
came intxj the Church, he fent one to fume us w ith Incenfe and Iweet

The Grand Seiqntor kept his Court in this place torlome years, in or- 
der to his Affairs “in Candta, and for the great convenience of Hunting 
and Hawking, wherein he exceedingly delights. When I came away, 
it was faid, that he would go to ; but he remained at La- 

r/p'a fome months after, until he removed to Sa/onichi, an^l afterwards 

to AdriuHOple. ^ 

In the liot and dry Summer 1669. the Grand Seignior pafled above 
two morthsof that >cafon upon the Neighbouring Mount 0 /yw/«y, 
partly that he might have a large Profped: over the Plains, and a part 
of the ^' (laan Sea^ and partly to enjoy frcfli Air, and be removed froin 
tlic choaknig heat of the Valleys ; but this humour proved deftrudive 
to Ibme hundreds of thofc, which attended him; for it became fo cold 

upon 
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upon the Hill, that many, who reforted unto him, beinf» ovcr-hcatcd 
by afccnding the Mountain, and then picrad by the cold Air alwve, 
it'll lick, and dyed j and often in fuch places, where there was fcarcc 
Eirth cnoUilh to bury them. The Sultan himfelt icll alii) into a dillcm- 
})er, but it laftedbut three or four days: ol Hoilcs and C'a'Tiels notd 
lew jx?riihcd. The Suhan, \t ho is a defperate rider, killed one of his 
beft Horles-, by forcing him up a noted I’cakol the Mountain, called 
PjthagoH or Aip'agdit. where few or none could tbllow him ; he vt'as alfo 
f) daringv.that he would have leaped on Horleback ovc r a Filfure or 
Clelt in th^RcKks in a bravery j a' d was Icarce with-lu ld from that 
bold attcmi*, by the prayers and importunity of his chi' fell followers. 

Many alfo perilhed by drinking of a Spring ofawhitilh colour upon 
the Hill, in their Heats and Third, contradled by afeending the Moun- 
tain ; they complaining of a coldncfs and heavinefs at their Stomach for 
sjliree or tour days before they dyed. • 

jjefr ( who arc forward to magnilic the Concerns of theij 
Country'i^jj^ak highly of Mount Olmpui : and Homer would have it 
to be tlic^^^tation of and the Gods, and to be without Clouds ; 
but unto me fomc part of the Alpes feem much higher ; and I have 
Wri Clouds above it ,* and in Septemher there appeared do Snow upon 
it, v'hich the high Peaks in the AlpeSy I’ytemcan and Carpithian Moun- 
t , ■ ’ . I elides many others in EuropCy are never without. And Olympus 
1 V..IS plentifully liipplicd with it upon the fird Rain that fell in that 
Country ; it not being unknowm to you, I fupixsfc, that when it rains 
upon the Valleys, at the fame time it fnow> upon high Mountains,* 
and this Hill I mud confefs to be vifible at a great didance ; for I be- 
held it from Eccijo I ’erleni in Macedonia, feVenty miles from it ; and 
it confid s not of one rifmg Peak, as it is fomciimes deferibed, but is 
alfo extended a great way in length, and makes good the Fpithete of 
Homer, Longnm tremere fecit Olympurn. If the word be there taken, not 
onely for high, but long. * * * 

This Hill chiefly extending from Ead to Wed, makes the Inhabitants, ' 
at the foot of the North and South fides, to have a different temper of- 
Air, as if they lived in Climes much didant ; which makes the expref' 
lion of Lucan very Emphatical : 

Nec metuens imi Borean habitator Olympi, 

Lucentem totis igtorat notlilm Aridon. 

Taulus /Emylius, the Roman Conful, W'inding about this Hill, by the 
Sea-fide, overcame King Perfeus, and fo conquered Macedonia. When 
King Antiochus befieged I^aorijia, Appim Claudius raifed the Siege, by 
gieat fires, made upon part di Mount Olympus; tlic King apprehending ^'^y- 
thereby, that the whole force of the Romans w'erc coming upon him. 

But the Exploit of the Conful Martins upon this Hill was mod remark- 
able, and unparallel’d by any fince ; who being lent againfl King i’bi- 
lip, the lad of that Name, brought Ids Souldiers over Olympus, bypaf- 
fages unknown, and fuch difficult w'ays, that his men were fain to wal- 5* 
low, and make hard fliift down ; and his Elephants, by ftrangc contri- 
ved Engines, fomewhat like dravv-Bridges, one under another, were 

F a let 
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let down into the Plains j as Sir fVa//er RaivUkh hath more larffclv 
deferited the fame. 

And as the Grand Seignier hath honoured Larifia by a long aboadin 
PJalyhiM. it; fo King Philip of JHacedcn, thekft of that Name, did the like : for 
we find he palTed the Summer at ZariJSa, the fame Year, when /fa»- 
nihal took Saguntus in Spain. Whether JCerxes were here, when his 
great Army pafled through Thefialy towards Thermopyla, Hiftories do 
not declare. But King Philip, Father unto Alexander the Great, after 
he had quieted the I/lyrians^md Pannoniam, bent his mind upon Greece' 
in order whereto he took the City Larifia upon the River Peneus and 
thereby got fo good footing in theffalj, that he made great ufe of the 
TheffaUans, in the following Wars witli Crrerr. 

Before the Battle of Pharfalia, as Cefar delivers, SePpio lay with a 
Legion in this City ; and this was the firft place, unto which Pomptt 
retired, after his Overthrow ; according to that of Lucan. 




Vidit prima tua teftis Larifla ruina;. 

Noliky nec viclum fat is caput. 

And not Haying there, he went along the River ; and taking Boat 
Andior^^ Sea, and .was taken in by a great Ship, then ready to weigh 

The River which runs by Urijia, is the chiefeft inV/&r/: 
and into which moll of the other Rivers run ; arifing from Mount 

Pmdus. and running uito the or Gulf of 

palling by the famous V^alley of Tirw/f-, and running between Mount 
Olympus and Op, into the Sea. 

In diat famous Expedition againll the Cracians, would have 

made his entrance by this way ; for Herodotus delivers , that he fail- 
cd now Salonichi, unto the mouth of the River Peneus • 

® parage, or any could be made, to ente^ 
into Ihepiyiznd finding, upon enquiry, that the River had no other 
.pallage, and that it could not be turned : he laid. That the Thelfa- 
Isans had done wifcy to yield, and make their peace with him; for 
by flopping of the River Phepiy might have been drownk ’ 

I iound the Epithete of Homer very agreeable unto this River, for it 
hath a clc^r ftream and bottom, and the Fable of Apollo, and Daphne 
the Daughter of Peneus, y ho was turned into a Bay-Tree, had a pro- 

There is an handlome Stone-Bridge over this River, conlilling of 
Nine Arches; and (leculiarly contrived with holes and pkges in the 
fo ,d parts between the Arches, to afford feme palTage unto the water

The City being lull, many Turks had their Tents in the Fields hv 
the RiV(^ fide, and lower Grounds, which being of various colours'and 

Ciry, a-orcwT;wl°"rPrc^ 
Ip^. The &ils ol their Tents were fo ordered, that they came not 
witlunayard of the ground: to that the Air might freely enter into 

them; 
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them j where they commonly remained palling a great i>art of the day 
in Drinking 5/vrAv and Ci>fiet. 

The neareft conlldcrable Port unto Lari fa, is that of l-'oJio., or olil 
fa^ttja, in the Sinttf Pjga/^cuf, or Demetr/jcus, or Gulfuf ri'V'iro : not 
far from w hence ftood old J/^fS PelaJ^kum ; from which place the 
MgHuats rtrlt fet lail, in that famous Voyage tor Colchi^y which wav 
the (irattJ Seignior received inttlligenco from Camfia, and lus Alton and 
African Dominions. And not (iir Ironi hence, at the Promontory Se~ 
p/js, time happened the grcatcll S'hijwvrack \vc read ot ; when Aerxes 
loft five hundred Sail by a Tempeft from an Eaft-wind. 

It was no hard matter to have a fight of thc.CrW Seignkr, at this 
place; lor he rode out often, lor his recreation oHiunting and hawk- 
ing, with great numlxjr of Attendants, and Huntfmen, and falconers, 
in their proper habits : and alfo w ent frequently to titc great Alojckea. 

•-.1 had a fbll view of him, as he Citme out of his Palace, to go unto his 
det'Wtei' -ittlklbrc he came out) ilivcrs brave Horfes richly caparifoned, 
were n{ead^ hy divers of his Attendants, .nobly attired, and rode 
about th./^urt-yard;ro that he looking out of the window, made choice 
of which ne liked bell, and would then makeule of. 

At Ifis (irft appearance abroad, great acclamations were made, low 
bowings from all, botli near i.nd at a diflance ; the .Streets svere made 
clean^and a Janizary was placed at every corner, to proviclc,that there 
might be no hinderance in the w'ay. The Chiau'a rode Wore, the 
Shatters, or great Courtiers, about Twenty fisur followed on f(K)t ; and 
immediately, on each fide of his Horle, w alkcd two chief Jauharies, 
with white Feathers, fet in an hollow Pipe before thiir Caps, very 
large, and fpread, and about a fathom high ; which lhaking as they 
Walked, were high cnougli, both to fhadc and fan his face av he rode. 

Many brave Horfes were led alter him, and divers perfons followed, car- 
rying Culhions and Pillows to the Mofehea IJcfore he came out of his 
Palace, I obferved many gallant Perfons in the PorcIi,wliich the Chians, 
who walked w itli me, told me, were perfons of the greateft quality in 
larky. 

The Grand Seignior was then Under Thirty years of age,w'ell fetjfome- 
what Ihort necked, inclining to fatnels, his complexion lallow naturally, 
and much heiglitiied by frequent riding about in tliole Iwt Countrys. 

He hath a very ftrong lx)dy, and healthful, and is a hard rider ; hath a 
Hern look, and yet would (peak kindly unto perfons, and encourage the 
people abroad to approach him, taking no delight in the cryes, and 
frights, and flying aw'ay of the Inhabitants at tlic fight of him, or any of 
his Officers. The Grand Fifier carried divers Chriftian Chyrurgeons 
with him to Candiafani I lieard ofnoPhyfician of Note about ih^Gfand 
Seignior. The Sultan took great liking to a jvivatc Turkijh PrieJl,'*i\\Qm 
lie met withal by chance in Thejfaly, and made him his Chaplain j but 
the report w'as, that a famous Priell was coming to him. 

Achmet, the Prime Filter, being abfcnt, thtt Chaymacbjm,otT)t\>ntY 
Filter, dilpatclied all Aflairs of State here, and had the beft Houle in 
the City. The Emperour’s ftefident had three Interpreters, w ho, upon 
all occafions, were made ule of in Addreflcs unto him, and by w horn we 
were informed of tlie mod conAdcrablcOccurreneies; they being civil 
perfons, and good Linguifts. 
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The Sultana was alfo at Larijfa much beloved by the Sultanjoy birth 
a CanJiot, little of ftaturc, fomewhat marked with the Small Pox ; flie 
was then with child, and W'as to go to lye- in at Monajlerf a great and 
'picaiant Town in Macedonia ; which being a place we were to pafs, 
p-roved a great convenience unto us ; for, in order to her better Jour- 
ney, the High-ways were plained, Hills made pallable, with Broad- 
ways and Bridges over Rivers, to the great labour of the Inhabitants ; 
who notwithftanding were not unready, to make a Bridge for fuch great 
Ones topafs out oftheir Country ; for at the firft approach of the dr and 
Seignior^‘3. great number of the Greeks forfook tlieir habitations, for fear 
of liim and his Attendants, and left them unto the Turks’, but were re- 
called again by his command. 

The (jrand Seigniors Son was alfo with him there, about Six years 
old. 

I vi ent with Ofman Chiaus to lee the Chaymacharns houlc,but efpeciallv 
to hear hisMufick, which was accounted the beft in Itirkx ^ V.’hcicTl 
heard the loudcrt,yet not.unplealant Murick> I ever met w^ii , ten men 
at once playing in an open high Room upon large WinePw ruments, 
which they mils not to do at certain hours of the day. 

In the Town I alfo heard fome Turki/h Songs, but efpccially concern- 
ing Sev/, the famous jffjD/y/; Impollor, who had made a great 
noife in the World, and how Cujfum Bajha fb handled him, that was 
glad to turn Turk. This Cufium Bajha, is a perfon much honoured by 
the Turks, and cryed up for his great Skill and Pradice in Phyfick; an 
Art not much known amongft them. He is now Vijier of Erzrum in 
AJia ; is married to onp of the Grand Seigniors Sifters, and lives with 
her; and was formerly f^ijier of Buda, and upon that accotmt well 
known to the Germans. Hcfc I met alfo with a Trench Book, concern- 
ing Michael Cigala, another Impoftor, who had deceived the Em 
perour, and the King of France, and other Chriftian Princes. Winch, 
the Interpreter to the Refident told me, the TarX-j very much Jaug!;-^ 
edat; and that he was a Gracian born, and not a Wallachian. Ol 
Paddn Ottomanno, who was thougltt to be the Grand Seigniors Bro- 
ther, now a Dominican Frier, and whom I had feen at Tunno, I could 
hear nothing. 

Tiiere weVe many Thoufand Souldiers, andHorfes, in and about the 
Citv, and Five thoufend Carnels for the Service of the Grand Seignior, 
which being of different magnitudes, ages, and the bunches on tlieir 
backs of didcrent lliapcs, and in fome variety of colours, and treading 
Ib/t, and with little noife, afforded me a plcalant fight, when they were 
led by my lodging to watering at the River. 

When we read, that Mardonius, the Perjtan General of the great Ar- 
ir Walter rny of Xerxes, wintered in Jhejfalj j It is no fmall Teftimony of the 
U’Acigh. fruitfulnefs of that Country ; and though the number of men was here 
very great at this time, yet was there no want of provifion, but all 
very cheap ; in a Victualling houle, 1 could Dine with roaft and boy- 
Iccl, and Sherbet, for the value of Six pence, and at an eafie rate could 
oblige Turks and Chr/Jlians with a meal, which they would take verv 
kindly. ^ 

The Place was alfo extraordinary populous : there being at that time 
fuch a mixed multitude in it. Yet was the City in very good order, 

and 
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and quietnefs. An Officer with a Club in his Hand, accompanied 
with about twenty Perfons, walking about the Stteers, and puniniing 
allPerfons drunk, quarclling, clamorous, Grading ay thing againil 
good Manners. 

When I Was there in Septcmler it was very liot V^'eatlicr, and 
many were fick of Fevers and Agues; as they were at that time in 
moft Parts of Europe^ and at my return into F.npland I found many 
languiihing under Quai tan Agues, who had been takenthcreuitha' 
bout that time. They were then alfo in their Vintai'y, and ue had 
the opportunity of tailing their Mull; and New Wine ,• and the llridef 
Turks, who would not.be tempted with Wine, would be niiich tlehgli- 
ted, to take a little in the Mull. 

During the hot fwcating Scafon, wc went often to the Barber, \tIio 
would handfonuly perform his Work, and much to our rcliellimcnt ; 
trimming every Man according to the I alhion of his Country. 

TheGVcd.i have a place, of the bredth of .a Dollar, left bare upon 
ilje top of their Crowns ; and then let the Hair grow round it the 
bredtli o'r Fingers, more or lefs ; alter which they lhavc all the fell 
of their Head^nd wear it bare. 

The hath one fide of his Head fliorn, and the other fide is 

neither lliorn nor cut, but the Hair is let to grow as long as it W'iJl. 
The HHugurkiH lhavts his whole Head, except his Fore-to|) The 
PoUnder , wears his Hair Ihort cut, lo as it comes down to 
the middle ot his Fore-head , and the middle of his Far. The Turk 
lhaves his whole Head, except a Lock upon his Crown. The Fr.mks 
lliave not their Heads, but wear their Hair long, as with us, only for 
the more amicable converfc, and that nothing about them mi lit be of- 
Icnfive to thole, whom they live amongH, they olten tuck it up under 
their Caps. The Greek Priells, alfo neither lhave nor cut their Hair, 
but wear it as long as it will grow ; and many of them have thick heads 
of Hair ; but thole, that have leaft, receive mod refrclhmcnt here. The 
Party to be Ihaved, fits low ; and the Barber has the better advan- 
tage, to lh.ive mucli at one Itroke, he la) s on t cry much Soap, and 
holds his Ra for as a Knife, and in a few ftrokes finilhes his VVork. 
There is a Veiled of Water with a Cock hanging over their Heads, 
which the Barber opens as he plcafes, and lets fall the Water on 
them. 

In one of thefe Barbers fliops in the City of Lari fa I faw an ancient 
large Tomb of Hone oi' a.Jafph green colour, a nobleMonumcnt, but ta- 
ken little notice of there, and the Barber had caufed a hole to be digged 
through the top done, and put VVatcr into it, and made it to lervc 
him for a Cidern. 

I was in lomc doubt, how we Ihould be accommodated for the ex- 
change ol our Ducats , Dollars , and other money we brought 
with us; but we found ready accommodation therein Irom Money- 
changers, who fit in the Market-place for fuch purpoles, to change 
them into Mcdincs, Afpers, and five fols Pieces, whereof there vi as 
plenty in thole Parts: 

Tile great trading Streets were covered, as in other great 7urk//k> 
Towns; the Sliops are fmall, but well furnilheci; wherein han" nil 
Commodities, which may be had in a larger manner, if defired. The 
Sliop-kcciicr fits like a Taylor in his .Shop, and lo dlls ho Cnmir.odi- 



ties unto his Chapman, who commonly Hands in the Street. 1 or ntliti 
Commodities, a man riding through the Streets cries them, and git es no- 
tice wliere, and at wliat rate they may be had. 

Though I have been much pleafed at the figlit of tlie fine Stables of 
Horfes of many Princes in Chriflendom, as at that of the Louvre in 
Paris. The Vice-Roy’s of Maples. The Duke of^axJMjs noble 
Stable at Drefden., and Count Wallcfteyne si at Prague in the lall of 
which each Horfe hath a Marble Pillar by him, cuts his Provender out 
of a Manger of poliflied Marble upon a Pcdcllal of the fame, j^laced in 
a NicchiOj in which hangs allb his rack of hammered Steel, and over 
his head on one fide his Picture as big as. the life. Yet thofe gal- 
lant Horfes, I beheld at Lar/ffa were furprizing uflto me, chofen from 
all parts of the Turkilh Empire ; which were lo richly equipped with 
Bridles and Saddles fet with precious Stones, and withal fo tender mouth- 
ed and tradable, that it was a great delight to behold them. I faw 
fome Tartarian Horfes, which arc of fingular effeem, for hardinels, 
lafting, and fwiftnels, but unfightly, and i)romire little, and 
(iagi Aga, Ambaflador from the Cham of Tart ary. prd?mlcd fome of 
them to the Emperor of at firft fight I thouglii fhem but a pi- 

tiful prefent. 

The Greek Merchants fome of them learn the Italian Ton.‘iuc, 
in order to their Commerce: w'hich makes that Language of 
good ufe unto a Traveller in thcle parts, where French and Latine are 
in a manner ufclels. The Jews fpeak commonly Spanilh ., as they 
do in Macedonia^ Servia^ and Bulgaria j and lligh-Dutcb in Hun- 


garta. 

I was in Tbejfaly at a very dry fcafon, and Ibme confiderable Rivers 
were low, and fmall ones dry, yet one I obferved about feven Miles on 
this fide Tormvo.^ to flow plentifully from under a rocky Mountain ; 
not in fmall fprings or dreams ; but the whole body of the River 
came from under the Hill. The Country however in general was ve- 
ry hot and dry,and I could not but think, what a different face it now 
had, from that, in the time of Deucalion., King of Tbejfaly ; when that 
memorable deluge happened in this Country, which fome affirm, to 
have laded a whole Winter; occafioned by fome Hopping of the River 
Peneus., and its current into the Sea ; into which River moH of the 
others run, and fo an inundation mud follow in fuch a Country as 
Thefily., which is plain, and encompafled with Hills. And fome alfb 
conceive, that in the fird times all this Country was under water, till 
an Earthquake divided the Mountains of Of a and Olympus., and made 
a free paliage for Peneus., to pafs by Tempe into the Sea. In Macedo- 
nia, between ComonavattnA Filurina, at a place called Eccifo Verheni, 
where I faw plentiful Springs of Mineral waters, I had alfo a Profpcdl 
of two great Lakes ; one whereof the People have a Tradition, that 
it fird happened by taking great Hones out of the fide of a Mountain; 
whereupon there idued out fuch a flood of water, as to drown the 
Country about, and tocaufe a Lake. 

As 1 travelled in Macedonia, the Cbiaus told me, that within two 
days he would ffiow me French men, whereby he meant the Country 
People of Thefaly, from fome likenels of their Caps with fmall brims, 
to the little Hats lately in falhion. 
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The thejfalians have been a warlike Nation, and are ftill a lldUt Peo- 
ple* I heard the Turks complain of' them, as a fturdy and defpe- 
rate People ; and Men, who, if injured, would find opportunity to be 
revenged : and that divers of the Turks had been furprtzed, andliad loft 
their lives by them. 

The Country of Thejfaly feemed the more confidcrable to me, in re- 
gard that it hath formerly been the Seat of great Adions, and produ- 
ced many worthy Perfons ; and particularly, becaulc the famous ///^i 
pocrates, the Father ot Phyficians lived and pradifed here, as may be 
colleded from the Oration of liisSon TheffaluSyiXiA the Narration of his 
Life by Soranuf^ annexed to his Works ; wherein it is delivered That he 
lived in Thejfalj, and was warned by a Dream to abide in that Coun- 
try. That the Princes and Rulers of the Barbarous Nations about Il- 
lyria and Txonta^ fent hither to him ; as alfo the King of Macedonia. 
That ac dygd in, or about Larijfa. Tliat he Was buried between La- 
rijja and and it may be obferved in the Epidemics or Books 

Hippoc^ies : wherein he fets down the Particulars of the Dileafes 
of his Patients, tegether with their Names and Places of Habitation. 
That a great number of his Patients were of the City of Larijfa. 

Many famous Battles have been fought in the Plains of Thejj'alj- and 
a greater than any there might have been, if the Graecians had accep- 
ted of the Challenge of Mardonius, the ferfaH General, when he fent 
unto them, to come out of their faft Places, and fight with them in 
Thejjaly^ where there w’cre Plains and open Places emwgh, wherein to 
fliow their Valour. 

The Thejfalians zrt an handfom race of People, having black Han. 
black Eyes, and their Faces of a freflr and florid fanguine, muclflikc 
our frelh Complexions in England : fo that Strangers much atimireil 
the Women, and fpokc often of the lelifangte de Greci, or fair blood 
of th^ Grecians. The Macedonians, who live in hilly Countries, arc 
of a coarfer Complexion : and the Moreans or Peloponnejtans, who live 
more South-ward, incline unto a fwarthinefs. 

They have always had the name of good Horfe-men, and the Coun- 
try ftill abounds in good jHorfes. They have alfo great Buffalos, 
efteemed the largeft in Greece, except thofe of Santa Maura in Epy- 
rus. There are alfo large and well-coloured Tortoifes, of a fine yel* 
low and black ; and efteemed very good meat. But the Turks laugh- 
ed at the Chriftians, for feeding on fturh Food, where they might have 
Mutton, Pullets and Partridges. 

• -The Country produces very large, fair, and delicious Figs, Water- 
melons, the largeft and moft pleafant I have tafted ; which were very 
refrclhing unto us ; as alfo fair and delicate Pomegranates, Orainges, 
Limons and Citrons, Vines, which arc low, like thofe about Mont- 
pellier, and not fupported ; but the Branches and Clufters great, and 
the Grapes as big as good Damafens,and of a delicious tafte. The Wine 
of the Country is rich, but much thereof hath a refinous tafte or tang Of 
the Boracho. 0 

They plant Tabaco, and efteem it better, than what is brought 
from other Parts, as being more ftrong and pungent. The Fields are 
ii cad with Sefamum and Cotton Trees; but the Trees grow low, yet 
mA!;e a lair Ihow. The Country abounds in Almonds and Olives ; and 
the Greeks delight moft in the ripe Olive pickled, as we in the green. 
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The Gourdes in the Hedges, with their large yellow Flowers, snd 
the many forts of green Thorns, and ever green Oaks, make the ways 
plcafant. 

The Ilex coccifera, and Chermes-berry, or the Excretion, ferving for 
dying, and making the Confe<3ion of Alchermes grows plentifully in 
thefe Countries ; and with this yEgeus in old Time tinged the Sails, 
which he prefented to Thefeus upon his Voyage to Crete ; ordering 
him, if lie overcame the- Mimtaure^ and returned fortunately, to make 
ufe df thefe Sails beautifully cdoured in token of Vidoty- Upon the 
high Hills grow Afclepias and Hellehorm ; in the ftony Plains Carduus 
glol/ofusy Cyjlus , Lavender , Marjoraiii » Rofemary, other fweet 
fmelling Plants, The Flatams or Plain-tree grows moft fair, large 
and w'cll fpread in Macedonia^ affording a refreihing fliade ; fo that it 
is Icfs to be wondred at, that Hippocrates found Democritus fitting un- 
der a Plain-tree at Abdera in Macedonia, Some of the feeds and tnfes I 
brought with me into England. .S' 

They ufe much Garlick in.mofl; of their Dilhes, and tteir Onions are 
extraordinary, as large as two or tliree fair ones with,j[is,'»<nd of a far 
better tafte j being marp, quick, and pleafantly pungent, and without 
any offenfive fmcll. Though I were no lover of Onions before, yet 
I found thefe exceeding pleafent and comfortable to the Stomach. Tl:ey 
are ufed at moft Collations, and eaten with Bread in gdbd quantity, 
f asked a Chiaus^ then with us, who had travelled through moft of the 
Turkijh Dominions, whether he had any where met with fo good O- 
nions, as thefe of Thejpily j wlw anfwercd me, that the Onions of 
/Egypt were better, which was tnc firft time I fenfibly underftood the 
expjreftion in Scripture, and ceafed to wonder, why the Ifraelites Kngred 
after the Onions of that Country. 

MiUinfma. They have a Fruit which they call Patlejan of Melanzan, between 
a Melon and a Cucumber ; out of which they make a very pkafant 
Dilh, by taking out the middle or feeds of it, and filling it up with the 
meat of Sawfages, and then pare it, aind boyl it 
Of the Agents of foreign Gountries, there attended on the Grand 
Seignior^ the Refident of the Emperor of Germany ; the Ambaffador of 
Eagufi-^ and another odWallachia., which are Ambafladorsof the Con- 
'fiocs ; the Ambaffadors for Trade, refiding about Conftantimple.,, and 
not obliged to keep clofc unto the Sultani Larifa being full and pe- 
llcred with People, the Emperor s Refident defired of the Sultan leave 
to abide in feme Neighbour Town j who bade him to make choice of 
any Place, or any Houfe he liked ; which conceflion moved him to 
caft bis Eye upon tornovo^ a large and pleafant City of TheJJ'aly, about: 
ten Miles Weft-ward from Larifiay and feated near the Hills; 
where moft of the Inhabitants are Clu’iftians, there being only three 
Mtfeheds, but eighteen Churches of the Greeks ; whereof the chiefeft, 
which I obferved, were thefe ; the Cathedral Church of St. John, the 
Church of St. Demetrius^ of Co/mus and Damianus, oi the fiztiviiy of the 
bleffTed \%'gin ; of St. Elias ( this is the Habit of their Monks. ) (where 
there is alfo an adjoyning Monaftery, feated on the fide of the Hill ) 
of St. Anatiajfus, of the twelve Apoftles, of St. Nicholas, [with a Con- 
vent alfo, ) and of St. Anthony the Hermite. The Bifhop hereofis under 
the Arch-bilhop of Larifa. 
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And I could not but take notice how thefe Eaftcrn Parts of Europe 
abound^ with Chriftians of the Greek Church beyond my expedati- 
on, and iince they are thus to be found in many lai^e Countries. In 
Gracia^ and the Greek Iflands, in the turkifh Parts of Dalmatia and 
Croathy in Rafciay Bofniay Servhy thraciay Sagoray Bulgariay SirfiUy 
Beffarahiay Cojfackiay Poeteliay MolJarvia and WaBachiay and the vaft 
Pominions of the Emperor of RuJJiay they muft needs make a notable 
part of Qiriftendom, and put me more lenlibly in mind of an Expref* 
fion of a learned Writer. If a>e fbotdd coiled and put together all the 
ChriHian Regions in Eurd^, which are of the Greek CommunioHy and aqumu 
compare them, with the Farts profejftng the Roman Religion in Europe> we 
fiould fnd the Greek/dr to exceed. 

In the Weftern Parts of Europey in many Churches the Fonts are 
(lately, raifed high from the Ground, and to be afeended unto by di« 
vers Steps; fometimes covered with large Canopies, or with high Pa* 
vihons bandfomly carved and adorned. But in the Greek Churches 
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the Font or Bafbn is generally made of plain Stone, and placed low 
upon the Floor of the Church ; and this is more convenient for them, 
in their baptizing of Infants. For they put the Child into the Water, 
and are not contented with a mcer fprinkling upon the Fore-head ofit. 
But the Prieft, after he hath blefled the Water, and dipped a Cruci- 
fix into it three times, he takes the naked Child by one Arm, and fets 
it into the Font up to the Waft, and with his other Hand laves the 
Water thrice over its Head ; and this hath been their Way of bapti- 
zing for many hundred Years. Nor could that otherwife have happen- 
ed, which is reported of the Emperor, ConJiaMtine the fixth, Conjlanti^ 
nus fextuSi Copronymus^ tjuod Jnfans dum haptizareiur aquam fa^ 
cram ventris folutione maculajjet. The dipping of the naked Body iti 
Water being apt to move it. I few Ibme of their Children baptized be- 
fore the Navel firing was fallen off. 

The Fields about this Place are planted with Fines, Gotten and Se- 
famum. The Emperors Refident Illuflriftmo Signore di Ctffa nova, was 
well accommodated here with a fair Houfc, and had thirty Turks and 
Chriftians in his Family, and two Janizsries attending at the Gate, 
good humored and fair conditioned Men, as could be wilhed. The Re- 
fident was a Milanefe by birth, a grave and Ibber Perlbn, fbmewhat 
melancholy, much addi<fted to his Book and reading, but very civii 
and courteous. He dined and fupped alone by himlelf j his Secreta- 
ry, Interpreters, and others of his Family, had another Place of repaft, 
and were always well provided , and ferved after the Turkijh man- 
ner. 

Tlie Ambaffador alfo of Ragufa made choice of the feme Town ,• and 
their followers often met each other, and many courteous felutes paf- 
fed between them; but they were only by civil Me/feges, for they ne- 
ver met, upon a putdlilio, which kept them alundcrj the Ragufa 
Ambaffador pretending a right to take the firft place, he being in the 
quality of an Ambaffador, the other but of a Refident ; although he 
were much defpifed for it by the Germans, and his Mafters looked up- 
on, but as Gentlemen of the Sette Bandiere, or Perfons that were 
and had been Subjcdls and Tributaries under feven Mafters, or Sove- 
reign Princes. 

I muft not forget Demetrius, a Greek Merchant of Tomovo, in whom 
I thought I beheld the Humor of the old Greeks, we were divers 
times entertained his Houfe with much generofity, and hearty free- 
dom. Me delired us to enjoy his Houfe freely, and to be merry after 
tlje Mode of out own Countries : and, as an efpecial favour, brought 
hiS two Daughters to bid us welcome; and we took the liberty, after 
the Cuftpm of Trance, HoOqnd and Ek^and^ tO felutc them j they 
were handfomly attired, after the manner of their Country ; their 
Hair brayded and hanging down their tack their Shoo.es or Slip- 
pers painted, their Nails coloured of a reddi^ colour with Cna of 
Alcana ; the Lkves of Which Plant, powdred and fteeped in Water 
and Wine, and layed a Night upon their Nails, leaves this Tin«9:ur^ 
and is much ufed in Turkey ; where fome delight alfo to colour the 
Mains and Tails of their Hor|es. The Gr redans of $cio allb, who 
wear Gloves ( it being a rare |thing to fee any here ) do colour theif 
Gloves allb upon thole Parts Which cover their Nails, Cna is a great 
Commodity in the Turkijh Dominions, brought out of Arabia and 
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and to be bought in every good Town or Fair. I brought 
a Pound of it Home with loft not its tinjfturing Qua- 

Tjie Grecian Countries, which I gaffed, are cjctremely altered from 
th^ State, Whtreof we read in .an^eftt i}if|orf : Is IiaVifig IbAlred 
fptiuing Incatfions fto^ many Katjdnt, ajldjlfi j^tuConqueft.ly the 
who utterly deftroyedminy Towns and lamous Places, and 
changed the Names of moft ; leaving the old Appellations unto 
Rivers, which moft laftingly maintain their ancient Names. I paf- 
fed moft of the great Rivers in Macedon'uy the AxiuSy Eriipnus and 
AliamoHy which have no# Names of no affinity unto them. The Ri- 
ver Feneus, fo faniouj in the old Poets, hath loft its name , ft^ether 
with ApiJanuSy EnipeuSy and others, that run into it. The Turks call 
Larijfa, jand Theffaly, Cmenolitari.

JOURNEY 

I T is no unplealant fight to behold a new Scene of the World, and 
unknown face of things, in Habits, Diet, Manners, Cuftoms and 
Language. A Man feetns to take leave of our World, when he 
hath palled a Days journey from Rah or Cetnerra : and, before he 
comes to Buda, feems to enter upon a new Stage of the World, quite 
di^rent frem that of thefe Weftern Countries : for he then bids adieu 
to Hair on the Head, Bands, Cufis, Hats, Gloves, Beds, Beer : and en- 
ters upon Habits, Manners and courfe of life ; which with no great va- 
riety, but under feme conformity, extend unto China, and the utmofl: 
Parts of j4^a. 

Though we were pretty well fecured by Authority for fafe Travel, 
yet we were not without fear of the Hufiars, till we came to Ejfeck 
Bridge, over the River Dravus : for they are a<fl:ive Perfons ; and un- 
derftanding the Language, will boldly range about for Booty, as far 
as that noted Pafs •, and, knowing all By-ways, will rob and fpoil whom 
they meet, cfpecially the turkijh Subjects. 

Nor were we without fear alfo of Cypfies, who are flout and bold, 
and fome of them have been noted Robbers. There are many of them 
in Hungaria, Ser-via, Bulgaria, Macedonia j and fome I faw at Lariffa, 
and other Parts of Thefialy. They are in moft Towms, and live by la- 
bour, and handy-craft Trades ; many of them colour their Hands and 
Feet of a reddilh colour, with Cna, and think thofc Parts fuller lefs 
from the Cold thereby. Some Gyp/y Women colour the erds of their 
Hair alfo. Though they be remotely difperfed, yet they are thought 
to have had their beginning about Walkchia, and the adjoining Parts, 
many of them arc conceived to be Spies unto the Turk. A little be- 
fore I came to Leopoldfiadt, by Freijiadt, a great drove of them appear- 
ed in thofc Parts ,* which the People fufpcdled to be Spies of the Vifier 
of to take notice of the State* of thofe Parts, and how that Fort 
proceeded. 
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Travelling from Belgrade into Servia, u’c were jn fome danger of • 
being robbed : lor we perceived three Horfe-rnen to ride very af. 
ter US; and, when they had over-taken us, they rode alxiut us, wav- 
in*^ their Lances, and difeharged their Piftols; but the Chiaus ixTceiv- 
ing them to be Spahh-s, lliowed liis Feather, and laid to me, dilckai^e 
cn^ of your I’iflols at random, and let them know, Wc are not unarm- 
ed ; at which tlicy went oH^ and vve faw them no moie. 

CanivMiJ.irds, Chjn's, or Places ol' publick f/xlging, built by Hcne- 
faiilors, we liked not fo well as prisate Houles; and theicfbro, being 
but few in Company, Icldoin lodged in tliern , for they ate wide 
Rooms, and we mull provide lor our lelves therein ; and lonictimcs 
they arc dangcroully feated, lb that it was not fit to adventure out lelves 
therein, Ibr fear of being rob! cd ; ibr though Robberies be leverely 
punilhed, yet arc they frequently committed; and Gypht's arc well ver- 
led in that Trade ; and therefore, in order to the falcty of Travellers, 
Drummers are appointed in dangercu, Paflages; and in Aiacedonh, in 
a narrow Pafs, 1 6w an old Man bating a Drum upean the ridge of a 
Hill ; whereby wc had notice, that the Paflage was clear and free front 


Thieves, 

We had the advantage of good Accommodation for Travel, for par- 
ting Irom Comora, our Boat was towed by a Saick of twenty four 
Oars< PfuHgarhtH^ rowing upon one fide, and Germans on the other ; 
till wc came to A/e/d', the Frontier Town, where we had a Turkifi} 
Convoy ; w^lo faftning our Boat to their Saick with eighteen Oars, 
rowed down the Divmk, wc carrying the Eagle on our Flag, and the 
Turks the double Sw'ord and Half-moon, and palled by divers remark- 
able Places to Buda, from whence we had good Accomm^tion lor 
Travel to Belgrade, by open Chariots, with two, threg or TOr Hrirfes 
on bread ; which with great fpecd conveyed us through that plcafant 
plain Country, and from thence through Servia, and other Provinces, - 
we were furnillicd with s cry good Florfcs, which would travel at a 
good rate twenty Miles in a Stage, and were very fureof foot; wh re- 
of I had good experience, wb.cn in fome Parts we travelled over great 
Hills, unequal and craggy Places, and over the bare Rocks. They 
are very free, and therefore the Owners of the HOrfes took acceptions 
at our Spurs, whi^h arc feldom ufed by them, and the Turks had 
none, but w hat we brought, and gave them. They are very tradable 
and tender mouthed ; ami when we mounted or alighted, would hand- 
ibmly apply themfelvcs to fuch Places ; aed when we walked, fome 
of them would follow us without leading. They have a lighter and Icf 
fer Shooe than our Horfes ; and when they have food one foot, they 
take up the f(X)t againfl: it, and fetting the other upon a Block of three 
inches high, they pare it, • 

They have very good Horfes in moft of thefc Countrys, and very 
fleet, but they never dock them, but their Tails grow out at length,' 
ind fometimes theyfoandfomly make them up : and in their Journeys 
they often alight from them, and ftrongly pull at their Fore-top or 
forehead-lock, and think that doth much refrelh them, which the 
Strangers who travel here call Croatian Provender. 

The Bafia of Temefwar prefented Ragotzi with a Horfe, which Ba- 
flighting cut off the Florfe’s Ears, Main and Tail, and fent him 

back 
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back i^in. This perhaps would have been thottght an Ornament to 
an Horle in Engiand : but the Bafia took it as fuch an affront to his, 
that he never cealed from ftirring up the Sultan, and other Princes a- 
gainft him, and never forgave the Injury, but by the help of the Turk, 
Tartar, Emperor, PoTs and Ragotzts own Country* men alfo, he 
wrought at laft his Ruine. 

For their feeding, they make no high Mangers or- Racks, to pull 
down thir Food; but, obfcrving the Rule of Nature, lay their Hay low 
before them, and almoft even with the Ground ; which in long neck- 
ed Animals, may be the moft commodious way, they are lodged hard, 
and often with little covering. At Lariffa, where the Town was pe- 
ffered*with Horfes and Camels : the Yards of the Houfes were lull 
of them, and Places made at the bottom of the Wall for their 
Food. 

In Caravanfaras the Horfes are tyed to a ringle, faflncd unto the 
fide of a long Place, a little elevated, upon which the Travellers take 
their reft ; and the Hay was laid a little below our feet, whereon the 
Horfes feed. 

They plow more with Oxen than Horfes, and efpecially with Buf- 
felos ; and have great variety of Ploughs and Carts ; fome whereof 1 
could not but take notice of in Macedonia, made with Wheels, not 
confifting of Spoaks, but of folid Wood, in the whole piece ; whether 
fo contrived for ftrength, in thofc rocky Countries, where they muft 
ftrike and force upon fuch inequalities, I cannot tell. 

We were furniflied with fmall things to oblige the People where we 
palled : and in Houfes where we entred, many would welcome the 
Emperor’^ourier, and ask him what he had brought for them. We 
pleaded tlwRi with Sciffors, Knives; an^I they would be content, if we 
gave a Glove to one, and the fellow to another. To the Women we 
gave fmall pieces of European Coin6s ; and I was much thanked by 
a Bavarian Woman, for a bright cinq fols piece, which Ihe added to 
the drelsof her Head, over her Fore-head, with other Coins Ihe had 
there before ; fome of them wearing Duckets of Gold, and Pearl, and 
Stones of value upon that Part, which make no unhandfom Ihow. 

Being only careful to keep our felvcs from Thieves, we expedted 
no fuch trouble, as we found from Wolves and Dogs, in our Journey 
about the Mountains in Servia ; and efpecially in large Woods, we 
were continually alarmed by Wolves, efpecially in the Night ; when 
they feldom ceafed to howl in great numbers, and not far from us ; fo 
that we were forced to be felicitous in our Guard, and to keep dole 
together. And as the Wolves were troublelome, lb alfo the great 
number of Dogs in thofe Parts were very offenfivc to us. As foon as 
we came near any Town, «r left it, they came out, running at us, 
barking and biting the Horfes legs, and in Houfes would be barking 
and fnarling, fo that without a Cudgel it was not fafe going into the 
Yard. And it fcems irapoflible, that thefe Towns Ihould be furprized 
by the moft filent Enemy, without having good notice thereof by 
Dogs : and fure, they arc kept to this intent. For as foon as the Sun 
lets tiiey begin to bark ?and ccafe not till the Morning. The Town 
of St. Maids in France is alfo guarded fomewhat after this manner, where 
tfiey turn the Dogs out of the Town at Night, and are as fccure there- 

by 
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by, as if tliey had an army of Watchmen to guard Somp Yuch 

trouble fbra Dogs I remcrobrcd, that I had nwt with at the ftrong 
Town oi^tnura, when I came intotjie Town about Midniglu, which, 
was fo full of Dogs fiercely barking and running upon us, tlwt to favc 
our fclvcs, we were fain to take Jlideer in the de guards till a Jodg-, 

ing was provided for us. 

I could not hut pity the poor Owiftians, Iceing uaJerwhat fear 
they lived in tlwfe Parts; wlien I obferved them to make a way, as, 
foon as tliey perceived us coming towards them. In Macedonia the 
Men and Women would betake themfeb es into the Wpods to avoid 
us; and wc took the pains Ibmetimes to ride after them, to undeceive 
them of their folly and ncedlefs Frights. 

But that which moved me moft, was the pitiful Spedacle of Cap- 
tives and Slaves, which are often met with in tbpfe Countries ; toge- 
ther with tlic variety of their hard Fates and Accounts, how they Icll 
into that Condition ; fome by Treachery, Ibme by Chance of War ; 
others by Plagiary and Man-Heeling Tartars, who plentifully furnilh 
the Turkifh Dominion ; fome fixed to one Maftcr, others having been 
fold unto many, and at diftant Haccs. But their Condition is moft 
defperate, who arc Slaves to the Court, and belong to the Grand Sei» 
igniort for they are never to be, redeemed. Of which kind I met with 
one at Egrilngia in Macedonia , attending at the Poft-houfe ; who 
though he had no hard Office, yet was extremely dejedted upon this 
misfortune of Non-rtdemption. 

I» Thejfah alfo I met w'ith one Sigjfmund, who had been a Slave to 
feveral Perfons, and in fcveral Countries. He was an IJmgarhn, born 
at Gran, and taken at the Battle of Baraefm, under Count FmhatZf 
in the laft Wars; firft ferved a Turk, then. fold to a yrH>,,who proved a 
hard Mafter, then to an ArnteHi^n^ under whom he fo <|vell acquitted 
himfelf, that his Mafter gave him his freedom, and he made a mift KJ 
come to Larijfa, wliere the Emperor’s Refidcnt entertained him, I was 
very much pleafed with his Converlatbn, being a worthy, lioocft and 
good natured Man ; and bad maintained his Cliriftianity in his feveral 
Fortunes. He fjwhe Hungarian, Sclawnian, Tnrkilh, Armenian ipd Im" 
tin : ftiew’d me tlie Draughts of many Monaftpries, Abbics, Mofeheds, 
and confiderable Buildings in Armniay Ftrfia and Turkey, and 1 hope 
by this time he is in his own Country. 

' The Turki, who are well acquainted with the Captives of feveral Na: 
tions, make obfervations of tbkn : fo they fay, a Ruffian is beft for the 
Oar, a Georgian makes a good Courtier, and an Aiianian, a good Coun- 
FcHor. A Turk in our company, obferving a Ceorggan Captive much 
deje(fted at his Condition, encourag-d him, and bid him be of good 
d^er ; telling him lie might, come to be a great Man, and one (d the 
43cft in Turiy. 

The firft rime I Went fo have a of thu Grand Seij^ier, OJmund 

Chtaus made no great hafte forward, and when I asked him tlu reafon, 
he replied, I take no great pleafure to be too near hirnmndaff^wards 
when he talked of fome had been ftou^led, and t added, 

that in this refpcA he lived more hapfnly than any Ba^a : lie laid , 
fuch things mufl: be patiently pat up, all our Lives are to the Sultans 
hands : in your petty Kingdoms and ^ates, Men are Tryed and Convi- 
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£ted, but our great Empire fannot be fo maintained, and if the S/(/ra» 
ftould now fend for my Head I muft be content to lay it dt w n j ari- 
ently, not asking wherefore[: and I remember bis Words were that in 
this Country we mutt have, patmzafina perder la tefh, epoJpa 
za, patience even to the lofs of our Heads, and patience after 
that , 

We had frequent Memento’s of Mortality, by Graves and 5epu.- 
clircs, as we patted ; efpecially near Belgrade. For the Turks are com- 
monly buried by the High- ways: yet their Tombs are not ordinarily 
fplendid, confiding only of a Stone eredted at the Head and at the 
Feet : yet Ibme fet up Stones of two, three or four yards high. Some 
have a Turbant carved upon the Stone , at the Head ; and others 
fet up two Pillars of Stone; feme proceed farther, and raile 
the Sepulchres, as with us, and afterwards place two Pillars upon 
them, one at the Head, and another at the Feet. At SerpJa I faw 
fair ones, after this manner, and two Sepulchres in one of tlicm : but 
the beft way I obferved in thefe Parts, is by building a Pavillion fup- 
ported by four Pillars. As we travelled to the South from Jagodna in 
Servia, I faw upon the fide of a Hill, a large Turkijh Tomb, about 
four yards long, and a fquare place covered by it, which the Chians 
told me was the Tomb of one of their Saints, and accordingly perform- 
ed his Devotions at it, and at other Places : on Thurfday Nights and 
Friday s, I obferved the Women to vifit the Sepulchres, and pay their 
Devotions at the Tombs of their dead Friends. 

This Gigantick Saint that lay buried here, was certainly a fit Man 
in his time to wield the holy Club, with which the Turk does propo- 
gate his Religion and Dominion, and if he were as long as his Tomb, 
lie was as formidable a Perfon as any of the Tatagoniart Gyants painted 
upon the Soutficrn Part of divers Maps of America with long Arrows 
ih their Throats. [ muft confefs it feems ftrange to me that the Sta- 
ture of Man fliould be extended to that height. Mr. Wood, an ingeni- 
ous Perfon, who hath made very fair and accurate Maps of the Str eights 
of MagfUan, the Iftands therein, and the Coaft from the River of Plate 
to Baldivia, in the South-fca, told me that he had feen divers Graves 
iif the Southern Parts of America near four yards long, which furpri- 
zed him the more, becaufe he had never feen any American that was 
two yards high, and therefore he opened on« of thefe long Sepulchres 
from one end fo the other, and found in it a Man and q oman, fo 
placed, that the Womans head lay at the Mans feet, and fo might rea- 
fonably require a Tomb of near that length. 

But to return into the rode for our diverfion, we fometimes met 
with Turkifh Fairs, which are ordinarily kept in feme large ground, 
enclofed and divided into Streets and Pafles, according to the variety 
of Commodities to be fold, where a Man may recreate himfelf witn 
multiplicity of Fripperies, and things difierent from thofe of our Parts, 
and cannot want variety of Mufick ; which, though but mean, proved 
Ibmc diverfion unto us. The firft Fair we met with, was at Lefcoa or 
Lefcoviat upon the River Liperizza in Servia. 

It was no fraall comfort to us, to find the Country fo free from the 
Plague, which we only met with at Prejiina, a large Town, on part of 
the Plains of when we came into that Place, w'ewere enter- 

tained in a very good Houfe, and brought into a large Room, well ac- 
commodated 
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commodated with Carpets and other Ornaments ; where we found a 
Turk lying fick of the Plague. The Chiaus, after the turkijh Humor, 
made nothing of it ; but fome others were not fo contented ; and there- 
fore we removed and travelled in the Night, till we came to a Gyp- 
fits Houfeamongft the Hills, where U'c were well accommoda- 
ted. 

. The Turks were much picafed to fee me write,* when I came into a- 
nyHoufe, I pulled out my Paper-book to let down what I obfervedj 
which when they perceived, tney would come about me, taking no- 
tice of the Paper, and binding of the Book, wondring to fee me write 
lb faft, and with iiich a Pen, which was made of a Goofe Quill, they 
ufually writing with a hard Reed, cut like our Pens. Many carry about 
them an handfome brafs Ink-horn, which they hang by their fides j 
their Ink if good. Paper fmooth and polilhed ; whereon they will write 
very fairly, as I have to Ihow in ths^dtans Pals, which I brought home 
with me. 

When I found occafion, I ufed to look upon Ibmc Maps, wliidi I 
carried with me: whereat Ofman Chians fmiled, faying, there is node- 
pending upon Maps ; they fet down only great Towns, and often falfe- 
ly. Chiaufes are able to make the bell ^ps, who pafs their Days 
in travelling Countries ; and take notice of all Places, and know their 
Turkijh Names ; and in many particulars I found fome truth in his 
Words ; for the Maps of Hungary are not exadl j thofe of Servia^ BuU 
garia, Macedonia and Thejfaly very imperfed:. In upper Hungary^ 
many Towns are omitted, many ill-placed j in the lower allb not a 
few. The Danube feems to fetch about too much to the South-weft, 
before the Tihifeus enters into it.. In Servia^ Hijfargick is placed -too 
fer from the Danube^ whidi runnes by it. I find no mention of Pro- 
cupia or Vrehoopy oi I^J'coa or Lefcovia, confiderable Towns; thclaft* 
upon the winding River Liperizza : nor of Kaplanly or Tigres Town, 
m Macedonia I not oS Kupruly ot Bridge-Town; nor of VrantayPyrlipCy 
Comonavay Eccijfo Verbeni; nor of the Lake Petriski and Ojlrvuay not 
far from it ; nor of Egribugia^ Sariggiole^ Sarvizza ; nor of the River 
Injecora near it ; nor of AleffoHy nor Tornova in Thejfaly, a handlbme 
confiderable City. And he that travels in Macedonia, will never be a- 
ble to reconcile the Pofitions of Rivers and Towns to their ufual Dc- 
Icripfions in Maps, although not long ago tli«e have been large ones 
publilhed of Greece, 

I took great pleafure to converfe with Chiaufes, efpecially if they 
were of any years; for they fpeak divers Languages, and have fcen 
much of the World ; arc commonly good Company, and able to give 
account of many things. Ofman Chiaus, who travelled with us, was a- 
bout fifty years of Age, fpake Turhjh, Sclavonian and ftalian : a ftout 
and faithful honeft Perfon, very cleanly and neat .• he told me he had 
travelled the greateft part of Turky, and growing old feated himfclf 
in Bttda, as a Chiaus to the Fifier ; which place pleafed him better 
than any in Turky : he took a civil farewel of me at Buda, bringing me 
out of the Gareij and with many a Dios wifbed me a happy return 
into rry Ccuntry;and indeed,in allmy Journey I met with fair caVriage, 
and civil ulo^e; when Icameimoany Room where the Turks were 
fitting, they ‘would ialute me, and touching my hand, require me to 
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7it down with them, then offer me Coffee, and fometimes Takco, and 
at Meals invite me to eat heartily; only in fomc places, the Boys, and 
meaner fort of People would call me Sajhtlu gaur^ or haired Infidel. 
And a Jeiv at JLarijfaj whom I Iiad employed to buy fome little things 
for me : and I faying, they were too dear, gave me lome ill Language, 
which fo difpleafed fome that were by, that if the Grand Sagnm had 
not been in perfon in the Town, they would have taught him other 

^^rht\urks took much Tabaco la the Countries which I paiTed, and 
many carried little bags thereof by their /ides, which they take m pipes 
of an ell long, made of an hard reed, and an earthen head at the end, 
laying one end on the ground, and holding the other in their mouthes. 

I did feldom take any ,* but to comply with their bindne/s, I w ould not 
refufe it ; and by reafon of the length of the pipe, it was cool, and lefs 
difturbing j they take it alfo often in fnufC Seignior Gabriel, tlie Empe- 
ror’s Courier would tell them many /lories; and while he was fpeaking, 
they would come about him, and liften very attentively .• and he would 
pull out his fnuffbox, and put fnu/F-powder into their nofes, which, 
they would take very kindly. They would be always gazing upon 
the Emperor’s Armes cut in a Stone, which he wore upon his breaft j 
whereupon he would take occafion to magnifie the Emperor, deferibe 
the multitude of Provinces fubje<a unto him ; and any thing that might 
confer unto his honour, whereof they would take great notice. 

I liked well the neatnefs and cleanlincfs of the Turks^ which wc con- 
verfed with, and their walking of their feet, hands, and faces, though 
they had fome purifying conceit thereof ; while we travelled, the 
Ckfciutf at the fight of a Spring, or clear water, would often alight, 
and wa/h himfclf; and every morning was very curious in winding 
up his Turbant, and combing of his beard ; and would ask me, whe- 
ther it were well done. When they go to the houfe of o/ficc, 
they carry a pitcher of water with them; they affed privacy 
when they make water ; which they perform, re/ling upon one knee, 
and ftretching out the other leg. Walking in larifa with the Ckiaus, 
the Streets being narrow, and full of people, and remembring the fad 
fate of rincent le Blanc, who loft his liberty, befides other misfortunes, 
for pifling over a Turkijh Saints head, who lay interred in a place, he 
little fufpcifted ; I asked him, where I might make water without of- 
fence,who an/wered me grumblingly at firft,but afterwards diredled me 
to a place, and flood at a little diftance, to fecure me from any affront. 
And at another time while I travelled in an open Calefche or Chariot 
by Moon-light, I made water over one fide thereof, to avoid being 
troublclbme to the reft in ingaging them to /lay for me till I alighted 
and went afide or retard their journey in the night j but one who layed 
down by my feet took notice of it to me with a great deal of regret, and 
and though out of the rcff)edl he profefled to bear me, he was rcfolved 
not to divulge it. Yet he wondered I would venture the lols of my 
credit in fuch a matter. 

Some experience we had in ouf return of the Turkijh Jufticc, at £- 
gribugia, in Macedonia ; for travelling from Sariggiole over high Rocks, 
we met with a Turkijh Aga before our arrival ; who, having a nume- 
rous train, had taken up all the Horfes at Egribugia ; fo that we could 
not be readily fupplied ; and therefore intended to ride our Horfes 
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tinother Stcige, the way laying now in the Plain, and our Horfes (Iroitg 
and able , wc fet forw'ard on the fame Horfes ; but before we were 
got out of the Town, we were flopped, and carried before the Cadih, 
by the Pofl-mafler; whoalledged againfl us, that vt c were injurious 
unto liim, in that we palfed by, without taking Horles at his Houle ; 
he being allowed by the Grand Seignior, whofe Servant he is, fo much 
for every Horfe he provides ; and that none was to provide Horfes in 
tliat place, but himfelf ; fo that he was damnified and had no profit 
coming unto him. 

The Cadih therefore confidcring of the bufinefs, and fitting crofs- 
leggcd upon his Carpet, and leaning his elbow upon four or five Folio 
Books, w Inch he had by him ; commanded his Servants to fill every 
one a difh of Coffee- The Chiaus, in our defence, urged, that wc bail 
bufinefs of concern ; that wx* had the Chaymacham’s Letters; and were 
employed from the Grand Seignior to the Emperor of Germany ; that he 
himfelf was a Chiaus to iheViffer of Buda, vvhitlicr he was toconduif}: 
us, and that no man could or ought to flop him ; whereupon the Ca- 
dth faid, the Chiaus mufl not be Iiindrcd in his journey, nor the Pofl- 
niafler be unconfidered ; and fo prcfently called for the Pofl-maflcrs 
Book, Jlild with his pen, made of a reed, fet down a Sultanine to be al- 
lowed him in his accounts to the Tefterdar, and bade us good morrow, 
and wifhed us a good journey. 

In the European Turkijh Dominions, which I pafled, I could not but 
take notice of tlie great number of Chriflians ; for, excepting great Ci- 
ties, or wliere the Souldiery refide, they arc generally all Chriflians ; 
whereof the great body is of the Greek Church, who live j)aticntly un- 
der the Turkijh toleration. If tliere fltould happen any confidcrable 
commotion among the Turkijh powers ; . it is highly probable, they 
would fit flill, and be little aftivc ; and if any Forces of the Latiur 
, Church ihouliattcmpt the Conquefls of thefe parts, in all probability 
they W'ould find very little afliflance from them, and I fear they would 
rather adbefc unto their Turkijh Matters. 

Though Augujtus- thought it a point of wifdom, to put fomc limit 
unto the Roman Empire, yet I do not find the Turks are of his judg- 
ment, but flill endeavour to enlarge their Dominions, and when Iconfi- 
der that people, their hardy education, fober courfe of life, and obe- 
dience to their Superiors ; that no Baffa can eafily intend a revolt, but 
fome others will difeover him, in hope to obtain his place,or fomc great 
preferment ; and that they fo pundlually obferve the duty of their 
Charges ; I am apt to think, or fear, if he, who puts bounds to the 
Sea, and faith hither thou lhalt come and no further, doth not, out of 
his great mercy, put a flop to their further incurfions, they may pro- 
bably obtain and conferve a far larger Empire, and even all Europe, un- 
to the Weftern Ocean. 

Certain it is that they are unfatisfied with their prefent bounds and 
look beyond Hungaria, and I have heard them fay, we mutt in due 
time come to Beatch, for fo they call Vienna, and try our fortunes 
again*. 

At this day the Star and Half-moon arc above the Crofs, upon the 
Steeple of the Cathedral Church of St. Stephen, in the Emperor ofOVr- 
many his Imperial City of Vienna : and it grieved me to Ice in all chc 
Confines a fort of Crofs whicli our Heralds do not dream of, which is 
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aCrofs Lunated after this maiuier, whereby the Inhabitants as they ic* 
ftiHe their Chriftianity, fo they acknowledge the twkifb power.

B e I N G at Komar and having fatisficd my curiofxty as far that 
wav as the Chriftian Domitiions extended. I purfued my in- 
tention of feeing the Copper, Silver and Gold Mines irt /»*- 
wy • and being unwilling to return again to freshur^ to far 
’about toget into the road towards them ; 1 atteinpted a nearer paflap, 
kthoughWrebe few who go that way. And therefore I travdfed 
^alonff the North Ihoar of the Ifland of Schut^ till I came to the Con- 
muenceof the River and and then palled over to a Fw- 

‘iScation railed fince the Taft War, called Gutta% it lira m a Marilh 
found between a branch of the Danube, }\\t Waag, and the Swartx, 
Shin a mile of Newkujel ; which v c plain y faw from the Steeple of 
I Church at Gutta, and could diftinguilh the buildings within it; as 
i Bafas Pala c formerly belonging to the Arch Bilhop of PmW 
i/church in the middle of the Town; the Tower to die Meske, tnd 
)tbers. But this nearnefs to Nfwto/r/ proved not only danwrou^s, 
jtdeftru^ive to it in the beginning of the yew i68y. ^er that the 
Ytirlis had lent great Recruits from A«//<i:for the Cwnt of Zuber hwaig 
burnt the Suburbs of Neivheujel and taken feveral Prifeners j the Turks 
revenge it made an cicurfion, and burnt the Town of and 




put all the InhaKtants to the ^ord ’Their Batts here arrof one>ie 5 
of wood, in which ootwithflandin^heyvcnttre thcnifelves,andpafsthe 
preateft Wvcrs with themj in iBs Fort were 130 men commanded 
by Cap^ Matthias Frahmrdt. From hence by /vrc/^arz we came 
to .Sf^r/Jw^hciJe ftereistflother Fm built ti hindtr the Fdrks from 
palling tlf River Waag^ fer hercaBaiits thdTattars broke ov|r, burned 
and ruined the whole Country about in the late war, in fuch’ manner 
that it remains Hill delblate ; at half a miles diftance from this place is 
a hole in the Earth which bums like Selfaterre by IJ’afles. From hence

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A Journey ffdrft Komara to th^ Mine Tomis in Hur^ary. 

March the ai. Graff Souches fent us German Miilqueteers to convoy 
us through the Contribution Country, and defend us in our travels ; wc 
pa^d by /fi/w/c/j, and a Caftic at Docatzi^ belonging to Baron Berrini^ 
and came at night to tepokhan upon flic River iiitra^ where the Towh 
' with the Church were burnt in the laft war, and had not well recover- 
ed it felf again. A mile from hence at Belljtz are alfo hot Baths, The 
next day by Clefchy the Inhabitants of which place were all carried a- 
way Captives in tlie laft Wars ; and through a gteat wood by Hoch- 
icije, vvltere the Inhabitants were moft CermaKu We came to Serne- 
witz feated upon the River Gran, where is a Caftle upon a Rock, but 
the Town is Tributary to the Turks, and they often vifit it. March 
Wc pafled the River Gran early in the Morning, and came among the 
• Hills to Horhytz, by which Town runs a livift ftream very fervi- 
ceablc to them, which helps to move their Engines employed in the 
pounding, walhing and melting of the Silver-ore. We travelled over 
a Mountain called I Idl, and came to Schemnitz, the greateft of the 
Mine- tow ns in Hungary : and where great quantity of Silver-ore is eve- 
ry day digged. The Town is well built, hath three fair Churches in 
it, the greateft part of the Inhabitants are Lutherans. There are alfo 
three Caftles here ; the old Caftle in the Town, where there is Wind- 
Muf;ck at fix every morning, and at twelve, and at fix at night. 

The hJew-Caftle, built by a Lady, who removed the Gibbet from this 
Hill, and left a feir building in lieu of it. The third is on a high peak, 
where there is a continual watch kept to difeover the approach of the 
htrks, who immediately give notice of it by the Ihooting off a Culve- 
rin. The Streets lie up and down Hill, the Country hereabouts being 
all very uneven. 

There are very many Mines here, and many adventurers are indftped 
to try their fortunes by the good fuccefsfo many have had : for ift^^ 
find a Vein of Ore in any reafonable time, before they have quite fpent 
their Stocks in digging, they may probably exped great profit. 

Thefe Mines amongft others are very remarkable; the Windfchacht- 
Mine, the Trinity, that of St. BeneM, St. John, Matthias, and one 
called the three JCings ; but the chiefeft and moft w'rought arc thofe 
of Wincljchacht and Trinity. Trinity-Mine is feventy fathoms deep, 
built and kept open with under-work at a great expence, much of tliis 
Mine being in an earthy foil. The Ore of it is much efteemed, and 
is commonly of a black colour covered with a white Earth or Clay ; 
fo that the ftreams where they work it, becom.c milky and whitifli,and 
is that fubftance I fuppofc which is called Lac Luntt, or the Milk of the 
Moon or Silver. Divers Veins in this Mine lie North, and other rich' 
Veins run to the North- Eaft. When two Veins crofs one another they 
efteem it fortunate ; lb that all Veins of Ore keep not the &me point 
even in the fame Mine, which would be an help to difeover them; but 
they have no certain way to know cither which way they run, or where 
they are, till by induftrious perfevering in the labour of the Mines they 
are at laft found out. They ufe not the Firgula divina, or forked 
Hazel-ftick todired them, having no opinion of it (as I obferved they 
had at the Silver Mine at Friburg in Mifnia, where I alfo learned the ufc 
thereof) but dig alwayes as the Adventurers defire. They flaew’d me 
one place, which they had di^ed ftreight on fix years, when the Ore 

was but two fathoms diftant from the place where they firft beg^ 

I and 
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and in another jdaco they digged twelve years outright, and a t lad 
found a Vein which in a Ihort time paid their charges. I was in many 
parts of this Mine, and went fo far, that at length I j^lTed quite under a 
Hill, and came out on the other fide. 

In Wiadfchacht-Mine wherein I alfo defcendcd as far as the water 
would then permit me, defc nding thrice almoft perpendicularly about 
three hundred large fteps or flairs of a Ladder. 1 cblerttd a large 
Wheel deep in tlic Earth, of twelve yards Diameter j turned about by 
the fall of fubterraoeous Waters. This Wheel moves Engines which 
pump out the water from the bottom of the Mine, up to the cavity 
wherein this V\ heel is placed. The water which moves this Wheel 
falls no lower into the Mine, but pafles away tlirough a Cuniculus 
made on purpofe, through whkh both this and the other water pump- 
ed from tile deepeft parts of the Mine, do run out together at the foot 
of an Hill. BelWes this Wheel there is another above ground which 
lies Horizontally, drawn about continually by twelve Horfes, which 
Icrves alfo to pump out much of the water of this Mine; about all the 
Works whereof, I was informed that tiiere were no lefs than tw'o thou- 
fand men employed. 

In fome places of the Mine it is very cold, and in others fo hot, that 
to refrclh my fcif I was conflrained to go with my breaft naked al- 
though! had only linen Cloths on. Where they work it is always 
hot, lb that they labour naked for eight hours if they are able, and then 
reft eight hours more. 

In this Mine they fliewed me a place where five men and a Perlbn 
ol quality w ere deflroyed by a Damp, for which rcalbn they have now 
placed a Tube there, the like they place over all doors, and over all 
ways where they dig right on lor a great fpace, and have no paflage 
through j whereby the air is let in, let out, or carried round, and the 
~lViiners under-ground ventilated with it. 

The blackilh Ore is efteemed the beft j much of it hatli a mixture 
of a Ihining yellow fubftance or Marchafjte, vvhicli if it be not in too 
great a quantity is not unwelcome, by reafon that it difpofes the Ore 
to fluidity, or renders it more cafie to be melted ; but if it be in too 
great a proportion, they arc of opinion, that it preys upon the Silver in 
the Mine; and in the Furnace carries it away while it melts, by 
over-volatilizing it ; and therefore they term it a Robber, as a fubftance 
which fpoyls and takes away therichnefsofthe Ore. 

There is oltcn found a red fubftance which grows to the Ore called 
CwWar of Silver, which being grinded with Oyf makes a Vermilion 
equal to, if not furpafling the CtnmUr made by fublimation. 

There are alfo found in thefe Mines, CryjlaU^ Amethyjis, and Ame- 
thjijihif mixtures in the clefts of the Rocks, and lometimes nigh or 
joyned to the Ore 5 as alfo Vitriol naturally cryftalliz’d in the Earth in 
divers ol tliefe Mines ; and particularly in a Mine in Parad'/Je Hill\ 
which then belonged to Mr. Jaa^tts Schwiboda^ an Aporhecary, at 
whole * loufe Ilodged, and whoprefented me with many curious Mine- 
rals. 

And as there is great variety in the Silver-Ore, as to its mixtures with 
Earth, Stoats , ^larchafite^ Cinnabar, y ttrioL,^c. So allbin its richnelsj 
Ibme holding a great proportion of Silver in refped of others. An hun- 
dred pound weight oi Ore lometimes yields but half an ounce or an 

ounce 
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of Silver ; fometimes two ounces, three, four, five, and unto twenty 
ounces ; what is richer is very rare, yet fbmc hath teen found to hold 
half Silver, and I have feen of it fb rich, as to be cut with a knife. 

A Specimen of each fort of Ore which they dig out of the Mines is 
carried up m its firft being difeovered to an Officer called the Froi/e- 
rery who is to prove and judge of its richnefs; which he doth in this 
manner. Of all forts of Ores he takes the fame quantity, the Ores 
being firft dryed, burned, and pounded, he gives an equal proportion 
of lead to all, melts and purifies them, and then by exad Scales 
takes notice of the proportion between the Ore and Metal contained in 
it, and reports it to thofe employed in the great melting Furnaces; who 
accordingly add or diminifli the quantities of thofe fiibflances which 
^ are to be mixed with the Ores to melt them in the melting Furnace ; 
as for example, to an hundred centen or ten thoufand pound weight of 
Silver-Ore, which holds above two ounces and an half of Silver in an 
hundred j^ounds weight, they add forty centen of Ltichy w Inch is Oi c 
pounded and walhcd ; two hundred centen of Iron-Stone, W'hich is not 
Iron-Ore, but a Stone found in thofe Hills, of which the liver colour' 
ed is the beft. A q antity of /i/f, or a fort of PyriteSy according as the 
Ore is mixed with Marchajitty and of Sljckeu as much as they pleafc. 
This laft is the fount or cake taken ofT from the to)) of tlie l*an into 
which the Metals run, and is a fubftance matle out of the Ibrmcr men- 
tioned, by fufion. 

Whatfoever is melted in the melting Furnace, is let out through an 
hole at the bottom thereof into the pan/which is placed in thd Earth 
before it; and thus expofed, it immediately acquires an hard foum, drofs, 
loaf or cake, which being continually taken away, the Metal remain- 
ing becomes purer; to which is added lead which carricth all the i^il- 
ver down to the bottom with it, and after Ionic time the melted MiVal 
is taken out ; then being again melted in the driving I urnace, tfi'd 
lead or what elfe remains mixt with the Silver is tlnven off by tlte 
blowing of two great bellows ; and runs over from the melted Silver 
in form of Litharge. That W'liich firft comes over, is the white and 
that which comes laft, being longer in the fire, is tlte red, not thk it is 
Litharge of Gold, both being driven off from the fa me Metal. ' 

Molt of the Silver-Ore holds fome Gold which theyfepa- 

rate by melting the Silver, then granulating it,- and afterw'ards by dif- 
Iblving it in Aqua fortis made out of a peculiar Vitriol prepared at 
ChremnitZy whereby the Gold is left at the bottom and is afterwards 
melted ; the Aqua fortis is diftilied from the Silver, and forves again 
for ufe. But it would be too tedious to deforibe all the works of thefe 
Mines which do well deferve as accurate Deferiptions as thofe of M/f 
tiidy and other parts, of which Afrkola hath written largely, and v^ry 
well in his Books De re Metallka (S de fofilihs:. Lenys alfo frf’Mirtdril 
Works is efteemedj and Lazarus Erker hath handfomdy defcribed the 
principal Ores and Mineral bodies. But certainly there are few places 
in the World to be compared with this; Where Art and Nature ftrive to 
Ihew their utmoft force and riches. 

They work in this Country much aft^r the manrlei* they did in the 
Emperour his time ; who' -was a great undertaker and ef^ 
courager of Mine-works j but, many of their Inftrumerrts and Engines 
are much improved. .

4o A Journey from^orndt'A to the Mine-Towns in Hungary. 

Notwithftanding the great quantity of Silver made every week at 
Schemitz and .carried away in Carts, I found feme difficulty to pro- 
cure the leaft piece there, and fcarce any one in the Town could fur- 
nifli me with any that was pure, for the Money of the Country is mix- 
ed with above half Copper; and being dcfirous to fee what alteration 
divers of thofe Mineral-waters in that Country, would make upon 
Metals, for want of other Silver, I was forced to make ufcof filver 
Crolles, Crucifixes and Medals, which I borrowed . 

Near unto SchmuitZy where old Schemnttz ftoed, is an high Perpen- 
dicular Rockj part of which from the bottom to the top is naturally 
tindured with lliinit^ fair blue, feme green, and fpots of yellow in it. 
At fifft fight I was much furprized with the beauty of it, and could lan- 
fy nothing like it, but a whole Rock of poliflied I-apis Lazuli : and 1 
have heard from a Spaniardy who lived long in the Weft-IndkSy that 
there is alfb a Rock like this nigh to the Silver Mines in ?eru. 

At Glafs-HittcHy an Hungarian mile, or about feven Euglifh miles 
from SchemnitZy there was formerly a rich Giold Mine, but it is loft, 
no man knowing where the entrance was fince the time that BethUm 
Gahor Prnice of Trattfylvania over-ran that Country, and the Inhabi- 
tants fled away. The Owner notwithftanding left fome marks and di- 
redions whereby they might difeover it, with the Figures of his In- 
ftruments upon the Barks of Trees ; which inftruments they liave 
already found by digging in the Earth, and thus much is intimated to 
them, that where they find a Stone, on which a Face is carved, they 
arc at it, and are onely to remove part of a Rock with which the Owner 
ftopped up the Mine. 

This place is much frequented by rcafon of its natural hot Baths, pf 
wluch there are five very convenient , with handfome defeents into 
th^, and covered over with large high Roots. The Springs arc vc- 
■ty tlcar, the Sediment is red and green, the wood and feats ol the Batlis 
under water are incruftated with a ftony fubftance, and Silver is gil- 
ded by being left in them : But the moft remarkable of thefe Baths, is 
that which is called the fweating Bath, whofe hot Springs drain through 
an Hill, and fall into a Bath built to receive them ; at one end of which 
by afeending I went into a Cave which is made a noble Stove by the 
heat of thefe Thermxy and lb ordered with Scats, that every one who 
fits in it, either by choofing an higher or a lower feat, may regulate his 
Iweating, or enjoy what degree ol heat he defires. This Cave, asallb 
the fidesof the Bath are covered by the continual dropping of thofe hot 
Springs, with a red, white, and green fubftance, very fair and pleafing to 
the eye. 

Bathing my fclfin thelargeftof thefe Baths when there were a great 
many Men and Women in it ; an adive man to divert the Company, 
had privately conveyed liimfelfto the top of the Houfe which covered 
the l^th, and on a liiddain caft himfclf down into the water, and by 
taking hold upon the bottom of the Seats kept himfelf under wate.r 
for fonae time ; afterwards a Serpent coming into the Bath through 
a channel which conveyed the water into it, many of the women 
Were aifighted at it. He ftill to continue his fervice and good will 
to the Company, was the firft that would encounter it, and deliver 
the Damfels ; which he did in a ftiort time, lb fuccefsf^ly, that he 
caught the Serpent in both his hands, and holding it out of the water, 

put 
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put it into his mouth, and bit the hc*l ofT Being taken with his good 
humour , I afterwards fent for him into the Stove ; and finding 
that he had been employed in the Mines, I asked him among other 
things, whether he had fecn any natural Vitriol, and where, in the 
Mines, cryftallized in lumps, pure and ready for ufc, which he faid he 
had in many places, but iu tile greateft quantity, in a Mine now given 
over ; by reafon that in fome places the Earth was fallen in, which was 
near to Schemnitz : And accordingly two or three days after he came 
to fee me at SchemnitZi brought me Lamps and Mine-mens habits for 
my felf, and two Friends more ; and we went with him under ground, 
till 1 came where he fliew’d me great quantities of it, much to my fatis- 
fadlion : the Vitriol there fhooting upon the Stones and Earth, upoq 
the floor and fides of the paflages, as it doth by art in the Pans, and 
about the flicks, not hanging from the top, as in many other places I 
have feen it, like to Ice-iclcs. 

iilajs-f/ittert belongcs to the Count of Lippey, of whofe Family was 
the Learned Polycarpus Procopius i?ocj»ai,who was font fome time pall 
by the Arch-Bimop of Presburg to give an account of the rarities of 
thefc Countries ; but his death hindred the publifliing of his obferva- 
tions. 

Eifenbach about four Euglijh miles from Gtafs-Hittoi, and five or fix 
from Schemnitz-, hath alfo hot Baths ; the Sediment of which is red, 
and turnes intoftone ; fo that I brought away with me pieces of it of 
five or fix inches diameter : I took alfo a large piece of this water petre- 
fied as it fell from a fpout in which the waves of it are to be feen; but 
the fpout it felf, although made of Wood, w'as not at all changed, as ly- 
ing under it. However, thofc Trees w'ith which they built the fides of 
the Bath were fo petreficd, that thofe which lay next above the water, 
were intirely turned into Stone. And it was not unpleafant to 
fervehow' nature did bercafnft art, and out of the body of a Firr-l%e* 
frame a Column of Stone. Nor is it much to be wondred at, that the 
Wood under the water fliould remain unaltered whilft that above luffer- 
cd fo great a change. Thefc waters arc hot, and part of whatfqevcr is 
contained in them is fufliciently Volatilized to be carried up with the 
fleam of the Bath, and I remember in the Bath of the Green Pillars 
at Eu^, I took notice, that the exhalation from the Bath reverbera- 
ted by the high Cupola bviilt over it, and by the Iroils extended from 
one Column to another, and by the Capitals of the Pillars w^as for- 
med into long Stones like Jce-icles^ which hang to all the laid places, 
fuch as may be obferved in many fubterraneous Grottos^ and particu- 
larly in England in Okey-hole in Somerfet-Jhire, and Pooles-hole ill Dar- 
by-Jhire. Sulphur alfo which is in great quantity in many hot Springs 
flyeth away continually, and is not to be found in them, it you boyl 
or evaporate the Bath water: and therefore to difeover it , I thought 
it more rational to look out of the water than into it ; neither was I 
more deceived in my conjedlure, than he who looked towards the 
Weft, rather than towards the Eaft to fee the rifing of the Sun. For 
upon many places which were over the Baths , arid received the 
fteams of the hot water, 1 have feeri Sulphur to ftick ; arid to latisfie 
my curiofity further hcreiri,! caufed once a Pipe to be opened at Badin 
in Aupia^ through which the hot water ccmtinually ran, and took with 
my band from the upper ^rt of the Pipe, divers Boxes full ofa fubftance 
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fcarce to be diftinguiflied from Fl*wer of Brimftonc. Walking about 
alfo one day in the Sower Bath at Baden^ and leaning over the Balli- 
ftrcs to tall: with fome Friends, who were then bathing themfelves, I 
perceived that my Buttons and what elfe I wore of filvcr, were all 
turned yellow of a fair Gold colour, although I were at fomc diftance 
from the water. Which made me try this experiment alfo, which 
was to hang money over the Bath at a foot diftance, or at a greater, 
to fee what alteration it would make , and how foon ; whicli it co- 
loured in a minutes time , and that which w as nearer in half a mi- 
nute. 

But to return to Eifeukch^thm are two convenient Baths much fre- 
quented, and a third which is made by the water let out of the former, 
called the S»akes4ath, from the number of Snakes coming into, and 
delighting in it when it is filled with thefe warm waters. 

March the thirtieth, I travelled from Schemaitz hy Glafs-Hitten, 
and Apfelsdorfi\ where there is a Houfe of the Arch-Biflio]i of Pres- 
burg ; and afterwards pafled the River Graa and came in between 
the Hills; where in one place they have thrown up the Earth, and 
made a work from one ridge of the Hills to the other , to defend the 
Country ; and hinder the Turk 'ijh Excurfions towards Chremnitz : 
Afterwards we proceeded by that Golden River and yellow Stream 
which waflics all the Ore above till w e came to the Town. 

Chremnitz is a fmall Tow'n, but hath large Suburbs, and lies 
high St. Johns Church at fomc diftance i’rom it, is thought to ftand 
upon the higheft ground in Hungary. This is the oldeft Mine-Town, 
and the richeft in Gold of all the feven in thefe parts, which are 
t^\cS.Q^Schemnltz., Chremnitz.^ NewJ'oI, Koningsherg., Bochaniz.^ Liheten and 
Eiln. 

^hey have worked in the Gold-Mine at Chremnhz nine hundred 
• airo fifty years ; the Mine is about nine or ten Enghjh miles in length, 
and there is one Cuniculus or Horizontal paflage which is eight hun- 
dred fathoms long, called the ErhHall. The depth ol it is above 
one hundred and Icventy fathoms; they do not ufc ladders to 
dclccnd into this Mine, but are let down at the end of a Cable, 
unto which is faftned a fling, or feat of Leather ; the Leather being 
broad, and divided ordinarily into tw o or three parts, lii that it is 
to be ftiifted or changed as you find convenience, and affords no 
uncafic feat, even to llich as are not ufed to it. And in this manner, 
wholbcver enters the Mine is let down. Through one of the Scha- 
chts or perpendicular Pits, of which there are fix. i. That of Rodol- 
phus. X. Queen Anne. 3. Ferdinand. 4. Matthias, y. Windfchacht, and 
6. Leopold. I went down by the Pit of the Eraperour Rodolphiu^ 
gently defeending by the turning about of a large wheel to which the 
Cable is faftned, one hundred and eight fadioms deep into the Earth ; 
and after many hours being in the Mine, was drawn out again by 
Leopolds Schachtf or Leopolds Pit, or Shaft, ftreight up above one 
hundred and fifty fathoms ; a height furpafling that of the Pyramids 
by a tliird part. At the bottom ot wluch Sehacht 1 was not difeouraged 
to find my felf fo deep in the earth, for confidering that I was yet above 
three thoufand miles from the Center, I thought my felf but in a Well. 
It is built on all Tides with Firr-Trees, one laying upon another 
on four Tides from the bottom to the top, and alter the fame man- 
ner 
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ncr all thcfe Mines arc, kept opal where they have not a Roek on al! 
fides. 

Many Veins of the Ore run to the North, and to the Eaft ; Tlicy 
work alfo towards one, two, or riiree of the clock, as they fptiik j for 
the Miners diredt themfelvcs under-ground by a Compals not of thirty 
two points (fuch as is ufed at Sea) but by one of twenty four, \yhich 
they divide as we do the hours of the day into twice twelve. Of the 
Gold-Ore fomc is white, fome black, fomeof it red, and fpme yellow’. 
That with black fpots in white is efteemed the beft, as alfo the Ore 
W’hich lieth next to the black Veins. This Ore is not ricli enough to 
fufTcr any prixifin fniall parcels, like that of other Mines', whereby to 
know what proportion of Metal is contain’d in it 5 but thcyjxiund a ve- 

great’ quantity thereof, and walh it in a little River which tuns near 
the Town The whole River being divided and admitted into di- 
vers cuts, runs over the Ore continually, and fo vvalhes aw ay the 
earthy parts from the Metiil/Jn, and from a clear River above the 
Town, by its running through fo many works, and over fo much pounded 
Ore, it becomes below the Town a dark ycllov,' Strerfra, of the colour of 
the Earth of thole Hills. Unlcfs it be upon fix days of the year ; two 
at Chrittmas, two at Eafitr^ and two at WhitfuntUle , when the River 
it felf as well as the Mine-men cealeth from working, and is permitted 
to flow clear within its own Banks. 

There have been pieces of pure or virgin Gold found in this Mine, 
foni^ of w'hich I have feen in the Emperour’s Treafury, and ih the 
Eloffor of Saxony\ Repofitorv, one piece as broad as tb.e palm of 
my hand, and others lefs j and upon a white Stone many pieces of 
pure Gold ; but thefc are very rare. 

The common yellow Earth of the Country near Chremnitt, efpcfi- 
ally of the Hills towards the Weft, although it be not cftcettied Oije, 
affords fome Gold. And in one place I faw a great part of an Hill* 
di^’d away, which hath been caftinto the W’orks, walked and 
wrought in the fame manner , as pounded Ore with confidtrable pro 
fit. 

Matthiai Dollinger the chief Officer at chremitz for the Mine-work, 
hath alfo lately invented a Mill to pound the Ore finer than it was 
before ; and by tliis invention liath obtained a confidcrable quantity 
of Gold out of that Ore which otherwife would have yielded none ; 
in his Houfe I faw many forts of Minerals, and v/as very kindly en- 
tertained by him ; and wlien I was at tlte bottom of the Gold-Mine 
he fent me down a prefent of excellent Wine to drink the Ertiperour s 
health. 

Some paflages in this Mine cut through the Rock and Inng difufed, 
have grown up again ; and I obferved the fides of Ibmc which had 
been formerly wide enough to carry their Ore through, to apprbach 
each other ; fo as we fxiflcd w'ith difficulty ; this happens moft in moift 
places, the paflages unite not from the top totlie bottofn, but from one 
fide to another. 

They carry their Ore under ground from one place to another ; or 
to the bottom of the Pit w hence it is drawn out, in a Box or Glieft 
W'hich tliey call a Hundt or Dog ; this runs upon four W'hels, it fS high- 
er behind than before, and hath a tongue of Iron at the bottom , 
which being fitted into a channel of wood framed iii the nikkfto ef 
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the bottom of each paflage, it can no ways deviate, but keeps alwayes 
in the middle ; and by this means a little Boy will run full fpeed with 
three or four hundred pound weight of Ore or tarth before him, 
wherever you command him, without any light, through thofe dif- 
mal dark pallagesofthe Mine : and it was very new to me to hear the 
rattling they make in the Mine, and the alteration of the found as 
they arc nearer or further from us ; and to fee them come wifh that 
fwiftnefs out of the Rocks, overturn their little Charriot, where they 
are to leave'their Ore, then turn again anti enter thofe dark Caves witli 
fuch a force and fwiftnefs. 

Not much unlike this Is another inflrument they have to bring the 
Ore from the mouth of the Mine, or from the Hills down to the 
Bnchmrke, where they pound it and walli it ; but inflead of a tongue 
it hath eight wheels or four rowlers and four wheels, and the way is 
made with Firr in fuch manner and at fuch a diflancc that the row- 
lers rowl upon the wood of the Firr-trees. And thefe rowlers’ and 
wheels arc lo contrived, that thefe Chefts can never overturn nor go 
out of the way, and a child draws them, and fometimes a dog fcrves 
the turn. To one Buchworke alone, they carry every week three or 
four hundred of thefe Chefts full, and each Clicft holds four hundred 
pound weight. 

There were two very bad ftrong damps in this Mine when I was 
there, and divers others that had not the like Ibrcc to fuffocate in fb 
frnall a time. One of thefe Damps was in a Schack Puteuj or Pitj and 
the other in a Stall, or right-on paftagcj no Lamps would burn in either 
of them, yet the Miners would venture into them for feme lliort fpace 
of time : and we let one man down into that Damp which was in the 
Pjit five or fix times ; but pulled him up again as foon as ever we faw 
his Lamp go out j this place is moft poyfonous when the water is high, 
' tne vapour then arifing more ftrongIy,thc other Damp in the Cumulus 
1 ho^ to remedy, by perflation, and making or digging another 
pafiage into it. , „ 

I was informed that there had been twenty eight men killed at one 
time, by Damps in four Cunkuli, feven in eacli ; and in the finking 
of Leopold^ Pit, they w'cre much troubled with Damps, which they 
remedied in this manner. 

They fixed to the fide of the Schack or Pit a Tube from the top to 
the bottom ; and that not proving fiiflicient they forced down a broad 
flat board which covered or flopped the Pit, or couched very near 
the fidcs of it on all fides, but where flie Tube was : and fo forced 
out all the Air in the Pit through the Tube ; which work they were 
forced often to repeat. And now they having divers other pallages 
into it, the Air is good and fufficient, and I was drawn up through it 
without the leaft trouble in breathing. 

Altermatts Fore-ftall, a CuHiculus five hundred fathoms long, was 
burned, in the year 1641. by the, carclefnefs of a boy wiping the 
fnufT of a Lamp upon the wood ; and fifty men fmothered in it ; 
thw were all taken out except one, who was afterwards found to be 
diftolved by the lharp waters of the Mine, nothing efcaping either of 
flcih or bones, but only feme of his cloths. 

There is Vitriol in this Mine, white, red, blue and green ; and alfo 
Vitriolat waters. There is a fubftance found, which flicks to tlic 
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Gold'Orc of fmall pointed parts like needles, of a purple colour, and 
Alining, the mother of which is yellow like brimftone, it is called by 
them Antimony of Gold. There arc Cryftals found here, and fomc 
tin(Tured yellow. 

Tlierc is a Vitriol-Mine in tliefe Hills nigh the Gold-Mine, about 
eighty fathoms deep. The Earth or Ore whereof is reddilh, and 
fometimes grcenilli. This Earth is infufed in water, and after three 
days the water is poured offj and boyled feven days in a leaden VefleJ 
till it comes to a thick granulated whitifli fubftance, which is after- 
wards reduced to a Calx-in an Oven, and ferves in the making of 
4qua forth, or the feparating water ufcd at Schentmtz. 

Where they pound the Gold- Ore, they lay a foundation three yards 
deep of. wood, upon which they place the Ore, over which there 
'' arc four and tw'enty Beams armed at tlic bottom with Iron, which 
break and grind the Ore, it being covered all tlic while with water. 
Tliefc Beams are moved by four Wheels, one Wheel to fix Beams, the 
witer wliicli comes out from the pounded Ore, is let into little Pits 
or Cherts commonly feven or eight one after another ; and afterwards 
into a large Pit of almoft half an Aker of ground, and then after fct- 
ling let out. 

The Gold-Ore in powder or pounded is called Sikh, of which that 
is the richeft which is neareft to the Beams where it is firft pounded. 
They work thus day and night continually. The Candles which they 
make ufe of are of Firr or fome Refinous wood. 

They take the Sikh waflied fo long as perhaps in an hundred pound 
weight, there may be half an ounce or an ounce of Gold and Silver, 
the greateft part ordinarily Gold, two thirds generally, ffor the Chrem- 
Gold-Ore is feldom without feme milcturc of Silver, and the befit 
of the Schemnitz Silver-Ore yields an eighth part of Gold in pro- 
portion to the Silver;) to this Sikh they add Limertone and Slacken, 
and melt them together in the melting Furnace. 

This firll melting produces a fubrtance called Lech-, this Lcch 
they burn with Charcoal to make it lighter , to open its body and 
render it porous, and then it is called R^i. 

To the Rojl they add Sand as they fee occafion, and melt it again 
in the melting Furnace ; then let it out into the Pan, and proceed 
as in the melting of Silveri 

They have divers other ways to get the Gold out of the pounded 
Ore, and I cannot oifiit to let down this one, in which they proceed 
without Lead. 

They walh the pounded Ore often, and lay it in powder upon 
Cloths, and by the gentle oblique defeending of the water over it, 
and their continual llirring it, the earthy, clayilh, and lighter parts 
are walht away, while the heavier and metalline remain in the Cloth: 
not much unlike to this proceeding is that with Sheep-skins and Wooll, 
which they place cither in the water which comes from the works, or 
in rivulets which have their Heads hid in Hills and Mountains rich in 
Gold ; fo that while the water and fluid parts pafs throu^i or over 
then), the more folid, heavy and metalline are infnared ; and by this 
way feme have obtained the Golden Fleece. But to continue the man- 
ner of working with cloths, they walh the cloths in which the Ore 
doth flick in fcvcral Tubs, and the water after foihe fetling is pour’d 
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ofTfrom its Sediment ; which Sediment is again waflit and llirr’d up 
in feveral Veflcls and Troughs, till at length they fprinhle Quick- fil- 
ver upon it, and knead it well together for an hour or two ; and then 
walking it again in a wooden Veflel, after the feparating of much of 
if, which the Quick-filver touches not, by ftriking this Veflel againft 
their leg, they bring the Gold and Quick-filvcr together in an 
gama, to one corner of it. From this Amalgam they flrain as much of 
the Quick-filvcr as they can through courfe cloths hrft, and then 
throu^i fine. They put the JVIafs remaining upon a perforated Plate, 
which they fet over a deep Pan placed in the Earth ; in the bottom of 
which Pan they alfo put Quick-filvcr : This Pan they cover, and lure 
the cover well, and then make a Charcoal fire, upon it, and drive down 
the Quick- filver yet remaining in the Gold to the reft in the bottom of 
the Pan ; and then taking out the Gold, they caft it into the 'fire that' 
it may ftill become purer. 

ylftcr fomc lew days having feen the moft remarkable curiofitics of 
Chremnitz, I went to Newjol ; iiafling thofe Flills which lie on 'the 
Eaft-fide of Chremnitz, upon the top of one of w hich lies a vaft Stone 
or Rock alone by it fclf , near the way-fidc ; thefc Hills alEird w ood 
lor the Service of the Gold-Mine. • Palling on fuith.er we were not far 
from Lila^ a Village, where they find Quick-fih er ; and after we had 
travelled over the Quick-filver Hills, we came again to the River 
Gran, upon which blewjo/ ftands ; there is a Bridge of wood to pafs 
the River at this Town, and an handfom building ot Piles llioring crols 
the River to ftop the wood thrown into this River, ten miles higher, 
where the Country is very full of wood : and by this Artifice with- 
out labour or charge, it is conveyed to Neirfol, to be uled in the work- 
ing of the Copper-Ore, and in the burning, melting, calling, hammering 
of the Copper. 

_ Keivjol is ah handfome Town, and hath a large riazza, at the upper • 
end whereof Hands a fair Tower. The Caftle alfo is worth the fee- 
ing, in which is the Church covered over with Copper ; within the 
Church there are many Figures of carved Wood, and fome Reliques : 
but being in the pollcflion of the Lutherans they are not much re- 
garded, though carefully prefened. As I alfo obferved in fome Lu- 
theran Churches in Germany^ as at tLuremlerg, and Magdelurg, where 
fome Reliques had been left; which they have not jjarted with, but ftill 
keep as rarities. 

At this Town, and near unto it, are the gretteft Copper- w orks in 
Hungary^ the body of the Copper being very ftrongly united to its 
Stone, Bed, or Ore, the feparation of it is effeefted with great la- 
bour and difficulty ; for the Copper-Ore taken out of the Mine i$ 
burned and melted fourteen times before that it becomes fit for ufe ; 
and firft it is melted with a Stone which they call Flufs-dein, and its 
own drofs, and with Kis or a fort of Pyrites. It is afterwards carri- 
ed to the Rofl-hearthy where it is laid upon great Hacks or heaps 
of Billet^ and thofe fet on fire under it ; by which means it is bur- 
ned into a fubftance called Refly and this is repeated feven or eight 
times ; afterwards it is melted again in the melting Furnace, and at 
two Furnaces more at Mifmillsy and twice at the Hammer. 

Here they alfo melt Kis which is brought hither from Jefinay which 
fubftance melted isfcrviceable in the melting of Silver. 
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At Mifmills not far from hence tliey get Silver out of Copper , 
which they feperate thus : Tlicy add Lead to the Copper win n it is 
incited and take out the Metals melted together in Spoons or Iron 
Dilhes.* hen it is cold they give it a ftrong fire again as it lies 
upon crofs Bars, untill the Silver and Lead melts and falls through. 
When the Copper hath palled its laft melting and is fit for u(e, they 
cut it in pieces, with great Hammers w hich are lharp, to move every 
one of which there is a Mill an purpofe, which with great force lifr- 
eth up the Hammer : and to lhape and form it into Vellels or Plates, 
they have other Hammers, which arc flat or round according as they 
intend to Irame the Copper. 

The Governor of thelc Works at Neivfol was highly obliging, and 
tefides the giving us opportunity of feeing every thing we defir. d, he 
^nt me a handfom prefent of Wine and Fowls, and wrote a Letter to 
thePrrefed of the Copper Mine at Her rn-grundt to llicw me every 
thiqg that was curious and obfervable in that Mine. 

Herrn-Grunnt is a little Town feated very high between tw'o Hills, 
upon a part of Land of the fime name, an Hungarian mk diftant from 
Neufol. The Country about was then all covered with Snow after we 
came to fuch a heighth, but in the Valleys, and in our journey from 
ffeu fal kithcr w'c met with none j fo that we found the Air very 
piercing as we palled towards the entrance of the Mine in Miners ha* 
bits ; w hich habit confifts of a Linen Coat and Drawers, a ftifif round 
Cap," like the crown ol a Hat, a leather Apron turned behind, and two 
pieces of Leather tyed to the Knees, to defend thofc parts againft any 
fodden ftriking againft the Rocks, or the fall of Earth upon them. In 

the Mine we were warm enough. 

I went into this Mine through a Cunkulm called Tachjloln, and con- 
tinued divers hours in the Mine, and vifited many of the moft remar- 
kable places in it. The deep defeents in this Mine arc made by Lid- 
ders or Trees let upright, with deep notches or ftayers cut in them to 
flay the loot upon : They are not troubled with water, the Mine lying 
high in the Hill lb that the water may drain away ; but they are mo- 
lefted with duft,' which is choaking and fretting, and alfo with pernici- 
ous damps , n , I It 

In one place of the Mine they flicwcd me the manner how tly.y 

had lately cured a very bad Damp by a great pair of Bellows, which 
were blown continually for many days ; and in divers other places the 
Damps were fo ftrong as to hinder the Work-men very much in their 
kbour, and thefe Damps arc not only met with in places where the 
Earth Is full of Clay or the like fubftances, but alfo where it is rocky, 
and one place they fliewed me where there had been a pernicious 
Damp, and yet the Rock fo hard, that it could not be broken by their 
Inftruments ; but the defeent was all made by the means of Gun-^w- 
der ramm’d into long holes in the Rock, and fo blown up. 

Much of this Mine lies in the Rocks where they have no need of 
Wood-work to keep it open, and fome paflages lie between the Rock 
and the Earth, fo that they arc kept open upon one fide by Firr-Trees, 
and on the other fide with Stone, the paflages alfo are not fo regular as 
at Chremnitz, for many here arc neither horizontal, nor near to a per- 
pendicular, but moderately inclining up and down, and there are many 
large Cavities within. In one place where we defeended obliquely to 
^ Kx go 
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go to a remarkable part of the Mine, we found that the ^rth had fal- 
len in and flopped up the {wflage, but one of our Guides unwilling to 
go about, and the Earth being yet loofe, he made a Burrough into it 
and digged his way through, although the Earth continually fell upon 
him and covered him ; and got at length through and tumbled down 
amongft the Work-men below, with a great quantity of Earth after 
him ,* with which they fo fpcedily laded their Barrows and Hundts, of 
which I fpake before, and the Boys ran away with them with fuch fwift- 
nefs, that in a fhort time he made the pafrage clear again up to the place 
wlierehehadlcftus. 

The Veins of this Mine are very large, many of them, fuch as arc 
termed cumulata, and the Ore is very rich, in an hundred pounds of 
Ore they ordinarily find twenty pounds of Copper, fometimes thirty, 
forty, half Copper, and even to fixty in the hundred. Much of the 
Ore is joyned fo fall to the Rock, that ’tis feparated with great diffi- 
culty, and in many places the Ore and the Rock are one continued 
Body or Stone, onely with this difference that one part of the Rock 
will yield Copper, the other none ; which is known and diftinguilkd 
by the colour, and eafdy at firfl fight, the C opper-Ore being for the 
niofl part, cfpccially the heft of it, either yellow or black : Tlie }cllow 
is pure Copper-Ore, the black contains alfo a proportion of Silver. 

There are divers forts of Vitriol found in this Mine, white, green, 
blue, and a red cl- ar tranfparent. There is alio a green Earth or Sedi- 
ment of a green Water, called Berg-Grun, ufed by the Painters j there 
are likewife Stones found of a beautiful green and blue colour, and one 
fort Upon which Turcoifes have been found, and therefore called the 
Mother of the Turcots. 

There are alfo two Springs of a Vitriolat Water which turn Iron in- 
to Copper, called the old and the new Ziment ; thefe Springs lie very 
deep in the Mine, and the Iron is ordinarily left in the water fourteen 
days. Thefe Waters are very profitable, feeing that the worft Ibrtof 
Iron, and ufelcfs old Iron is hereby turned into the purefl fort of Cop- 
per, which hath this commendation above other Copper to be more 
dudlilc, malleable, and cafily melted j and I have melted it without the 
addition of any other fubftance, without difficulty. Whilft the Ore of 
Copper muft run through many Fires and Furnaces to be brought to 
any thing. Of this fort of Copper I took a good quantity out of the 
old Z/meuf, and I took alfo a piece of Copper of the Figure of a Heart 
which had been layed in it eleven or twelve days before ; havin'^ the 
Figure, but as perfetflly Iron then, as it is at this day Copper. 
Some will not have this to be a Tranfmutation of one Metal into ano- 
ther, but that this Water of the Zimuc being faturated with a Turto- 
lum Veneris^ and meeting with fuch a body fo ready to receive it as 
it depofes VtmSy who immediately infmuates her felf fb far 
into Mars, that flie doth dividere ^ imperare., and at laft fhe fubfti- 
tutes her own body, and precipitates that of Mars. 

In the changing of Iron into Copper in thefe Springs, many parts 
are indeed often feparated, and lie at the bottom in powder, but thefe 
pwts are iw Iron but Copper j and I have taken of this powder out 
w the Spring, and melted it into excellent Copper j fo that if tlic Iron 
oe not changed, I know not what becomes it. This Operation 
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wliich nature fo curioufly performs in the Mine, I have fincefecnat- 
tcm]Ued to be imitated by Art; and in my judgment fucceftfiilly. 

After that 1 liad feeo many of the moft remarkable places in the 
Mine, 1 returned to the Fenmlter of Herrn-Grm^t his Houfe, and put 
my clothes on again in the Stove : where wc were afterwards very 
kindly entertained. He Ihcwed me a Map of that Mine wherein we 
had fpent moft part of that day ; and the delineations of all thofc 
places we had been at, with a Scale to meafure the lengths and diftan> 
ces of all Paftages and Places in the Mine ; and it was very dclightfol 
to lb i() large a Draught or Pirfture of fo fair a Subterraneous City : nor 
can I term it lels, in which there is more building than in many. The 
extent furpalles moft, and the number of the Inhabitants are confide- 
rablc, their Order admirable, their Watches exad, their Reft undi- 
'^'flurbed, grateful after Labour and refrelhing, they repofing themfelvcs 
eight hours in the hollow' of a Rock after the fame time fpent in labour; 
bel'idcs this Map, he lliew’d me many curious Minerals taken out of 
that Mine, and by licating tlie Copper-Ore, and cafting it into water, 
made the water like fome natural Baths which arife near thefe Hills, 

And upon my commending the 2/ff;e«r water and its ftrangc Opera- 
tion upon Iron, he prefented me with divers fair pieces, and a chain 
of Copper tranfmuted in thofe Springs. They make alfovery hand- 
fome Cups and Vcflels out of this fort of Copper, and we drank out of 
one of them which was gilded over, and had a rich piece of Silver- 
Ore faftned in the middle of it; and this Infcription graved on the 
outfide : 

Eifen ware ich^ Xupfer h 'm ich 
Silher trag khy Gcldt ledeckt micb, i. e. 

Copper I am, but Iron was of old. 

Silver I carry, cover’d am with Gold, 

The profit which the Emperor makes by his Mines, is reckoned to 
•amount to an liundrcd and twenty Thoufand pounds fterling yearly. 

But when they come to deal with deeper and richer veins of Ore, and 
that there lhall be by degrees more of thefe Vitriolate Copper fprings 
difeovered, this revenue will then lx; encrcafed- And it is more than 
probable that time will bring more of them to light; for at Zolneckpcad 
other places near the Carpathian Hills there are divers of the feme 
fprings already made ufe of. But if furthermore, confidering the no- 
blenels of thefe fprings, containing in them the true mature Salt of Fe~ 

Miu, fome Perfons hereafter lhall be fo fortunate, as moreover to dif- 
cover and experimentally improve the ufe of Springs and Fountains 
feturated with a Fttriolum Luna^ and learn perfedly how to adapt 
Metalline Bodies to the adequate ener^, and adbivity of fuch waters; 

The improvement by tranfmutation as it is at prefcnt more than ten to 
one, fo it will in thofe dayes amount to above a hundred to one, and 
the ufe of thefe Mines and Metalline labours may hereby effedually 
prove in times to come one of the Richeft Jewels in the Imperial 
Crown. 

From Herrndjrmdt we came to Stuln., a Town three Hangarum 
miles diftant from Eltwfol^ and two from Chremitz ; where near unto 
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a Rivolet there arc clivers hot Baths of great efteem, and much fre- 
quented ; the water whereof is very clear and fmells of Sulplmr^ the Se- 
diment green ; it colours the wood over it green and black, but doth 
not change the colour of Metals fo foon as moft others j I left money 
in it a whole night, which was yet but faintly coloured. The Springs 
arife underneath, and pafs through the holes in the plancher of the 
Baths. 

The heat of thefc is anfwerablc to that of the Kings-Bath in Eng- 
land ; there are Icven in number ; The firft is the Noblemans Batli, 
the fecond the Gentlemans, the third the Country-mans, the fourth 
the Country-womans, the fifth the Beggars Bath, the fixth for fuch as 
are infeded with the Lues Venerea^ the feventh the Bath of the Gypjies. 
Thefe Baths are in a Plain encompafled on all fides with Hills, the 
nigheft unto them are towards tlie Eaft ; and it is the lame ridge of' 
Hills which on the other fide are fo rich in Metals, I lath’d in one 
of thele and met good com|xjny that I was detained too long, find 
received fomc inconvenience from the heat of the Batli, nor could I 
commend their cuflom of eating, drinking, and fleepingmuch while 
they bathed. : 

From Stuh'n Bad we w'cnt to Boinitz^ croffing the River Nitra and 
leaving Frivitz, a large Town on the left hand. At Boin'itz there ate 
alfo five natural Baths of a moderate gentle heat delightful to bath in, 
lieing much beautified by Count Palfi Palatine of Hungary, and all of 
them covered under one large root. The firll is the Noblemans Bath 
built of Stone, defeended into on all fides by Stone flairs; the other 
four arc of wood, very handfomely and w'cll built, where it w as a plea- 
lure to us to lee the Boys and Girls dive fo finely for any thing that 
We call in. About this part of the Country there grow's very much 
Saffron. 


From Boin 'itz wc went to Weflonitz, two Flungarian miles, and from 
IVeJlonitz the next day, wc arrived at trenjehin, W'hich tliey count four 
Hungarian miles ; but fuch long ones they arc, that wc were travelling 
from before Sun-rifing till eight of the Clock at night, before we could 
come to our journeys end, 

'/renji/jin is a handfome Town ftated upon tlie River Waag, over 
which there is a Bridge of wood ; the Piazza is fair, the jefuites 
Church handfome, the Caflle feated very high, cafily difcernablc at 
twenty Englijh miles diflance, and belonged to the Graff Je/Jbafey. 
There are two warm Baths a mile from the Town, and a great num- 
ber of Springs of Mineral waters in the Country about. Here we met 
witli Count Rot hall going from the Emperor to treat with AlaffPtmx, 
of tranjylvama his Commiflioners at Eyeries, where I engaged fome 
of his Attendants to make enquiry into the Salt-Mines of that place, 
or any other, according to the inltrudions I left with them, and after- 
wards I received an Account to this efied. 

Half an hours going from the City of Eperies in upper Hungary, 
there is a Salt-Mine of great note from the firft place of defeent unto 
the bottom, it is about one hundred and fourfeorefathoms deep. Into 
this the Miners defeend firft by Ropes, and at laft by Ladders unto the 
lower parts.. The Mine is for the moft part in an Earthy, and not a 
Rocky ground. 
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The Veins of Salt are large, and there are pieces to be found of ten 
thoufand pound weight : they commonly hew out the Salt into long 
fquarc pieces of two foot in length, and one in thicfcne/^ and for ufe it 
is broken and grinded between two Grind ftoncs. 

The Mine is cold and moift, but the Salt being a Stone fait, is not 
cafily diflblved, or atleaft in any great quantity by dampncls or moi- 
fture ; yet much of the water of the Mine is im^egnated with fait, 
in fuch fort that being drawn out in large buckets, and afterwards 
boyfd up, it allbrds a blackilh Salt, which they give to their Cattle in 
that Country. 

The colour of the ordinary Stone-falt of this Mine is not very white, 
but fomewhat grey : yet being broken and grinded to powder, it be- 
comes as white as if it were refined, and this Salt confifts of pointed 
'parts or foflets. Another fort of Salt there is alfo, which confifts of 
Squares and Tables j and a third to be found of fomewhat ftirious or 
long Ihoots. 

Nor is all the Salt of this Mine of one colour, but of divers ; that 
which is found grofty mixt with the Earth receives fome colour from 
it ; and even that which is moft pure and rcfembles Cryftal, doth 
often receive tindtures of fcveral colours j in the middle of a Cryftal- 
falt with long ftioots, I have lecn a delicate blue ; and at Count fio- 
thall his Houfc at Vienna^ I faw a large piece of a fair tranfparcnt yellow. 

There arc alfo fome pieces fo clear and hard, that they carve them into 
divers Figures, as if they were Cryftal it felf. Of all thefe forts men- 
tioned I alfo obtained fome pieces, and brought them with me into 
England- 

But it is time to conclude this long difeourfo of Mines and Minerals, 
which may feem of little concern unto many ; yet for the fatisfadion 
of the more curious in fo Confidcrablc a piece of Naturals, in places lit- 
tle known unto us ; and withal, undclcribcd by any Enghlh Pen that I 
know ; I would not omit this particular account thereof 

1 continued my journey near to the River Waag, and came to Nove 
Mnejlo, and from thence the next day to Tirnaiv, a City feated upon a 
Plain, and to be fecn at a great diftance ; it hath almoft recovered it 
felf out oftlic Alhes that it was reduced into fix years before ; the day 
following we got to the Damde again, and lodged that night at Pres- 
whereof I have fpdken cl few here} and then palfing the Danube 
in two Ferry-boats, we travelled by Homlurg Tower, by IJamlerg 
Hill, by the Town of Hamburg, by Regelsbrun, yifebet and Sweebet, 
and came to P/emu. 

A great part of thefe Countries of I fungar /a, through which 

I travelled, had a different face from that of Aujlria, and from what 
they had formerly been. For fome places had been burnt or plundrcd 
by the Tartars and Turks in the late war, and divers pay contribution 
to them, fo that many live warily and meanly to become lefs noted : 

And in divers places their Houfes are bare and unfurnilhed } and it is 
well if they have any other Bed than one for the man of the Houfe 
and his Wife. Even in parts of the Country better, provided, and un- 
der the Emperor, a pat part of the people being of the Lutheran, or 
the reformed Religion, are under fuch hard meafure and fears that they 
live in little content, and being of a ftout and perfevering temper, they 
may in time become fo defperate, tharif the Turk fhould break power- 

^ fully 
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fully in, ’tis probable they would not fight fo heartily againft him as in 
times paft. There are many Calvinijis^ many Lutherans. They were 
formerly almoft all Lutherans in the Mine-Towns, but now the Offi- 
cers are of the Roman Church. At Schemnitz a very fair Church was 
lately taken from the Lutherans-, and they told me that at Boinitz, and 
the Country about , Count Palfi caufed all his Lutheran Tenants to 
change, or at leaft to declare the change of their Religion, or elfe to part 
with their Houfes and Lands : There are alfo many rlnahaptifls up and 
down, more obfervcd for their neat working in Mother of Pearl than 
any thing elfe. The Vnitarii live in the farther parts of upper Hunga- 
ry towards Tranfylvania, and have the commendation to fpeak general- 
ly Latin, even the Hungarian Catholicks are much diflatisficd at the 
intrufion of the Germans, and their encroaching upon them, they look 
jealoufly upon the Court at Vienna, think themfelvcs not regarded ac- 
cording to their merits or ability of their Services, nor the Hungarian 
Privileges well oblcrved, lb that they can fcarce dillemblc their, Dii^ 
contents, which may in time prove of very bad confequenee.

JOURNEY 

FROM 

VIENNA 

Into 

STYRIA, CARINTHIA, 

C A R N 1 O L A, FRIULI; 

Unto the ftrangc Lake of ZhcJmitz^, to the Quick-filver 
Mines at Idria^ and to other remarkable places in the 
Alfes. 

W H I L E I remained at Vienna^ took tlie pains to (cc di- 
vers places not far diftant from it, as Neti(^eian, Kakn- 
CloJleKy l^eivlerg^ Itzitig, Haden^ Lax^mlurg^New- 
fidkr-Sce, Viith. otXms •, and altenvai ds made a jour- 
ney unto Venice, not by tlic Stage-Coaches whicli keep one conftant 
road, but chofc ratlier to perform it by Horfe whereby I might flay m 
any place, or go out of the road at pleafure. 

The firft con fidcrable place we faw was about lour German 

miles from Vienna, a pretty walled Town fcattd near a part of Mount 
Cetius, which divided Ncricnm from Vannonia ; a llivckt named Six e- 
chet pafles by it, which afterwards enlarges and runs into tf.e Da^ 
»«/e about a German mile from Vienna, there are three Churches, that 
of the Augufliners, of our Lady, and S. Stephen ; but this place is moft 
remarkable for its Baths which arc much frequented ifom Vienna and 
thefe parts. The Springs being numerous and afK)rding nine conveni- 
ent Baths, two within the Town, five w ithout the Wall, and tw o be- 
yond a llivolct called Sivechet. 

The Dukes-Bath is the largcft, about twenty foot fquare, in the mid- 
dle of a Houle of the fame Figure, built over it. Hie vapour pafles 
through a tunnel of Wood, at the top: and the Water is convcjtd into 
the bottem of the Bath, at one corner through wooden pipes and Trees, 
under the Town-wall, from tlie Spring head, which riles at a little 
dillance Weflw ard. The Springs of the reft of the Baths rile unde r 
them, and let in through holes of the Plancher, lor all the Ihths aie 
V\ ainicoted, the Seats, Sides, and Botmm being made of Firr. '1 In. Wa- 
ter for the moftpsartis clear and tranlparcnt. yet lomewhat blewilh, 
and makci the Skin appjcar pale in it, in the fame rnannei as the Smoak of 
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Brimftone, it coloureth Metals (except Gold, the colour of w'hich it 
alfo heightens) turning them black in a few minutes. The Covn ot 
this Country, which is mixed ofGopjHir and Silver, (having of Sil- 
ver and ,’t of Copper) is in a minutes time turned from a u hire into 
a dark yellow, and* foon after becomes black. It cives a ftie green 
colour to tile Molsand Plants which itwalhes, i»d leaves often a 
feum upon them of a purple, mixed with w hire As it runs from the 
Spring-head, it fomewhat refemblcs tire Suljihur River in the way from 
TJvff// to Rmct but is not lb ftrange or ftinking nor doth it incruftate 

its banks. , . v , 

The Spring head is alfo confiderable, in regard that it rifcs under 
a rocky Hill, at feme difiance from the entrance, and 1 pafled to it a- 
bout the length of forty yards, through an Arched pafioge cut in the 
Rock, which is alfo a natural fiove, fas that of Tritola and Ba/te)mzAt 
by the hot Bath water running under it, moll part of the top of this 
Cave is incrullated with a white fubftance which towards the moiith 
becomes harder and flony. I caufed feme of the Pipes through u Inch 
the Bath water runs to be opened, and from the upper part ot the Pipe. 
I took fome quantity of the Sulphur in po\i dcr, it being very like 
flowers of Brimftone, this being as it were lublimed Ifcm the M ater and 
not depo^, it being found in the ujiper part of the Pipe, oleum Sulfhu* 
ris per campamm dropped into this water, is rcceived into it quietly. 
Oleum tartari per deliquium caufes an ebullition as in the making of 
Tartarum Vitriolatum. 

The Second Bath within the Wall is our Lady’s Bath, about twelve 
foot broad and twenty four foot long.One end of this is under a Church 
of the fame name. This is fuller of Sulphur than the reft, and more blew, 
and leaves a yellow flower upon the boards, as the others do a 
white. 

Tlie Third is the New Bath, without the ToM’n near the Gate, when 
I faw it» it was full of People who were making merry and ftnging. 

TheFourthisthe Jews Bath, this hath a partition in the middle, to 
feparate the Men from the Women. 

The Fifth is St. Jolmz Bath ofa triangular Figure. 

The Sixth is the Beggars Bath, alwayes fliallow fo as they lie down 
in it. 

The Seventh is the Bath of the holy Crofs, about two fathoms fquarc, 
chiefly for the Clergy. 

The Hghth is St. Feter\ Bath, this is greener than the reft. 

The Ninth is the Sower-Bath, this is fet about M'ith ftone Balaftrcs, 
and covered W’ith a handfome Cupola and a Lanthorn, the Water is ve- 
ry clear, in the ftream of this Bath 1 have often coloured Money black 
without touching the Water j yet the Water it fcif being once cold 
changes not the colour of Metals, although they be boyled in it. 

Tlie hotted ofthefe Baths hove not the heat of the Queens Bath at 
Rathe in Euglmd. They ufe no Guides .as with us, but dired: them* 
felves with a Ihort turned Staff 

Here we met with very good Company, and all kind of accommo- 
dation at no dear rate. A Captain of the Emperou/s whom I had ac- 
companied to thefe Baths as a token of his love gave me a Cempikugel 
which is faid to be an excrefcence upon the Liver of a wild Goat of 
Tyrol^ and highly cryed up in Germany for a fignal remedy againft the 

difcafes 
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difafo of the Uver, Huligniw Fevers »nd the Plague, and many are fo' 
obllinatcly credulous as to think that whofoever takes it beaunes in- 
vulnerable for tw enty four hours after. 

Having bathed in the Baths, and taken a draught of the Town I 
left and the next confiderabk place was NewthJ, one of t'he 
chiefeft Cities in Anfirhi it is of a fqpare Figure with a Nmza in the 
middle of it, two fides whereof are arched and fupport,d with Pillars • 
there are four Gates, three whereof are to be leen from the Piazza j St 
'i'icohs is tlie chiefeft Church, which hath two Steeples in the Front The 
Emperor hath a Palace here of a fquare Building with four Towers 
which are to be feen a great way ofT, as is allb moft part of the I’own’ 
as lying in a Marifli Ground, and in a plain Country,- it isencoinpaf- 
d' led with a Ditch and ru o Walls, the one very low, the other fccins not 
ftrong; yet as they told me, atone time the W could not take it 
but left It upon condition that they might take /bmething out of the 
Town ; whicli being granted, they took the Prmger or Whippiw. 
PoHpinA carried it unto Conjhwtimple ; and at another time in tlie Year 
If 19. Solyman the Magnificent llormed it feven times in one day, 
and was every time rcpulfcd. At this place Count Peter Serini and’ 
p'rangtpani were beheaded, as being chief Contrivers in the HuMzarian 
Revolt. 

From hence through the Plains we came to Mount pafting 
by Newkirckel, where there is a Chappel with a little red Pinnacle 
which they fay was built by an E„glilh King j I fuppofc by King R, chard 
the firft, who was kept Prifoner in Au/lria in his return from the Holy 
Land, whofe Ranfom built the old Walls of MmntSirneren 

is a part of Mount Cetius uuon the top whereof lies an heap of Stones 
which make the boundary between Juflria and Styria the afeent of 
the Hill is ftcep and ftony ; fo that fometimes it takes twenty four Hor- 
fes or Oxen to draw up a Cart or Coach. 

We lodged at Schotwiett or Schadtmienpi ftrange Town feated lictween 
Rocks upon the paftage of the Hills, the Houfes upon the fides of the 
Rocks are inacceflible but from the Top of the Hills,and looking over the 
Plains, ferve for Watch-Towers ; thisisaclofe ftrong place, and called 
hy (omcclaujlra Auktrue ; having the Mountains on each hand, and 
Ihut up with a Gate at each end ; a fmall current coming down from the 
Hills, is admitted into the Town under the Wall, which put me in 
mind of the Pidfure of the W'all to the Kingdom of China, wherein is 
exprefled the manner of the Rivers running into China, the Wall being 
ftill continued over them. From hence I came to Mehrzufihlag, the 
place where they beat out the Iron into Bars; foto Keimburg pafting 
by a fwift Imall River named Murtz, then travelled by a Caftle belong- 
ing to the Family of Stulnlerg, which is eftcemed one of the Ancienteft 
in Germany, and came to Prug, feated uj)on the River Mur or Muer, a 
.fwift River, but not navigable, aldiough after it hath pafted by 
Cr 4 t% and Rakenburg it enlaigcs. Prug or Murifons is not ill built 
CQofidying the Country, and hath a fair Piazza. Another Town of 
this I liad feen before feated upon the River Leyta, and for di- 
ftindion called P rug upon the leyta, fq forw'ard by Luheim where the 
of Iron is. I came to Khitelfeldt and Judenburg ftill nigh to the 
. Riven Mitr , the next day to fdundtsmark and Hewmark, then to Fre^ 
faehy which fome think to liave been Firnnum, others Vacerium,\a light 
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of Altenhefn, the Qftlc of Itromtz, and the Qftle of tcUetiirm, which 

belongs to the Arch-bifliop of . rr>- • v. 

Then to St. Veit or St. Faith, formerly the chief City ot Cannthta, 
feated upon the Confluence of the River Gian and fVunich, it is walled 
about, hath fix Churches in it, a Piazza alfo, and in the fame a remar- 
kable Fountain with a Laver or Bafon of white Marble made out ot one 
Stone, which was five of my fathoms in circumference : thisnoUe Ari- 
tiquity was brought from Saal or Zolfetdt, a place not far, on, and 
abounding with Romm Antiquities. 



In fight of Vitopdis or St. Veit, there are four remarkable Hills, as 
the Hill of St. Veit, St. Vlrick, St. Laurence, and St. Helena, with a 
Chappcl upon each of them, to all thefe upon one day in the year the 
Inhabitants go in devotion on foot, although to perform the feme they 
muft travel above thirty Englijh miles. 

We ftayed at St. Veit, and had the divertifement of a Latine Coma- 
irfy at the /rrfwayctf* Convent, it was in A/rtjwhen the higher Hills 
were covered with fnow, but the lower were all green, lull of Firr 

and 
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and Larch-trees, it thundred and lightned very much, and as Toon as 
it began they rung their Bells. Many here have great throats, fome as 
big as their heads, many are blind, divers dumband fools withal ; with- 
out the Town tliere is an Hofpital for liich as liave loft their voice, their 
wits, or are otherwife opprefled by their great tliroats, many of them 
cover their throats, which otherwilc are verv ill complexioned in cold 
weather. Men and Women have them, the better fort of People, which 
live well, drink wine and good beer, are left fubjed to them, I law big- 
ger throats in tiicfe parts, than any! had obferired in the Ahine parts 
o{Sa-ioy. 

St. Veit, w'liofe name this place bears, was a zealous Chriftian wlio 
laboured much in the Converfion of thefe parts, and was perlecuted 
sunder Diccleftan. Many Churches and Towns do carry liis name in 
other parts of EuropCy and the People have an opinion of St. P'eii in the 
curjng of that dacing difeafe called Chorea SaniU Fiti. 

From hence we travelled to iS'<74/,orSf/«j, anciently a Boman Colony, 
an lfetdowm in the Mapof L^/^mby the name of Cdoma 

Soluenjts ; a Field near unto it, is called Ager Boluenfis or Zoljeldt, a 
place very fruitful in Antiquities, many whereof have been carried into 
other parts : in this Field f faw that much fpoken of Antiquity of the 
Kings Chair ; it is made of Stone fet tt^ether in the form of two Elbow- 
Chairs turned back to back. Upon three of the Stones there are Infcrip- 
tions, but Purely more ancient than the Chair. At the inftalling of the 
Duke of whether he be King, Prince, or Emperor ; cither 

he himfelf or hiS Subrtitute fits in one part of the Chair towards the 
Eafl, and a Baur or Country-man in the other part of the Chair toward 
the Weft; and among other Ceremonies, the Country-man rifesup 
and prefents the Duke with a fat and lean Ox ; the Duke is obliged 
to take the lean and return the fat one, and afterwards to receive a 
gentle box on the car front the Country*man, and fo after this manner 
is inftalled. 

The Church of Saal is Very ancient, arid hath cfcaped the fury of the 
Barbarous Nations ; herein I faw the Tomb of MoHeHus a Compariion 
of S. Feit, it is a plain Monument, and they h|ve a Tradition here, 
that the. Tomb hath removed it lelf about a yard nearer unto the 
Altar than where it was firft placed. On the Church Walls are many 
old RemaH Antiquities of good Bajfo relievo^ which Wfcre fif ft takcil 
out of Zolfeldti thofc which I chieflly obferved Were thefe. A 
Chariot voith tm Horfen. A Chariot and a man in it. A U^olf 
licking of fruit fallen from a tree. Hethr f alined unlo the Cha- 
riot of Allies as he was drawn about Troy. Four fair Heads 
unto the middle, two Wolves., each holding a Horn and a Cup be- 
tween themy out of which Jkoots a Fine with Leaves and GrapeSy this iS 
oVer the Porch. Within the Porch is a Cupid holding of a burich of 
Grapes. Roniulus and Remus fucking of a Wolf. Two figures tvth 
the Crucifix by S. Chriflophety with fome others, all which Zdlfeldt 
afforded ; where. I alio faw many inferiptions, one upon a ftone on the 
South- fide of the Church was this, 
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alfo divers Roman Coins of Copper ^nd Silver fouqdi.n thefe p3r^5,apd 
I brought away a Medal of Trajan % in Gold. 

From thence we came to Cla^enfurt or Chfudia of old, which is at 
prefent the chief Town in Carintfm, a fair foursquare 'f’ow'n enclof^A 
with an handfom Waif; the Rampart is very broad ; at each co^-ner > 
there is a Baftion, and one in the middle of each Curtain j tjw Stfce^a 
are ftrait and uniform as well as tljo Worlds ; there is alip q very li\ir, 
Piaiza in the middle. For the beauty of this place they are !ii^hp|d- 
cn to the Induftrious Lutherans whife. they held this Country > Tl?®^ 
Piazza is adorned with a Column of Marble, and a Statue of. the Vit^ 
gin upon it, alfo with a Statue of the Emperor, but abovte all with?, 
noble Fountain in the middle, over which is a large prodigious Dra*i 
gon made out of one Stone, liercules with a Club Sanding beibre it, 
which the people think to be the Statue of a Baur which hilled thiist 
Dragon in thefe parts. This was alfo brought from the above mention-i 
ed Field of Saal, There are three noble Mafly Fountains olplervable 
in thefe hilly parts, thefe two of ^x.Peit and 0ag(nfuriy another 
of white Marble at Salnburg. 

Among the odd Cuftoms of Carinthia there is aq old one dehvereA 
of tbisp^ce, that if a man were vehemently ful^njied of thoR, t^y 
hanged him, and three days after judged of the Fadt j if he werq 
found guilty they let his body hang till it was corrupted, if otherwtf^ 
they took down the body, buried it upon the publick account, apj 
faid prayers for his foul. Clagenfurt was then full of Souldjters, where 
1 ; had the honour to fee Count Le/o' the chief Commander, l^ronM 
L/aj, and iny Lord Peafjj who had a Company in the Tpwq, whoib. 
fingular civilities and favours I cannot fufficiently ackqowlsdae they’ 
obliged me tobc at their Table while I Rayed, and one day mi Lord 
Upy earned me m lus Barge through a handfom ftreiebt cut iata 
the Werd-Sp or Lakeot Clagenfurt toa houfeofpJeafure called Lorem^ 
finely leatcd,and which hath aChappcI in it, built after the feme mannct 
witluhat ot Loretto in which having formerly fcen,I was the betr 
ter able to conlirm the exadt imitation of it. Count My is related 
to Montecucuh, and fo was picafed to give me, Letters tp and 

toother parts: The honour I bad to know the right honourable the 
Earl ot normchj Earl Marlhal of Rngland^ did tnuch enureafe my kind 
receptwn among them, vyhofe worthy name I found not only known 
in the Dominions of tlie Empire, but afterwards alfo in’jf«X 
Leaving Clagenfurt, I continued qiy Journey Southward,* and a& 
crofledthe River Llr^ns whem Uound it 
nni in ^ over two long Bridges of Wood 

and an Hland m the middle ; and alter an hour or two I li^an to enter

icn out, and proceeded m order to my paffigeovet Mount 
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tcra Jcrw.i» mile and half crofled the Riv« where t found it 
already a lar^e fwift River, paffingover two long Bridges of Wood 
and an Kland m the middle ; and after an hour or two I began to enter 
between the Hills at a place called the Hammer, where the Iron is bea- 
ten out, and proceeded in order to my pal£ge over Mount Luibel.

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In a fliort tirtic entritig ihrots ddd a defcrt of Rocks as may be feeri, 
where th rb is a great Ca/ata or fall df waters, aftci the water hadi lb 
worn the Rocks that all ftem's to bfe arti'fcTal :^thc way up is made 
with Walls, turning backward and forward with great pains, and grea- 
ter Art than 1 could have txpeded in this Country, And in this manner 
see W'Cnt oh winding batkwatd and for^vard rill we reached tlic higliefl 
paflage of the great Mountain Luikl, which is part a of tlie C '.n/ki 
Alpes, dividing C<jr/V//va ■ ndCrfr/»/(?/;7, and one of the mod rcihark- 
able Hills I ever faW fbt having pal&d up as higli as the di cp Rocks 
and Peaks would permit, we turned ddewife by a made w ?.)• which 
led us into a liole or pallagc cut quite through the Mountain, imita- 
ting the famed (Jrotto of the Hill Tanfirtpo. by : there is a 
Roof of Wood-work in the middle, which is ctuumued unto the 
Carniilum fide ; the Roof of this pallage is high, the lenglith of it is 
I yards, and it is tour yards broad. 

The manner of palling through this Hill was furprizing unto the, 
having never read nor heard hereof before, 1 thouglit it might be fome 
work of the old RmauSy but I w-as afterwards inl'ornud that it was 
much later, and that in former time there was no pallagc iiuq Ciraiola 
this way, but they weht about by nlLich. At did fight of this hole 
when I was far below it, I conjedured it might be the ha. itation or 
Chappel of fomc Hermit, but could not imagin how he Ihould come 
unto it, till at lad; by the winding and turning of the way up the Hill, 

I did notonely pafs through it my felf, bur met With divers Paflengers 
who came oui of Carniok, and it is fo wdl contriVed, that the Country 
Carriages and Carts pafs through it every day. 

In alcending this Hill we had bad wtathcr, rain ahd fierce hail, and 
and the fnow laid dill by the u ay-fidc ; and being fo high at the time 
of a dorm, I had an opportunity to fee the Clouds dcfcciid, and after it 
was pad to afeend again fo high, a', to get over part of the Mountain, 
and a dream of tlicm palled through the liolc out ot'CarmL into Curia- 
thia^ oppofitely unto us who palled out ofOmr/W into Cj/wWj, oir 
out of Karnttn into Crarn. , 

This noble padage beingalrcady fo well contij^d and in t!.e Country 
of a laborious and indudrious people, is like to be continucdiwlioreriaove 
the fnow with great pains in the Winter, and keep tlic way paflablC, 
and as we continually afcendcdtill wecamctothis6>«///e, fo when we 
w'eic once got througli it we always defcended,£t came fird to S. Ahisj, 
two Eagiijh miles downward, then to Newjlattel a German mile and 
half further dill dfefcending, and proceeded forward till Ue came to 
Crainlurg, wljicli is tliouglu to have been formerly Car»ohmtni.p. good 
Town fcatcd|iponthe River from whence through a fair Plairi 
four Gerinan miles tong, wc came to Lahach or Luhianu tlie cliict City 
of Carttiola ; the'fever Lahach tuns through It, which falls after- 
wards into the tor.) It is an handlbme City with a Cadle feated up^ 
on an Hill which /ver-looks two lai^c Valleys to the North and 
$outh, and hath a fJir Profped of many Hills and Cadies, but being 
commanded by another Hill not far from it, it is nCgleifted, although 
we fiftd that it hath endured a drong Siege, for while the Emperor he- 
^mck was receiving the Crown at Aken^ his Brother Alherm and 
Count Vlrick took the advantage to befiege it, but it made fo good re- 
fidance that the Emperor had time to raife the Siege and dciiroy ihe 

Army. 
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Army. At Lalach I happily met with Mr. Top) a Scotch Apothecary 
in that Town, who was very civil unto me, informing me of the places 
ateut, and Ihewing ^le many Curiofities, and the feveral Minerals of 
thofeprts. 

This place is conceived to be old Nauportus famous for the landing 
of the Ar gamut esy who fetting forth from Argoi Pel^^gicum in 7 heja- 
ly failed unto Colckos on the Eaft fide of the Euxine Sea, but being 
purfued by the King of Colchos his Vsllels difpatched after them, they 
declined returning by the Hellejpont, but bearing Northward entred 
the mouth of Ifler or Damhius, and palled up the River till they came 
to the concurrence of the Danuhius and the Servus, and tdeing up the 
Savus they came to the River Lahach, and went up that River landing 
about this place anciently called tJauporm, and then travelled to tlie 
Aerial kk Sea and returned unto Greece. So that in my travels I had 
been near their fetting out in Thejfaly, and at the place of their landing 
in Carniola. > 

From hence we travelled towards the !Z.irchnitzer-See, or femous 
ftrangc Lake of Zirchnitz having the Marfhes on our right, hand, and 
the Hills on our left’ tillwecametojBrfl«»ir;<i, and then palling over 
them we came to Zirchnitz, a Town of about three hundred Houfes, 
which gives the name unto the Lake, here I applycd my felf unto An- 
rlreat Wifer the Richter or Judge of the Town who afforded me di- 
redlions and accommodations for the viewing of the Lake ; and went 
down to SecJorff,z Village half a mile nearer the Lake, and then to M* 
derc/orff, where I took Roat and fpent fomc time upon the Lake. 

This Lake is about two German miles long, and one broad, encom* 
palled with Hills at fome diltancc, and upon the South-ffde lies a 
Foreft part ot Birnbaumcr Foreft, w'hich extends a great way, where- 
in are many Dear, wild Boars, Foxes, Wolves and Bears. 

Every year in Ibme part of the Month of y«w, the water of this 
Lake defeends under-ground through many great holes at the bot- 
toms ; and in the Month of September returns again by the famo 
holes ; and with a fpeedy afeent, Ipringing and mounting up to the 
heighth of a Pike, and Aon covering that trad of ground again. When 
the water is under-grOTnd, the Earth makes a Ipeedy produdion of 
of Grafs yielding food for Cattel in the Winter, and at the fame time, 
Hares, Deer and Boars relbrt to this place out of the Country, and the 
fore-mentioned Foreft, and are often taken by the people. 

The Lake affords plenty of 1 illi, but they filh but by permilllon, 
for the Prince of Eckenherg is Lord tliercof, and a good part of the 
Country about, but upon the going away of the water, ull have liber- 
ty to take Fillt, which they do by ftanding in the water by tlie holes, 
and fo intercepting their paffage take great plenty of them, which o- 
thervvife would follow the W'atcr under-ground, and not returns again 
until September. I could not hear that any i nknown Filhes were 
brought up by the water, but thofe which come up are of the lame 
kind with tliolc which went down, which are a kind of Carp, Tench, 
Eels, and fuch as are common in other Lakes ; anefthey are rather 
gainers than Loofers hereby, when they come up, for the Filh having 
f I'pawned before, the fry that goes down hath had about three months 

growth under ground when they are brought up again. 
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The Ground under the Lake is very unequal, and the Water not near "" 
of the fame depth, but in feme places four foot, and then fuddenly again 
twenty yards deep : and becaufe the Fi(h frequent the Valleys or deep- 
er places, more than the Hills or eminent jrarts, the Fifhermen who 
know the place wet and dry, have given unto Icvcn of thefe Valleys 
peculiar names, which in the Sdavmian, the Language of that Conn^ 
try, arc thele,

1 pcflc'd over the five firll mentioned Valleys, and went to a noted 
Stone called the Filhers Stone, by the appearance whereof they car! 
conjecture how foon the water will defeend, and by an Hill, which 
when the water is high becomes a pleafant Illand, and then return- 
ed. 

They can give no account that this I^ke hath failed any year to 
defeend and arife again, or have any tradition how long this property 
of the Lake hath been obferv ed. Some Lakes have been made by 
Earth*quakes,but it is more probable that this hath been from all Anti- 
quity, and according to the bell: conjectures, this is the Lugea Palm cjf 
Strabo^ anti thcrel'ore more flrange that the Ancients are filent in this 
remarkable account. 

The neareft Sea unto this Lake is the Simu tergeflhus, and Sinus 
Flanatkufy the Gulf ol 1 riejie, and the Gulf oi'Qiievero. And not ma- 
ny miles from hence arc the Heads of divers confidcrable Rivers, as 
that of Labach, the Corcoras cr Gurk, the Colapis or Culpy which run 
into the Savm. The Vipao or amts frigefus which runs into Ly~ 
by Cc»r/r/<j, and divers more, but whithty thefe Rivers arife where 
the Lake falls, I could not learn. ‘ 

The Ground not tar t rom this . Lake is very hollow and full of Ca- 
verns, and I obferved many Caverns and deep holes in other parts of 
Canr/flA? fomew hat like unto hole in Darhyfhirty and I was in- 
formed by the mof^ confiderable perfons at Zirchnitz that the Prince 
of Eckenbsfg had the curiofity togo into one of them, and came out 
again upoijthe fide of an Hill. 

I was u ion confideration whether I fliould go from hence unto J<?r- 
gejhm now^^r/ey/e, a. Port-Town of the Emperors in the Adriakk- 
iS'm, and then-^syi^hip to VenkCy but having been in many Mines be- 
fore I had a dtfiremfo to fee the famous Quick- filver Mine at Jdria in 
the County of Gcfitia ; and parting from Zirchnitz I paflfed by Levecq^ 
and travelled oyjr Mountainous parts till I came to ww, which isen- 
compafled with Hills on all fidcs, and a River of the feme name runs 
by it, which although Leandro Alberti terms fupirhijjimo fume dtldrisy 
yet 1 found it fmall and lliallow at tlie time when 1 was there, upon 
pleotifiil rains howfeiever it proves fufficient to convey down the Firr- 
trees, and other wood required in the building of the Mines, and alfo 
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B 2 ' a Jmney fnm Vienna into Styria,Carift5)ia,CarnioIa,FriuIL 

for fuel ncceffiry in the fervicc of them ; and to this end there is an 
bandfbme work of Piles made flopeing a-thwart the River, ("after the 
farntt ma nner as I oWerved at Neivfo/ in upper Hungary crols the River 
to flop the Trees which are cut down and call into the River 
above this place. 

What is chiefly confiderable in this Town are the Quick- filver Mines, 
very well known to the neighbouring parts, and exceeding uleful to 
many at greater dillance. 

The entrance into thefc Mines is not high or upon an Hill, but in 
the Town it felf, whereby they arc Ibmewhat the more troubled with 
water, againft which they are provided with many excellent Engines 
and Devices, as at other deep Mines ; the deepeft part of tlie Mine 
from the entrance is between one hundred and twenty, and one hun- 
dred and thirty fathoms. 

Of the Quick-filver of this Mine they have two forts, the one call- 
ed Jungfrawy that is virgin Quick-filvcr, the otlier plain Quick-fili'er, 
virgin Mercury they call that which difeovers it felf without the help 
of fire, and is either plainly to be feen in the Earth or Ore, or falls 
down in little drops in the Mine, and fometimes ftreams out in good 
quantity ; as about feven years ago it ran out of the Earth at firlt in a 
ftream as fmall as a thred, and afterwards as big as a Pack-thred, but 
ceas’d in three or four days. 

That alfo is accounted virgin Quick- filver, which having no need to 
pafs the fire, is feparated by water firft in a Sieve, and afterwards in a 
tong Trough, having very fmall holes at one end, fo that there is in a 
manner two forts d Virgin Mercury ; the one running out and df- 
covering it felf witliout labour, the other requiring fome way of extra- 
ction and feparation, though not fo high an one as by fire. 

Plain Quick-filver they name that which is not at firft perceived by 
the eye, or falls from the Ore, but is ibreed out by fire, and this they 
obtain out of the Ore, or out of the natural Cinnabar of Mercury 
which they dig out of this Mine. The Ore is of a dark colour mixed 
with rcd,bat the beft is a hard Stone which they commit not prefently to 
the fire, but powder it grofly and work it by the fieve, that fo if any 
Virgin Quick-filver be found in it, it may be feparated in this manner, 
and what doth not pafsthe fieve, may be feparated by fire in Iron Fur- 
naces, fi^ of them in a fire. 

The Quick-filver-Ore of this Mine is the richeft of all Ores I have 
yrtieen, for ordinarily it contains in it half Quick-filver, and in two 
^ts of Ore one part of Qpick-filver, and fometimes in three parts of 
Ore, two parts of Quick- filver. \ 

I went into the Mine by the Pit of St. Agatha^ and car4e up again 
hy that of St. Barhara, defcending and afeending by Lad^t-rs ; I alctn- 
d« at one of fix hundred and thirty nine ftaves, or.iyghty nine fa- 
thoms. -S/Jeruf in JCircber's Mmdas ft^hterranens ri.iakes fuch a dread- 
^ defcription of this Mine, that it m^ht difeourage any from attempt- 
ing the fiefcent, which makes me doubt, whetlier hq. had been in any 
other Mine, efpcc'ially where the defeent is made by Ladders. 

in a Laboratory, the Qjiick-filver is feparated by fire, I faw 
«n heap offixteu] thouiand retorts of Iron, every one oi which qofts 
Crown at the b^ hand from the Iron Furnaces in Carinthia : here- 
in are aifbat one time eight hiauired letortf^ and as many recipients 

employed 
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employed together in drawing over the Quick-rdver in hxteen Furna- 
ces, fifty in each Furnace, twenty five of a fide, twelve above, and 
thirteen below ofcacli fide.. 

"jime IX. 1669. When I was there they carried out forty faumes of 
Qiiick’filver into Foreign parts, each faunic containing three hundred 
and fifteen pound weight to the value of tour thoutiind Ducats of Gold, 
though the conveyance be not ca fie. for it is carried upon Horles 
backs, two fmall Barrels upon each Horle, yet tome is fent as lar as 
Chrennut^L in llun^uy for the ule of the Gold Mine, and liunc into Sivc- 
</e»,anel other remote parts. 

In the Caftle I fa w three thoufand faumes of Quick filver logctlicr in 
Barrels the Quick-filver being tirft made up in double Leather ; and in 
another Houle as much rich Ore as can be ddlilleil in two } ears, c'cepr 
they have great plenty of rain to bring down the wood, but tlie Hills 
being high about them, it fnows at the tops of them oftiicr than it 
rain.s. 

Thote Strangers who come into the Caftle of ////vj, have their names 
fet dou n in a Regifter-Book, with the Couiury ol' which tiiey are N.i- 
tives, and the Catalogue is large, but of /;*■«////> men there are few ; of 
late years onely Mr. Evel)a and Dr. /’rye, with thesr (ionij^any, of 
whofe obfervations tliereisan handfonie account in the Fhilolbphical 
Tranfaiftions fome time fince. This place is the more grateful to Stran- 
gersin refpedthat it being a Frontier Town, and bordering upon di- 
vers Nations, many Languages arc underftQod hcre.aiul I oblerved that 
there were five fpoken freely by the 0 /Iicers and better fort of People, 
befidcs french which was not excluded from this place, though not lb 
efteemed or defired. viz, 1 riultan., Sc/jvpninn, Germnn, Latin and //a- 
lian. 

Lcaving/r/r/a I palled over Swwtzcnlergor the black Mountain, and 
defeended about ten miles through a ftony C'ountry far worfc than the 
Crau or ftoii}' Plain in FroTQice, and came to Adolhini, and then to Go- 
ritia or Noreja of old, the chiefell place ol the Country ofG’or//‘/r7,wcll 
fcated and overlooking a lair Plain to the South- Weft. The Empe- 
rors Governour of this Country lives in the Calll :, and hath had of 
late a Guard granted unto him, having been let upon by a Gentleman 
of the Country, who for that fail: w'as banillicd , and his Houle 
rafed. 

Travelling in the night, we had foraetimes about us a great number 
of large Glow-worms, which put into papers gave a dim light ; and in 
Ibmc places the Plains the Air was full of flaming flics allording Ibme 
delight to u,s| 

The CarMians fpeak a Dialed; of the Sclavonian, but in thefe parts 
they have a^anguage called Lingua fullana, or Friutana j he that 
fpeaketli ltalianxf\^\ underftand much thereof.

That neat kin^of Acer whereof Violins and Mufical Inftrumonts 
arc made, profpers well in thefe parts, as alfo in Carniola and Saltzkrg- 
landt, where they make Trenchers and Tables of it, and at an eafie rate;

Leaving Goritia I palled the River Sontius or Lifenzo which arifing 
in the Hills above runs into the Adriatkk Sea. Near this River, Odoacer 
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who hatl made himfcIt’King Italy, u as flaia in a Battel by theoderkk 
King of the And hither the lurks came under the command 

of Aj'a-Beg in the year 1 177. in the time (>\ Mi hmri the Grcat.over- 
thrcM’ Jeroa/mui Nove/lo Cciimt of r^ri'fL! and a faino; s Commander 
of thole times, flew him in Battel, togetlier with his Son and moft of 
his Commanders, deffroyed al^artyof iliree thouland and 

fet a hundred Villages on lire. Alai ward, uav'elling on through Mea- 
dows, I cameunto ilie flrong and well lortil'ied Chy oi Palma Nova, 
built lince to hinder the like inciirfioir,. 

All this long Circuit until we came wiihin a mile* of Palma Nova we 
were in the Emperors Onminions, v. hieh me miich larger than com- 
monly apprehended, and lun inglooner or later ken the; greateft part 
thereof, I cannot but 1 )C of that opinion, lor he ptnellcs -aW Aajlria, 
Btyna, Carintb/a, Canuola, pait ol Cii'at/a, Ijina, and Friuli, part of 
A/Jatia, tlie large (iouniy of Inoln, the laigc Ci'uniry oi Bohemia, 
Moravia, Stlcfta, and Ionic part of laifa/ia, and a confidcrablc part of 
Himgana; from Prcsloargxo lockaj y.ati roar, above two hun- 
dred and fifty miles, and the Inhabitants ol ihele ( ountrics being an 
hardy flout and valiant People 1 cannot but thinl; him a great and 
powerful Prince, and an happ) Buluaik of Chiiikrdim againfl the 
Turks. 

Palma Nova in Fnuli is the largcO: legular Icrliiicatlon I have cb~ 
ferved, it hath nine Baflions, learii’g the names ol fcme noble Vene- 
tians, which have little to be tycepied .uviinfr but their round cars, on 
each Curtain there are two ('avallieis. the Kampart is much higher 
than the Wall, upon v\ hieh there arc ))laiitcd a hundred good Guns, 
and many more ready upon all occaiicns tl;c Ditch is thirty paces 
broad, and twelve deep ; it is kept diy to render the Town more 
healthful, but may be filled with w attr upon occalicn, as that of; 'un- 
na, much whereof is kept dry leaf! it Ihould injure theirdeep (Vllars; 
there arc three Gates, Porta Maritima, Puita rh C. vulal, and Pan a rti 
?Jdi!ic. Between the Porta Alai i: amt, and the / oita rli Vrinx he the c 
three Baflions Foparini, Savoroiian and Grinuuii. Between the J irta 
ill Vdinc and Porta di Cividal arc three others named Barlaro, I ona 
and Alontc. And between the Porta di Cividal ami the Potta Alardi- 
»/./ are thclc three. GariOhi,Coniarin! and Villa Ckiara. They were 
then making one fair Half-Moon bckirecach Gate: lit tb.e Center of 
the City is fixed a vStandard over a Triple Well, in the middle of a 
Scxangular Piazza, Irom whence a man may lee tlic thice Gates and 
fix Streets quite through the Town. The Piazza is beaurified with the 
Front of the Donw Chiireh, divers Statues, and an Obelisk much gil- 
dcd. ^ / 

In the middle of tlic Bridg^c there is a Draw-brid"a‘madc withfuch 
Artifice, tliat the sentinel difeoverirgany l(>rceil^fp caching, may by 
oncly touching a certain Iron w itii his loot draw Vp the Bridge ; many 
handibm contrivances for Draw-bridges I had J'een in other parts, 
fometimes many upon one Bridge, and not onel5’ tinc after or behind 
another, but alfo fometimes two or three on a b.^ft, the outcrmofl ones 
lerving for the retreat of the foot, that in the middle for tlic Horfeand 
Carriages. Some Draw'-bridges ate not to lift up, but to be drawn on 
one fide, and fo by onely turning of it like to the opening of a Gate Paf 
fengers are conveyed over the Moat and landed j but thofe which

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IMcafccl me moll; were the Draw-bridges at whicli part in 

the middle, and a Veficl though under (ail may pafs them, without 
the lielp of any one on flioar, for the Mad, head, or lu cak-water of 
the Ship bearing againft the Bridge in the middle, opens it. 

At I'dma t'^ova the reretians have made a cut Iroin the Sea to the 
Town capable ol good Veircls,and bro.ad and deep enough to bring pre- 
vifions and fupplies upon occaliqn to iliis place. 

This is at prelcnt efleemed one of the luddefl Fortilieaiions in Rnr /r, 
begun by tlie renel'nms 1594. and is a P<'table BuKva.k of their State 
and Italy, for this way (he Hum and I atl an.us Nations p.idul mto //.?- 

and this way the Tw/’j have Ibrineih nude in-reads aln!i'i'l as 1, 11 as

Having feen many (jfthe thief luitificatiens in Ri:rvpc, I had the 
greater dchre to take a view of this, becaule it earries lb great a lame, 
and is faid to liavc keen contrived by Military advice Irom all parts, 
and as allb becaule the I'cnt'i 'ums would have it believed to be the 110- 
bled Fortification, ni^t oiicly in Jl.'.rcjc, but in the World; I heartily 
wilh they may never know a compkic 7 i ik:jh Airny beloie it, efpe- 
cially when ever they arc in no good (ratditaaito relieve it. 11 the 
Emperor, through whole Countries tlie huk^ iiiuii pal's to come to this 
place, and the Ilcpublick hold firm, it wall be luird lur the Turk to 
come unto it, and it the lurk Ihould be at tilth a peace with the i'eue- 
tiar.s as may bind uptlicir fleet from allifting tlie other parts of Italy, 
he lhall not need to attempt it or make his way into Italy by that 
place, for w hether the Naval Forces of Italy without the allillancc td' 
the Tenet hw^, be able to refill a complete Turkijh fleet, fo as to Iiindcr 
landing and ialling upon that Country lomc other WT<y, is much to be 
doubted. 

From Palma nova I went to Marau St. / 7 .'e, a Port Town of the Ve- 
netians in i'rndh fo named liom St. /V;o, witois faid to have been bu- 
ried in this place. 

At this Town wc took a Fcanea, and la} ling b}’ the Bioar of Triuli 
or J'atria, wc paflcd by Pi rto t!i laiamcnto, and came to Cakork. In 
this Ifland there is a Cluirch dedicated to the BItfied Virgin feated up- 
on the Sea-lhoar nigh the Waves, yet faid never to be overflowed by 
the Sea, being as it were the • Halcyon Nell of its Patronefs, and a 
place cf remarkable devotion. On tliis llroar wc rcfrcllicd our felvcs 
and were divcrtiled at Sea in feeing them take Shell-filh, and then pal- 
fing by /./':'e«ar/,where*tiic Sea came lormcrh’ up as high as Opiterg/um, 
and afterwattls b}' Porto Piave, I arrived at Venice entring by the 
Porto de Cajiylli palling !.} Cartbujtans Vonvenl, and l.indcdatthe 
Piazza of St/ filar k- 

Here I fouw tlie whole Citv highly concerned ibr the Hazardous 
State of wTik'h w as loll foon after, Dominko Cantarini the pre- 

fent Duke was feduyus in that affair. The Voyage of Ghiron Francijco 
Marcheje Villa, Gdncral of the Infantry of Ga>'dia,mt\\ a journal of a 
Siege had been l^Iy publiflted, and was in many hands. 

There was alfo a fupply of Auxiliaries in good rcadinefs ; it was at 
that time a more than ordinary hot Sealbn, and tome of our Englijh 
Sea Captains and Mailers told me, that they had feldom met with 
fuch hot weather even betw een the Iropicks. 


Having 
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Having formerly had a view of //ewf, K'aples, Florence^ and the 
great Cities of haly^ and pafied fomc time at Vacloa a few years before, 
I made but a lliort flay about Venice^ ai d having review td what was 
moft confiderable, and renewed my acquaintance with fome worthy 
courteous Friends at Venice and Padoa, Mr. J-Iaies the Conl'ul, Mr. Hob- 
(on. Dr. Ciiflinefl, and others. I difpoftd 1113' adair for my return to 
Viennci the ordinary way. 

In order thereto I took Doat at Venice and landed at Afeflre a pret- 
ty I’own, and the heft place lor accommodation for fiich as travel into 
Certnany by Tiro/, or into Aiijiria by Friuli ; from hence I travelled 
ten miles through a pleafant pktin Country till I came to Trevifo or 
Tarvijmn, which gives the tiamc unto the Country about, Lii Marca 
Trevifiana, a handf me City adorned witli good Houles, Churches, 
Towers and Fountains. The clear River Sile or .S'//!; runs through 
it, and afterwards into the Sea bctw'cen Mefire and Mur .mo it aboun- 
fls in good Wines and Fruit, and was a chiefSeat ofthe Z.owA;/7/j- in 
thefc parts. This old City, after having run various fortunes and been 
under the fubjedion of ti.e ///m, and other conquering Nations, and 
fometimes obc) eil the Signori della Sc.ila, and the Carrai e/i was uniteti 
to the .State of Venice in the }car 1388. It was converted to the Chri- ' 
Rian 1 aith by Projdochinius a Ibllou'cr of St. Peter. Eight miles from 
hence flood the Ancient City Altinum Ibunded by Antenor, anti de- 
ll royed by At til a. 

From thence 1 came to Lov jdina,‘XK\<\ crofled the great River PAtw, 
P/avis,ov Anaff'ia, which arifingin the Mountains, pafTes by the Ci- 
ties ot Bel/ima and Feltre, then to Concian or Conigli.m, and next to Sa- 
alle or Sacillim, forrnerly a liilhops See under the Patriarch of Aquilcij, 
a pleafant and well-built place eflecn cd the Garden of the Rcpublick, 
aiul (bated by the River JJvenza or /.iiiuentia, which paffing by Mvtta 
runs into the Gull of / ea/ce. 

Here I took a guide to condudme through the Plains and Mca- 
dow.s, and came to Sp//imhrgo,\\'hcK I again took a Guide to crofs the 
fwift River J a i . 7 in cut 0 or I/liaventmn ; this iscflccmcd the grcatdl Ri- 
ver in Fr/nli, aridtig above in they«/,w; A/pes, and running down into 
the Adri.itick Sea, and often ovcr-flow'ing a great part of the plain 
Country'. Thisfwil't River put a flop.to the incurlion of the Turks 
when Scander Bj[fa ok J/lyria broke into Friuli with twelve thoufand 
Horic and deflroyed all before him, in the Reign ok Sultan Bajazet the 
Second. 

Not far Horn Spi/mlergo, I palled a neat River or notable Cut call- 
ed La Brentel/a, lixtccn miles long, made by the Venetial for the bet- 
ter bringing down ot wood from the Mountains to bd ufed in the 
making of Glallcs at Muran j it is all paved with a goodotone, bottom 
and ('uics, the bottom is round, lb that it is fome'-v>'«it like a Tube 
opened or fplit in two. ( 

Then 1 palled by St, Daniel feated upon an Will by Hofpitaletto, 
and came to Vaifone, a Town feated at the beginning of the Hills, and 
formerly the limit of the Venetian Dominions ; theiifce by Rejut a to La 
Chiufa, a place remarkable for the flreiglit pallage of the Alpes, where 
the V€Heti.ins keep a guard, and Ihut up the pallage every night j from 
thence I came to Pontela or Ponte Fella upon the River Fella., the ex- 
abt Confines between the Venetian and Imperial Dominions, $nd 

• furcly 
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liirely a man can feldom pafs more clearly and diftin(ii^Iy from one 
Country unto another than in this Town ; on one fide of the Bridge 
live //a//a»s, Subjeds unto the State of J^enke, on the other fide Cer- 
wrfw, Subjeds unto the Emperor. Upon the one fide their Buildings, 
their manner ol living, their empty Rooms, large Windows, Iron Bed- 
fteads Ihow them to be Italians: On the other fide immediately their 
Stoves, higher Bed-fteads, Feather-beds one over another, fquare Ta- 
bles, and their Bal'on and Cloth by the Wall declare them to be Ger» 
mans ; the Bridge it fcifis alfo Italian, half one part being 
built of Stone, and the other of great Trees laid over after the Qemm 
falhion of making bridges. Between yenlone and Pnteha there are 
many great C^/tWr or falls of waters ; but of feversJ pal&gcsofthe 
Alpes this feemed unto me the beft and moft eafie. 

In thefe Mountainous places I was entertained with ftrahge ftories 
of the Snow which covers thefe Hills in the Winter, as how many 
pikes length the Snow w^as deep in fome places, how round the Coun- 
try would look when all the craggy Rocks were ctufpred, how a Snow- 
ball thrown down from a Mountain would fo gather and augment io 
the fall, as to do great mifehief in the Valley, and that if the finalleft 
Bird Ihould but ferape w'ith her foot at the edge of an high Hill, that 
little beginning might fo encreafe in the defeent, upon a thaugh, as to' 
over-whelm an Houfe at the bottom. 

From hence by Tervis, and Tirl, unto Villach, or Villack, an hand* 
fome Town, and one of the chiefeft in Carinthia ; but before I came to 
Villach I went to fee the Natural Baths which were not much out of the 
way at the foot of an Hill about an Bnglijk mile from the Town aod in 
good efteem. There are two clear Sulphureous Baths, but very gent* 
ly warm, and have an acid and no unpleafanttaftc ; the bottom is not 
planchered nor paved, but hath its own natural Spring and Settlement 
with it ; yet into one there is a hot Spring let in which arifes by it ; 
they are large and liavc Hairs to defeend into them, with little Rooms 
of wood about them for accommodation, they are covered over, and 
they bathe it^them cloathed with Ihirt and drawers as in Aufiria. 

Not far from hence is a Lake called the Oftacker See, from Offiack a 
Town upon the fide thereof, and is one of the moft confiderable Lakes 
in Carinthia, there being beftdes it, thefe which are remarkable, the 
White Lake, the Millfiatter, the Werd, and the Forebten ; this Lake 
doth not oncly abound in Filh, but afibrds great plenty of Oftacker 
Nuts, which the people eat, and fomp make Bread of ; which notwithr 
ftanding upon examination I found to be no other than very laige Seeds 
of trihalm Aqmicus, or Water GaUthorps. 

From VtlladJ^ foon came to the Werd and keeping it continual- 
ly on my right h^dJ I travelled by the fide of it till 1 came to Clagerjw 
te, and then pafted'dgjlki to St. Veits, where I met Mr. Dovellah, from 
whom, upon ray (ormw defires to him, I received an account of the 
great Lead Mines in ifcper Carinthia at Bleykerg, where they have 
worked eleven hundjed years, and the Pits are deep ; Federnus StvUett 
or Cunicuks is an hundr^ and ten fathoms deep in the £arth, and the 
Hills fo high about it, that upon the melting of the Snow in the Spring, 
there .is often much hurt done, the Snow rowling and falling in .fiich 
vaft heaps that nothing is able to refill it, fo that in the year it 
^11 fo vehemently that it deftroyed and carried away fixteen Houlc& 
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He prcfented me allb with many handfome natural Curiofitics collcd- 
ed by him in thofc parts, one of which among the reft I cannot but 
mention wliich was a rich large lair piece of natural Cmnalar Ibund in 
Creivjlt^ or ip the Forcft of Crc, two (jeman miles from St. Vein in 
the Lordlhip of Oejlenvitz, where there hath been great quantities 
f und out, for the //err von StanJach above thirty years ago, as he 
was hunting in this Foreft, being thirfty and laying down to drink 
out of a little ftream which runs from the top of the Hill, he per- 
ceived the ftream to be full of Cimal>at\ but fincc it hath been fo dili- 
gently fcarched after, that without working and digging for it there is 
little to be found. 

From St. Veitz I continued my journey hyFrkfach, where formerly 
there was a Gold Mine, and then by Newmark, //undtsmark, Pekjolz 
Kmtelfeldt^ Luihm, Prug, /{eimherg, Mehrz-u.ScUag, Schaeftw/en New- 
kirckcl, New/hdt, Sohnaw, Trajkirchel, Newd-rff, to PV/en. * 

This my return from Feme to /'ienna, alx)ut three Iiundred and fif- 
ty ItaPm miles, w^s the moft quiet journey I ever made, ior not meet- 
ing with good Company I pcrlormed it alone, and upon one Horfe • 
and although there arc fevcral Nations, and no lefs than four Langauges 
flK)kenu|)on this road, yet I met with nodifturbance from any nor 
did any one ask from whence I came, or whither I would go, no’trou- 
blcas to Bills of health, and good accommodation in the Inns at an ea- 
fte rate, they are Ibr the moft part a plain People, make good Souldi- 
crs, httlc mutinous, but olredicnt to commands, and hardy, and are of 
good ufc and fervice unto the Emperor. 

In my travels in Germany I leldom failed to meet with Jews but in 
this journey I met with none, of fuch as I could not well diftinguilh 
for though there were then whole Villages of Jews in Aujirta yet they 
were prohibited in and feverely banifliedout oiCarintbia fa 
that for thofe Jews who travelled between /'enke and Fienna • the 
Emperor difpenccs with them as to their Kuft; and the /knetimts as 
to their red Hat. 


To fay any thing of Vienna may feem fuperfluous, divers having 
written thereof, and it might (all better in, if ever I (liould deferibe my 
journey from the Low Countries to Vienna, and from Vienna by the 
way of Aforavia, Bohemia, Alifnia, Saxonia unto //amhuro; mean 
While I would no longer defer to give fome account of places lefs 
known or lels deferibed in Pannonian, Dacian, Mtefian, Grecian Nori- 

cum and ///yrian Countries, which in their proper order are delivered 
in this Work. j “ 

In my Travels through IPungaria and the Impeiial Provinces I 
could not but take notice of fome 'Aftertions which jt/ could not veri-

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It is faidby Pl/Itie Curfus Savi ip; millg pajfuum^ that the courie 
of the SavHS is an hundred and fifty miles, which if accounted from 
the head is much too Ihort, and not much more then half the mcafure 
thereof. 

That the River Sams runs into the Dravas, feems affirmed by 
■Straho, Vicinus Nauporto Jiurjitu e/l Conor as qui nierces accip/ty hie in 
■Savi^m infinity Savus in Dramm, that is, Not iar from Naupo/ius is tlic 
River Corcoras or the Gurk u hich receives the Merchandiles, tliis runs 
into the Savusy and the Sams into the Dravus, whereas the Savus 
never runneth into the Dravusy and when it enters thu Danuk at Beh 
grade is about an hundred miles from it. 

. The diflance which Stralo makes between Aquileia and Naupertus 
or Lahach of four hundred lurionj>s or fifty miles, though fomewhat 
too Ihort. may be fairly tolerated, but what he delivers of the fpace 
between Tergefium or triejh’y and the Danule not to be made out. her 
a tergefio ad Danubium, Stadiorum circiter mille ducentay that the 
jourfiey from Trie/ie to the Danuk was about one thoufand and tvvo 
hundred furlongs, or an hundred and fifty milc.s, which is too lliort a 
mealurc unto the neareft part of the Danuky which will make about 
two hundred and fifty miles ,• but the Ancients might cafily err here- 
in, fince fome of thehi were miftaken in the true courfc of the Danuky 
which they conceived to have one branch to run into the Adriatiek 
Sea. 

I went this Journey when the Sun was in Corner, in the hottefl time 
of the year, and the heat was very offenfive to me in the great Plains 
of h'tiuliy and Aufiria ; but in th.e Alpes it was much more moderate, 
and the Country was all green, and plcafimt ; when on the contrary 
all the Grafs in Aufiria was burned up by the Sun, and if there were 
not a continual breeze about the middle of the day upon all great 
Plains, cfpecially in Southern Countries, the heat would be intolerable; 
and I could not but take notice how plcafantly the poor Peafintsin the 
Alpine Countries divertifed thcmfclves in the Fields, and alter their la- 
bour would be lively and brisk, fonietimcs play at Cards, with Card.s 
of a fpan long, fuch as they have in thofc Countries, while the rich 
Country-men in Aufiria were faint and gafping for breath, nor did it 
any thing avail them that Aufiria was more Northern then Styria or 
Carinthiay for there may be as much diffirence as to the temirerature of 
the Ah’, and as to heat and cold in one mile, as in ten degrees of Lati- 
tude, and he that would cool and rcfrefli himfelf in the Summer, had 
better go up to the top of the next Hill, than remove into a far more 
Northern Cojuntry, I have been ready to freeze on the top of a Hill, 
and in an hoj.rs time after have fufiered as great inconvenience Irom 
the heat of t?|e Valley ; at the rifing of the Sun I have been upon a 
Kill with a cKu sky, and good weather, and have fecn a Valley in- 
compaflcd with VLw:.^tains and covered all over with Clouds much be- 
low us, the Sun Ihiniog upon the upper part of the Clouds made them 
■ appear like fine Dovfn or Wooll, and made the fofteft fwceteft lights 
and fhadows imagiifable ; afterwards when we defeended into this 
Valley under the Clouds we had no fuch pleafant Profped, but were 
rained upon the moft part of the day. In that hot Country of Aralia 
Travellers complain moft of the cold they fuficr in paffing the Hills. 

The Mountains in ha^ and Spain are fome of them covered with Snow 
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and Ice all the Summer long. I have beard that Mount Atlas is ib alfo, 
from Dr. Busier who lately travelled in tliofe parts, and from others j 
when in Great Britain there is no fUch thing. At Lsndon we hav6 
Winters for the moft part favourable, when Captain James who Wedt 
to difeover the North- weft paflage, and to fearch if there were any 
communication between the Atlantkk Ocean and the South Sea in the 
Northern part of America^ as there is in the Southern, fuftered more 
hardlhip in the fame degree of Latitude then the nine Bnglijh iWeft 
who were left all the Winter in CreenLnef, and Baffin^ on the contrary, 
upon the fame deiign had a pleafant Voyage in an open Sea, and iWft 
with Inhabitants upon the Shoar, till he came within nine decrees of 
the Pole. But 1 lliall wander too far out of the way, and thdwlOTe will 
put an end to this Difcourle. 
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N the year 1668 . 1 left tlie large and plcafant City of 
Norw/cb, and went by land to Tamoutb,ii Port Town 
in Norfolk, at the mouth of the River Hierns or Tare ; 
large, fairly built and populous, very confiderablc for 
the great Herring filhing in the Autumn, and the 
commerce it maintains in the Streights ; Baltkky 
Britip and German Seas : With Italians, Frenchj 
Spaniards, Dutch, Danes, and Swedes, I was here nobly entertained 
by that worthy and obliging perfon, Sir James Jobnfon, who alfo fur- 
nilht me with Letters of Credit, to Amfierdam, Franckfort, Venice and 
Vienna ; Whereby I was readily and handfomcly accommodated in all 
Parts where I had afterwards occafion to travel. 

Auguji the 14. about fix a Clock at Night I w'ent aboard the Angel- 
Ketch \n Road, a Vtflelof about 5^ Tuns, and we imme- 

diately fet fa}| for Rotterdam ; we left St. Nicholas-Sand on the Lar- 
board, and after that the Nowles, a new Sand, npt taken notice of to 
be railed aboVQ twelve years before. We kept our courfe all night, 
Eaftandby Sou{»)i,a_pdEaftSouth-Eaft. The Sea burned at the head 
of the Ship at the beginning of the night, but the Moon rifing there 
appeared nothing but froth. In the morning we difeovered Gravefandt 
Steeple. It is the ci/ftom upon all this coaft to fend out Pylot-boats 
continually to meet ‘all Ships at Sea, and furnifli them with Pylots to 
bring them through the fands, and no Ship is to refufe one : Having 
taken in our Pylot, we foon difeovered Gere'e Steeple, and then the 
Briel. We entred the River Mofa, or Maes, a Large and noble Stream, 
which ariling in the Mountains of Vauge, or Vogefus, paffing by Ver- 
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</«», Diitant, Namur, Lkie, Maejlrkht, Ruremond, Nailo, and many 
confiderable Places, doth here fall into the Ocean, \vc had a very plea- 
fant pallage up the River, fayling by many neat Villages, as Maeje-(luys, 
Schedam, Deifshaven, and handfon e row cs of Trees upon the Ihore, 
and arrived jt Rotterdam about fix at flight. This i'i'on^pf the three 
chief paflagps by Sea into Holland, the other htm^-ih'jJFluffing and 
the Texel. The neareft cut out Ni England into Holland vi from Lai- 
Point to which is ^8. Leagues, and the deeped part 

of the i'ca is about iS Fathoms. Thefe \iy two of the greateft vShips 

Rotierdum. in Holland at that time near Rctterdam, the Crane and the H'afenaer ; 

this latter built in lieu of that in whic^i Admiral Opdam Wasblojsn up, 
lightii^ againft his Royal Higbnc$ the Duke of Tork, how Kin^of 
Great Britain, France and Ireland, fe’e. who thus early expofed his life 
to thefc extream hazards for the idkty England and his other King- 
doms. The Heads or Keyes between whieh W'c entred the Tow n by 
water are handfome, and Ships of great burden are received into, the 
middle of divers ftreets without difficulty, (their Channels l)eiftg deep 
and large) the houfes are well built, and the Town populous, they have 
an Exchange or place for Merchants to meet at, the flreets arc fo clean 
that the Women go about in white Slippers, they being paved with 
Bricks laid edgewife. The Landthuife hath a lair front. In the great 
Church tlw Organs, the Tow'cr and the Monument of De wit j upon 
the Bridge the ^atue of Erafmus, as allb the houfe where he w'as born, 
and the Pleafure boats of the States arc w orth the feeing. It being 
then the time of their Kermis or Fair, there were Playes adled and 
many rarities Ihewn, as Lions, Leopards, &c. and a great noife was 
made about a tall Woman to be ffiewn of levcn foot liigh j but the 
Boor of Leckerkirk, not far from this Town, was higher. Far Jims and 
E,vaHS, Poi'ters to King Charles the firft, did alfb exceed her. The Jrijh 
Youth who hath not yet done growing by dii'crs years, ihowii in ma- 
ny places, is already Seven Foot and feven Inches higli, but I have fel- 
dom heard of any that was taller than Martin W Polandcr,who 
at the age of forty two years W'as prefented to the Emperor Maximi- 
lian the fecond, as a rarity of nature, and was lull eight foot high, 
whofc Pidlure, as big as the life, I faw, near to the Franc ifeans Convent 
at Vienna in Aufiria. 

Delft, From Rotterdam I palled by Overfehee to Delff, by the Powder- 

houfe, which is a handfome one, built now at fome diftance from the 
Town to prevent the like accident whicli befcl when the former took 
fire and blew up part of the Town. The Piazza or market-place is a 
\'ery lair one, having the front of the Town houfe at one d.nd of it, and 
the lugh Steeple of the. new Church at the other. In thejold Church, 
Van-I romps Tomb is very well carved upon the fide of t}ie Wall, him- 
felf lying upon a Canon encompafled with Arms and tp^phies. In the 
middle File of the new Church there is a noble monument, the Tomb 
of tVilliam of Naffaw Prince of Orange, together Mffih his Wife and Son, 
Prince Maurice ; his Statua is in armour with his Dog at his Feet, and 
four Obelisks are fupported by ten Marble pillars.' In a houfe of this 
Twn there were ffiewn me in a Wall the marks of the bullets ffiot at 
Prince William, who was thereby murthered 1584. and in another 
Church- which was broad and fpacious I faw a handfome Tomb for Sir 
Charles Morgans Lady, and the Monument of Peter Hein the Admiral, 
who took the SjpaniJh Silver-fleet. The 
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The Hagaet Haga Comitis, the ancient place of Refidcnce of tlic 
Counts of Holland, and now of tlie States general ; is about an hours 
going diftant from Deljt ; in which iwflage, at fomcdillance, Wc had 
a light of two of the Prince of houfes. This place is well 

built j the Princes Court handfomc ; The I'iaxza by it lull of green 
Trees ; many fair Houfes. Tile Courfe where the Coaclics meet, the 
Pall-mall, the Wood, the Park, do much beautific it, and the way from 
hence to Schevelmg, from whence bis late Majert}' King Charles the 
Second returned into England, is very remarkable, it being u llrcight 
way cut through the Sand-hills, and paved with Brick for three miles, 
havingon each hand four or five rows of Irces, and Scbeveling Steeple 
at the end of it. 

The Hague and Madrid in Spah arc accounted the greateft Villa- 
ges, or open unwalled places, in Europe, and the Hollanders have 
thought it more honour to be Mafters of the grcatell Village, than of 
a place which, if it were walled, would come Ihort of many Cities ,* 
but this may prove a dangerous rcfolution, for formerly upon fhis ad- 
vantage, Martin van Roffem, Captain to the Duke of Gaeldres, backed 
the Hague ; and it was lately m the like danger wlien the Ereneh 
Forces lay at Vtreck and Worden, if they had forced a paflage into 
that l>art of Holland. 

Leyden is three hours or three Dutch miles from the Hague, at pre- laydcn 
lent one of the ncateft Towns in Europe; Well built, hath divers large 
Streets, beautified with rows of Trees, and the wattT palling through 
the middle of them, and alfo well fortified after the' modern way ; 1 
took notice of that Antiquity tailed Heng/yi Caftle, or the Eerg, laid 
to be built by E/engi/l the Sa.von, and Went up to the top thereof ; Up- 
on the top there is now an Arbour, and a Maze or Labyrinth round it, 
fliad a Well, out of which, they told us, tlicy took a tilh alive when 
the Town was almofl: familhed during the Siege, which u as IhewcJ to 
the tnemy over the Wall, endeavouring to make their cotidiiion to 
appear better than it was, and to dilhearten the bcfiigers. There aie 
now handlbme fiairs from the top to tltc bottom, and a gooi.l houle 
built by it, where they have their publick bales and eniiitainmcnts. 

But a nobler Antiq ity lies under the Sea, than any rfbovc ground ; 
not lar from hence near Catwych is a lijuare fortrefs called Arx Britan- 
fiica, built by Caligula ; in the dcclinring of the Roman Empifc ruined 
m part by the Normans, and afterwards ncgledcd, and overw’helmccf 
by the Sea. But in Ibinc years, and great retire ol’the SCa, the ruines 
have been discovered, and many noble Arttiquitics brought from it, 
fome having ;his infCriptiort Ex. Ged: Inf. ex' Germ.mia Injeriori. The 
Stadthuije hath a fair front towards the Street. In the Atlatomy 
Schools arc a very great number of Skletons. Two legs of an Ele- 
pljant. The SMetm of a young Whale, of a Hor/e, Deer, Cow, Cat, 

Fox, and many other Animals ; divers Skeletons of Men and Women, 
borne bodies preferv^ with their Mufcles, and one intire, the flclli, skin 
and all parts defended ffdm corruption. I ^w alfo here what Moii- 
{vctxtde B 'ds pretended towards the prefervation of Bodies, but more 
accurately afterwards at Dr. Ruifeb his houfe at Amfterdam. The Phy- 
ftck-girdeni, although but fmall, is well filled tvith Plants, where are 
allb many other both natural, and artificial CuriofitiCs to be been, and 
many forts of Optiek-glajfeu Near the garden are the Schools built of 
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Brick with the 0/c/Vw Ekeviriam on the top. In the Churches I faw 
the Monuments of many famous men, in French Church is the 
Tomb of Jofeph Scaliger^ with a large Infcription upon it, and thelc 
few words which he himfelf defired might be placed there.

There is a Pidurc in the Chamber for the Burgermafters, repre- 
fenting the day of Judgment, drawn by Lucas van Leyden, li) 
much efteemed that, it is laid, the Emperor Rudolphus W'ould have gi- 
ven for it as many Ducats of Gold as would have covered it. The 
Table alfo upon which John of Leyden wrouglit whilft he was a Tay- 
lor, is a Curiofity, bccaufe he proved afterwards fo confidcrable a di- 
flurber of Germany, and came to be King of the AnahaptiHs. 

This City endured a hard fiege by the Spanifh forces, and they v ere 
reduced unto great extremity, but they faved thcmfelves by overflow- 
ing the Country, and fo forcing the enemies to make away uith 
great lofs; and afterwards coyned a memorial- Medal with this in- 
ferption.

From Leyden 1 came to Haerlem, a neat City, pleafantly fcated and 
having a Grove near it. The great Church is efteemed 'the largeft in 
Holland, with a very high Lanthorn u|5bn it. Within yire many In- 
Icriptions and Monuments, moft of which are tranferibed and fetdown 
in Gotfr. Hegenitii Itinerarium Hollandicum. In the Prince’s lioufe are 
all the Earls of Painted upon the wall, and in, t the Garden in 

the Summer-houfe, the Pidure of Laurentius Cofierui, who is faid to 
have firft invented the art of Printing in this Town ; but others attri- 
bute it to Johannes Gottenlerg, a German. On the other fide there is a 
Pidure of a Ship with Saws, in memory of the manner how Damiata 
in Egypt was formerly taken by thofc of this Town, who, as they re- 
port, accompanied Frederick Barharofia in an expedition againu the 
Saracens, and when the men of Pelufium or Damiata had chained up 
their Port, by this invention of faftning ftrong Saws to the keels of their 
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Shil«, they cut the chains in funder, and fo took the Town. In the 
ro6ms are very good Paintings by Ht wkerk^ and Goltzius^ as his Pro- 
metheus and other Peeces ; but Corneim van Hacrlem moft delighted 
rte, ifl his peeces of Herods killing the Innocent Children ; his feaft of 
rhe Gods, in which is efteemed at a great rate; and ano- 

ther Pidure of a Frier and a Nun at a Collation, not inferiour to the 
reft, among many Epitaphs in the great Church, there is this Dutch one, 
for a Mall and his Wife.

The old Mens houfe, or an Hofpital for fixty aged pcrl()ns, is large 
and handfome ; having a good Quadrangle and a Garden in it. I'lie 
Hofpital allb for the fick is very cleanly kept. 

Here I firft faw the manner of punilhing Malcfaiftors by whipp' ig 
them with ro(ft, which is more fevere than I imagined; they lead tlicm 
to a Poll upon a Scaffold, tlieir hands tyed and by a Pully drawn U|) 
as high as can be extended, and then an Iron taftned about their waft 
to keep tiiem ftcady ; in which ftretched-out pofture they receive fome- 
times fifty or fixty ftripes or more, according to the merit of their of- 
fence. 

Not far from this place there is a great Water, rr noted Lake called 
Haerlem Meere about twenty Miles in length, which is frozen over in 
hiird Winters, and men fwiftly travel over it by Aiding or in Aeds. 

When Haerlem was befieged there was a Naval fight upon it ; The 
Dutch having about an hundred and fifty VcAcls, and the Spaniards 
rot many fe'ver. The Town #is afterwards taken by Compofition, 
but fuch Cruelty was ufed by tho Spaniards that they have not ) ct 

forgot it. Amjicrctum, 

From Haerlem I went to AmHerdam., a City at prefent for Riches, 

Trade, Shipping, fair Streets, and pleafant habitations, fcarce yielding 
to any other of the World. It is feated upon the River Te, and hath 
its name, as ’tis reported, from a Caftic appertaining long fincc to the 
Lords of Amsiel, to whom this place alfo belonged : At the begin- 
hi'ng, the feat of a lew Fifhcrmen ; but afterwards increafing, it re- 
reived many P/iviledges from the Counts ot Holland., and was made a 
Town or City by the favour of their Grants and Charters. In the year 
i'47o.it was walled about with a Brick-wall, to defend it againft the 
Citizens of Vtrecht, tliey having been in great danger to have fallen in- 
fo their hands, if thofe of Vtrecht had purfued their Vidtories. In 
Months after alfo, the whole Town was almoft reduced to AAies by 
lire, but by the increafe of their Trafiick they eafily overcame their 
IbAes, waded through all difficulties, and rendred good Services to 
their Counts, and ijcceived the honour afterwards from Maximilian 
thb’ Emperor to have the Imperial Crown over their Armes, which ar# 
three Crofes on a Pale. 

About the year lyay. Gelen, font from the new Ring of Munfler^ 
pafted through Friejland and came to this City ; where having made a 
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Party, and communicated his defign.hc rcfolved to fiirprize the T«wn. 
by night, at the time of the founding of the Bell ; to which intent 
rlicy were already entred the Market place, had fet upon the Town- 
houfe: and cut in pieces thofe who re/ifted them. When by great, 
providence the ro|x: to the great Bell was taken away; the Magi- 
ftrates had notice of it, and caufed all the Streets and Avenues leading 
to the Market place to be (topped up with Woql-facks and Hop-facks, 
whereby they were hindrecl in their defign of taking the Town by; 
niglit, and the next morning their number being difeovered to be in- 
confiderable, they were fet upon, driven into the ^W//^««,.and de- 
feated. 

Of late years this City is mightily encreafed and cncompaded with 
a new Wall, and fortified after the modern way. The new Streets 
are large and uniform : and the whole Town being in a low Marlhy 
ground, the water is let in through all the confidcrable Streets. The 
River pafies through the City, being let in under a handfome 
well contrived Bridge of Eleven Arches, which is fo built as to make 
part of the Wall and Rampart, and is 26 paces broad. The whole 
Town is built upon Piles, Or high Firr-trecs, dri\ en down perpendicu- 
larly into the Earth fo thick together, that nothing mor*can be Ibrccd 
in between them : And by this means they build Houfes in the Sea, 
and lay Foundations (Irong enough to fupport the geatefl: Buildings 
whatfoever, in places where no folid bottom is to be found. But they 
inuft needs be at a great expence and labour before they can lay the 
firft Stone .- And the number of Trees required to each Foundation is 
confiderablc ; fincc for the Foundation of one Tower or Steeple alone, 
over againft the Church of St. Katherine^ Mr. J. de Varivdl^ who 
wrote Les Deltces de la Hollander reckons that there was rammed 
into the ground a /w//f, as he calls it, of Six thoufand three hundred 
and thirty four great Trees About this manner of work, for the fix- 
ing their Foundations, I faw them tfriployed in divers places, parti- 
cularly at the Rajl-India-Lm^'e and at a place where a Lutheran Church 
was then defigned to be built, So that it was not improbably faid. That 
if a man could fee all under this City^ he could hardly lehold a greater 
Torefl. 

The Stadthuis or Toivn-houfe, is the nobleft Building in all thefc 
Quintrics. A Pile of Freeftone of an hundred and ten paces in Front, 
being larger than the Magnified Front of the Church of St. Peters at 
Rome^ and eighty one paces deep, or on the fidcs. The Chamlxirs in 
it, the Pidtures and Statues, are worthy to be feen and admired. The 
firft Room on the right hand, ox Judgment-half where the Malefadiors 
receive their Sentence, is adorned with large Statues, hanging down 
their heads in mournful pofturcs, as if concerned or grieving at what 
was then pronounced. The Floors are of Marble ; the Roots arc rich- 
ly gilt and painted. Upon the top of all (lands Atlas or ColumluSy 
holding a Globe upon his Shoulder made of Copper,'of about ten foot 
Diameter, which is as large perhaps as any Ball or Globe W'hatfocrer 
employed to this ornamental ufe. That upon St. Peters at Rome^ as 
having been in it, 1 judge to be lefs ; as likewife that at Florence. The 
Turkilh Ornament to the Tower of their Mof^ues, is three Balls one 
above another, and an half Moon over them, but they are lets by far, 
at lead fuch as I have feen : and by relation from Eye-witnefles, the 
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hrgcfl: of the tlirec noble gilded Balls at Morocco arc infcrioiir to this. 
Bur I will fay nothing more of this great building, the StaMais, fmee 
there is a peculiar dclcription of it in Folio, with Cuts and Figures of 
the moll rcnaarkablc Curiofitics in it. The Exchange is fair and large 
and above it are Shops : it is very well frequented, and he that coines 
after twelve paycth fix (livers. 

Divers of their Churches arc fair : In the new Church, the partition 
with Balliftcrs of Brafs, and the carved Pulpit, are noble. In the old 
Church the Tomb of Van Hitlfe and Jleemskerk arc remarkable. 
Hemskerk did h*s Country great Services in their firfl attempts upon 
India : for the King of Spain^ having confifeated fomc of the IMlan- 
den Ship.s, who traded to his Dominions, which were then the S'taple 
for the India Trade, It was rcfolvcd by the permiflion of Prince Mau- 
rice and the States, to fet out a Fleet of eight Ships for the Indies ; four 
of which were to pafs by the way of the Atlantick Occan,and the Cape 
of Gfod-lope : And the other four were to fcarch a paflage towards the 
Kingdoms oVCathay and China by the Nortli-cafl, whereby the paflage 
alfo into thofc parts might be expeded much fhortcr than that which 
was known to the Spaniards. 

To this intent thelb lour lafl vcfTels failed out of the tcxel. June y, 
1594. and returned in not being able to proceed byreafon 

of the Ice. But upon thC relation of tlic Voyage by IV/lliam Barenjon^ 
there were two other Expeditions afterwards to Vova Zemhla ; in the 
laft of which they wintered there, and Barenfon loft his life. Heems- 
'kerk was the chief of the twelve which returned from that cold habita- 
tion, where none but Bears and Foxes could well endure the Winter, 
Where he had been twice, and afterwards made two rich Voyages into 
India. Upon whofc happy returns the Holland Eajl India Company 
was firft cftablilhed, and a prohibiton m dc for any other of that Coun- 
try to trade thither for the fpace of One and twenty years. 

But to proceed to other publick Buildings in this City. The tuch- 
thuis or Rafpelhuis, or Houle of Corredion for debauched young men, 
fuch as are incorrigible and difobedient to Parents or Laws, hath at the 
entrance of the Gate two Lions bridled, a proper Emblem, with this 
infeription, Virtutis ejl domare qua cunlli parent. This was formerly 
a Monaftery belonging to the Nuns of the Order ofSt. Clare^ and con- 
verted to this ufe lypy. They who are put in, arc forced to work and 
gain their Bread with hard labour. I faw thofc who rafped Brazil^ 
having a certain task fet them every day, work fo hard, that being 
naked and ii^a fweat, and the duft of the Brazil wo :d flying upon 
t'lem, they were all over painted ofa beautiful red colour. Which odd 
fight made me call to mind the Fancy of my Lady Marchionefs of* 
of a Nation wherein the People were of Orange-tawny co- 
lour, and the King of Purple. 

They told us that fome tlidt w'erc committed to their charge, and 
not to be brought to work by blows, they placed in a large Ciftern, 
and let the w ater in upon them, placing only a Pump by them for their 
relief, whereby they are forced to labour for their lives, and to free 
themfelvcs from drowning. One we faw put into a narrow Dungeon, 
and kept from meat. Some are put into this Houfe for a longer time, 
fome for a fhorter. It hath been a punifhmcnt for fuch as have drawn 
their Da^ers, or offered to ftab any one. And fomc Citizens, though 
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able and rich enough, contrive it fo. that when their Sons arc extrava* 
gant and mafterlefs, the Officers feize upon them, and carry them into 
this Houfe, where they are not forced to any hard labour, but kept in 
till they fee Efficient figns of amending their life. 

This way of Corredion may feem fevere to man)^, yet is not com- 
parable to that which is faid to have been formerly ufed in Germany. 
Particularly atO/e«, in the White Tomr^zx. the North end of the Town, 
near the Khh e ; where it is reported, that fuch Youths, who were not 
otherwife to be reclaimed, were in a barbarous manner lliut up in the 
White tower. The height and thicknefs of the V\ alls fecured them from 
cfcaping, or from their complaints being heard. Near the top was 
placed out of their reach a loaf of bread, the laft remedy againft ftar- 
vingjWhich w hile their bold ncccflity forced them to reach at, they exe- 
cuted their lafl: Icntencc upon themfelves, afd miferably brake their 
own necks. 

vSomewhat like the Ralpelhuis is the Spinhuis, or Houfe of Corrcdli- 
on, for the young women, who live loolely, are taken in the niglit, or 
can give no account of their living. They ate pur in for a certain 
time, according as their fault merits, and arc bound to make lace, 
few, or employ their time perpetually in fome honed labour. 

Thofe of the better fort are permitted to have Chambers apart. In 
one large Room I faw about an hundred of them, and Ibme very well 
dreded and fine, which was an unexpeded fight to me, and would fure 
be more ftrange to behold in France and P.npland. 

Tile Wcejhuis^ or Hofpital for Children, where there arc Six hun- 
dred Orphans carefully looked after, and well educated. 

The Dolhuis, or a Houle for fuch as are Delirious, Maniacal, or Me- 
laiichohcal of both Sexes. 

The Gajlhuis, or Holj)ital for the Sick, being large, and hath a great 
Revenue. 

'I’he Mannenhub, or Hofpital for old Men, and fuch as are no longer 
able to labour towards their own fupport. 

bcfidcs all w hich, there are great Sums of money colledcd for the 
poor, lb that there is not a Beggar to be fecn in the Streets, and upon 
all allignations or appointments of meeting at the Tavern, or elfcwhere, 
and upon many other occafions, whofoever fails to come at the exad'. 
time, forfeits more or Iclsto the ufeofthe Poor. 

The Eajl-Indiii4mjts are remarkable, and the great Stores of their 
Commodities, Cinnamon, GreeH-^inger,Can!phire, Pepper, Cakcuts, Indi- 
CO, &c. The Ships are of a great burden : their Houfe wvas then en- 
larging, although it w^as great before ; and a perfed Town for all 
Trades within it felf. 

The Admiralteyt, or Admiralty W'herc ’their Stores for War and 
Shipping are laid up, is encompalkd with water ; mar to it there lay 
then 71 Men of War. In the Houfe we faw their Cables, Grapling- 
irons, bullies, Oars, Charges for Powder, Lanthorns for Ships, fee. At 
the entrance of the Gate hangs up a Canoe which feems to have a 
man in it, dryed up, fo as to be preferved from corruption, and a Paddle 
in his hand : enclofed up to the waft in the Canoe, in fuch fort, as the 
Filh-skins, which were the cover to it, being fo fewed together that 
no watca: could get in, he might keep the Sea in the greateft Storms 
without danger. The top ol tliis Houfe, as of divers others alfo in this 
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City, is a Rcfervatory for Rain-water, which they have the more need 
of becaufe they have little good water hereabouts. 

The faircft Streets in the Town are Harlem-Jheet, the Chgel, Prin- 
ces Graft, Kaijtrs Graft, and the New Buildings in the Illand towards 
Cr ttenhurg. And if they continue to build with FreeftoiTC, they will 
ftill furpals thefe, which, I’ll afl'urc you, are in no fmall meafure beaur 

I'faw a Globe to be fold, made by yinglomes, between fix and feven 
foot Diameter, valued at Sixteen thoufand Guldens ; The Meridian a- 
lonc, being of brafs, coft a thoufand Guldens. The Globe is made of 
Copper- plates cxcellcntlv u ell paintctl,with all the new Dilcoveries in it, 
as that of Anthony f^an ^DmonsUnd, found out i64Z. in 41 degrees of 
Southern Latitude,and 170 of Longitude, thole towards the North-weft 
of Japan, and thole peaces both about Nrau Zemlla , and alio in the 
Tartarian Sca be>ond the Streiglits of Voygats, Neiv-lManil, IVefl- 
P'r/oflani/, Cape 4’ Hyver, &c. but 1 have fincc met with a Book, which 
doth fomewhat contradid this ; cntituled A Voyage into the Northern 
Countries ly Mon/ieur Martiniere, who went in one ol the three Ships 
belonging to the Northern Company of Copenhagen, in the year 
and bv that means had occafion toconvcrlc with the Nonregians, iflan- 
ders ^Laplanders, Kikps, Horandians, Stherim, ZemLIians, and Same- 
iedel who are Neighlxrurs to the Tartars and 7 ingorJes,in his 46 Chap- 
ter he exprclTes himlclf after this manner. There having lallen into 
my hands fcveral Geographical Charts ol fundry eminent and much 
celebrated Authors, I am much amazed to fee how they arc miftakcn 
in the pofition of Zemlda, which they place much nearer the North 
Pole than really it is; they divide it likewife by the Sea from Green- 
land, and idacc it far diftant liom it, when as indeed thofc two ^un- 
tries are Contiguous, the Coaftsof O’wWW butting uiion the Crafts 
6\' Zcmlla, lb as did not the great quantity of Snow, and the violent 
of the cold render thofc Borders uninhabitable, the paflage would be 
very cafie by Land Irom Greenland to ZemllapsoA from Zetnlla palTing 
tlw Pater-noller Mountains to enter into Samojedia, from thence into 
Tarta^y or Mufimy, as one pleafed : I was amazed likewife to fee they 
had deferibed the Streight called Voygat,mt above ten French Leagues 
in length, whereas it contains above five and thirty Dutch Leagues, 
which is fix times as much Again, they would perfwade us that 
through that Streigltf our Ihips might pafs into the great nrtartan 
Ocean, which is a miftakc. And although they indeed do affirm that 
in the time of Frince Maurice of Nafaiv^ a Dutch paUed that 

wav into that Ocean, yet it is a manifeft error, that Streight being 
bounded, as I faid before, by the Pater-noller Mountains, which are 
halfa League high, and the tops of them covered with perj^tual Snow, 
which never diflblves. And of this I can give a polltive teftimony^a- 
vingbeenmy felf in that Streight under thofc Mountains in the .Dog- 

days, which is the hotteft time of the year. fit j 

From the Steeple of the old Church of Amfterdam, \ had a good 
Profpedof the Town, and the great number of Ships lying uron one 
fide of it, like a WWl ; and all the Towns about it. The Roofs of the 
Houfesbeinglharp,it IS amoft uneven Townto be ooked upon down- 
ward,asitis a handfbmeone to be looked onupward;and is not fodiver- 
tifing or pleafing to the fight, as fome Towns in France and Italy, wh^ch 
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have flatter Roofs, or elfe are covered witli a fine black Slat or Arcloife. 
Upon this, and all other Towers of the Town, a Trumpet is ibunded 
at Midnight, and in other parts of the City at fix a Clock night and 
morning. At eleven a Clock, the time of going on to the Exchange^ 
there is good Mufick at the Stadthm, given by the Earl of Leicejter, 
They make good Harmony alfo every hour in playing upon their 
Chimes and Bells in moft Steeples. And there is a Mufick-houfe or 
Entertaining-houfe, where any one is admitted for a Stiver, hears moll 
forts of Mufick, fees many good Water-works, and divers motions by 
Clock-work, Pidurcs, and other Divertifements. 

During my flay at Amflerdam^ I had the opportunity of feeing di- 
vers Learned Men, and Perfons of Note. Dr. Ruilh Ihewed us many 
Curiofitics in Anatomy, as the Skeletons of young Children, and Fatus’s 
of all Ages, neatly fet together, and very white | the Lymphatkk vef- 
fels fo preferv'cd, as to fee the valves in them. A Liver excarnated, 
Ibowirg the Minute vedcis, all Ibining and dear. The Miilcles of Chil- 
dren diffedecl and kept from corruption : entire Bodies preferved f the 
face of one was very remarkable, without the leall fpotor change of 
colour or alteration of the lineaments, from what might be expeded 
immediately after death : he had then kept it two years, and hoped 
it would lb continue. Dr. Stoammerdam Ihewed us divers of his Ex- 
periments which he hath fet down in his Trcatifc De Refpiratione ; 
and a very fair Collodion of Infeds brought from feveral Countries ; a 
of a very great bignefs; an Indian Scolopendria, or lonj-Joot; 
a fly called Ephemeron, and many other Curiofitics. Old Glawkr the 
Chynaift Ihewed us his Laboratory : And we received much civility 
from Btafius the Phyfick Profeflbur who hatli wrote a Comment upon 
Fejlingius. 

The Jews live more handfomly and fplendidly here, than in any 
other place : Their chief Synagogue is large, adorned with Lamps of 
Brafs and Silver. We happened to be there at the Feaft of their New- 
year ; fo that there blowing of Horns, Ihouting and finging was not 
omitted : Some of them underfland divers Languages. I law one 
Mofes di Pasy a Learned young Man, and Orolh, a Phyfician of Note. 
And I was forry to fee divers here toprofcfsthemfelves publickly Jews, 
who had lived at leaft reputed Chrillians, for a long time in other 
places : One who had been a Franeijean Friar thirty years ; and ano- 
ther who had been Profefibur feme years at I hi>{puze, and before that 
Phyfician to the King of Spain. Juda Leo, a Jew', hath taken great 
pains in making a Model of the Temple of Solomon, of Solomons Houfe, 
the Fort of the Temple, the Tabernacle, the Ifraelites enVmping, and 
other Curiofities. IwasprefentatthcCircumcifionofa Child; which 
is performed by tlirulling a Probe in between the Qians and Praputk 
rtm, and feparadng it, or dilating the Praputium, fo as the inward Skin 
may be drawn forward as well as the outward ; then by applying an 
Inflrument joynted like a Carpenters Rule, or a Scdlor, the Skin is 
held fall beyond the Gians, and with a broad Incifion-knife, or Cir- 
cumcifionknife, the Foreskin is cut off dole to the Inllrument ; and 
what remains of Skin is immediately put back, 'the blood flopped 
with. Powders, and a Pla.iier appived; the Relations and Acquain- 
tence Tinging all the while, whereuy the cries of the Infeat arc lefe 
heard.

A Journey fro m Norwich to Colen. lot 

Leaving Awfterdam, I pafled by a peculiar Burial-place of tlic Jews, 
who arc not permitted to interr tlicir dead within the Walls, by Overs- 
kerk, Bamburg, and in fix or fevcn hours arrived at Vtretcht, in a Boat 
drawn with Horfes through artificial Curs of Water, w Inch is tile way 
of Travelling in Holland^ Vtretcht, and divers other Provinces of the 
Low-Countries. 

vtrecht is an ancient, large, handfome City, and chief of the Pro- v,ruht. 
vince of the fame name, called formerly Antonina., and afterwards Vl- 
trajeilum. Long famous for its Epifcopal See founded by Dagiiert, 

King of France, who endowed it richly with Lands and Pofleliions : 
Wilielald, or Willehtde, an Englilhman, was their firft Bilhop wlio 
converted thefe Countries unto Chriftianity j and the following Bi- 
fhops grew fo powerful, that they were able to bring many tliouiand 
men into the field, and to wage great Wars againff the Counts of /*/- 
land: Their Succcllion alfo continued for above Nine hundred \iars. 

It is now an Univerfity, founded by the States in the Year idjp. I /hall 
not ’trouble you with tlie Names of the Profefibrs ; the Learned Mr. 

Ray, whom I had the honour to meet in divers places abroad, having 
already caufcd to be‘printed the Series Letlionum of this and many o- 
thcr Univerfities in tire Low-Countries, Germany., and Italy, in his OL- 
j'ervations Topographical, Moral, Vlnfiological, let forth 167^ The 
great Church hath a very higit Tow er, or three Steeples one above ano- 
ther ; From the highcll of which I had not only a good fight of the 
Town it fclf, which lay under mine Eye like a Platform, but of many 
others alio ; Vtretcht being in a plain flat Country, and fo well feated, 
and encompalled with fo populous a Country, that in a days Journey 
a man may go from hence to any one of fifty W’allcd Towns and Ci- 
ties. The Englijh Church here is an ancient Building ; the Pillar in 
the middle of it, whofc Foundation could not be laid but upon Bulls- 
hides, is much taken notice of: It was built 1099. and hath tlie Pidurc 
of a Bull upon it with this inferipnon ; 

Accipe Pojleritas quod per tua ficcnla narres, 

Taurinis cutihus fundo felidata cohimm ejl. . 

There is an old Library belonging to this Church, which contains 
divers old Boolis and Manuferipts. A large BiLlj in fix Volumes, 
painted and gilded after a very ancient manner : Two Idols, taken (in 
time of War ) long fince in Germany, and given to this place by the 
Emperor JTenn the Fourth, are worth the feeing, not lb much for 
their neatnelsf as their Antiquity and odd lliapp: As alfo a Horn made 
out of a Tooth, faid to be given at the fame time. There arc alfo'%ce 
Vnkorns Homs, little differing in length ; the longell being five foot 
and an half : I drank out of one of them, the end being tipp’d with 
Silver, and made hollow to ferve for a Cup. Thefe were of the Sea- 
Vnicern, or the Horn or long wreathed Tooth of fome Sea-Animal 
much like it, taken in the Northern Sea ; of which I have feen many, 
both in Publick Repofitories, and in Private Hands. Two fuch as 
thefe, the one Ten toot long, were prefented not many years fince to 
the King of Denmark, being taken near to Nova Zemhla ; and I have 
feen feme Tull fifteen foot long ; fome wreathed very thick, fome not 
fo much, and others almofi; plain : Some largcfl and thickcfl at the 
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End near the head ; others are largeft at feme diftance from the Head : 
Some very fharp at the end or point, and others blunt. My honoured 
Father Sir Thomas Brown had a very fair piece of one which was ior- 
merly#imong the Duke of Curlancl'% Rarities, but after that he was ta- 
ken Prifoner by Douglas in the Wars between Swerlen and Yolcind^ it 
came into the hands of my Unckle Colonel Hat c h r r, 'w\\om my fa- 
ther had iti he had alfo a piece of this fort of TJnkorns Horn burnt 
black, out of the Emperor of Ruffian Repojitorie, given him by Dr. Ar^ 
thur Dee, who was Son to Dr. John Dee, and alio Phyfician to the 
Emperor of wlien his Chambers were burned, in which he pre- 
ferved his Curiofitics. I have feen a walking StaflC a Scepter, a Scab- 
bard fora Sword, Boxes, and other Curiofitics made out of this Horn, 
but was never fo fortunate as from experience to confirm its Medical 
Efficacy againft I'oifons, contagious Difeales, or any other evident cf- 
fcA ofit, although I have known it given feveral times, and in great 
quantity, Mr. Charlton hath a good Vnkorns Horn, Sir Jofeph WiiliatK- 
Jon gave one of them to the Royal Society. The Duke of tlorence hath 
a fair one. The Duke of Saxony a ftrangc one, and I xTides many o- 
thers, I faw eight of them together upon one TaBle in the Empe.ors 
treafure, and I have one at prefent that for the neat 'vreathing and 
Elegant lhape gives place to none. But of thele Vnkorns Horns no 
man fure hath fo great a Collciflion as the King of Denmark ; and his 
Father had fo many, that he was able to fpare a great number of them, 
10 build a Magnificent Throne out of Vnkorns Horns. 

1 had the honour to fee divers Perfons of Note in this City ; as D. Cy- 
prianus al Oejierga, Dr. Regius, yoetius, the only Member then left 
alive of the Synod of Don and others ,• but milled the fight of the learn- 
ed Anna Marta Skurman, who was then gone out of Town, and was 
forced to content my felf with beholding her Piiffure, well drawn by 
her own hand, with this Infcription of hers under it : 

Cernitis hie pkla noflros in Imagine zujtus. 

Si negat a s jormam gratia vejlra clabit. 

The Painters Hall is confiderablc, wherein are many good pieces to 
be feen of feveral Mailers; Amongft which there are goal Heads by Van 
ColemxATuart ‘, Land-skips by ; and good Drapery, efpe- 

cially in fome Turkilh Habits, by Vander Mere. 

This Town is alfo beautified with a fair Piazza or Market-place, di- 
vers long Streets, and a Pallmall with five rows of Trees on each fide. 
In the Church of St. I^atherine is the Tomb of m)Ot Lord Gorge'. 
Though 1 had feen France and It^ly, and the Noble Cities thereof, 
which are worthily admired by all, yet I was much furprized upon the 
firft fight of the Vnited Provinces, efpecially of Holland, and the ad- 
joyning places. He that hath oblerved the eafie accomodation for Tra- 
vel therein, both by Lind and Water, their excellent order and regular 
courfe in all things ; the number of Learned Men : the abundance of 
Varieties in all kinds j the induftry, frugality and wealth of the Peo- 
ple ; their numerous good Towns ; their extraordinary neatnefsin their 
Buildings and Houfes ; their proper Laws and adminiilration of 
Juftice; and their incredible number of Shipping and Boats, 'will think 
it an omiflion to reft in the fight of otlicr Countries without a view of 

this. 
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this. A Ck)untry of little extent, and foon travelled over, butl'orc- 
plenilhed with People, with good Cities, fair Towns and Villages, as 
not to be met with upon lb little a compafs of ground, except perhaps 
m china. 

From Z/treck, in two hours, I came to Frifmick, and palled over the 
River Leek to kianei/, where there is little remarkable bclides the 
Houfe and Gardens of Count Breelerode, one of the Ancient Nobility of 
Hdland^ or according to common ellecm, of the moft Noble Family 
of all; the Family ol the TirwiWr being formerly cllccmed the Rich- 
eft ; the Wajfenaer's the molt ancient, and the Brederodei the Nobleft. 

The Mount in this Garden lerves lor the Rampart to the Tow n, and 
on a round Bulk, irk arc divers fma 1 brals Guns planted. The Staiua’s 
of the twelve Cajlirs, of Jrijlotley the Pyramids and Partitions, with 
the Paintings upon the wall , are the reft of its Ornaments. 

» From hence 1 palled Hill by Boat through the Land of Arkel, fomc 
fay, derived from Ilerctdcs ; belonging formerly to the Lords of Gor~ 
chom and ArLebnd,G\\ by Mirj', daughter to the laft Lord o^i ArkeUndt 
it fell to "dohn Lord of R^mcndy and was alterw'ards Ibid to Willhim^ 
the fixth Earl of IJollund. I arrived this night at Gorcbom^ a 'Town 
Well fcated, near three Rivers, the Ling^ the ffW. and the /f/rfcr. 

The Market-place is fair ; the Stadthuh is lunk fomewhat on one lidc. 

7 he Governour hath a good Houfe, and the Church a very high thick 
Steeple: the Works are of Earth: the Water-gate is handfome, and 
over it in Great Letters in this infeription ; 

Civiias in qua maxime Gives legihus patent., (v in 
p,Ke l>eata,b^ hello invida. id.ja. 

The more remarkable bccaufc it made good its Infeription in the 
year 1 ^ 72 . When the Fourteenth, King of krame, came down 
with fo powerful an Army into the Low-Countries, that in that Sum- 
mers Expedition he took thirty walled Towns and Cities, this Wa- 
tergate being the Limit to his Coneiuefts this way , beyond which 
his Forces w ere not able to attempt any thing. 

Leaving Gorcum, I palled by iVorcutn, on the other fide of the River, 
and then by the Caftle of Lovejlein, drongly feated and well fortified ; 
and therefore hath been often made ule of to fccurc Perfons of Note. 

Sir George Afeue o^htc yevts fullered his imprifonment herein, and 
formerly Barnevelt ; upon which occafwn this Caftle hath been much 
fpoken ofi anc}/hath given the name to that whole party who fided 
with him , well known at prefent by the name of the Loveflein 
Faeftion. Palhng on further by the Maes, 1 left Proye on the left 
hand, and JlHeJden on thcfight, and the next day morning arrived at 
the Bojehe. 

llertogen Bofehe, Sylva Duels, Bofeum Duets, Boifleduc, Bolduc , the Bop, 
takes its name from a Wood belonging to the Dukes of Brabant. 

It is a ftrong pleafant City, feated upon the River Difa or Deefe, which 
enters the Maes, about tw’o Leagues below it; one of the greateft 
Cities in B^ahant', and' for its ftrength, for W'hich ’tis beholden 
both to Nature and to Art, the States of the Vnited Provinces 
pollefs not any one more confiderabile , and is a very good 
Frontier againft all Enemies on this fide : It is encomixillcd on 
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all fides with Fens and Marfhy Grounds. The ATjemes to it are by 
narrow Canfcys, made turning and winding, to be commanded in all 
places by one or other of the fix Sconces or Forts built at fome di- 
ftance without the Town for its greater Security. Befides which, the 
/lolhnrlers having fome reafon to be jealous of the Inhabitants, whofc 
afTccions might incline them towards the neighbouring Princes, of 
whofc Religion moil of them are, they have built a Cittadcl within the 
Town, a Bricl or pair of Spedaclcs to look more accurately into their 
A^irs. It is a handfom regular Fort of five Baftions, each Curtain is 
84 ordinary paces long ; the Faces of each Baftion 6 3 ; and the Flank 
or Neck i p There is a handfome Houfe of Stone for the Gentry at 
the point of each Baftion, and the middle of each Curtain, every one of 
which coft Seven hundred Guldens. Here is alfo a Field Canon of an 

extraordinary length, faid to be able tolling a Bullet almoit as far as 
iiomml. The Piazza in this Town is Triangular. 

This City was made an Epifcopal See, 1^5-9. The Catheelral is De- 
dicated to St. Jnl’n. In the Quire are painted the Arms of many of 
the Knights of the Gcldeit Fleece. And over the upper Stalls or Seats, 
an Infcription in French, which contains the Hiftory of the firfl Infti- 
tution, and Model of this Order, by the moft High and mighty IVincc 
fhilip the Good, Duke of Burgutuly, Lorain, and Brabant, the year 
14x9, who then named four and twenty Knights, befides the head of 
rhe Order, to whom he gave a Chain of Gold, and a Golden Fleece* 
for which this Infcription was thought fit to be placed up,.n his Tomb,

This Town was taken from the King of Spain by the Forces of the 
Confederate Eftates, in the year i6i8. after a long and chargeable 
Siege ; in which the little Sconce, one ot the Forts towards the South, 

did excellent Service. „ ^ 

Divers of the Nuns were ftill alive in this Town, but at Z^trccht they 

were all dead. , , . ^ , 

From the Bofehe wc travelled through a plain Country, fomewhat 
Sandy, to Breda upon the River Merck : A place vci\^ confiderable, 
pleafantly feated. and well-fortified. It hath formerly had more Out- ' 
works than at prefent .• For they have taken away the Crown-works ; 
and left only the Half-moons and Horn-wen-ks, and Conferves or Con- 
tregards about the Half moons. There is a large Ditch of Water round 
the Counterfearp, and a fmall Ravelin between each Baftion, joyned to 
the Rampart within fide of the Ditch. There is alio a double Hay or 
<iuickfct-hedge almoft quite round the Town, befides Palifado’s. Tlie 
Parapet is very thick, and ftrengthned w'ith a rowtof Elms, and fecond* 
ed with another row at three or four yards diftance, round the Town; 
the bodies of the Bajlions are funk down or hollowed aw'ay, and filled 
withatliicket of Elms. The Half Moons are the like without the 

Town^ 
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Town, and after all, a breft-work between the Town and the Bajtms; 
and Cavaliers upon fevcral places of the Rampart. 

This Town belongs unto the Prince of Orange^ unto whom it hath 
defeended by the right of the houfe oi'Nafm, by the Marriage of£.- 
gelkrt the feventh Earl of that houlc,with .A/jry daughter and Hcirol 
Philip the laft Lord thereof, about the year i.<oo. It y as taken by tke 
Spaniards in the beginning of the Low Country Wars, and w as altei 
wards furprized by the Duuhy by a ftratagem performed by eighty 
men hid in a Boat covered over with Turf, and let into the Gallic, lii 
the year i6zy. the Spaniards took it again, as by Infcriptions and 
Chronograms are to be icen in divers places, as that over the door of the 
Church.

Tlie Church is fair and hath many good Monuments, as Feneff 'e\ 
Tomb ; a Monument for Sir Thomas Alijlury let up by the Lord 
Chancellor Hide ; an old Tomb eroded i ’,49. for ^ohn Lord cs\ Lech 
and Breda ; the Tomb of Grave Englehert, Van Nal/aw and liis I’amily 
on the fide of the Wall ; the Here tan Horne and his three Wives ; 
but the Principal Monument is that of Grave Hendrick Van Maffawy 
whofe Armour is fupixirted by four Warriors upon their Knees ; he 
built the Caftlc of Breda, 'vhich is at prefent both ftrong and beau- 
tiful : I obferved the place where the Turf-Boat came in, and where the 
Prince came/ over into the Town. The Gallery, the Garden, the 
Walks, and Dials are worth the feeing, the Town is handfomly built, 
populous, and generally hath a great Garrifon in it. 

Leaving we foon came by Land to St. Gertruydenkrg, the 
laft Town on the North of Brahant, w'herc it joyned to the Pro- 
vince of Holland, a Imall place, but a good Town for fiihing, lying 
upon a Hill near the great broad Water called de kVaert, made by tiie 
falling of the Maes and many other Rivers into it. This Town is 
fbrti& and GarriJbncd. The Church and Steeple have been Large 
and fair, and tlie mines of the Latter are obfervablc,in regard that this 
Steeple was foot down by a Stratagem of the Prince of Orange, while . 
the Governor and chief of the Town were upon it, to obferve a lalfc 
alarm in the Prince’s Camp, and fo loft thcmfclves and the Town. 
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We pafTed from hence over a large Water which liath overflow’d a great 
part of the Country upon one fide of it, no lefs than feventy two Pa- 
riflics being drowned at once, the Village of Ramfdm only cfcaping,and 
fo by an old Tower called the hovtkdi Murvey^io the Maiden Town of 
Oort, or Dordrecht. 

Dordracurn^ fo called by fome from Duri or Dureti forum, at prefent 
Dorr. Dorf, being feated in the Waves of thole great Lakes made by the Maes 
and I4’aal, is not unaptly from its fituation compared to a Swans neft, 
it is reckoned the firil and chief Town of South Holland, in refped of 
its antiquity, as having ferv ed to fecure Odoccr xnldK retreat almoft 
eight hundred years fmee, and alfo in refpedt of its Privileges in ha- 
ving the Mint here, and being the Staple for Rhcnilh wine and Englilh 
Cloth. 

In this Town arc many fair houfes and pleafant Gardens. The great 
Church is large, the Steeple Heps higli; the top thereof being 
made of four large Dyalls'. There is alfo an Exchange or Place for 
Merchants to meet. The Engjijh have two Churches, and the French 
one. The Key or Head to the water fide is handlbme, and the Coun- 
try about very pleafant ; we faw the Chamber wherein the Synod of 
was aflcmbicd i6ii. a large fair room; and took a collation in 
the fame houfe, in a high turret overlooking the Town and Country : 
Our feats Moving round about the Table continually ; fo as the diver- 
fity of the profped made it more delightful. The great Vellels round- 
bellied, which trade between Coin and this City feemed ftrange ; as alfo 
the long Luyck or I/ege-boats ; and the number of People that conti- 
nually live in them. At my going away from hence I embarked in a 
Veflel bound lor the Illand cdWalcheren, layling by mofl of the Illands 
of Zealand and in Eght of divers good Towns, as Wi/lemjladt, Tirick- 
zce,Tergoes ; obferving in fome places where the Sea had overflow’d the 
Land; and in others where the Induflryofthc Inhabitants ftill keep 
it out, by keeping up their Ixinks, and thatching the Shoars of the Sea. 
^■r i at Landed at I'er-Fcre, where there is a good Haven and Harbour for 

Ships, the AValls were built in the year 1 3 j 7, towards the Sea arc round 
towers. The Piazza is long. The Scotr h have had a Fadlory here for 
above two hundred years, and the /Wiz/'p/Zf of this Place did formerly 
make one of the three States, by which Ze.iljnd was Governed. The 
Abbot of St Nicholas in Middleburg reprelenting the Ecclefiaftical ju- 
rifdidtion, and the Towns dl Middleburg,Ztrkkze, ler-Vere, Fluffing, 
Tolen, Martins-dike , R0merfw.1l and Tergoes , fupplying the Third : 
over againft this place where a Town had formerly lunlc into the Sea, 
the Steeple only remains to be fccn. From hence to Middlelurg the 
way is Paved with Brick ; as it is alio from Town to Town in mofl pla- 
ces of Holland, 

MMlcbrn'i. Hidd ehurg is the chief Town in the Ifland Walachria, feated almoft 
in the middle of it, being well built, large rich, and Populous, it is the 
fourth Port for the £jy/-W/d trade : hath .a large, broad Water with- 
in the Tow n, and a ftreight cut through the Land to carry Vellels out 
to Sea, the w iude is very well t'ortified, the Officers here arc chofen 
by ftrangers or Foreigners, the Churches are m.any and remarkable,the 
new Cliurch ,s<.i :hi eiidit-fcjuare figure w'ith a Cupda, the Tower of 
tlic old gre.ir \ isurvii very high, the Stadthuife with the old ftatua’s 
about ic, riu: round I razza, and many private building'j are Confidera- 

ble, 
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wTand the whole Country about it is fruitliil ; either divided into 
Gardensand Orchards, or Planted with Pom/>imis, or Grain 

and Fruits. The ZeaUvrlers arc generally addi(acd to tlie intcrcft ot 
the Prince of and great Lovers ofhisPcrfon, I found them 

not a little delighted that the Prince had been with them fome da\.s 
before and was made Premter Noble, or chici ot tlic States ot 
Zealand • which was chiefly brought about, as I was informed, by 
Pettftoner Ilulert, k Sage, Duvehcr and rrielergcn, loimerly no 
creat friends to the Prince, cfpecially / , who was the

Over againft Lillo, lies another Fortification, call- 
ed Lifgens hoek j the Fort de h croix is the laft that belongs to the 
Hollanders^ and lies on the North fide of the River ; tiie Banks are 
cut nigh to it, and the Country drownetl for its greater Security, i he 
Span'tlh Forts hereabouts to defend the Frontiers, are the Philips the 
Pearly and the Maria. 

The River Scaldis or Scheid mentioned by Crvfar is a gallant River, 
affording plenty of Fifli, and convenience for Navigation and paflage 
unto fevcral noted places : It arifes in the Country of Vermandoh., paf- 
fing to Cambray., V ilencienne., fo to Tomnay or DornickyOudenard, Gattnty 
Rupelmond and Antwerpy and purluing its courfe is alterwards divided 
into two dreams, u hcreot the Southern is called the liont ; the other 
runs by Bergen ap 'Zomc, and al'tcrvvard into the Sea between the Ifles’ 
of Zealand. 

The next day morning wc went on our Voyage dill up the Scaldis 
or Scheldey and arrived at Antwerp. Where I had the good fortune to 
fee Mr. Hart op ; one very well known in all thofe parts, and of high 
edeem for his perfonal drength and valour. A Gentleman alfo fo 
courteous that he makes it his bufinefs to oblige drangers ; he flitw’d 
me many curiofitics in this City, carrying me with him in his Coach. 

The Walls of Antwerp arc very large, faced with Brick and Free- 
done, having divers rows of Trees upon them, broad walks, and con- 
veniences for the Coaches, to make their tour upon. The Baft ions are 
not fo large as generally they build now a dayes, yet after the modern, 
way. The Ditch is very broad and deep, the Country about it, all 
Gardens. The Cittadel is a regular f ortification of five Baft ions, where- 
in lies always a Garrifon of Spanijh Souldiers ; ujxin every curtain 
there are two mounts or Cavaliers,* and between them below, a row 
of building or lodgings for the Souldiers,* the cars of the Baftious are 
cut down, and Cafamates made or Cafe mattCy and Paiifado’s let round 
upon the Efplanade ; the Walls are lined with excellent Brick and 
Stone, nor is there any where a more regular beautiful Fortification of 
five Baftions that is finiflied : it commands the City, the River and 
the Country : befides this Cittadel there is another Fort w ithin the 
Town near the Scheldcy to command the River, having eight Guns in 
it, called St. Laurence Fort. 

The Exchange is handfomc, fupported by 36 Pillars, every one of a 
different carving, four ftreets lead unto it, fo that Handing in the mid- 
dle we fee through every one of them. The Meer or Largeft llrcct is 
confiderablc for the water running under it, and for the meeting of 
Coaches upon it every evening to make their tour through the ftreets 
of the City, which arc clean and beautiful ,* at one end of it Hands a 
large Brafs Crucifix upon a Pedeftal of Marble. The Jefuites Church 
goes far beyond any of that bignefs that I have feen out of //d/y. The 
tront is noble, with the Statua of Igyiatiiu Loyala on the top. A great 
part of the infide of the Roof was painted by Rubens y and fome of it 
by Z m Dyke .* there be many Excellent peices of flowers done by Se- 
}iers^,Jefuitei the Carving and gilding of all the works is exqu’ifite: 
The Library of the College is great, and the Books diljsofed handfomc- 
ly into four Chambers : the Founder hereof w'as Godfridus Houtappeiy 
whofc Monument, togetjier with his Wile and Children are worth 

the 
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the feeing, in ^ Chappel on the South fide of this Churcli. In the Church 
of the Carmeli tes is a large Silver Statua of our Lady, and models of Ci- 
ties in (tone, Onjer Lkven f^romn Kerch, or the Church of our hleffed 
Lady is the grcateft in the City ; and the Steeple one of the taireft in 
World, five hundred foot high : one of their feet is eleven of our inches ; 
fo as it is 4 of our feet; In this Church there is much carving, and 
a great number of Pidures highly eftcemed ; among which one piece 
is much taken notice of, drawn by Quint in. at firft a Smith, who made 
the neat Iron work of the Well before the Welt door; and afterwards 
fo obtain his Miftrefs, he proved a famous Painter ; his head is fet up 
in Stone at the entrance of the Church, with an inlcription and this 
verfcj 


Connuhiaits amor de Mulct Ire fecit Apellem. 

I was at the famous Abby of St. Michael, pleafantly leated upon the 
Schelde; where, among other curiofities, I faw a glafs,wliich reprefcnted 
thePi(Jtures ofour and and the Virgin Mary, collec'ted from 

the putting together of divers otlicr heads : One was rcprclcnted from 
a Pidure wherein were thirteen faces, and another from one of twelve ; 
over the blefled Virgin was this Inlcription; 

Diva nitet varis expreffa Maria lu^j^uris. 

The Countefs of Bralant's Tomb, who was drowned, and her Sta^ 
tua, as alfo the Monument of Orteliiis, arc here Ihcwn. Marcarim Si- 
moieut was then Abbot, the Monks 6 Near unto the Wharf-gate is 
the Church of St. Walhurjt^isAn Englilh Saint, who contributed much to- 
wards the convcrfion of thefe Countries. 

The Town-houfe is fair, the Houfe built for the Eafl-country Mer- 
chants is very ftately and large, but runs now to mine, in this 
I faw, among other curiofities , divers Ifrangc Mufical inftruments , 
w'hich at prefent arc not underftood, or at leaft not made ufc of: The 
Hefen houfe hath been alfo formerly confidcrable. The water which 
they make ufe of in Brewing, is brought by an Aquedudl from //erew- 
Zd// about thirty miles diflaiit from hence; and is conveyed into the 
Town by a large Channel, peculiarly walled in by it felf where it paf- 
fes the Ditch ; in this City are many good colleftions of Pidurcs both 
Ancient and Modern, and excellent Miniature or Liming by Confol; 
one fine piece, which I faw was peculiarly remarkable, it being the work 
of ;5 feveraf Mailers. 

From Antwerp, I pafTed to Btufeh by water changing ^ats five Bn^ii 
times, and going through divers locks, by reafon the Country is fomuch 
higher atout Bruffels, and the water above two hundred foot lower at 
Antwerp. At Fontaine a league and half from Bruffeh , three Rivers 
crofs one another ; one of them being carried over a bridge. The Piaz- 
za of Brujfels is fair, and oblong in figure ; upon one of the longeft fides 
ftands the Town-houfe, and over againft it the Kings-houfe, where up- 
on a Scaffold hangM with Velvet , Count, Egmtmd and Horne were 
beheaded, the whole Piazza being hanged with Black Cloth. Upon 
the top of the Town-houfe, ftands St. Michael, the Patron of the City, 

in 
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in Brals, Count Marjins houfc formerly belonging to the Prince of 
Orange , hath a fair Court, and overlooks a good part of the C ity, but 
a quarter of it is rained by Lightning. The Thunderbolt or Stone 
which they a/firm to have effed^cd it, is bigger than two Mens heads , 
and hangs up upon the door at the entrance. The Jefuites Church is 
liandfom, and in it the fair white Tower is beautifully gilded at the 
top. The Carmelites Church hath a noble Altar, and near unto the 
Church is the Statua of a pilling boy, which is a continual Conduit. 
The Armory was well furnilhed as we were informed, before the Go- 
vernors of the low Countries fold the Arms ,• and c ffel Ho/lerigo, the 
Governor, left it very bare. There remains the Armour ol’ Charles the 
filth, of Duke Albert ^oi the Prince of Tarma^ErneThs-, and of the Duke 
(i’Alva, and of the Duke Alberts horfc,who being (hot faved his Maftcr, 
and died the fame day twelve month ; Spears for the hunting the wild 
Boar, one with two Piftols ; The Armour of Cardinal Infant of an 

King; A musket which curries fix hundred paces ; Charles 
the Fifth’s Sword for the making the Kniglits of the Golden /Vm'r,‘and 
JIcnrj the Fourth’s Sword fent to declare war ; Good Bucklers for I'e- 
fcncc,and Ibme W'cll wrought; efiiecially one with the Battel of Pyrrhus 
and his Elephants ; and banners taken with Francis King of France, at 
tlic Battel of Pavia. 

Somewhat like Godfrey of Bouillons fhooting the three Figeons 
near the Tovt'cr of David, is the fliot which Infanta Ijahella made, 
when w'ith an Arrow flic killed a Bird, in memory wlzcrcof, a Bird 
pierced with an Arrow is fet upon the top of a Tower in tlic Court, 
which is large ; and if the New Buildings and Deflgn were continued,it 
would be very handfome Before the Court flands live brafs Statues.Thc 
Park is plcafant , with Trees let in Qpder, and adorned u ith Grotto’s, 
Fountains, and Water-works, which come very near the Italian ; one 
piece fomewhat imitating Frafcati, in which all Mufical Inflrumcnts 
are imitated, and a perpetual motion attemjited : and on the Front of 
the Buildings lland the Crefars heads. But the Echo is mofl: remarka- 
ble ; which may jK;rfe<3:l} be dilfinguilhed to ten or twelve Replies. 
The greatcll Church is that of St. Gudula ; in which is her Statua, 
the Devil ftriving to blow out the Light of her Lanthorn. The two 
Chappcls therein are remarkable ; the one built bv Leopoldus. very fair 
on the out-fide : the other tow'ards the No' th, hath been vifitcd by five 
Kings ; in which is the Holt which bled being ftabbed by the Jews. In 
the Dominican Q\\atc\\ is the Monument of the Duke of Cleve and his 
Dutchels, in Corinthian brafs- But for a New Church that of the Be- 
gennes, or Pious Maids, is very confiderable ; there being Eight hun- 
dred of them in this CityjWho have a particular place allotted to them, 
where they have built this milk-white Church. The Plague was much 
in this place at that time, three hundred Houfes being lhut,up and Gar- 
lands placed on the doors, in the middle of which

was written I H S. I ftw the Englifh Nunnery, and other confidera- 
ble Buildings. And after I had refrcflicd my felf at the Filh-Tavern, 
which is worth the feeing, efpecially for two Rooms an it, furnilhed from 
top to bottom.with very good Pidures, I returned to Antwerp.

Othh. 4 . 1 travelled through an open Country, and lodged at MoHn 
hrufle. The w///; Souldiers met us upon the Road this day, fonie 
them well mounted and armed, and begged ot us, and were well fatisfi- 
cd vvith a fmall Benevolence. The next day wc entred the Country 
of Lkge^ and palled great f-Icaths, and on the Sixth, in the morning ar- 
rived at Miiejlrekht. 

TrajeBum ad Mofam, or Mieflreicbt, is a ftrong Town, fcated upon jujiuiht. 
the Macs, four Leagues below Lkge. The Out-works arc ver}’ con- 
fidcrable ; the Wall is old. Towards the South-eaft lies a Hill , 
which arifes gently, and overlooks part of the Town. Under tliis 
Hill is one of the nobleft Quarries of Stone in the W orld. To lecurc 
the Town from the diladvantage it might receive from this Hill, there 
was formerly a Fort built upon it, but it hath been long fincc lliglitcd ; 
and they have made out an Horn-work within Muskct-lhot of it, and 
the Dallion anfwcring to it is made very high, to cover tlie Town. On 
the other fide of the River Hands llkke, very well fortified allb, and 
rather ftronger than Maejlrekk, into which they might retire if' the 
Town lliould be taken by Storm, it being united to Maejlrcicbt by a 
handfom Bridge over the Mies, confifting of Nine Arches. .All about 
Wicke the Country is flat : there are many Inhabitants in it, and a 
handfom Glafs-houfc. 

The private Houfes of Maelirekbt are generally covered with a 
black Slat, or Ardoife, otlierw'ifc not very beautiful. The Town- 
houfe is fair, fcated in one of the I'/.nza's, built of white Stone; it 
hath Nine large Windows in a rou' on each fide , and witliin is very 
well painted by Tbeodorus van der Schuer , who W'as Painter to 
the Qiieen of Sweden. In another Piazza is a Fountain , rows of 
Trees, and the great Church. This Town was bcficgcd and taken 
from the King of Spain by tlic Conlederaic States in the year 

0(?o^fr the Seventh I dined at Gf/Zd/), a fmall place, and came that 
night to Aken, Aix la Cbapelle, or AquilgraHe, an ancient noble City, 
the Inhabitants Courteous, and much frequented by rcafonofits hot 
Baths, of which I Ihall fpcak more particularly in my Journey from 
Colen to London. Leaving Aken I travelled towards Julkrs or Gu- 
lick, but it being late before we arrived, the Gates were Ih it up, fo 
as we went only under the Walls, leaving it on our right hand. Near 
unto Gulick runs a lltallow fwift River, called the Poer. At the 
Mouth of it, where it falls into the Maes, is fcated a confiderable 
Town, called Roemonde, through whichlpafled in the year 167^. 
when Sir Lionel Jenkeni and Sir Jofepb Willamfin were fent Plenipoten- 
tiaries to Cologne, in our Journey from Antwerp to that City. Wc then 
paired the Country of Brabant, by the way o^Thornhaut, Weert, Roer- 
and the next Night palling by Erkelens, lodged at Cailro, or 
Cajler, in GulicklanH, where there are Hill the remains of an old Cattle, 
formerly built for the Defence of that part ot the Country. Roermon- 

is fcated upon a rifing Hill, near the River Roer, hath a Colledgc 
of Jefuits in it, a handfomo Piazza, and an old Abby with divers Mo- 
numents 
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numentsvery ancient, founded by Gerard ^x\ oiGuelderland. From 
this Town their Excellencies were faluted with the Guns from their 
Walls, charged with Bullets. The Spaniards in moft places driving to 
cxprefs the higheft of their refpeds. 

From Gulkk I travelled to Cologne^ where I arrived O&oher the 
\oth-, 1^68. 
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Cohi, or Colonh /Irr 'i^f imy \\ as anciently t!ie Ca- 
pital City ol' tlie ?Jhii, a people who were at firft pof- 
iefled of' the Ciiountrics now called Berg and March, 
but bein^ over-run by the Gernms next to them, 
Agrippa, Lieutenant of Gallia, received them into 
protedion, and placed them upon this fide of the Ro- 
man Ilioar of the Rhine, where they built this pJif.ee, 
and called it Dpi flam Vliotnm, and the Romans fealing themfclvcshere 
for the defence of the Country, in Honour of Agrippina, daughter to 
Germ >nicus, and wife to Clai'rlh'S, w hofc JJirth pIacc it \i as, gaye it al- 
terW'ard,stheNamcofC«A'///j Agrippma. It is at preluit one of the 
largcll, if not the greatefl, ol any t>ity in Gi rinany, fecured tow aids the 
Land by a high Wall, and two deep Tfenehts, and tow aids the VVatci 
by a Wall of Stone. Tlie Rhine renders it deligiitlul ujx-n one fide and 
divers rows of Trees endofe the Town towards the L nid. .Tlicy have 
fbme Out-\vorl\S, as Elall-mocns and Kavelins, but tneii l/Cil feetiiity is 
in the great number ol men w inch they arc able to laife witlunthcm* 
felvcs. Many of the Streets ai e broad, and paved with broa J Hones. 

It received the Chriftian Faith very e,aily, and Matertms wsssthin 
BiHiop aboVc 1^50 years fince, W'ho fubferibeel, amongft othcis, to the 
Council QiArRs.- They have a great number of Qjurcites, and well 
endowed, which take up a great part of the Town ; tfic Pt.tLcnds and 
Canons Houfes having in many places Vineyards, and J^rgp,i^arden.s 
adjoynijij^. Towards the North end of tlic Xow^i, the oi St. 

■ RimiAr// is^confidcrable. 7 'hc Convent of the fkmi^ i? ffif, and 
jicwly bviit, vvifh a Qardcn in the Courtj und all the Gh3,n)bcts uni- 
form. ThE^JefuitiCs Chtirch'is well built ahjl Hpi'Cfl wi.th' ,riq|i .Cjppes, 
Altar-pIiicEs, aiid^riicr Ornaments- fii the (^hurclf p.f St. jif/yoit, a 
Saint of great natne tieVc, martyred about Coloi in the time .of Maxf' 
• tniauiiSyixc about a,thpufand Saints heads, and on each fide of the Al- 
tar a large 'Statua, whereof one is of a Moor ; and under the Quire anp- 
ther Chlifctu the Cqnvcnt of tlie Cpmelites ts.aJfo corUrdorable, 

O wherein 
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wherein the Treaty of Peace was held witli good accommodiuion in if, 
.though with no fuccefs, in the year i673. In the Church of St. Vrjula 
is her Tomb, and the Tombs of divers of the Eleven thoufand Virgins, 
martyred by the Hum. Upon the Monument of St. VrfuLi is this In- 
feription ; 

Sepulchrum Smitla VrfuU indkio Columhc detCiUm. 

Upon many of the Tombs which are old, arc Crofles and Lamps. Ma- 
ny Bones and Heads of the Martyrs are alfo kept in this Church. The 
Cathedral is dedicated to St. Te/er, and is very large, but not finilhed. 
The B^y of the Church hath four rows of Pillars within it. The 
Quire is handlbme and very high : behind it are believed to be the 
Tombs of the three Wife men which came from the Eaft to worlhip our 
Saviour, or the Kings of Aralia, of whom it was prophefied that they 
lliould bring Gifts, commonly called the three Kings of Md- 
chtor, who offered Gold, Gajpar Frankincenfe, and Balthafar Mvrrh 
Their Bodies, as the account goes, were firft removed toConjlamh^ 
pie by Helena,tht Mother of Conjiantine t!ic Great ; then to -MiLm by 
Euflorfius Biffiop thereof; and they have now refted at Colen for above 
fiye hundred years, being tranflatcd from Milan hither by Rahtoldus 
Bilhop 01 Coleny in the year 1164 There arc allb divers other Monu- 
ments of mfhops, and Noble Perfons in Brafs and Stone, and one in the 
mape of a Caftlc with fix Towxrs. The Canons of this Church are all 
Noblemen ; among whom the Duke of who onlinarily rcfides 

at Dufe/dorf, about imnty Englifh miles below this City, upon the 
Mine, hath two. Sons. In a Church dedicated to all the Apoflles they 
Ihcw us a Tomb,which being opened by Thievespntending tobj’undor 
It, the Wonian buried in itarofc up and went home,, and lived with 
her Husband divers years after. In one of the Streets is a Tower or 
ratlier one Tower upon another, which feems to be ancient, now made 
a I rifon. Upon another Ruine alfo in the Streets lies a Tomb made 
out of one Stone ; of yhich fort of Tombs there are many in this City 
and other places; but the greateft number of them I ever faw was at 
Arles in Provence. 

The Senate Houfe is Noble, having a fair Tow er upon it from 
whence there is a good profpedb over the City. Upon the Front of 
the Senate Houfe is a Man in Baffo relievo, lighting with a Lyon, who 
as It was rekted to me, was formerly one of the Confuls, swho havint»’ 
had aconteft withfome Clergy-men about the Government of the 
ty, on a fuddain they caufeda Lyon to be let in upon him: upon 
llcw th^^*°" lie behaved lurafclf fo well, as he delivered himfeli; and 

The Eleiftor or Archbilhop of Celen hath two Places in the City 
but by agreement between him and the Town, he is not to ftav 
here above three days together. Only this prefent Archbilhop, upon 
the roming down of the Imperial Forces, and his Icfs of twk 

?gr2t*ShS^*^ he continued 

The City is Imperial and Free, and yet it doth Homage to the Eleia* 

c/ Colen premi/e to de 
Arcbbifbop, to le faithful and favourable unto him as long as he preferves 
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Ui in Right and Honour^ and in oUr,^ ancient rivileges, Vs, our I fives 
our Children, and our City of Colcn. Moft of die City arc of the Ho- 
Wii# Church, and the whole Town fo full of Convents, Churches, Church- 
men and Reliques, that it is not undcfervedly ftylcd the Rome of Ger- 
many. The Lutherans have alfo a Church within the Walls, and the 
Calvinifts at Mulheim, half a League down the Rream on the other dile 
of the Rhine. 

Over againft Co/en lies Putz, a finall Village, inhabited chicHy by- 
Jews. The Ve/Icls which come out oi’ the Low-Count ncs hither arc 
long, round bellied, and of great burden. Near to the Wall of the 
Town, upon the Qiiay or Key, is a kind of Harbour made li)r them, 
into which they may be drawn,and clca|X' the Injuries they would other- 
wife fufler by the Ice in Winter. 

Befidcs the rich Clergy, there arc many wealthy Citizens anil Mer- 
chants 1 ere, and they maintain a TraRick and Corrcfpondcncc with 
divers Countries, efpccially by the convenience of the Rhine. They 
fpcak notthcbefl: but Latin tinA Freruh ixe underRood 
by many : Divers HoRs in Inns Ipeak f-atin, and the Servants • 
which proves a good help onto Travellers. It was made an b'niverfity 
about the year i ^88. liefides the General Hol'pitals for j oung and old 
perfons, there are two for the Sick, and well accommodated. They 
have a Pharmacopata Colonienfis, or a Dijpenfatory proper to the place, 
whereby apothecaries compound their Medicines. I was acquainted 
with one of the beR, Mr. Llhurg, a knowing and obliging pcrlbn,who 
was his Late MajtRy King Charles the Second’s Ap ^thccary while he 
refided at Colen, and whom my honoured Friend Sir Alexander Frafer, 
his Majeflies chief Phy fician, made ufe of, who lived in great reputa- 
tion in this City . 

Two hundred years fince JEneas Sylvius left an high expreflion con- 
cerning this place, Colonia qua- de conjuge Claudii matre Neronis, .\- 
grippina dilla esl, (S irium Magorum ojfihus illujlrata, nihil magnifeen- 
titts, nihil ornatius, ma Europa reperius : which though, if flridly 
conflrued, will hardly be admitted by any who hath beheld Paris, Na- 
ples ^ Fenice, &c. yet doth it declire the noblcnefs of this City, even in 
former times. 

We left Colen about four a Clock in the Afternoon, being drawn up 
the Stream with Horles, they being made faR by a very long Rope to 
the Maft ; W’e lodged in a fmall Village, having had a good profped 
of Colen all this Evening from off the water. Near to this Place 'Julius 
Cafar made his Bridge over the Rhine. The next day wc came to 
the Scat of the prefent Arclibifhop and Eledorof Colen, AJaximi- 
lianus Henricus, Duke of Ravaria, Bifhop Hildiflieim and Liege, ^.rs^ 
Arch-Chancellor of the Empire throughout Italy. This place W'as for- 
merly called Uonna, or Cajlra Bonnenjia, the wintering place, in the 
time o{ Tacitus, of the fixth Legion. It was not long Race very well 
fortified by the order of the prefent Archbilhop, and the dirccRion of 
Colonel Bifer, a Vimd man, having CataraHs in both his eyes. The 
Archbilhops Palace is very Noble, and there is a Charabei' feated a good 
way into the Rhine, to which they pafs thorow a Gallery. This Night 
wc lodged at the foot of the hig. eR of the feven Hills by the Rhine, 
which arc fecn at a great diRance ; and ujxn divers of them Rand old 
ruined Cattles. On the iqth we patted by a pleafant Ifland with a 

0^1 Convent 
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Convent in it : at Remagen is alfo a Convent upon a Rock, fortified 
. •w’ith round Towers. In the Evening we lodged near to a Caftle, ruin- 
ed four years before by the Eledors of Triers and Cvlen, it belonging 
at that time to the Duke of LerratH. On the i6th early in the Morn- 
ing wc came to Anderuach, where the Plague was very much at that 
time, and they kept a great many of their fick in Boats upon the 
Rhine. 

Anterumb. AnJernach, of old Antenacum., was one of the Roman Fortrefles. Up- 
on this River, fomc think that Caligula w'as born, and that tfalentinian 
w'as buried thereabouts. Near unto this place arc alfo Mineral Sprii^s, 
Well frequented, and much made ufeof. The Town is encompaffed 
W'ith an old Wall ; and the Gates w'crc ihut up by reafon of the Plague: 
Notwithftanding, there being divers Friars in our Company, fcveral of 
the Towns men fent out diflics of Meat to them, which W'e eat in the 
Field upon Trees which were laid along near the Town. This day .the 
palTage by water Teeming tedious to us, Mr. Mulftroh, a worthy Ger- 
tnan Gentleman, with whom I travelled as far as Spire, was willing we 
fliould hire a Coach together, which wc did, and invited the friars 
with whom wc had breakfafted, to go along with us in it to Colkntz. 
We parted through a very pleafant Country, between rou s of Walnut- 
trees, in fight of two of the Elcdor of Triers Houfcs,and near to a Houfe 
belonging to the Count de Wert. 

Wc parted the Mofella over a handfome Stone-bridge of thirteen Ar- 
ches, built by Archbifhop Raldiu, or Balduinus, in the year i and 
coming into the Town, we w^ent to the Dominican Convent, which is 
pleafantly feated near the Banks of the River Mojelh ; but the Prior 
of the Convent, whom we had brought v\'ith us, was fo obliging, that 
he would not part with us that night ; and w e were very civilly enter- 
tained by him in his Lodgings : He invited allb fbnie of the Cionvent 
to bear us company j and after a handfome Sup(x;r, with plenty of ex- 
cellent Mofella Wine, we went to bed between two Feather-beds, 

Coikm^. Cohle-tz, or Conjluentia, is a Tow’n of a Triangular Figure, feated at 
the meeting of two great Rivers, the Rhine and the Mofella, which 
make two fides thereof, and the third is made by a Line drawn from 
6nc River to the other ; which is now well fortified after the mort re- 
gular Modern way. Tiie Wall within tbefe Works had many old high 
Tow'ers ; and formerly there was another ftill nearer to the uniting of 
the Rivers, and confequently containing a Icfs fpace of ground: J his 
Town is under the Eledor and Archbifhop di Triers, Caroles Caf par, of 
the Noble Family of the Leyen, Arch-Chancellor for the Empire in Qal- 
lia Belgica, and the Kingdom oi Arles' It was given to tlie Church 
of Triers W'hcn Medoaldus was Archbifliop, ab<jve a thoufand years 
fince, in the time of King Dagolert. The Situation is pleafant and 
convenient, and lies over againft the Caftle of Hermanjlein, or Ehren* 
Irei'Jlein, that is. The Stone of far extended Honour', at the loot of 
which Caftle, upon the fhoar of the Rhine, under a great Rock, ftands 
a very Noble Palace of the Eledors, two large Wii^gs and the Front 
with five Pavilions ftanding towards the River, and from it a long Bridge 
of Boats over the Rhine to Collentz : when any great Vertel partes by, 
they Jet flip three Boats, whereby the partage lies open, and make them 
faft ajgain afterwards. In the German Wars the Spaniards thruft in a 
Garrifon into this Town ; which was afterwards beaten out by the 

Rhinegrave 
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Rbinegrave for the King of Sweden ; and the ftrong Cahlc of /l/.v' w- 
heitHein being put into the liands of the Ftj:nch^ the Einpcrours l-'orcts 
leizcd upon the Archbilhop of 7 V/m. who tlicn was Pl'd/pUM Cbtiho- 
phorus, and carried him away to Vienns. 

In places where tlie Rhine runs through a low Country and a iat 
Soyl, it walhcs away the Banks: to iccurc wliicli, in diters place.', 
they have made great Works of Wood, and alfoto iecurc Velkis lic:ii 
the danger of the Ice. And I remember, riding near tb.c B.'.nl,.s oi the 
River Loire in France, I oblervcd them in fome places to 1 e handlomc- 
ly defended for a long way together with Freellone. 

Near unto upon a Hill, is a Convent of Canl.nh.his. oil,;, 

ler ih& lyr/a we went up the Rhine to Bopfi.tri,a walled 'i'owii, upon 
the weftern bank, where Van frump was at that time : it is a \ei) old 
Town, one of the Fortrdlt's againd the Germans, called nncienilv 

Hodahriga ; fome would have it called Boppoit llom lieaupmt, I 'aii- 
haven, or Ronport,igpo(.\ convenient place lor Velitls to renre into, or 
to ride in. 

On the i8r/a vve dined at St Caer, a plealant Town belongir';.; to the 
Zandtgrave oi //eJfcyVi’ho hath a Caille here, (aiming on fiioar wc 
met with an cdel adlom : for upon the Wall fide there is fallnctl a 
Collar of Brafs at prefent, but was formerly of Lead, anil gi\cn by 
Charles the Fifth ; into this mod Strangers that come jnit their Necks, 
at W'hich time they ask them. Whether they will he Jpiinkled with wa- 
ter, or drink wme t and if they choofc the latter, they give an enter- 
tainni'.nt of Wine to the Company.The Queen oi Sweden jialling by this 
place, gave a great Silver Cup. out of which they now drink at tliis 
Ceremony. We lodged this night at Wefel, a Town lituated betveeen 
a high Hill and the River, belonging to the Archbidtop of 7 V/m.Herc 
in the Market-place tlicy llicvv’d us the print of St. //«/r; /’s Horles loot 
in a Free- done. 

On the i^th we came to Baccharach, or ad Bacchiaras, belonging 
to the Eledor Palatine ; a place famous for excellent Wines. Wc 
paded by an old Cadic Icated upon a Rock in the middle of the Rhine, 
being of an irregular figure, caWodWfahs, where form'’rly the c.,jie, 

of the A/i/w were born, the Princedes being lent hither to be 
brought to Bed. Wc came this night to Dreickfkaujt n ; the next day 
we went by a dangerous Padage, there being many Rocks under wa- 
ter, which caufe the River to run yery rapid and unequally. A little 
above this wc came to a round Tower, on a Rock in the Rhine, called 
the Moufe-tower,h\Xi\t by Hatto Archbifliop oi Mentz, in the year 900. 
who, as the Story goes, in a time of great Scarcity, pretending to re- 
lieve the poor who wanted bread, invited them together into a Barn, 
w here he burnt them all, faying, They were like the Rats and Mice 
which would devour the Corn. After which he was fo periccuted with 
Rats and Mice, that to avoid them he caufed this Tower to be built in 
the middle of the Rhine, which did not avail l^n, for they followed 
him thitlier alfo, ar>d at lad devoured him. A little above this lies 
Bing upon the Wclkrn Ihoar; a confiderable Town, belonging to the 
Eledor of Mentz : here our Boat Hayed to pay Cuftom, as it had 
done alfo at Bonna, Liutz, Uammerfiein, Andernach, CoUentz, Lode- 
Jheim, Bopport, St. Gower, Cuh, and Baccarach. For the trade of the 
Rhine being great, Princes and Lords, who have Towns upon it, make • 

ufe 
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ufc of that advantage, wliich, though it abates the gains of the Mer- 
chant, brings confiderable profit to themfclves. 

Binz,, or BiKgium, was an old Homan Fortrcfs upon the /f/we, where 
the River Nuviu or Naw enters into it ; over which latter there is a 
handfome Stone-bridge ; In this Town were many of the Duke of Lor- 
rains Army fick and woutidcd, who tlirce weeks betorc had maintain- 
ed a figlit againil the Forces of the Eledor Palatine, near this place. 
From we continued our Journey to Mentz : at Hudejheim in Rhine' 
gaw, a place noted for good Wine, they lliewed us a Boy, whole hair 
was thick and woolly, like to the M'rka>i Moors, but of a fine white 
colour, which being fomevt hat an odd fight, I took away fome of his 
hair with me. 

Menti, Moguntia, Moguntiaam, and by the French Mayence, is feated 
over againft the C onfluence of the River Main, with the Rhine, or ra- 
ther a little below it ; in a lertile Country, abounding in all Frovifion.s 
and good Wine ; it lies at length, and is mofl extended towards the 
River; and that part excels the other towards the Land, which is 
not fo populous or well-built.- It is a llrong place, and W'cll guarded ; 
it hath many Churches and Mon.dlcries and Ionic liiir Buildings, cfpes- 
cially thofe ot publick concern, as tlv ? '' tee ot the ElcCfor, and others: 
But the narrowncls of the Streets, ai ' many old Houfes, take away 
’ much from the beauty of tlic City. It is an Univerfi'-v begun about 
the year i486, or as others will have it 1461. Tins place allb chal- 
lenges tlic Invention of Printing, or at li alf: the firft promotion or 
pertedion thereof: And the Territory about it. is famous lor the de- 
llrudion of the Roman Legions under Pa.-uj, by the Germans. Gujfa- 
-c'wi Adolplm, King of was wonderfully picafed upon the tak- 

ing of this City, 1631. entring into it in State upon the 14//; of De- 
cember, it being his Birth-day, w hich began the 38//) year of his life, 
and kept his C ourt and tl.'ri(hias here ; where at one time there were 
with him fix chief Princes of the Empire, twelve Ambaffadors of Kings, 
Stales, Eledors, and Princes; befidcs Dukes and Lords, and the Mar- 
tial men of his own Army. At the taking of the Town, they found 
great llore of Ordnance and Powder; and the City redeemed it Icllf 
from Pillage by giving the Kinga Ranfom of Eighty thoufand Dollar i‘, 
and the ( Icrgy and Jews gave Two and twenty thoufand more ; of 
which the Jew's paid Eighteen thoufand ; Archbilhop IVaml old k\\s\^ 
himfelf upon the Rhine, and retiring to Colen. The Kingcauled alio 
two great Bridges to be made, one over the Main, founded upon fifteen 
great flat bottom’d Boats, the reft being built upon great Piles of Wood: 
Another over the Rhine i'upportcd by fixty one great flat Boats, each 
lying the diftance of an Arch from one another ; and many Families of 
people living fometimes in the Boats under the Bridge. The Bridge 
over the Main is take n away ; but that over the Rhine is ftill continu- 
ed : Upon which I faw the prefent Eledor palling in his Coach ; a Per- 
fon of great Gravity,^f a middle Stature, having long grey Hair, .and 
w as very Princely attended ; his Name is Joannes Philippas of the No- 
ble Family <di Schoenhurg, Elector and Archbilhop oH Mentz, Bilhopof 
and Bithopof IL'cmx, Arch-Chancellor of the Empire for 
all Germany ; the firft of the Eletloral College ; in all publick Con- 
ventions he fits at the right hand of the Emperor, and is a .Succeflbr of 
the famous Boniface, an Englilh man, Bilhop of Mentz, who very much 
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prcffloted tlie Chriflian Religion in thefe parts. But tliough his Digni- 
ty and Place excel the two other Ecclefiaftical Elcdors of Cokn 
and triers, yet his Territories come Ihort ; and they lie not tc^ether, 
but fcatteringly with thofc of the Ralatmate, Spier, Fr.mkfort, and 
divers places in francon/a. But of late he hath much cncreafcd his 
Power, by feizing the great Cky oi Erfurdt in Turingia,\\\\\d\ he hath 
fma- much beautilied and ftrengthneel by a Cittadcl built upon St. Pe- 

'ters-hill. 

In the year One Thoufand one hundred and fourteen, the Emireror 
the Fourth lent an Ambafladorto the King of Englmd, Henry 
the Full, requefting that Maude the Kings daughter whom he had for- 
merly efpouled by Proxy, might now, being Marriage-able, be lent to 
him : to which requefl; the King moll willingly condefccndcd,andthc 
Princefs was prefently conduded by his greateft Peers into Germany, 
and at Mentz was married to Henry the Fourth, and there Crowned 

hisEmprefs. , ^ 

From Mentz I pafled by water up the River Mam, to Franckjort, a 
free City of the Empire, called /'awcotww, a PalTagc or Ford 

of the Franks, as ferving them for a Retreat, when they entred or re- 
turned from Gaul-, at prefent Franckford u|X)n the Main, to ditterencc 
it from Franckford upon the River Oder, which is an Univcrfity : It is 
a large Town, divided into two-parts by the River ; the lellcr called 
‘sascnhaufen,QX Sasondmfes, united to the other by a Stone-bndge 
over the Main, of twelve or thirteen Arches. It is a place of good 
Trade and well feated for it, as having the advantage of the River 
#/<;/«, which palTes by Ramherg, Sclm einjurt, Wurtzhurg,Guemund, or 
Gaudia mundi-, andalfo the 7:r/Jer,and other Rivers running into it, af- 
fords conveniency for Commerce with tlie remoter parts of Franconta; 
and thcMain running into the Rhine, makes a large communication 

both up and down that Stream. n- r u r 

But this place ismofl remarkable for the Elcdion of the Emperor, 
whieh by the Law s of the G Iden Bull, Ihould be in this City, as alfp 
for two ^reat Marts or Fairs kept in March and September-, at which 
times them is an extraordinary concourfc ol people from remote parts, ^ 
in order to buying and felling of fcvcral Comiroditics, cfpecially for 

.Catalogues every year, and have no fmall dealings tjiat way, by tlw 
Yesdeoxsohhe. Germans, Hollanders, Italians, Trm/i, and Englijh: 
though at other times their trading in Books feems not great ; lor 
when I W'as tl.cre out of the time ol the Mart, the Stationers Shops 
bdng Ihut up, made but a dull IhSw. Here are alio a great number 
of good Horfes bought and fold : and o .i the I^rt h-fide of l^e City 
there is a fpacious place for a Horfe-Fair. The City is ftrong and well 
fortified ; ind moft part of the Town are Lutherans. Inthe German 
Wars the King of Sweden having taken Hanaw, fent a Meflenger tp 
Franckfort to know whether the City would peace^ly and 
fet open their Gates'unto him, and accept fairly ol a Garrifon, 
to tht hazard ofaSiege: Andalthough they were un willing, to yield, 
vet for fear of the worft, they confeoted, That the Ring Ihpuld have 
Le palTagc for his Army through the City ; and that for the ^ 
furanceofit fix hundred of his men fhould be rceived for a Garrifon 
• and allb .h« .he eand P»ple to«ld cate 
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an Oatli unto his Majcfly. So that upon the ijtboiMovemhery 
the King’s Army paficd through Saxonhaufen over the Bridge,' ■^itc 
through the Town. Colonel f' itzthumh was left Governour in Saxon- 
Ihwjcn; and the King himfclf rode bare headed through the Streets: 
and by his obliging behaviour did generally win the affedions of the 
beholders ; and three days after returned thither again with the Landi- 
jf/ave of Heffcn-Cafell, and the Lamltgrave of Heffen-Darm/ladt 
where theV met the Seventeen Earls of the Wetteraiv, or yeteravia,znd 
were feafted in the fame room where the Emperors at their Coronation 
ufe to be entertained. 

tii Saxonl.hmfen there is aHoufc anciently I'clonging untothe Knights 
of the Tettionick Order, which bath the privilege of a Sanduary for 
Man-flayers and Bankrupts; but it is a fccurity but for fourteen days. 
Upon tliis fide th re is the largcfl portion of Land belonging to Franck- 
fort ; on the other fide very little. 

This being a trading place, it is no wonder that there are fo many 
Jews in it ; toradillindion they wear great Hulls, their Sons Bonnets, 
and their Wives a peculiar drefs of their Head. 

The Collegiate (church of St. Bartholomew, where many of the Em- 
jicrors have been crowned, is large, hath a high Steeple, and is built of a 
red Hone. There are divers handibmc Fountains in the Town, and 
gooelHoufcs; in one of the belt of which live Monfieur /’/mriW*/- 
viHe, a great Merchant, and a civil w'orthy pcrlon well known in moll; 
jdaccs ol Oommerce ; who obliged me with l.cttcrs to Venke, and other 
places. 

From Franckfort I continued my Journey through the Eer^flraes 
palling by Darmjhult, which belongs to one of the Brotlicrs'^of the 
Houle ol f iejj'en, commonly known by the name of the LanJtgra've 
of //(?//'■» Darmjla/lt ; and afterwards through a fruitful plain Coun* 
try, in the fight ol Hills, and fometimes near them : the whofe Coun- 
try planted with Walnut-trees, 'Vines, Corn, and in fome places witli 
Tabaco ; till I arrived at Ileidellerg, 

In coming into this Towm we palled over the River Neccar, Nicer, or 
Necarus, upon a Bridge covered over from one end to another, with a 
large Roof of Wood>' in the lame manner is the long Bridge covered at 
the entrance of the City cli Akifandria delfti paglia in Italy. 

'I'he River Neccar arifes near the Sylva Martiana, now Swartzwald^ 
or -Black Forejl, and palFmg through the Territories of the Duke oikV/t- 
runs into the Rhine Manhcim : This, though none of the 
greatefi:, yet is a confidcrablc River o{ Germany; and hath divers good 
Towns uixrn itand near it, as Sidrz*TdmeH, Wirtinzen, Elfwien Stut- 
gard,Canflat,Lauffen,HalJhrun, Heidelberg. ^ ’ 

■ There being Wars at that time when I was in this Country, between 
the Elcdor PalatineznA the Duke of .* The Eledor Vefided for 
the moR part at Frankendale, to be near his Forces. 

Heidelberg is feated on the South-fidc of the River Neccar, between 
it and a ridge of high Hills, fo as it cannot wclF admit of .a modern 
Fortification, or hope to be extraordinary ftrong, as being over- looked 
by the adjacent Mountains : It lies moft at lengtli from Eaft to Weft: 
It hath been an Univerfity frnce die year 1346, at which time it was 
begun by Rupert us. Count Palatine, and at prefent is much freejuent- 
cd. In the grpat Church was kept the fianous Library, which, after 

that 


Spaniards \\i.^ taken this Town t6io. was tarried to Kornty 
jJHpdedto the Vatican, where I faw it in the year 1664. being pfa- 
cecripon one fide of a very long Gallery belonging fo fhe Vatican Li- 
brary ; and the Duke ot Z/rlins Library placed on the ofherfide, over 
atrainft it : both which made a notable addition to the Papal Libraty. 
In this Church and the Church alfoof^r. iV/cr, arc divers Monu- 
ments of Princes of the Family, and of Learned and Famous 
Men. The Frenclj have a Church here, and the prefent Ele(Tor is of 
the Order of the Hol)-GhJ } ; and his Son a Marefchal of France : and 
good French and Uilh-rlutch are botli generally fpoken here. The 
Lutheram have alfo a Church in this Town, by the favour ot the pre- 
fent Eledior ; although he himfclf be a Cakinifl : and to exprefs hiS 
generous kindnefs the higher in this point, the M Stone was laid by 
himfclf and his Son ; and it is called the Church cf Frovtetence, accor- 
ding to the Fdedors Motto, jDtfwww TrowV-?///. 

Upon the Town-houic is a Clock with divers Motions, and when 
the Clock flrikcs, the figure of an Old man pulk off his hat, a Cock 
crows and fhakes his wings, Souldicrs fight with one another, and the 
like The Prince’s Stables for above a hundred Horfes are feated Upon 
the River very conveniently, but were fairer formerly, above half 
thereof havin'^ been ruined by the Imperalifls; as alio divers of the 
Statues on the out-fide of the Caftle, which is feated high above the

ordinary fizc ; yet inconfidcrable, if compared to the great TuiUjipt 
in a great Building joyning to the Cellars ; it was built by this pfijjt 
Elector’s Orders, 1 and goes far beyond any made before : It 
tains 204 Faiders and oddmeafure, or about two hundred Tuns: iu- 
ftcad of Hoops it is built with large knee Timber, like the ribs of a 
Ship, which arc painted and carved, and have divers inferiptions upon 
them, and fupported by carved Pedeftals. Upon one fide of it is a 
handfom Stair-cafe to afeend to the top of the Vcflel; upon the top of 
which is a Gallery fet round withBallifters, three and forty fteps high 
from the ground. 

About an Ertglijh Mile from Heidelberg^ between the Hills, is a fo- 
litary place, where three large Streams or Springs gulh out of the Moan- 
tain, and prefently fill five Ponds, have three handfom Cafeatesor 
Falls, and after run into the Plain, and arc ftrong enough in a fraall 
fpace to turn four Mills;, this is called or the Wolfs Fo^a- 

taitty from a Princefs who formerly retired into a Cave in this defert 
place, and was here devoured by a Wolf. 

Wliile I was at Heidelberg., two Englijh men came kindly to me, 
\At.yillers^ VoATmothy MMletorf^;x^os\'g\x\gXQ Lobemfeldr Cleijler., a 
Convent formerly of the Jefuitesy but fincc let out to about an hun- 
dred Ettgli/hy who left their Country i 66 i. came up the Rbi/ie, and 
by the permiffion of the EleAor, fettled thcmfclves a few Miles from 
hence, living all together. Men, Women, and Children, in one houfe ; 
and having a Community of many things : They arc of a peculiar Re- 
ligion, calling thcralelvcs Chriftian Jews ; and one Mr. Pooky former- 
ly living at Norwich, is their Head. They cut not their Beards, and ob- 
4 rve many other Ceremonies and Duties, which they cither think 
theirdelves obliged to from fomc Exprcllions in the old Teftament, or 
from IpmeNew Expolition of tlifir Leaders. 

From HeidtlhurgX m^e an excurfion,and had a fight of Spire 
in a Plain, ion the We^-fide of the Rime ; a place of Antiquity, con- 
ceived to be Vrhs Nemetm of old; a large place and populous. Tlie 
King of Sweden in t^K German Wars demoliihed the Works about it, 
not willing to fparc fo great a number of his Souldiers as was re- 
quired to Garrifon ijt , and make it good. It is an Epifcojxil See 
under the Arch*Bifhop of Mentz: there arc many fair Houfes 
in it , divers Churches , and a fair Cathedral , with four large 
Towers. The Romanifis, the Lvthraiis and Calvinijh preach in it at. 
leveral hours. It is the more popubus, and filled with people of 
good quality, ’by rcafon of the concourfe of perfons from other.parts 
of Germany, for the decifion of Law Suits : For here the Imperial 
Chamber is held, and many difbrences which arife in the Empire are 
determined, and the Eledtors and other Princes, in fomc Tryals at 
Law, may be called hither. It is a fettled Court, which Maximilian the 
Firll;, for the better eale of all perbns, placed firfr at Worms, and poc 
long after it was fitted at Spire, from whence it cannot be now retno- 
ved, but by the confent of all the Eftates. Things ipognofciblc in this 
Court are determined by an Imperial Judge, and fealed with the Em- 
perours Arms, fo that there lies no appeal unto the Emperor. 

Another d^ I went to formerly a Village, feated at the 

Confluence of the Rhine and Neccar ; but walled about by the Ele<Jtor 
Frederkk the Fourth, and fince is much encreafed ; all the Struts 

beli^ 
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being large and uniform, and a Noble Cittadel built ; within which, 
over againft the Gate, the Elcdor dcfignsa Palace, the Model of which 
I faw : and at prefent, on the right hand, there are three Pavilions of 
‘Lodgings: in one ol which lodges the Elcdor Pa’jti/ie; in another 
the Prince his Son ; and in the third the Princefs his Daughter : behind 
tliefe there is a handfoiuc Garden and Lodgings for Lkgen Velderen^ 
the Churfurjh Miflrefs. Here are fomc good Pidturcs, as a Head of 
• Hans llollen^ and a Landskip witli the Story of the Union of the 
StviJl'ers. The Bridge over the Moat of the Cittadel into the Town, is 
alfo remarkable, as having fix Draw-bridges upon it, three great ones, 
and three fmall ones on the fide There are Palifado’s all along the 
bottom, in the middle of the Ditch, and without upon the FJpla- 
nude. 

From Heidcllog I travelled to Nttrnlerg in the Company of Cap- 
tain Wagenfeyl, who had been in the I'olijh and Hungarian v\’ars, and 
was’cmpioycd a little before in blowing up the Caftle of Launjlcyn, be- 
longing to tire Kledlor Palatine, to prevent its furprifil by the Duke of 
Lorrain He was then employed to raife a Company at A’ir; nberg, for 
the Service ol the Eledlor Palatine. I had a good advantage in my Jour- 
ney by his Company ; for he travelled with Authority, and was a ge- 
nerous, knowing, and courteous perfon. 

Tite firfl day we travelled near to the Neccar, in flony and rocky 
V. ay 5 and it being dark bclbre wc came to Mojfach, the Pcafants con- 
dudcdusfroin Village to Village with bundles ot lighted Straw. 

The next day wc came to Poxlerg, where there is an old Cafllc,and 
in the afternoon reached Morhnthal, or Mcrgetheim, the Scat ol the 
Grand Maflcr ot the Herrlm Dcutchern, or the Teutonkk Order. The 
Town is well built, hath a fair with a large Fountain in it, and 
a Statue of one of the Grand Matters, \»'ith a long Corridore from his 
Palace. This Order hath been of great Fame, and hath had large Poi- 
fcflions, as may be fceri in the exad Account of the Teatenick Knights 
of PruJJia, made out from the bed Authors, by my worthy honoured 
Friend Mr. J/Jmole, in his Noble Defeription of the Order of the Gar- 
ter ; and as Lewis du May, Counfcllor unto the Duke of Wirtenherg, 
hath fet it down. Fvr the Knights Templers and of St , John, having 
fought profperoufy againjl the Infidels, raifed an Emulation in fame Ger- 
man Gentlemen, who waited upon the Emperor Frederick the Firji, in 
his Expedition to the Holy Land, to take the Croifado. And lecaufe 
they were injl ailed in the Church and Hojpital cJ 5/.Mary at Jeruftlem, 
they were called .Marianites. their Order differed nothing from thoje 
above-mentioned, but in the form and colour oj their Crofs, and was ap- 
proved by Pope Celetlin the Third. Afterwards when Jerufalem was 
taken by Saladin, thofe Knights betook themjelves to Ptolemais, from 
whence the Emperor Frederick the Second, fent thern hack Germany, 
and employed them againjl the Prudians and Livonians, who at that time 
were Jlill Pagans. But by the Falour and Piety of thofe Knights, their 
Souls were brought into Jubjetlion to Chrijl, and their Bodies to the Or- 
der which began thit War in the year iizo. a little while after thefe 
Knights found themfelves Majlers of a Country of very large Extent, 
which obeyed the Order, till the yeax' lyiy. at which time Sigifmond, 
King of Poland, gave the invejliture of Prulfia unto Albert Mariyuefs of 
Brandenburg. In the year Great Mafier became Secular a- 
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and took a part of the Lands fuhjetl to the Order, with the name of 
l),tke of Curland. And Livonia having heen the Suhjet} and Theatre of 
many iTars between the Polanders, Mulcovites, and Swedes ; thefe laf 
did at length become Mafiers of it, and have it in poffeffton fill. So that 
t- ere is no more remaining of the Tcutonick Order, but fame Comman- 
deries fcattered hire and there Germany. And the Great Majler hath 
his Seat and Refi lence at Mergenthal. 

They wear on a wliite Mantle a plain black Crofs. The Dignity 
of Grand Mafter is generally held by fomc Great and Honourable Per- 
fon ; and in the Great Aflembly he takes place of al Billiops. The 
prefent is the Baron of Amring ; and the Grand Mafler before him 
was Leopold William, only Brother to the Emperor Ferdinand the 
Third. 

From hence we travelled to Lauterbach, near which vi'c pafled 
through a Wood, and found a Noble Church upon the top of a high 
Hill, which being much frequented by Pilgrims, they have made hand- 
fomc ftone Stairs from th.c tottom to the top : then to Rotenburg, and 
lodged at Burgperner, and the next day by Schantzbach we came to Nu- 
renbeig. Rotenburgis an Imperial City, which fome have likened 
unto 'Jerujalem for its Situation upon hilly places and many Turrets in 
it. It is Situated near the head of the River Tauber, which may be 
accounted'thc fecond River of Franconia, palfing by Rottingen, Lan- 
der., and Wertbaim, where it runs into the Main. 

" Nurenberg is the faircft City that 1 faw in Germany ; the Houfes 

mod of them of Free- ftone, very high ; and divers of them painted on 
the outfidc, and adorned with gilded Balls on the top ; many are of fix 
or feven Stories high. Der Herr Feller hath one of the faireft. The 
("ity is very populous and full of Trade, although it ftands in a barren 
Country, and wants a Navigable River. The three beft Churches are 
the Hojpital Church, lately built very fair ; St. Laurence, W'hich is very 
large, with tw’o high Steeples in the Front ; and St. Sebald the beft of 
the three. The Body of St. Sebald being laid upon a Cart drawn with 
Oxen, in that place where the Oxen ftoed ftill, they buried the Body, 
and ereded this Church in his Memory. In this Church is a Crucifix 
of Wood, very w^cll carved, and efleemed at a high rate. The Crucifix 
without the Church is very great, and of a black colour : and fomc 
fancy that the Raht Herrn, or Magiftrates of the Town, have repofited 
a Treafure W'ithin it. The Pulpit is W'ell carved and gilded, and the 
whole Church fo ftatcly, that it may pafs in the firft rank of Lutheran 
Churches j that Religion being here pradlifcd in its fplendour. The 
Prieft every morning reads the Scripture to the people for lialf an hour, 
or preaches a Sermon. The Tow n-houfe is well worth the feeing : 
In it the Hall isfpacious, as alfothe Chambers, and furnillicd with good 
Pictures, and Stoves well gilded and painted with white and gold,green 
and gold, dark coloured and pld, and the like. There is one Pidure 
of moft of the Great Perfons in Germany entertained in the Great Hall* 
another of the three Brothers of Saxony ; one of an Elephant as big as 
the life ; a piece of St. John and St. Mark, and another of St. Peter and 
St jPii«/,both by Albert Durer: but the moft rare piece is that of Adam 
and Eve, by the fame Mafter, with this infeription.

The Caftle ftand upon a high Hill, from whence the Town makes 
a hantlfome fliow ; In it are obfervablc a very deep well, the Empe- 
rors Chappel, his Pidure, and the Pidurcsofthc Elcdors; good Night 
pieces ; and one of a man behind a white Curtain tranfparent, very 
well expre/Ied. The Armour of Hehlele van GaUinghen the great Sor- 
cerer is here ihown j and in the Wall of the Gallic the marks of his 
Horfes feet, when he leaped from thence over the Tom ditch. 

The new Fountain was not then finillied; but the Statua’s in Brals 
made for it were excellent ; the Sea-Horfes large, the Sea-Nymplis 
much bigger than the life ; and W;r«w,who was to ftand on the top 
is above three ya ds and a lialthigh.Whcn I came firft into this place, I 
was not a little furprized to behold the fairnefs of the Houfes, hand- 
fome Streets, different Habits, induftricus People, and neatncls in all 
things, more than I had obferved in Gaman Cities before ; and no 
place hath greater number of curious Artificers in Steel, Urals, Ivory, 
Wood, wherein they work at an extraordinary cheap rate ; and there 
arc Officers to infped and enquire into the works of Artificers, that 
they be true, perfed and without fraud : they make ftrong and hand- 
fomc Clock-work. The King dFoUnd prclinted the Grand Seignior 
with a very noble Clock, who took fo much delight in it, that when it 
required fqme mending (the Turks being ignorant in Clock-work) 
he fent it from as far as Nunnluig to befet in order a- 

gain. 

Guflavia Adolphus., King of Sued. >;,wasmnrc magnificently received 
and entertained in this City, than in any other ok German ) ; which fo 
incenfed that he afterwards encamped before their Town, 

and did great fpoil upon their Territories : But the King of Sweden^ 
marched thither towards their Relief, and from thence towards Lutzen, 
where in a bloody Battel he loft his life. 

The River runnes through and hath divers Stone 

Bridges over it ; and below the Town, joyning with the River Red- 
nitz , tuns into the River Main at Bamkrg j and the Main runs 
at laft into the Rhine- The Reduitz arifes at Weijienlerg, and is not 
far from the River Altmul, which runs into the Danuk, towards 
Regenflurg. Upon this convenience, Charles the great defigned to 
make a Communication of paffage between the Danule and the Rhine ; 
and made a Canal: thirty pacts abroad between the Rednitst, and the 
Altmul, to joyn thofe Streams for the commodity of Paffage by Boat,* 
but after he had prooceeded two German miles in this work, Boggs, 
Rains, and his warfike Diverfions made him give over that noble Dc- 
ftgn, whereby there might have been a Commerce by water, from the 
Lott) Ceuu'ries to Fienna, and even unto the Euxine Sea. 

The Reman Lieutenant in Nero’s time, had a deftre to unite the Ri- 
ver Soane and the Mofe/la ; and to make a paffage between the Medi- 
terranean 
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and German Ocean; having been at the mouth ot the 
Mofella hy Cohkntz, and paffed from Chaahn upon the foft 
and noble River Ararh or Soane unto Lyon, I cannot but tbnk 
thefe very goodly Streams, and fit for fuch a purpofe. The prclcnt 
KmgoiFM hath a defign to unite the River ^ with the (7,/. 
renfe, and fo to have a pafiige by Boat from the Medtterrane.m Sea by 
'Muf^ and Bourdeaux, into the Ocean. U hen I trave led m tho e 
parts, viewing the Country well, I thought it would b: a difficult 
work, and fo it proves : but the Ring hath proceeded already very tar 

About four Leagues from Ntmderg lies Altdorff, belonging unto 
it, made an Univerfity in the year liSiy containing when I was there, 
about I JO Scholars. The Phyfick Garden is handlome, and well 
Rocked with Plants, to the number of two thouland. Dr Hoffman 
the Bomick and Anatomkk Profeffour, flicw’d me many ot the moft 
rare of them; and prefented me divers. The School 

is not large ; yet the only one In thofc parts of Germany : And they 
liavc divers curiofitics preferved in it, as the Skeleton of a Hart, of a 
Horfc, of a Man, of a Bear bigger than a Horfc : And tome Pidures, 
as one of a Ninivite, and another of winch they take to 

be Ancient. Dr. Profeflbur of Law and Hifiory, brother 
to Captain Waienfcyl,^\N\\o travelled with me ^Tom/feiddl erg, invited 
us to lodge at his Houfc, and Ihcw’d me his Library, and all his Rareties 
and Coyns, whereof he hath a good Colledtion. having lived in moft 
places oi Europe, and fjx'aks many Languages well ; he gave me a piece 
of the firfl money that was coined in Germany. In the Univerfity Li- 
brary I faw a fair Hortus Eyjletenfis, and Toungerman\ OAkdion of 
Plants by his own hand. 

At Nurnkerg I met with the Son and the Secretary to the Holland 
Ambafiador in Larky, who had travelled hither over-land from Con- 
(hmtinnple in their return into the Low-Countries, travelling in Greek 
Habits. 

From hence I went to Neivmark, a good Town in the upper Palati- 
nate belonging to the Duke of Bavaria, and the next day through 
Heinmaw, liibjcdt to the Duke of Newkerg, to Regenskurg. 

Ratijkona, Regenfkurg,- Augujta Likerii, Colonia Quai tanorum, the 
chief place of the Ramans in this limit of the Empire, where the fourth 
Jtalick Legion had a conftant Ration ; was made a Colony by Tikeri- 
tis in the year, as feme conceive, of the Pallion of our Saviour. It was 
much augmented and adorned by the Emperour Anmlphus, who had 
a great afleRion for this place, lb pleafantly feated, and in a good Giun- 
try. Here the River Regen runs into the Danuke ; from whence it 
was called Regenjkurg. There are two Bridges, one of wood below the 
Town, and another Bridge of Rone of about fifteen Arches ; which is 
the faircR Rone Bridge over the Danuke. It is an Imperial City, but 
not without fome acknowledgement to the Duke oi Bavaria : And al- 
though it be Rrongly fortified, yet it was taken by the Swedes in the 
German wars. There are many fair buildings in ig both private and 
publick ; and though I am not able to confirm what fome report, tliat 
there as aremany Churches andChappels in this City, as there are days in 
the year ; yet are there many fair Churches and Convents : As the Ca- 
thedral ofSt.Ee^fr,on the South-fide of which is the Picture of St.Peter 


in 
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in a fliip 5 andon the North another of the Apoftles firft IVliffion. In 
the Piai:za ftands a neat little Church, tlie Convepi:, of St. Paul^ 
founded by St. of this place, the Convent of St. Eme^ 

rammus Bilhop of^j//j^o«e,aSaint of great Veneration here, thopgil 
but of little mention or name in other parts. The name of Alknus 
^<jraw,Bi(hop oftliis place, hath ajfo added unto the Fame of Regenfiurg. 

But that which chiefly promotes its luftre, is the General Diet or 
Parliament, which is often held in thjs City, and is not to be called in 
any part o\Ao{(jermany ; and the place is not unfit for the accommo- 
dation of filch a noble Conyentipn, as arp the Eftates oi' Germany. The 
Vicc-Marllial takes care to provide Lodgings refpedlvely to their 
perfons. and fees that all things be brought hither, and at a juft price j 
that the Hall or Place of Alfembly be furnilhed and adoped fuitably to 
the dignity of the Perfons convened, and hath ap efpccial eye and re- 
gard towards the Publick fafety. By this Conypptiop the great Con- 
cerns oi Germany arc much fecured, and their ^ce pnd quiet Eftahlilh- 
cd. Wherein feemsto have a better advantage than Italy; 

lor Italy being likewife divided into many Dominions and Principalities 
hath no Common Diet or Great Council, whereby to proceed for their 
Publick fafety : Which makes them often fo divided in their common 
Concerns in times of Danger, and when they moft need a joynt Com- 
bination. 

I entred the potable River Danuhius at this place, which hath al- 
ready run a good courfe, and pafled by many fair Towns or Oties ; 
as the large City of^//we in Swahenlan^, where it begins to be Na- 
vigable as alfo Donawertf and Ingoljiadt^ and hath already 

received the confiderable River of Z/fW or Xa/’ whereby the Cojh- 
moditics of that great trading City of Aiigfkrg,yxt brought into it. 
When I firft embarked at Regenfl/urg^ thouglit I miglit have taken le^c 
of the Danuk not far below f^ienua, hnt an opportunity ma^c me fee this 
great Stream beyond Belgrade, is I have declared in another Accditot 01

The firft day wc pafled by thonawfleyn, where there is a Caiile 
feated upon a high Rock, and came to Pfetcr or Fctera Ca/lrad dU, 
now but an ordinary place. The Boats upon the Dannie are generahy 
painted black and white, arc flat bottom’d, and broad at the Head And 
Stern ; there is a Chamber built in the middle ; and me Rudder is ve* 
ry large, to be able to command the Boat where this River is rApifl> and

The next day we came to Straul/ng, a handfomo.waUed Town, M*;

by Swartz in tfie Afternoon, where the Church is fwtw ug)n h ^4 
and isfrequentd by Pilgrims, and lodged at Deckendorf^ wmre Were 
is another Brictee. Near this Town •comes into tht Damk ttet con- 
fidcrabie River Ifer, or I/ara, having pafled by. duvets . (^foi^raUc 
Towns; isLandfhut, Frtjing, and MUnchen, the Seat or feratnandu* 
Maria, Eledtor of Bavaria, Great Steward of the Empire, and at pre- 
ient the firft of the Secular Eletftors, and he is to take place immedi- 
a»iy after the King of Bohemia , it being to concluded on at the 
Treaty of Munlter, where Manimilm Duke of Bavaria was allowed 
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to hold the Eledtorfliip, which was confirmed Apon him by the Empe- 
ror Ferdinand the Second, when he excluded Frederick tiic Fifth, Count 
Palatine^ and in lieu hereof there waS an eight Eledorfliip eredted for 
the Palatinate Family, who alfo, if the Bavarian branch doth fail, arc 
to re-enter into their ancient Elcdorlhip and the other newly ereded 
is to be abolilhed, ' 

Thrfday^ Novemler the fifteenth) we came by Wilfl?nven to Paffdve^ 
Patavia, or Boiedurum, a long and noble City in the lower Bavaria, 
or Bayern.) made up of three Towns, lltzfladt Papiv, and InHjladt,n 
the concurrci^e of the River Inn% the Dannie , and the jltz. As 
Towns are commonly of great Antiquity which are built at the Con- 
fluence of great Rivers, for the Strength of the Situation and conveni- 
ence of Commerce ; fo is this accounted ancient, as being a Bcman Co- 
lony, and the place of theCaflra Batava in old time. 

The Church of St. Stephen is ftately, befidcs other fair Churches. 
Tile Bifiiop, who is Lord of the City, hath a flrong l»alace upon a Hill ; 
his Revenues are large, and befidcs what he poflclfcs hereabouts, he 
hath the tenth part of the notable great Lead-Mine at Bk\lerg in Ca- 
Ttnthia. This place had lately fuffercd much by fire,- but a good part 
was rebuilt, and very fairly after the Italian manner : So that this may 
well be reckoned as one of the ten confiderable Cities, which are upon 
the Danube, accounting from Vim; unto Bdgrade, as Vim;, Ingoljladt, 
Batislonc, Paffam, LintZy Vienna, Preskrg, Strigonium, Buda, Belgrade', 
all which from Ratislene I had the opportunity t© fee before the end of 
my Journey. Near to a Wall over againft the great Church at Pafam, 
which was then repairing, I faw a vaft Head cut in ftone, the Mouth 
whereof was two fpans wide, and the reft proportionable. The River 
/Itz, which runs in liwe from the North, is confiderable for the Pearls 
which are found in it ; and the noble River Inne or Oenus, from the 
South, is the greateft River which hath yet entred the Danube ; having 
pafTed by hybrug, and taken in the River Saltz, upon which Hands 
Saltzbu g ; and arifing in tlft Alpes in fuch a high Country as Tirolis, 

It runs in here with a great force, ;and ^adds much unto the fwiftnels 
of the Danube. 

Upon the Sixteenth we came to lintz, the chief City in the higher 
Ume, Mria, not very great, but as neat and handfome a City as moll in 
Germany. There is in it a very great Market-place, with never a bad 
Houfc m it, the whole Town built of a very white Frec-ftone ; and the 
Qftle upon the Hill is of Mordern Building, and very large. There is 
alfo a Bridge over the Danube. The Imperial Forces rendezvoufed here 
when Solyman caine to Vienna. This was alfo befieged by the Peafants 
of Auflria in the time of Ferdinand the Second ; they having got a Bo- 
dy together of Forty thoufand men, and many pieces of Ordnance, but 
were lloutly repulfed after many Allaults, and at laft overcome by Pa- 
penheim. Not far below !./«/« the River enters the this

The next day we pafled by Ens, Ani^a, upon tfic River AniJiHS, or 
OnafiUt whtch taking its original in the Borders c/i Saltzlurgland funs 
into the Danube^ and divides the higher from the lower AuJtria^wjing 
received into it felf the River Saltza, upon which Rands Ce//,or 
Maria Cell, a place of the greateft Pilgrimage in Aujlria. Near this 
Town are many Reman Coyns and Antiquities found, and Lauriacum 
Rood of old, a Roman Garrifon, and afterwards a Bifliop s See : we came 
to a Village on the North flioar of the Danuie, called Cre/w, where 
the Graff von LeichtenHeyn hath a Houfe. A little below this are two 
dangerous paflage? in the River ; the one called the where the 

River running amongft vaft Rocks, fome under water, and fome above, 
the waves are broken with great force, and the Current is [apid, 
foaming, and troublefome ; and fome skill is required to pafs between 
the Ledges ofRccks which are under water, and when the water is 

S low 
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low the paflage is very difficult. The other is the Wurhet, or a kind 
of Whirlpool, where the water turns about with great force, being 
hindred in its dired Courfc by a great Rock. Upon the top of a high 
cra^y Rock ftands a large Crofs, and at the foot a little Church 
• dedicated to St. Nicholas, who is Patron of this dangerous place, and 
is believed to take peculiar care of fuch as pafs this way, and therefore 
# little Boat comes to you as foon as you are out of danger, and re- 
cieves what Acknowledgment you pleafe, or what perhaps you may 
have promifed to give , when you were in fome fear. This night 
we lodged at Ips,.lpfium, or Uijja, a Town on the South- fide of the 
Danube : over againft it lies Befinleug, or Vfbium Ptdomm. Two 
German miles below Ips Hands Pechlarn, conceived to be Arlape in 
former times ; and here the River Erlaph enters the Danube : A mile 
and a half below this lies Melcke, Nomale, or Mea dialeda, in former 
days the Scat of the Marquefles oi/sufiria, until St. Leopold removed 
to Kalenberg, and his SuccclTours to Fienna. The Town lies at 
length u|)on the South-fide of the River; but the noble Cloifter of 
Beneditlines, which takes place of any other in Avjlria, ftands upon 
a Hill which over-looks the Town, the River, and the Country about; 
is richly endowed, and remarkable for the Monuments of many great 
Peribns and the Tomb of St. Colman, much honoured in thefe parts. 
We dined at S/eyn, where there is a Bridge over the Danube. Near to 
this lies Crembs, another u'alled Town ; and over the water 
diid not far from it the ricli Convent of Ketwein ; After this the River 
lra//u, or 7/ ag/fama, comes in from tire South. Having patlcd by 
noted Tou n Sr. Fold, ox St. /-///>/>p//m, wc lodged this Night at

Ibmc Pannonian Prieft in the days of CaracaUa, who, as good Auth 
deliver, fpent fome time about thefe parts. 
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It is fcated on the South-ridc of the Damk^ on the ripa Romana, 
that fide nearcft to Rome, and many Roman Colonies, according to the 
ufual pofition of Roman Stations, both u^n this River and the Rhine, 
as may be exemplified in Colen, Boma, Andarnach, Collentz, Ments, 
Wormes, Spier, ancT StraflUrg. And in like maifJncf id the old Roman 
Stations, on the South or Roman fide of the Danube, which were in no 
fmall number in or near the Auflrian Ihoar, as Camuntum, or Petronel, 
y/fehmund, or Aqu/no^ium, Eberjdorff, or Ala Nova, Melck, or Nc- 
male. At tape, or Pechlarne, Lentia, or Lintz ; for hereby they better 
fecured their Conquefts, and hindred the incurfions of the Barbarians 
before them. 

It is not feated upon the main ftream of the Danuhefivx by a branch 
thereof ; for the River running through a low Country ; it is divided 
into feveral Streams, and makes many Ifiands. A fmall River named 
Wien runs by the Eaft part of this City, and enters the Danube, below 
it, which upon floods doth often much luirt, yet fometimes low and 
very lliallow, fo as I have flepped over it ,* fome will have it to gi^e 
the Name unto this City : it divides part of the Suburbs from it, and 
hath divers Bridges over it. For that wc may have a dillind appre- 
henfion of Vienna, we mull: confider the City and Suburbs thereof 5 
the Suburbs are very great, and not without fair Houfes, Gardens^ 
Walks and all Accommodations at large. ’ 

The City itfelf is that walled and fortified part, defigned not only 
for convenience of Habitation, but alfo to fullain a Siege, or any At- 
tack from tlic Turk, and is now feparated from the Suburbs by a fair 
Esplanade, or open Ground, above a Musket Ihot over. The Houfes 
near the wall weic pulled down fince the lafi Fortiiication in the Turkifh 
war, when they were in Ibme fear that the Turkijh Forces about Gran 
and Neiv-hujel, would move towards them. It is fortified a la modern 
»(/, with ten Baftions towards the Land, and a very deep Ditch into 
which they can let the. Danube : and with two other Baltions towards 
the water, on that part of the River which lies on the North-fide cf 
the Town. Thefe two latter are called the Works of Gonzaga. The 
Baftions are large; upon one of them I faw Count .SW.-« niuftcr a 
good part of the Militia of the City. The Ditch is large and very deep, 
into which although they can let in tlie River, yet it is commonly kept 
dry, left they might incommode their deep Cellars. There are tvvo 
walls, the one old and inward, little confiderable at prefent, built at 
firft with the ranfom of our Ring Rkhar.'i the Firft, who in his return 
from the Holy War, was detained Prifoner by the Duke of Aufiria 
upon the ^ofh of December, upz. The Aujlrians pretending they had 
received fome affront from the King at Joppa, and that he had taken 
down the Enfign and Banner of Duke Leopold ia a contemptuous way. 
The other outward of a great breadth, made of F.arth, and faced witli 
Brick, edged with Free-ftone, fo well built, as to render this City one 
of the moft confiderable fortified places in Europe. The Efplanade 
gently defeends from the Town for three hundred Paces ; there are 
very few Outworks. , 

It is very uncertain who was the firft Builder of Vienna, and after it 
had been long built it ran to decay again for Four hundred years toge- 
ther, till /ye«/7 the Firft, Duke of in the year 1158. did much 
repairit ; and the ranfom afterwards of Ring Richard beautified it. 

The 
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The whole compafs, taking in the Suburbs, makes a very large Cir- 
cuit, but the City it felf, which is walled itl, may be abcut three miles 
in Circumference, and is exceeding populous, as full ot People, for tl.e 
bignefs of the place, as moft of the great Cities. And I could not but 
take delight to behold fo many Nations in it, as Turks, Tartars, Gra^ 
dans, Tranjylvanians, Sclavonians, Hungarians, Croatians, Spaniards, 
Italians, French, Germans, p elan Mrs, &c. all in their proper Habits. 

The chief Gates arc fix : i, Stulnther, or the Stulen Gate towards 
the Eaft, 2. Karntertlor, or the Gate of Carinthia towards the South. 
^.Btttg hor, the Town Gate, or Caflle Gate. 4. Sthottenthor, or the 
Scotch Gate. $. Newt her, or the Nengate ; thefe two lall towards the 
Weft : And 6. the Gats of the red Tower tow'ards the North, which 
leads unto the Bridge over the Danube : and towards the watcr-fide 
there is allb a Port by the Emperor’s palace, and a Cloyftcr or Nunne- 
ry in the Town hatluhcName of a Port called IJimmel port, or the 
Galv of Heaven. The five firft of thefe Gates are vaulted and arched 
with long pallagcs through the Town-wall, and have good Bridges of 
Wood, with Draw-bridges to pals over the Town ditch: Thcfixthis 
under a Tower, and leads to the Bridges of the Danube : For that River 
runs here in a flat low Country, divides its llrcams, lb that to pafs it 
quite over, there are at prefent feven long Bridges made up of many 
thoufand Trees laid one by another, after their way of making Bridges. 
There is alfo a Bridge within the City of Nienna, called the Hochbrug, 
or High-hridge, vtWxch is made by the crofting of two Streets at equal 
Angles ; the ground of one ftreet being as high as the tops of 
the Houfes of the other, fo th. t to continue it, they were forced m f-m Vl 
a Bridge or Arch in the Lower Jlreet, to let the upper to pals o 'n* 

^ The City is fairly built of ftone, and well paved ; many Houfp are 
offixftorieshigh; they are fomewhat flat roofed after the /' /wv 
way : the Streets are not narrow, but the compafs of ground wd n(.t 
admit them to be very broad ,• and their Buildings arc remarknl)! . l)Otii 
above and below ground ; their Cellars arc very deep To l iriMC m / 
curiofity, I went into fome of them, and found four Cellars one unocT 
another ; they were arched, and had twopair of Stairs tO defeend into 
them. Some have an open fpace in the middle of each root, to let the 
Air out of one Cellar into another, and from the lowed; an adit or tu- 
be unto the top, to let the Air in and out from the ftreet, fomewhat al-

Mnicas Sylvius, about two hundred years fince, commending the 
City of Nurnburg, among other exprcftions lets fall this : Cuperent Sco- 
form Reies ram egregih qnam mediocres Nonnbergentes ja i arto 
Tne Rings of the Scots would be content to dwell fo well as the mid- 
dle forts of Citizens oS. Nurnburg. I muft confefs, when firft tntred 
Nurnburg, 1 was much furprized to fee fuch a noble, large, fpruejneh, 
and well built City: but doth alfo deferve the commendation 

which he affords it : Vbi Palatia digna Peg, bus, Templa tju^ mira^ 
ri Italia pojfit. Where there are Palaces fit for Kings, and C^i?urches 
which Italy may admire. And this being fpoken fo long ago, is now 

'"^TheTmp^iaf Palace is very Noble, Subftantial,and Princely furnifli; 
id, confifting chiefly of two Courts ; the one very large, the other lei- 
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fcr, wherein tlie Emperor lo^es. At the Enirafice over the Gate, are' 
jet in Capitals betters the five Vowels, £, /, 0, V ; whereof th* 
Pliancies of men make various interpretations. That which was told 
g)c, was this, Auflrix e^i iwperare Or! i Vmverfo ; or, AUes Erire'uh 
JJl Ojlcrrdch Vvterthan ; i. e. All the World is lubjed to Aufiria. AI« 
tliQugli I could hardly believe tliis was the firft intended meaning. Be* 
fidts thcfc two Courts is another fmall one, wltere fomc of the Pages 
lodge. I rook notice of a large rough JaJpis Hone lying upon the 
ground, little regarded or oblerved : it is about nine foot Diameter ; it 
w'as prcfented unto the Emjxror by the Archbilliop ( f Saltzhur^^'whok 
Country affords notable Quarries, and Hones of many forts; a little 
piece of it polillied, affords fine )ellow, red, black, and white Veins. 
The Palace of the Count Draw, and that which Count AarW hath 
lately built and nobly lurnilhcd, are very confiderable ; W'ith many 
others. 

There are allb many fair Churches, rich Convents, and Conventud 
Churches ; as that of the Carmelites, of the Fraucifcans, of the £ere‘ 
Jiltines, o{ St. Nicholas i In this Church I could not but take notice 
of the late Sepulchral Monuments of Count Strozzi and Cardinal Ha- 
rack The Dcmimcan Convent is very lair. I'he Auguftines have a 
large Church, in the middle whereof they have built a Chappel after 
the manner of the Holy Houfe at Loretto ; upon the top of which 
hang the Colours taken from the Turks and Tartars, many of which 
Enfigns are not fquare like ours, but made Efcucheon-wife, feme filled 
with Circles, wherein are cxpre/ic d ball Moons. The Jefuita Colleges 
ate large, whofeldom fail ol noble Convents, efpecially in places where 
they have lo good tooting as in this. The Front of one of their Colleges 
opens into a lair Piazza, in the middle whereof Hands a large and 
high compofite Column of Copper upon a Pedeftal of white ftone, with 
four Angels with Efcuchcons, and on the top the blclfcd Virgin ; In* 
feriptions allb, in w hich the Emperor dedicates Aufiria unto her Patro- 
nage and Tuition.

In another Market-place, where the Town-houfe is, there is a handfomc 
of Juftice in Copper. , , 

I could not but obferve the Scotch Church and Cloifte^ which gave 
alfothe name unto the Scotch (hte of the City, becaufe 1 fomewhat 
wondred how the ^ccts in bid time Ihould be fo confiderable in this 
Place ;but I found by Information, and the Account of Lazius and Mat- 
thau/ Merian in High-dutch, that this Convent was in former times a 
great Receptacle for the tfwrr in their long Pilgrimage mojemjaiem. 
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founded and endowed by Duke Hettry the Firft, in memory of St. Gre- 
(ipry : and it may feem Icfs ftrange that the Scots fhould have a Con- 
vent here, and be numerous in thefe parts in former Ages, if we confidcr 
that StjCilmanfint of the Saints of the greateft Veneration in this Coun- 
try, was a ScetchmaHy and laid to be of the Royal Blood of Scotlaxe/yf/hOf 
in his paflage to "jerufalem was murdered by the Baurs or Country 
people at Stockcrau, four German miles from Vienna^ and hanged on a 
Tree, where, as the Story goes, his Body remained uncorrupted for a 
year and a half, and divers Miracles being a/firmed of it, it was taken 
down, and honourably interred near Stocker au; but by Megmhard 
Bilhop of Aich^iadt it was tranllated unto Melky and afterwards lent 
into flmgary, and his Head kept a long time at Stullweifftnhrg, or 
Alha tiegalis, according to the Account which is here given of this 
Saint. 

The Church of St, Peter is alfo confiderablc, not for its Splendor but 
Antiquity, as being accounted the oldelt in the City, Handing in a place 
where in old time there Hood an Altar in honour oi' Domit Jan, ca\kd 
Ara tiiviana. In this Church lies the Body of that famous and learn- 
ed Perfon Wolfiangus Laziusy w ith this Epitaph or infeription .• 

Magnifico Nohili Clar'iffimo atque fummt\ eruditione ornatiffmo viro 
Domino Wolfgango Latzio Vien. PbiloJ, phite atque Medkinue Dothri ^ 
Profeffori Primario, Celelerrimi Archigymnafii Vicnnenlis Reblori ^ 
Snperintendenti Ca:rareo, ejufdem Sacra: Carfarex Majefi. Ferdinand! 
SanHifimtc memoriit Conftliario S’ Uijhrtco Peritijfmo defuntlo Anno

In the Churcli of the Capucines Convent, are interred the Emperor 
Matthias and his Emprefs, and the Emprefs Maria, wife to Ferdinand 
the Third, who out of their Devotion and Humility, chofe to be buri- 
ed in a Church of this poor Order. And th.e Capucines not admitting 
of Magnificent Monuments in their Churclies, as in the Churches of 
otlicr Orders, no Tombs are ereded worthy fo great an Emperor, and 
luch EtnprelTes. 

But the Cathedral Cliurch of St. Stephen, contains divers Monu- 
ments of many Princes and Great Perlbns, and is a large (lately Build- 
ing, hut fomewhat dark by rcalbri of the thick painted Glafs ; not co- 
vered with Lead, but with Tiles of wood, which is the only blemilh 
thereof, yet makes a good Ihow'. The Steeple and Spire arc very re- 
markable, as being high, large, ftrong, and handlbme. On the top or 
Wcather-cock-placc of the Spire Hands a Crofs under a Star and half 
Moon, according to the Figure I have clfewhere fet down, which the 
People think to be of Gold, or at leafl very w'ell gilded : and in the 
time of Thunder and Lightning it looked pale and whitilh. 

They have this .Account how thefe came firH to be fet up in this 
)ilacc : That w hen Solyman the Magnificent befieged Vienna, pcrcci- 
ving the Forces in the City to be obHinate, he had an intent to bat- 
ter down the Steeple about their cars : But fome of the Baffds anii 
great Commanders, advertifing him how unprofitable a bufinefs it 
would prove, and withal when he took the City, what an honour it 
would be unto him to have fuch a Noble Pyramid in his Dominions : 
He fent word into the Town, That he was willing to fpare the Steeple^ 

u}vn 
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upoft condition that they would let up the half Moon and Star (the 
THrkijh Arms ) upon the top thereof. They returned Anfwcr that 
they would, if he would fend the fame unto them ;which ho didjOnd they 
placed it where it (lands. , 

This Spire hath the larged Crockets I have obferved in any, they 
being above a yard long, and adorned with foliage work. The Spite 
of Landfhute in Bavaria, is accounted the higheft in Germany • tliat of 
Strashurg, the neateft and faireft ; and this of B'/enna the larged and 
(Irongcft. And therefore it is no wonder, that when the Ambafladors 
of Bof/ta formerly came unto Vienna, they fo often viewed and admired 
this Fabrick, and plainly faid,That ail the mony in their Country was 
not fufficient to have built it. 

This Steeple is accounted about four hundred fixty and five foot 
high, being about half way up thitc hundred and thirty eight (Icps. 

Befides other Hills, I could fee Haimhurger Hill within two miles of 
Preshurg, and a great part of Aujlria, which the long Courfe of the 
iXiw/if rendred very pleafa tand delightful into the eye. In the 
Chamber or Room from whence I had this profped:, there is a Clock, 
whofe Cafe being of wood, was in part burnt down by Lightning, and 
therefore there is water always kept in this place to extingudh the fire, 
and a man continually watches in the place where the Bells hang. 

There is alfo an Jnftrument of WQodj or wooden Bells or Hammers , 
which they makeufeof from Good- Friday till Eafter-funday, all the 
time that our Saviour was in the Grave, during which time they permit 
no Bells to ring. 
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Oliucr, 'Fecit'. 


At one of the doors of the Church there is a ftone placed ih the 
Wll, which is generally conceived to be one of the ftones wherewith 
St. Stephen was iloned. It feemed to me fome kind of pebble, and 
is worn and polilhed by the hands of the people, \»:ho when they enter 
at that door, do touch it with their fingers I was alfo Ihewed one 
of the ftones which killed St. Stephen at St. Sernine, or St. Saturnine s 
Church in tholoufe in France^ which is a Church abounding with Re- 
lique-Rareties, and where they alfo think they have the Bodies of fe- 
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yen of the Apoftlcs', of St. George^ of our King St. Etfmnnel, and of for- 
ty Saints. 

In this Church of St. Stephen^ befides many Monuments of great 
Princes and famous Perfons, divers learned men ha\c Sepulchral In- 
feriptions ; Johannes Falcr^B/Jhop of flenna ; Johannes Ciifp/nianm^ 
and Sehajliwus Tengnagelius, formerly Libra r\ -keeper, Hifioriogra- 
pher, and Councellor to the Emperour, an extraordinary learned man, 
and skilful in fifteen Languages, as the infeription delivers; as Ikhrcw, 
Syr/ack, Chaldee, Perftan, Aralkk, Tmi/Jh, /Kth/op/ck, Greek, I.atm, 
Italian, French, Spanifh, Gernian, Hctgnk, and Fnglilh. 

The Univerfity of Fienna is alfo remarkable, it ue confiJ' r the An- 
tiquity thereof, the number of Scholars their courle of Studies, ilieir 
accommodations, privileges and advancements. I’his is laid to have 
been begun by Alhertin the Third, above three hundred years pafl ; 
and fheir Rules, Orders, and .Statutes to have been borrowed from the 
Univerfity oi Paris, and the Students were diflinguiihetl into four 
Divifions or Nations ; wlio, befides the General, have tlicir particular 
Rules and Officers, and were comprehended under the ClajUs of Au- 
y//7rf«r. Nations of the Rhine, J lunganans, and Saxons. 

In the AuJlrianD'mihn w ere contained the alloftlie Dio- 

cefe o( Trent, all Italy, with the other Provinces beyond the Moun- 
tains. 

In the Claffts of the Rhine were comprehended Sueviam, Alfatians. 
Franconians, Ilaffians ; alfo all the Provinces to the Soulh-wcfl-, as 
France, Spam, Navarre, Holland, Brabant. 

In the third Clajfis,ox Natio were contained Hungarians^ 

Bohemians, Folonians, AIorai'ians,Sciavonians,a.ll that Ipcak the Sclavo-e 
nian Tongue, and alfo Germans. 

To the Claflis or Natio SaXonam,\\CYC reduced Saxons, Weflphalians, 
Frijlanders, furingians, Mifnians, Brandettburgers,PrufiattS, Livonians, 
Liifalians, Pomeranians,\v\lh the Z'/avjw.jc/w Kingdoms of E-gland, 
Scotland, Ireland, Sweden, Norway, and Denmark. , • , . 

Thefe Divifions take up alltlic Nations of Europe-, and indeed 
there ate Students here of many Nations: and upon Contentions and 
Differences the fcvcral Clail'es will hold unto their own, and take parts, 
and bandy againfl each other, but wdll all unite and hold together in 
differences with Towns-mcn or Jews, which happen fometimes 
unto an high degree. 

They follow here the old katen way of Knowledge : and 1 met 
with lew w'ho had any good infight in new Philojopby ; but there are 
many good Philologen, and arc well vcrfctl in Languages, Hiftory and 
Antiquity : and there arc many Learned Men either educated here, 
or come from other parts. Some who had taken notice of the Royal 
Society in London, w'erc very inquifitive alter it ; and vvhen I had la- 
tisfied them in all particulars, were very much pleafed therewith. If 

they Ihould fall into the way of Philofophy, being very 

induftrious, ’tis very probable they may do much thercin,and they were 
fure to have the .tountenance ot the Emperor. I found them alfo 
much affeded wifh the Enghlh Society in other parts of Germany. At 
the Univerfity oi Alt orff I was much enquired of concerning it : and 
a Magiftrate oiNurnburg, who had got a Tilefcope from I^ondon, invi- 
ted me to his Houfc, to pradicc the way of ufing it. Ver Herr vm 
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Alderfhelms of Lcipfick, a Perfon of great Curiofity, was very inquifi- 
tivc after the fame Society. And of late years the Curiofi Germany 
have held Learned Conventions and Correrpondencc,and printed their 
Olfervations at Leipjtck. And fincc my Return into England^ I have 
been follicited from Caffirvia in Vpp'.r Hunqar). to fend the TranCatiions 
into thofe Parts. 

During my ftay at I wxnt unto a publick Anatomy of a 

Woman that was beheaded : the Lecture lakled{o long, that the Body 
was Nineteen days unburied. It was performed by a Learned Phyfi- 
cian, Dr. Wolfjlregel, who read in Latin to the fatisfiidion of all per- 
fons. What I molt particularly obfcrved therein was this, The Pyra- 
midal Mufcles very plain and large ; the Zrteriu larger than is ufually 
obferved j the Cartilago Enjtformis double ; the Lungy very black ; 
the Eye was very well Ihown ; he produced an artificial Eye of Ivory, 
and another large one of Paftbeard and Paper, Contrived and made by 
himfclf; the Mufcles of the Pharynx, Larynx, Os lEo des, and the 
after their difleition, he reduced very handlomly into their 
proper places again ro Ihew their natural fituation and pofition. The 
Anatomy-theatre was of capacity to rcceiie above an hundred perfons; 
but of Anatomy-thea: res, until of late, there have been few in Ger- 
many, or none. And w hen I was in the Anatomy-School at.^//or/,near 
Nurenhurg, that learned civil ProfefTor, Dr. Mauritius Hoffmamus,\.<M 
me that the fame was the i irft in Germany. 

Paulas de Sorhait, Prime Profeflbr, Phyfician unto Eleonora the Em- 
prefs Dowager, and Knight of Hungary, was the Retlor Magnificui. 
'Zwelfer, who writ Animadverjtons upon the Di/penfatory of Ausburg, 
was in great repute in Vienna,tsnA had built for himfelf a'Noble Houfe 
in the City, but he died fome time before my coming thither. 

In fine, the Univcrfity is noble, their Advancements confiderable, 
their Privileges great, and they have the power of lile and death, 
from Ancient and later Conceflions of their Dukes and Empe- 
rors. 

But the greatefl luftre unto Vienna is the Refidcnce of the prefent 
Emperor Leopoldus ; he was born in the year 1638. he was Son unto 
the Emperor Ferdinand the Third ; he was baptized by the Names of 
Leopol !us, Ignatius, Erancifeus, Balthazar, Jojephus, Felicianus. His 
eldeft Brother Ferdinand, Ring of the Romans, died of the Small PoX 
in his Fathers time. His Brother Carolus Jofephus, Mailer of the 
teutonick Order, dyed 1662 He married Margaret a Infanta oi Spain, 
daughter unto King Philip the Fourth, whofc Children died Infants i 
a vertuous, affable, grave and worthy Prince, and feemed to me to 
live very happily here, in the love and honour of his People, Soul- 
diers, and Clergy. 

His Perfon is grave and graceful ; he hath the Aujlrian Lip re- 
markably, his Chin long, which is taken for a Good Phyfiognomical 
mark, and a lign of a conllant, placid, and little troubled mind. He is 
conceived to carry in his Face the lineaments of feur of his Predecef- 
fours, that is of Rudolphus the Firll, of Maximilian ^he Firft,of Charles 
the Fifth, and Ferdinand the Firll. He was very affjdionate unto his 
Emprefs.who, though but ''young, was a raodell, • grave Princefs, 
had a good afpedl, was zealous in her Religion, and an Enemy unto 
the J(ws. He Ilicwed alfo great rclpedl and obfcrvance unto the 

Emprefs 
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Etnprcfs Dowager Eleonora^ who was a fobcr and prudent Princefs, 
well skilled in all kind ol curious Works, and delighted fometimts to 
llioot at Deer from a Stand, or at other Game, out of her Coach. 

He was alfo very loving unto his .Sillers, beautiful and good Princcflcs , 
whereof one, the cldcu, was fince married unto that Noble Prince 
Michael UOfmvitz\kiy King of PoLind, And afterwards to Charles 
Duke of Lorain, 

He fpeaks four Languages, German^ Italian,^ Sfranijh, and Latin. Ho 
is a great Countenancer ot L arned Men, and delights to read, and 
when occafion permits, will pafs fome hours at it. The worthy Pe- 
tra* Z.j»>/fc/t«,his Library Keeper, and who is in great cllccm with 
him, will ufually find out fome Books for him wliich he conceives 
may be acceptable. While I was there he recommended a Tranfla- 
tion of Relkio Medici unto him, wherewith the Emperor was exceed- 
ingly pleafed, and fpake very much of it unto Lamhecius, infomuch 
thtii' Lamhecius asked me whether I knew the Audi r, he being of my 
own name, and whether he were living : And when he underllootl 
my near Relation to him, he became more kind and courteous than 
ever, and defired me to fend him that Book in the Original Englijh, 
which he would put into the Emperors Library : and prefented 
me with a neat little Latin Book, called Princess in Compendia, writ- 
ten by the Emperors Father, Ferdinandus the Third. 

He is alfo skilful in Mufick, compofes well, and delighted much in 
it, both at his Palace and the Church, which makes fo many Mufici- 
ans in Fienna ; for no place abounds more with them ; and in the E- 
vening we feldom failed of Mufick in the Streets, and at our Windows: 

And the Emperors delight herein makes the Church-men take the 
meatcr care ‘to fet off their Church-Mu fide , for he goes of- 
ten to Church, and not to one, but divers, cfpecially the belt Conven- 
tual Churches : and in his own Chappel fome of his own Compofiti- 
ons are often play’d. He hath alfo excellent Mufick in his Palace, 
both Vocal and Inflrumcntal ; and his private Chappel is well ferved, 
where befides the excellent Mufick, there arc always eight or ten 
Counts, Pages to the Emperor, who ferve at the Altar with white wax 
Torches in their hands ; and after the manner of the LJian Princes, 
divers Eunuchs to fing. 

For his Recreations abroad, he delights much in Hunting, efpccially 
of the wild Boar in due feafons; I have known him bring home fix 
Boars in a morning. Some flout perfons, particularly count Nicholas 
Serini, would encounter a wild Boar alone, but at lafl he unfortu- 
nately pcrillied by one, which hath made others more wary fince ; 
and therefore when the Boar is at a Bay, the Huntfmen fo Hand about 
him, that the Emperor, or other great perfons, may more fafely make 
ufe of their Boar-fpears upon him- 

Surely there are great numbers of them about the Country, lor 
they are' no unufual or extraordinary Dilli in the City, though ot a de- 
licious and pleafing tafle. They lecd upon Acorns, BeecL-maJl, and 
Chejnuts, Upon the«fpring or Iprout of Broom, Juniper, and Shrubs, 
and upon therootsA^l Fern, and will range into Corn-fields, and come 
out of Forefls inw Vineyards. The Huntfmen are notably verfed and 
skilful in that Game ; for though they fee it not, they will diftinguilh 
a wild from a coounon Swine, and guefs whether that which tlicy hunt 
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be Male or Female, old or young, large or fmall, fat or lean ; and this 
tiiey chiefly conjedure from their tread or foot, and the cafting their 
hindleet out of the track of their forefeet. 

The Emperor beiiig fo good a Huntfman,it is the lefs wonder that he 
is ellce ned a good Horleman. Certain it is, that he hath a very noble 
Suhle of Horles, procured Irom all parts, Jnrkjb, lartjr au, Voloman^ 
J (yc. and tliey arc well 
managed ; and they ride them to the fatistadion of the Beholders. 

Having feen the Arje udiX. Venice, the Stores :t C/'.///w«, and the 
Naval Provt lions at Amjlerdam, 1 am not like to ailmirc any 
other, cfpccially fo far from the Sea, and looked for nothing of that 
nature in this place Notwithllaiitling I found an Arjcnaf, and place 
for Naval Veflels to be (ct out upon occafion, and Ibmc thereof were 
employed in the kill Jurkilh war, when tin y attempted to ddlroy' the 
Bridge of Boats which the fmks had made over the little a- 

bove Gran and Barchan. They arc built fomeu hat like Galleys, carry 
great Guns, and a good number of Souldicrs, and w ill m.ikca fight upon 
tiic broad deep dream of the and may be handfomly brougli* 

into the Town behind one of the Badions,whcn rl:e diver is high : and 
hereof there arc (bme at Rah and Kamna us f have dec'arcd elfewhcre. 

The Emperor hath naany Coiinfellors, great Souldicrs aiul Courti- 
ers about him ; among which thcle fceeincd ofgreated Note. 

Eupelius Werceflaus Oukc de .S'uga;/, Prince lad otvi/z, Priinc Coun- 
fcllor, I fojj'-mcijler, of the Ortler of the Golden Eieece, a pcrlbn ol' a 
grave and lober Aipedt, fomewhat blunt in converfation, but of a 
generous temper, and free from all covetoufniTs, who fpent his Reve- 
nues nobly, and unto his great reputation : He was chiel fivcritc un- 
to the Emperor j and though f imc had no great ojiinion of liis Abilities, 
yet he was the bird that difcovcied the lad T!ui[i^ari^ai deledlon and 
revolt, whereby thole Noble Perfons, (Vunt Velir Serini and Nadajli 
(whom I law’ at / / W'crc brought unto tl’.cir ends. 

Ilcnricui Gsdielmus, Count of StaLrcnI>cig, OherAjoJf '-marefchal, or 
Lord Marjhal oj /he Court, 

'Johannes Alaxim/lianus, Count of Lamlnrg, OlerJlKatnmer-Ilerr, or 
C/u/e/c/z/ue (T/uwiTt, a Perfon of great edeem. The Gentlemen of 
tlic Bed-chamber are numerous, and man}' arc in extraordinary ; there 
may be an hundred of them, all Barons and Counts. Every one of 
them wears a Golden Key before his Bred; and the Grooms of the bed- 
chamber wear one of Steel : Two of each attend every Night. 

Gundakeru', Count Dietrkl-jlein, Oher-Stall-Ale/Jler, or Chief Majler 
of the Ilorfe. 

Thcfe are the Chief Tliefe following arc alfo confidcrable. 

Count Sinzendorff, Oherjle-Jag-Aleijter, Gr-nd Veneur, or Hunts'- 
Majler, a Perfon in good favour with the Emperor, who very much de- 
lights in Hunting, as have mod of his Prcdecedbrs. 

The Count of Aversherg,Qherli-Fa'ken-Meijier, Chief Falconer, who 
hath twelve Falconers under him 

The Count of Paar, Ch/el Mafter of the Emperlrs Pojl. 

de-jioldus Uilheltnus, Marquis of Baden, Capta\<t of an hundred 
Ilartjhires, who are the Hotje-guard, and ride with Pijlols and Cara- 
I’.nes out of the City ; but within Vienna they carry Launces and Ja- 
velins with broad points.

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of the hot-guardfiii good Perfonagc,and well eftccmcd of by the Em- 
pi.rour. 

Sixty, or more, for the number, is uncertain, and not limited j 
moft of them Counts and Barons- 

RaymUndus, Count Je Montnuculi-, Was liis Cnneral. Prcfldcnt of the 
Council of War, Governour of Kah and the Confines about it, and of 
the Or^er of the QoUin Fleece ; a tall Perfon, foratu hat lean, but 
hath a fpirit in his look : he is one of the oldeft Commanders in /?«- 
rope, and performed good Service in FoLmd , Ihugary , Gennanj 
in many places, aiid iseftcemed a prudent, valiant, and iucccfsful Com- 
mander. 

The Count de Souciw! was alfo a Commander of great Fame, and in 
high cflecm with the Emperor. He was a Native of Rochelle : he lirll • 
lerved th^Sivedes in the German wars, and was a Colonel, but upon 
Ibme difgurt he forfook the Swedes, and ferved the Jmpeihihl!^, and 
was made Governor of Brin, the (econd Town in Mordvr). yfl'cer the 
taking of in General TorJte>ijct?,hc:(\cgC(\ Brin, and 

fent word unto the Governor de 5fl«c7;ex,That if he relukd to deliver 
up the Town, he would give him no quarter. Who aniwered him, 
That he would notask any, and alfo give none; and deknded the 
place with fuch refolution, that alter many AllaultsUiulaminingund 
Attempts by Granados, torjlenfon v\as forced to rile, alter a Siege of 
four months, which was fo advantageous unto Aujhia and the Impc^ 
rial affairs, that the Emperor took elpecial notice of him, made him 
a Baron, and of his Privy-Council. He commanded allb all the For- 
bes in Vienna, and did ni^table Service in the lad: Turkijh m ais. He 
took the City of FUtra, or Mitria, not far from Strigonimi or Gr.w ; 
and took and flew fix thoufand Turks which were lent by the Vizi- 
er of Buda againfl him : a worthy Perfon, and of a g()od Afpedb. 
Count Souches tlic younger, his Soil, ah Heroick Commander, is Go- 
vernor, of the firong fortified place Lcopoldsiadt by Frajla 7, a i'crlbn 
of great Civility, unto vidiom I was much obliged. 

Count Tefly, Nephew unto Count Lefy, vv iio was fent .Amballador 
to Conftantinople to the Sultan from the Emperor, is a Commander 
worthy of that efteem he hath with the Emperor 5 a Perfon of grt'at 
Courage, Civility and Humanity, which 1 muft ever acknow'- 
ledge. 

The Courts of the Emprefs, and of the Emprefs Dowager, are filled 
with PCrfons of Note ; and there are a great number of Soukliers m 
this place of great Fame, as the Marquils Pro, Spork, Cop , and many 
more. Many of the Clergy and Men of Learning, are in good cfleem' 
with the Emperor but the Jejui/es Moelner and B ccahella, are his 
near Favorites^ Many Strangers both Souldicrs and Scholars, have 
built their Fortunes here. And furcly Strangers of parts and induftry, 
fo they be of the Roman Church, are liot like to raile their Fortunes any 
where better than in thclc parts. 

Though the Emperor goes not to war in Perfon, yet hath he been 
fuccefsful in his vyirs, cf|x:ciaily in the Battel with rhe Parks at Sr. Cy- 
where the Wifinefs washandfomly and a(^^i^/ely managed, to let 
upon the body (ff the Turks, wliich had j'afled the River Rah, before 
tjie whole Fofces of the Vizier could come over, to the great 
flaughtcr of tlic pmifaries and 7'urks , who fought ftoutly, and 

xvere 
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"u^e firft vur to a Retreat by the French Givalry.For at firft tlie Turks 
feemed to prevail, and had flain a great i)ait of t wo Regiments of the 
Attxdhtri s which came out of Franconia^ and after their cuftom, had 
cut off their Heads. 

But his later wars have been ftill more fortunate, wherein he hath 
not only relieved /'^ie««tj,and taken divers cities from the Turks ; but 
remains flill Mafter of the Field in Ihnga'y. Among the many no- 
table things in F/ema^ the Imperial Library is very remarkable. He 
vi'lio hath feen the Bodleiau Library at Ixford, and the F atican, at 
Home, would be much furprized to find lucli a notable one hcre,as may 
compare with them ; efpccially upon the extreme Borders of the Learn- 
ed part of Ettrop\ 

The number and noblencfs of the Books doth much exceed the re- 
ceptacle or place w hich contains them, as making no fair fhew at the en- 
trance, and fomewhat wanting light. But as for the number and value of 
the Books, they are of opinion here that it yields unto none, but rather 
excels any other Library in Eunpe. There w'as a place defigned for 
the buildiiig of a fit receptacle for them ; but, I know not how, a Thea- 
tre for C.'oniedics is now built in that place. 

It is divided into eight Chambers or Rooms, which are fb well filled, 
that many Books are tain to lie upon the Floor j and the Shelves ftand 
lb dole, that there is but juft room to pafs between them. The Ma- 
nuferipts, ftand diftind from the printed Books,according to their Lan- 
guages, being divided into fix Cla fes, Theological, Juridical, Medical, 
'phHuJopl’ical, milorical, P hilolcgical. There can fcarce be a more ad- 
mirable Collcdion than the Manuferipts in part of the firft Chamber, 
of Ilehr IV, Sjriack, Aralick, Turkijh, Armenian, Althiopick, and Chi- 
nrje Books. 

It was begun, at Icaft the Books began to beplacedjn this recepta' 
cle, by milian the Firft, but hath been much encreafed by fuG- 
cce Jing Emperor.s, moftof them, fince Rodolphus the Firft, being much 
addided unto Learning, there having been large acceffions from many 
noble Libraries, and mod upon the coft of the Emperors. The choi- 
ceft Books in the famous Library of Buda, of King Matthias Corvinus, 
bon unto Huniades, are now in it. The notable Library of Wolfgm- 
gus 'Lazius, who was Library-Keeper, was brought hither, and 
Three thoufand Books of Johannes Hambucus are now in this Repofi- 
tory. 

Auger ius Baslequius, fometime Library-Keeper hereof, added much 
unto it ; and in his two Turkifh Embaflies procured a great number of 
noble Greek Manuferipts at Conflantinople, which are inferibed with 
his own hand, Aug. de Bufbeck. emit Conftantinopoli. A great many 
were added from the Library of the Learned Johann^ Cufpinianus, 
Library Keeper, and Counccllor unto the Emperor. The notable Li- 
braries and Mathematical Inftruments of Tycho Brahe, Kepler, and 
Ga fendus, were purchafed for it. But the largeft acceffion was nwdfi 
by the noble Library of Count Fugger, which confifting- of fixteen 
thoufand Volumes,was purchafed by Ferdinand thej^ird. Many were 
brought, fortie few years paft, from the Amhrajian Lic^ry by Infprnck, 
by the Learned Petrus 'Lamhectus, Library-keeper, Hiftorit^ra- 
pher,and Counccllor unto the prefent Emperor j who hath allban ex- 
cellent Library which is like to be added unto the Imperial He then 

reckoned

reckoned the Volumes in this great Library to afjouiit at Icall" to 
Fourfcorc thoufard; and by this time that number im\- be iiicrcaled, 
for he adds feme yearly. And the number migl)t almoflle end- 
fcis, if they would make ufe of their privilege, for'tlic Emperor I atli 
a right to have two Books of all that arc printed in Crrtn.wy. 

They have alfo a great advantage at to acquire good 
jer/pts from the 7«r^///^ Dominions, for the Emperor is obliged to have 
a RcTident with the, Qrand .SV/'wer whcrclocvcr he moves or orders 
him to be ; even at the laft fight of St. OW.;/-/, the Emperor’s Kc- 
fident was in the Tuiii/h Camp. And w hen 1 was at in lb ■/- 

fdly, the Refidcnt Signor de Cafi Noarj, was inquifitive alter Books to 
be found among the Greeks in Monafieries and other places. And this 
Emperor, like his Father, will fpare no coft toward fuch Acquirits. 

By the cfpccial favour of my noble Frierd Lmheems^ I w ent manv 
times into this Library, and he was fo courteous as to let me have wlnit 
Books I defired unto my private Lodging : He would Ihew me divers 
Books upon what Subject I required, and ofiered me a fight of what 
Bocks he thought rare and cfiimablc j and amongfi: others 1 could not 
but take notice of thefe follow'ing :

late //«»vtfr/<i«war,asl underftand fince my Return. 

I went unto dlicrs notdtl Places about Fienna : I walked unto the 
Hill of Fienna, v}o Englijh miles diftant from the Town, going up all 
the way by an eafie Aicent ; from whence I had a proljped ot the Ci- 
ty, and the Compagnia about it, together with the high Mountains in 
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Steimark covered with Snow: and ill my return favv the Palace of 
the Emprefs Dowager without the Town, called la Pavorifa^ and pafled 

bv the Convent of the /'W/w. 

About two EHgUjh ihiles Eaftward from V'temiy there is a very no- 
ble Garden-place belonging to the Emperor, built by Rodolphtk thie^Sfe- 
condy which hath been formerly well furniflied, and providefd wifH 
Plants, but now feems to be negledied, and Ibmewhat rutnous; It 
coniitts of an inward and an outward Iquare Garden : The inWard 
Is two hundred ordinary paces fquarc, about the fame bignefs with the 
Place Royal at ?arii : It hath a Vortko or Cloyiiir, fupported by Forty 
Pillars of white Stone on each fide, and is coveod with Copper ; as are 
alfo the Pavilions which the common people IBik to be Gold Befides 
this, there is an handfom row of Buildings well feated, called 
in which at prefent are many wild Beafts kept. Lions and Tigres breed 
here, and have young ones. Some fay this was the place of Solymafi 
the Magnificent’s Tent when he befieged Pieum- But it is rather th6 
Figure of his Pavilion which was placed on the other fide of the City. 

Therfc is alfo, about two or three miles from Vienna, a noted place 
of Devotion, called Arnols, much frequented, efpccially in Lent, divers 
carrying Crofles vety heavy all the <vay upon their flioulders. There 
is here a little Houfc built exadWy after that of the Sepulchre at Jem- 
falem ; and alfo a handlbm Copy of the Pi<5ure of our Saviour and the 
Virgin Alary, with their cxa(fF heights. That of our Saviour is about 
two yards high ; that of the blefled Virgin three or four fingers breadth 
lower : Thefe are taken from the Original iri St. de Lateran at 
Rome. Hither the Emprefs defired to go one morning from her own 
talace on Foot, out of Devotion, which Ihe performed, though with a 
great deal of difficulty, flie being not ufcd to walk, and the Way was 
dufty. Tlte Ertipetor accompanied lier arid all the Court followed on 
foot, which made i haridfome Ihew. 

Nearer unto Vienna there is alfo a rematkable place for Devotiori, 
called Itzitig : and in the way from Vienna linto it, the twelve Stati- 
ons of the <5rofr are marked but in imitation of what is obferved near 
Jirufalem, in the ^ia Crucisj or Dolorofa, in otir Saviour’s proceeding 
from the City unto Mount Calvary ; the the Figutes therebfare print- 
ed, and the feveral paces between every Statioh fet down. The EmpC^ 
ror hath a handfom Park neir Vienna, cailep the Brater, wherein I 
beheld the cffcdlS of tlie great Lightning and Thunder which happen- 
ed three days befoSte, upon many great Trees Which were torn, fpKt, or 
twified. There is a Houfe of Pleafufe in it. Where among other things, 
I could riot but take notice of a Miifical Inftrament which I had not 
fcen before, a Seat ot Cheflilrum j it hith a Cord like that of a Sea-trum' 
pet, blit founds like i K ettk-dimm. 

I went alfo unto Laxamhurg, whithet the Eiripcror often retires ; 
he liath a Houfe in this place, but it is old, drid riot large. There is 
dlfo a Houfe of Plfeififre iri the Mote, into WfifcH there is no other paf- 
fage but through a high Cdrriekri. Tnfe Cdftle is corambdioufly fear- 
ed for the Emperoia rditeaiioh j drid there^ a!rf eight-ftpidre HoUle in 
the Marfi, from Which the Nbbility arid the EAiprefe Dowager fofne- 
times ufed to Ihbbt} Ihd beirid VetW eiplitt iPvcr the Gate of 

the Emperors Hd&fe hdhgs S gi^t Klb dfid jfaW-borie. Wheteof t 
could get no betteif a<^J6ririt, thdri thdy Wefif! thd'ttib and JaWifibrio of 
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a heathen maid. They feemed to me to be Bones of an Elephant. But 
many things that are old or obfeure, they call, in this Country, Hea- 
then ; as homau Coyns, they call Heathen money. And the Peafants 
brought me, in a place which had been formerly an old Roman Station, 
part of the bit of a Bridle digged up, which they concluded to be a 
Heathen Key. 

From hence I went unto Manner f lor ff, feated not I'ar from the River 
Leyta, where there is a natural ha A’arA, called the Wildehath-^ itari- 
fes undcr-a Church, the Church being built over the Spring-head. 
The water of it is but Luke-warm, and therefore w hen they delire it 
hotter, they boyl it, arid fo bathe in Tubs in a large ronni. From 
thatSubftance which flicks to the Tides of the Coppers in the boy 1- 
ing of it, they judge it tube impregnated with Sulphur., Salt- peter, and 
Chalk. The water colours the Hones, and makes them look, when wet, 
like fine 7«r(y«o//r. And the vapour of the Bath hanging upon the 
Mofs on tt;e Tides, gives it an Amber or Gold colour. The i’hyficians 
oi yienna have given a givxl account concerning the ufe of thefe Baths 
in High- utch. Not far from hcncc is a noted Quarry of Stone, out of 
which a great part of yienaa is built. The Stones are large .ind they 
cut, and lijuare them at the Quarry. 

From hence 1 proceeded to the Eletvfidler fea or Lake, fo called from 
Newfit{le,yo\\\c\\ is a Town feated upon the Northern part of it, con- 
Tifting of one ftrect and fome back-houfes, and a fmall, fquare, old Gallic 
upon a Hill, from whence I had a good proTped over tlie Lake. It is 
about three German miles broad, and feven miles long. The faireft 
I ake in thefe parts affording plenty of Filh ; encompafled and thickly 
fet about with fmall Towns and Villages; and hath no River, at Icail 
not confiderable, running into or out of it. A little way from the Gate 
oiNewfi/ile they dig out a black earth, out of which th^ make Salt- 
peter. In this Journey, not far from Himlurg, wc palled by a place 
called Rauckward, which, though it feems not high, looks over a great 
part of Aufiria,zviA as far as Am, the fccond City of Moravia, a part alfo 
of the Kingdom of AaAmw.and a part of the Kingdom of lluntana. I 
went afterwards four Enghlh miles up the Stream of the Danube, to fee 
a noted Quarry of Stone in a Hill called Altenhurg. The beds, row.s, 
or cafes of the Stones lie not horizontally, but rather elevated North- 
ward, about the height of tlie Angle forty, yet are not always fo re- 
gularly placed, but rather follow the lhape of the Hill, and according 
to that are difl^ntly fnuated. Here I alfo obferved a Subllance be- 
tween a Clay and a ftone called Lehtrfiein, or Liverflene ; and upon 
many of thefe Stones I found the figures of Trees and Leaves, thougli 
not ib deep or neat as upbnt the Stones by Florence ; yet very prettily 
marked, and often with broader Leavcsi,than I had elTewhcrc obferved* 
I palled forward to Clofler-Neubun,, d Town moft of it belonging to 
that notable rich Mooaftery feated' here, founded by St. Leopoldus 
Marquels of Anflria, ahd fince much enriched by fuccceding Dona- 
tions. 

Matthtens Merian hath a good cut of the ProTped of the Danube 
hereabouts, and in* what manner it pafles downwards between the 
two great Hills cdiKalenherg and Hifnberg. Ujron one Peak of Kalen- 
Ireg^vs dMftrs Camaldulenjef, of an Order the mollfevcre of any, li- 
ving moft upon Roots and Habs, im the manner of IlermUes. Near 

their 
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their Cells they had paved the ground with tliofe Stones I mentioned, 
which were naturally marked with the Sha{)es of Trees and 
Plants 

Alter an open Autumn there followed a lharp Winter at Vienna, in 
the months of December and January. The branches of the Danube 
VI cre li'on frozen over. The main Stream, by reafon of its fwift Cur- 
rent, held out longer, but was afterwards alfo frozen. Some have 
thought that this River is more apt to freez than others. And vtc 
read of Battels whiclt have been f:ught upon this River Irozen ; 
but I could not make any regular Obfervation thereof Tliis hard 
weather, the ground being covered with Snow, afforded handfoni Re- 
creations unto men, and fome unto the Ladies, in running C.ourfes in 
handfom Sleds and Devices upon the Snow. Their Sleds were well 
contrived in the ihape of Griffins, tigers. Swans, Scallop Shells, Dol- 
phins, Peacocks, and the like Curiofitics, carved, painted, and gilded. 
The Lady fits in one of thefe, richly habited in Velvet, lined with rich 
Furrs, fet ofT with Lace and Jewels, in a Velvet Cap lined W'ith Sables. 
The Med is drawn by a Horfe, drefled up wiA Featlicrs ofall colours, 
and Bells hanging about him, a pair of Stags horns behind b.is head, 
Ribbons and other Ornaments : one or more Pages ride by on Horfe- 
back with Torches in their hands. And after tJiis anner they per- 
form their Courfc upon the frozen Snow about the ftreets of Vienna, 
in the riight,*’w'ith good fpeed one after anoffier. A Gentleman fits 
behind the Lady and guides the Horfe. But the Froft breaking up 
put an end to thefe Recreations. The Froft began and ended here the 
fame day that it began and ended in England. 

The Feftivity of Chrijlmas was oblcrvcd much after the fame Man- 
ner, Ceremonies, and Solemnities, as in Italy. On Chrilimas-day the 
Emperor dined publickly, attended with many Nobles and great Per- 
Ibns, and three remarkable low Dwarfs. Upon St. Stephens 
went to the Cathedral of St. Stephen,znA went up to the Altar, kneeled, 
and kifled the Plate whereon the Holiia had lain. At the Epiphany 
or Twelfth-tide, the old cuftom of choofing King and Queen was ob- 
ferved at Court. Count lefly happened to be King, the Emperor laid 
the Cloth, and the Emprefs filled out Wine, tc^ether with other old 
Cuftoms, Fetched perhaps in part from anciender \xsm%,y..Saturnalium 
diehiu, mos Romanis, pntbere Jervis cenvivium Jic ut ipfi effeia fervorum 
obirent, . . > ■ 

Before Chrijlmas there was extraordinary mirth and jollity at the 
Court upon occafion of a Marriage : For Count Serau, Governor of 
Gratz mStyria, married a natural Daughter of Philip the Fourth, King 
of Spain, which was obferved ' with many noble Solemnities and Bra- 
veries. And the Nobility and Ladies were fo fubftantially fp!endid,that 
I was much furprized thereaf. ’ ’ • 

This was followed by a Funeral Solemnity for the Count of Draun, 
w'ho Was Colonel of the Forces in Vienna, and w'ho had one of the rio- 
bleft Houfes in the City ; his Corps was brought out of Italy, and in- 
terred in the Dominican Church, where he formerly built a very fair 
Altar ; there was raifed for him a Cajlrum DdAr A,'Handlbmly contrived . 
and let round with white Wax Torches and Candles) 

While I was in Vienna, the'Emprefs Margarita was delivered of a 
Daughter, which was Chriftoed'by the name of Maria, Antonina, Jofe- 

pka. 
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j 0 fepha,BeHeM^,Rofalia,Petro»e//a, but fhe lived not many months. 
When the Emprefs came abroad, lire brouglu the Cliild to tlic Angu. 
/iim Church, where Cardijial Carlo Caraffa, the Pope’s Nuncio, recei- 
ved it, blcfll'd it, and laid it upon the Altar. 

During my flay here, the Elcdion w as in readinefs for a King of Po- 
land, alter the voluntary refignation of that Crown by King Cafmir ; 
and Couriers often paficd between that Country and tliis. There were 
Competitors the Czar of Mvjcovys Son, the Duke Newlurg, and the 
Prince of Lor rain. The French moved adivcly for the Duke of Nt-jr- 
hrg, the Emperor for the Prince of terrain, who was then at I V. nna, 
in great favour with the Emperor, w ho greatly promoted his intcreft ; 
a Perfon of great efteem, and who if General Lubominkt had been li- 
ving, who w as his intimate Friend, in all probability might ha\ e ob- 
tained the Crown ; and thcrcu}X)n it was conceived that he Ihoiild 
have married the Emperor’s Sifler.But the Poles made choice of one of 
their own Country, who was no Competitor, Michael H'/Jnoivitski ilc- 
ceafed, who alfo married the Sifter of the Emperor. 

When I was here, there were many .‘\mbalTadours ofNote, Den Rat 
thafar de la Cueva, Marquifs ot Malagon^ and Brother to the Viceroy 
of Naples, W'as Amballador for Spain, Cardinal Carlo Carajja was the 
Pope’s Nuncio. The Venetian Ambaflador Extraordinary, lollicited for 
afliftance lorCW/j, and he obtained the Regiment oi Porcia under 
Marquis Fio. Count Sanches the younger, who was Gcifcrnor of Leo- 
p Idjiadt, and many noole and valiant Souldiers were preparing for 
that Expedition.The Lurks gave afliiranccofthe Grand Seignior's intenti- 
on to maintain the Peace inviolably ; and requefted the Emperor not 
toaftiftthc Venetians, or 7 rai/ylcan-ans, nor to promote, but rather 
hinder, the Election of the Emperor of Mufeovys >Son to the ('rown of 
Poland. The Billtop of Beziers, fent by the Kir^ ot France to the E- 
k-dtion of the King of Poland, came nor hither, but pafted through Nu~ 
renhurg, where I lodged at tl)c fame fnn : They were generally here a- 
gainil the French Intcreft, and fo were a great part of the Fohjh No- 
bility. An Amballador came alfo from the Cham of Tartary, to con- 
firm a I’eace, and affetrd mutal Afliftance upon occafion. Cha Gage 
A’ a was the Amballador, who brought a Prclent ot the l;eft Tartarian 
Horfes, wliich arc of high efteem tor fwifrncis, hardinefs, boldncfs in 
palling frozen Rivers, and taking and fwimmmg over great Streams. 
He was difmilfed with noble Prelcnts of Plate. The Emperor prefent- 
ed the Cham of Tartary with a fair Silver Bafon and Ewer, and a curi- 
ous Watch ; and fent Prefents unto the Chammine his Wile ; and alfo. 
to his Sifter and four Brothers. His Followers were ftout men, ot 
good ftature, coarfe Complexions, wearing long furr’d Vefts and C'al- 
packs, or furr’d Caps. Some of tlicm had filver Kings uirh the fame 
Signatures of the Turkilh Seals.Thcy took much Tabaco in very long 
PipestTheir Tabacois not in Rolls, but in Leaves, & dry.Titey w ent about 
wandring and gazing at moft things, as Churches, Houles, Shops : And 
took much delight to be in the Fair, where they would take much 
notice of fmill trifles. Yet thefe arc the men that make fuch fad In- 
curfions into the Ehftern parts of E:4repe,mc\ carrying away fo many 
thoufands, lell thejito the Turks,mc\ fo 'repair the ddeaft of People in 
Turk)'. And now after the Confumption of men in Conjlantmeple,

Coiilhuitino^lc. He came into Firi^lnrid to enquire after a’ young man 
who was in a Ship which u as fn lt tal-en by an Algerine, and after- 
wards bv an I'.ngl/Jh man of w ar in the Levant. He was very kindly 
uled in /'y^/.wr/, and particularly at tliml ridge. He tlid a great deal 
o! h.onoiirat fCenn.i, untotlie Nation, tfeclaring that they were 

r!ie moil civil, generous, and learned p ople he had met with in a.'l h.s 
Travels, and that he noul’.ere found lomany who could fpcak or un- 
d'.idiand Creek, or who i;ne him lo good lati.sfaClion in all parts of 
Know ledge : And as a tellimony ol' li.s reli'ce,}: and gratitude, requeft- 
ed me to ene'lofe a Creek i ' rrer unto Dr. Lierjtn, now Lord Bifhop of 
Ckeihr, and Dr. I'.jt-rcw 7 unity College in Cambridge. 

M fl men live here plcntilully, there being abundance of all provi- 
(i'i'i. Tlieyi^ve great quantity ol Corn, which upon Scarcity, by 
the h( Ip of tlie V.iniile, might be brought to them from remoter parts. 
The C(/Untiy afierds fuch plenty of wine, that they lend a confidera- 
ble quantity up the River. 'J'hey have alfo rich wines outof//««j/ry 
and A'.i/t', and filch variety, that there are tnore than thirty fevcral 
fo'ts ol Wine to be fold in Liemu. They are not alii) W'ithout good 
beer. I Ldsladt in A’dl>'i.i adiuo's them S'alt, wlitre they make it 
I'V letting in w atcr into the hoilou parts of a Mountain,\v here it drinks 
in the Salt of the Ivaith, and i > afterwards let out and boiled up. This 
adords great profit lo the ivnperor, and therefore the //««- 
g.ui.m 'alt ii ttot permitted to be brought higlkr than 
'iiic} have aUia plenty of hheep and Oxen but for Oxen at prefent 
they are allij 111 pidxd from I lHiig.vy , mx only from the Countries in 
the hniperors Dominions, but lioin the Turkifii parts, by permillion 
ot the Cr.vtd Seignior ; and they are brought hither by the Ivaflcrn Com- 
pany of / 'ienn.i. They cat much wild Boar, whereof the Fat is deli- 
cious, like that of Vcnlioii with us. They want not Hares, Rabbets, 
Partridges, Plicalants. A Foul called H.fenbend.jl , or Gallina Corjlo- 
turn, is much cllccmed by them, vyhich made me the more wonder 
to meet with fomc odd diflics at their Tables j as Guiny-Vigs, div'crs 
ibrts of and Tortoifes. 

Tlie D.inule, and many Rivers which run into it, afford tlicm plen- 
ty of Filh, extraordinary Trout i. Tenches, Likes, Eds, fevcral 

Lm rs of and many filhes finely coloured; the white Fifli, 
I '■ "vides vci V large ; the befi: come out of the River Sweehet, not far 
' : ,'in t Tenna. They have alfo that Subfiantial large fifli, called Schei- 
. or Sil'iriis Gcjneri, larger than Like, Sulmon,'<sx any of our River 
.'.liies ; 1 lit tile great Filliss called TIaufoits, or Jlufiftes, in JohnJloniis, 
<)•: l ugenefs exceed all others ; fome being twenty foot long. Some 
iiunk this to be the fame Fifl^ ‘Which TElian names Antacetus, and

fpcaks largely of the filhing for them in Iffer. I was at the fifliing 
fhccs hr Nm/ohs in Sc but Ifland, between Preflurg ar\d Komar 
for they come not ufually higher, cfpecially in flioals; and iris much 
tliat they come fo high, for they are conceived to come out of the 
Euxinefea, and fo up the ftream. They eat them both frefli and fak- 
ed ; they take moil like Stargeon. It is a Cartilagincous Fifli, confin- 
ing of griftlcs i and they have a hollow nervous chord all down 
the back, which being dried lerves for a whip. When they fifli for 
them they blow a Horn or Trumpet and know where they go by the 
moving of the Mater. From rertke they are fupplied with Oyflers,with 
fait Sturgeon, and fometimes U'ith red I-Jerrhtgs, and great variety of 
other Filhes pickled up : as alfo with Oranges, Lintons, and other Fruits. 
Obferving much freedom, mufick, and jollity in the Gty. I won- 
dered how they could content themfeivcs without Plays, for there were 
few M'hile I was there, till the Players came hither out of Saxony, md a- 
(ked here for a time. The Jefuites would fometimes entertain the 
Emperor and Emprefs with a Coifiedy at their College j and I had 
once the favour to be at one when they were prefent. 

But they have Dancing and Fencing often and every Holy-day af- 
ter dinner, the people flock to fomc Inns where there is Dancing in 
the inward Rooms, and Fencing and Playing of Pri2cs upon a Stage ia 
the Yard ; and at the indow s, or from the Galleries, they behold the 
Fencers playing at feveral Weapons ; and commonly pafs the reft of the 
day in delights and merry Company. 

In Treafon and high Crimes they cut off the right Hand of the Ma- 
lefactor, and his Head immediately after. I faw a Woman beheaded 
fitting in a Chair, the Executioner ftriking off her Head with a Fore* 
blowr behaved her felf well, and was accompanied unto the Mar- 

ket place by the Confraternity of the Dead, who have a charitable 
care of fuch Perfons, and arc not of any Religious Order, but Laymen ; 
among whom alfo in this place there arc many Fraternities and Orders , 
as of the Holy Virgin, of the Holy Crflf,z.od others. Another perfon 
alfo executed after the fame manner ; as foon as his head Icll to the 
ground, while the Body was in the Cliair, a man run fpeedily with a 
Pot in his ham), and filling it with the Blood, yet fpouting out of his 
Neck, he prefently drank it off, and ran away j and this he did as a 
Remedy againft the pal/ing-Sicknefs. I have read of fomc who have 
approved the fame Medicine ; and heard of others who have done the 
like in Germany, And Celjus takes notice, that in his time fome 
Epileptical perfons did drink the Blood of the Gladiatours. But 
Phyficians have; in all times, abominated that Medicine. Nor did I 
ftay afterwards folong as to know the efied thercof,as to the intended 
cure. But moft men looked uixrn it as of great uncertainty : and of 
all men the Jews, who fufterno Blood to come into their Lips, mull 

moft diflike it. _ _ . n , . 

At prcjhurg they have a ftrange way of Execution, ftill ufed at 

Metz and fome other places, by a Maid, or Engine like a Maid finely 
drefled up with her hands before her. The Malefador falut^ her 
firft, and then retires. But at htf lecond lalute flie opens her hands 
and cuts his Heaft in funder. 

Though the Winter was (harp, yet the advantage of Stoves and ly- 
ing between two Feather-beds made it tolerable : For they ute 

ISk 2r 
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here as in other parts of Germany , where they lodge and eat in Stoves ; 
and great Perfons have Stoves in the Church, or Inch as look into the 
Church; 1 here are Stoves alfo in the publick Schools where Ledures 
are read. And thisway ofl)?ing between two Feather-beds, with a 
neat laced Iheet fpread over, is more convenient in a cold Country, 
than moft others they make ufe of For in the common Inns in Ger- 
many they generally deep upon Straw, and alfo in Hungary almoft eve- 
ry where ; and more Eafterly upon the ground, fpreading a Carpet or 
Saddle-cloth under them : and more Northerly they content them- 
felves with the Skins of Beads, Bears^ Elks, or the like ; upon which 
they deep in the night. Thofe that deep lowed are cooled in a Stove ; 
thofe that lie upon Tables, Benches, or higher, are more expolcd to 
the heatTheCitizens of Vienna are well attired, and ufe Furs very much 
The Women wear a high Velvet Bonnet, lined or faced therewith. 
The Place feemed to be healthful ; but they fpcak much of the Cdica 
Auliriaca.zs an Endemical and Local Difeafe,very hardly yielding unto 
good Medicines. They fpeak good German at the Court and in the Ci- 
ty ,* but theCommon & Country people feemed to fpeak grumblingly, 
and bclides their accent, have divers words difierent from other parts. 

They have a Cudom upon fit.Nkholas-day to putlbme fmall Gift into 
the Childrens Ihooes ; among other things they put in Medals and Dol- 
lars made of paper and flour,gilded and ftlvered over, yet Icarce worth 
a penny. They fell Trochiesot Tallets in the* markets, made of the 
pulp of the Fruit of Hip-hriar, made fharp with Spirit of Sulphur, 
very refrefhing. Some carry about them a Thunder-Hone as a defence 
againd Tliunder : and they rub their Childrens Gums with a Wolfs 
tooth indead of Coral. 

When I was at Venice, in the time of the Carnival, I obferved many 
Recreations and Shews, as Rope-dancing, flying down the Rope, cut- 
ing offBulls-ncckswitliSwords,andmany other. But Vienna a nota-. 
ble trick which I faw there, pleafed me much: A man of a middle Sta- 
ture laid down upon his back, and a heavy Anvil was placed upon his 
Bread, as much as two men could well lift, then two other men 
with great Hammers laid on, until they had given aimed an hun- 
dred blows, and cut in funder a great Horlliooe of iron, about half an 
inch thick. 

Here is no Chridian Religion publickly permitted but the Ro- 
man, and therefore thofe of the Protejlanr, and Reformed Religionivo 
lam to refort to Preflurg, Forty miles oCfor which they have feme 
convenience by the Danube , and a Coach which goes every day. 
In tlie time of Maximilian the Second, they were permitted the Ex- 
erdfe of their Religion in the Church of the Holy Crofs, in the Ci- 
ty of Vienna. But afterwards* were prohibited by Rodolphm the Se- 
cond. The Emperor Matthias gave them pcfmiflion to meet at Her- 
nah, a little more than an Englifh mile from Vienna', and gave leave 
to their Minifiers to come into the City, and there to chrijlen, mar- 
ryMptizefirxfk vifit the dck.From which time they encreafed very much 
till the Second, returning from the Battel of Prague, 
milled their MiuiHer from Vienna, and Arnolds, >, fent the Freyherr 
forger, to whom the Cadle of Arnolds belonged, PriJ'oner unto Linti • 
^ never gave over till he had taken away their PrivUics and Free- 
dom of meeting publickly in any part of lower Aufiria. 


But 
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But here are no Imall number of who have a diftind Habita- 
tion afligned them over the Water. They have alfo a Street allowed 
them in the Qty for the day time, but they muft all depart at night be- 
yond the River into the Suburbs. 

They are much diflafled by the Citizens and Tradefmen, and the 
Scholars agree but ill with them. While I was at Vkuna there was a 
quarrel between them to an higli degree. For the Scholars aflaulted 
the Jem Town, beat, wounded, and threw divers of them into the Ri- 
ver. Divers Scholars were wounded, feme killed, and alfo feme Soul- 
diers, who were commanded out to compofe the Fray and the Jews 
Town was guarded many days by tlie Souldiers of the City. This 
begot fuch ill Blood, and Complaints, tliat a good number of the 
Jews were to be banilhed at a certain day. The Jews, to ingratiate 
with the Emprefs, then with Child, prelented her with a noble Silver 
Cradle, hvit Ihe would not receive it; and there was great danger of the 
general banilhment of them when I left that City, which was afterwards 
efFededjtheybeingfeverely prohibited from living, not only at Fieu- 
ua, but in any part of Aujiria, where there were formerly whole Vil- 
lages of them, fo as they were forced to betake themfelves into the Do- 
minions of the Turk, unto Fenice^xnto Poland and Bohemia. They being 
not permitted to dwell in the Neighbour Countries of //«;/g<jrj,lubjc(a 
to the Emperor, Styria, or Carintbia. But many of them went to Buda 
and were beficgedthere in the year i684.and becoming oblUnate haters 
of the Germans, tht'} affiaed the Turks with their Purlcs and with what 
elfethey were able to maintrin the Town againft the ImjTenal Forces. 

I muft confels they feemed uieful to Fienna for'ready accommodati- 
on of any .thing, either by falc or exchange, but the ix-ople looked 
with an ill eye upon them, as taking away much of their Trade and 
Employment. They alfo looked upon them as ufelefs to them in war 
for the defence of the place as Souldiers ; and were not without fomc 
iealoufic that they held Correfpondcncc with -the Turks, and gave 
them Intelligence of their Affairs. Yet the Souldiery dealt much 
with thcnij 2ind Cnptains for the ludd^in habitin^^ fbrniiliing) snd sc* 
commodating ot their C^ompanics. And dining one day with a 
Commander at a Jews Houfe,aiiiongft other Difeourfe,! asked tht Jew 
concerning the and where they werc.^ Ha fiid they iVere 
far off in Afia, i yond a great Lake which was continually Jlormy, and 
jearce paffaLle, hut upon their Sahbath’day, upon which days the Jews 
do not willingly travel- 

I have feen their Circumcifion at Rome, P adua, and other parts. 

' Their /’j&yjff/aw, ordinarily pirofefr great skUl in Vrines j and the com- 
mon people refort unto them ratlier than unto ChriBians,znd arefo 
credulous, and have fuch an opinion of them, that they might be made 

to believe they have fome old of King _ 

There are many Jews in Italy, yet they fccra to me to be in greater 
numbers in Germany. In Amsterdam they are alfo grown very nu- 
merous. At Franckfurt they told me there were feven thoufand of 
-them, which feemed fcarce credible. At Coleu they are in great num- 
bers : at Hamburg not a few. But the greateft number furely is ui 

Though they be permitted in -many Countries, yet divers Chrijliatt 
Princes and States have afligned them fome mark in their Habits, 
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to diftinguini them. la Avignon their Hats w yellow. In Italy their 
Hats are covered over with faff ate. I n Germany they vttzx Ruff's and 
Gowns witli great Capes. In Holland I obferved no diftin<Sion. Biit 
the 'iews there, moll of them having come out of Portupal, there may 
be fome fofpicion of them from their complexion. 

Lahly, when I confidcr the old llrcngth of Vienna, confiding in 
an old iW/ and a deep D/rr/.', I cannot much wonder that Matthias 
Corv'inus, Ring of Hungary, took this City. And I mull aferibe it, 
under God, unto the fingular valour and refolution of the Defendants, 
that Solyman the Magnificent, with two hundred thoufand men, was 
not able to take it, and though he made large breaches, could never 
enter it, but loft fome thoulands at an Aflauir, and departed at laft 
with the lofs of a great part of his Army. But this place is now in a 
far better condition ftrongly fortified , and able to refill the greatell 
Forces of Turky. The houfes are cleared from the wall ; and yet for 
[letter fecurity, when I was there, Count Souches advifed the Emperor 
to pulldown part of the Sulurk upon the other fide of the neareft 
branch of the Danuhe, left the Turks might take advantage to play up- 
on the tw'o Ball ions on that fide. 

It would be a fad lofs for Chnflendom, if this place were in the 
hands of the and no man knows where he would reft. If he 
fliould begin witli this place, and take it, the flrong holds of Rah, Kfi- 
marafi-nd Leopoldiladt. would want their fuppoft,atid foon fall into his 
refleilion; and if he were Lord o{/^uJlria,tx great part of Germany would 
lie bare unto him and probably itw'ouki not be long before he vifi- 
ted Italy, into which Country he would then find many ways. Yet 
this hath fince been attempted, with great force, and violence; when 
in the year one thoufand fix hundred and ciglity thrcc.The Grand Seij^- 
n'lor font Kara Mfflapha Raffa, W'ithan army of an hundred and feur- 
Icorc thoufand men into Aujtria, who befieged, aftaulted, and ftor- 
med this place for two months together, till fuch time as the Chrifti- 
an Army came down and relieved it. For the Garrifon under the 
Command of Count Stahremlerg having behaved thcmfelvcs moll cou- 
ragCoufly, and dayly Ihown much valour and Bravery, in liicli fort, 
that before the Seventh of September they had deftroyed fifty thou- 
fand of the Turks ; The King of Poland, the Eledlor of Saxony, the 
Eledlor of A , came five days after, all at the head of their own 
forces. The Duke of Lo a in', the Duke oi' Sa\en- Lawenhurg, the two 
Marquillcs of Baden, the Prince de Croy, and the Emperors Generals, 
and Colonels, Caprara, Leflye, Rahhata, Dut.wald, Pa'Jy, Baron Mercy, 
Halwetl, Diepeathal, and others. And thus united, totally routed the 
Tu ki(f) army,and made the Grand Vizier, Kara Muflapha, fly before 
them and leave all his provifio i. Ammunition and Riches behind him, 
having nothing left him, but a fad repentance for his ralh attempt, 
and time to confider how little he was like to be beholden to thofe who 
employed him, wilhing to himfelf, no doubt, by this time, that the 
Ottoman family had never come to this greatnefs as to be able to com- 
mand him, and fo many thoufand more to run their heads, to no 
purpole, againft the flrong walls of Beatch. And would then have been 
well fatisfied, that old Ertrgrul, and Dunler had all along continued 
Shepherds in the Eaft. Like many of th. ir family before them ra- 
tlrer than ever to have attempted to march Weft-ward, or that Baja- 
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zet's hawk liad never flown crofs the clifcover Countries

To thefe, I have alfo added a noble Gold Medal of the Emperot 
Ferdinand the fecond. Thefe are all delineated bigger than they real- 
ly arc, that they might appear the more plainly ; yet this laft wciglis 
above fixtccn Guinneys^ and is no ordinary Piect.-. 
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Aking a farcwcl of the /mperhl City of F'ietttia I or- 
dered my Jmy for Pr^g.e in Bokwia, which is 


ufually fix days Journey by Coach in the Summer 
and eight in the IVinter. I went over the great 
Bridge of U/f»»d,upon the large Stream ohXvibanuhe 
palling by the Chappel of St. Bridget, of an eight- 
fciiiare Figure.Tliis Bridge is a very great iind maflv 
\vork,fupported by many high Trees Timber, and hath between 
two and three thnu!and Irees laid upon it crof,s,or fide by fide, from one 
lide ot \X\Y^ Bn to the other, for the paflage over it alter the German 
manner of making Bridges. At Rathbone there is a handfome Stone~ 
bridge over the D.wube, nd between that place and Tiema, divers of 
H'(7Prf;but from Piema to Belgrade 1 obferved none but what were madf> 
with Boats. 


Having paired the River, I entred into the Tranf-Dambian Aujlria 
or that part of Aulbia which lies between the and the Ril 
ver Tbeya, and €amc unto Corneuburg, a pretty Town, about which 
place the Emperor often hunts; it is near the P{\\\ Bijnelerg, which 
IS oppofitc unto Kalenberg The Sweden advanced far when they 
took this place in the laft wars, and held it fo well, that they were not 
cafily forced out of it. From thence I came to Stockerau, near the 
moutli of the River where it runs into the Danube. A place 
much noted for the death of St. Colmait, a Scotch Sair.t, highly honour^ 
ed in thclc parts. From thence to Gunterfdorff, fo to Colnedorff at KoU 
dtrjf, \vliich although it be on the South of the River Theya is ac- 
counted the firft Village of Moravia, and then came unto Znaim. 


In 
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In all this part of Aujh 't.\ M hich extends a great length on the 
North fide of the Damthe, conceived to have been anciently inhabitetl 
by the Marcomanni and there arc lew or no Towns of antKiuitjy 
largenefs, or note ; for the Homans made their Stations and Colonics 
upon the South-fide of the Danube ; but the Country is full of Vil- 
lages, and populous. One of the chicfcll Towns is Cremhs, which 
fomc call Cremona Attfiria, which I faw as I came down the Danube. 

A great part of this Country was notably harralfcd and plundered by 
the Swedes. The Soyl is light and eafie to be ploughed. 

Zan 'm is a handfomc place, with many Painte J Houles in it, and ac- 
counted the fourth chid Ta/i;/ in Mahreti^or Moravia; (OlmiitZjRrun, 
and Iglaw being the other three) this place is liinious for the death 
of the Emperor It is feated by the River Z/rp, which 

divides Moravia from Aujlria and running at laft into the River Marck, 

■ affords accommodation of paflagc into the Dannie. 

From thence we palled by Vlverskirkeo., PaulitZy and Moravian 
Biidwei fe, to Zimmatv, and by Byrnitz came to Iglapr Iglau, upon the “ 

River Igla, which at lafl. runs into the great River Alarci, a very plca- 
lant’ place, feated upon a Hill, on the Frontiers of Bohemia. It is 
well iorcified ala moderna,VL'i;>o\\ one fide, and hath one of the largcft 
Piazza's that I have feen. 

is a pleafant and fruitful Country affording plenty of nc- 
ceflaries for life ; the people arc plain dealing, flout, and make good 
Souldiers. It is commodioully furnillied with Rivers, the greaten; 
whereof is the Alora or A/jrck, which arifing in the Northern part 
thereof’ runs quite through tlic Country, and enters the Donaw by 
Teben not lar from Prefburg. The other confiderable Streams are the 
Thy. I or Thai/a, the Sw4rta, the which run into the Marck. 

In the lafl Turkilh wars the Tartars having palled the i-Tag in / /anga- 
ria, made incurfions into Moravia, and carried away fomc thoufands 
of the Inhabitants. 

Leaving Igl.t, wee foon came into Zlp/'m/.'/,firff: coming intoi’rwi- 
en, then to feutchin Broda by the River formerly a llrong place 
taken by Zifia, the famous Boh. mian (ieneral, who then forced the 
Emperor to fly out of by the way oi /^/,i From 

thence we came to llabeme, and fo to Janikaw : At this place, upon 
the x;\th oUH'fuary, fought that memorable Battel be- 

tween the SuWer, commanded by Leonard TorHcnjon, and the Impe- 
rialijls under Count Ilatzfield, Goetz, and other Commanders. The 
Imperialijls Iiad the better at firfl ; but falling upon the Enemies Bag- 
gage, and being tw'o greedy of Booty, they were deleated, three 
thoufand llain,lour thoufand taken prifoners, with their Gcntral //atz- 
jield, and fix or leven Colonels. The fuccefs hereof gave the Sivedes 
advantage to proceed further , and into Silejia and Ansiria. In 
this Tow'n meeth’g with a Gentleman who came from Sehaclitz, 
which is not far from the Hijgeburg, or Mountain of Gya ts, about the 
Head ol the River Elbe, I enquired of him concerning the fpirit Ri- 
benfal, which is laid to intclt that Country, but he could fay no- 
thing therein of his own knowledge; and though he was confident 
that there was fuch a Spirit, yet he conlcffed that for twelve years 
it had done na hurt. In IIiHs, Moun-ains, and places of Mines luch 
reports are ordinary. It is reported that a Spirit haunts the Silver 
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Mines of Brunfwick : and another to be in the Tinn M in e SlacLen^ 
walde in this Country of Bohemia^ and to walk in the lhape of a Mvnk, 
who ftrikes the Miners, fings and plays' on the B.,g-pipes, and doth 
many fuch Tricks. And Agncola in the latter end oi his Sixth Book 
De re M tallica, gi\ cs this lor onc realbn why Mines, or pajages in 
Mines, are given over. 

From Janikaw I travelled to Czajlaw, a good Town, and the chiefeft 
in the Czafljwer Circle : In this place they fay that Zifea was buried, 
that lamous Bohemian General ^ he loll one Eye by an •^rrow,zx\d w^as 
at length blind of both, yet gave not over the war, and proved fuccefs- 
ful in it. He wilhed his Friends to make a Drum of his Skin, which 
Ihould ferve to fright away their Enemies. And though he cared not 
for any Sepulchral Monument, yet he had one in this place. 
totie/iherf. i fom Cza/law we ciiue to Guttenlerg, or Cottenherg, about eight 
Bohemian miles from Prague, every mile being five or fix Englijh 
miles. A large Town, ^nd much frequented, not far from the River 
Alhvi or Elk, of efpecial note for the Silver Mines about it : The 
Utils near it are not high, and conlequently the Mines are not lb 
deep as thofc of Hungary, and fome others in Germany, yet feme arc 
above feventy or eighty Fathoms. They have wrought at thefe Mines 
feven hundred years, and there are about thirty of them. I went 
down into that which was firlt digged, but afterwards left for a long 
time, but they work there now again, it is called tlie Cotna, oxAut 
der CotteH,\x’goxs the Gotten, ox Coat-hill ‘ and as the Story goes a 
Monk walking over this Hill found a kind of a Silver tree flicking to 
his Garment, which was the occafion that they afterwards digged and 
built tilde Mines, and the place retains the name oUottenherg 
The Mine into which I defeended near tha Town, is but nineteen 
Fathoms Aee'p i the chief of the Ore runs South, and is about 
a foot m breadth ; the Ore holds or contains in it Silver and Cop- 
/ef, fo thatoutofan hundred pound weight of Ore, they ordinarily 
get an Ounce of Silver, and eight, nine, or ten ounces or m^re of 
Copper, even to pounds, but it is not well known, for the Copper-works 
are the Emperors. The Undertakers get out what Silver they can 
and afterwards fell the unto the Empero s Officers^ but Ibme Ore 
is fo rich as to contain eight or nine ounces oi Silver. A blew Earth 
which they meet with in digging, affords the bell hopes of Ore. Two 
men lately perilhed in this having made a fire in it, being either 
choaked w'lth the fmoak, or, as they thought, by the royfonous ex- 
halations lorced out ot the Minerals by the fire. I have read that 
Lihufa the Princefs, and reputed Sorcerefs of Bohemia, foretold many 
things concerning thele Mines; but certain it is, that for the advan- 
tage and profit thefe bring, the Town hath fulTered much in many 
wars. The Emperor Sigifmund made hall out of it upon the ap- 
proach of Zifea, and feeing he could not hold it,burntthe Town - but 
it was foon rebuilt and poirelTcdby Zifea, whofe party called it the 
PnrfeofAntichrife. 

Leaving Cw/e»^fr^, I came to Colline to Bohemian 'Broda, fo 
named to diftirguilh it from Dutch or Teutonhk Broda before menti- 
oned, a confiderable good Town, and from thence came to Prat, or 
^°yal City of the Kingdom of Bohemia. The 
/rails of this City feem to enclofe the greateft Circuit of ground of 

any 
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any I have feen in Germany but the Hills and void Ipaces within it 
take up a large Trad, and therein it is like the City of lyon in Frame j 
it is fcated upon the River Mulrlau, by the Bohemians named Vltaue^ a 
large rapid River, arifing in the South part of Bohemia, and before it 
arrives at Prague, receives tiie River Sarjiu and the H'a/ia into it ; 
and Northward of Prague the River F^gra, and joy ns with the 

Elbe. , , 

This great place confifts of three Towns, named tlie Old, tlic Hew, 
and the Rhine Seitten, or h(fer Town. The old Town lies upon the 
Eaft of the River Mul 'au, is very populous, full of Buildings, private 
and publick. Very confiderable in this part is alfo the Univerfity,whcrc- 
in are great numbers of Students and Scholars, there being but one 
UniverfityinfiffWj; many perfons alfo reforting thither from o- 
ther Countries, It is fcarce credible what is reported of the num- 
ber of Scholars in Prague in former Ages, as hath been delivered by 
divers Authors. And Lewis du May, Coticellor unto the Duke 
of Wirtenlurg, affirms. That there arc at prefent fcarce fo many 
Students in all Germany, as there were at Prague in the year 
when they reckoned above Forty thoufand under the Rethrjhip of 
John I/ufs. Charles the Fourth Emperor, and King of Bohemia, 
founded the Vnherfity of Prague, giving equal privileges to the 
Bohemians, Polanders, and Germans : and when he would retrench 
his favours towards Strangers, there went out of the Town in a 
weeks time twenty toUr thoufand Scholars, and a little after, fixteen 
thoufand, whereby we may judge thc-c were more Scholars in Pra- 
gue than other perfons in fome great Citi s. There arc alfo in this 
old Town divers Colleges and Clo)Jlers. The Jefuites have a fair hand - 
fom College, unto the Bridge, \m the Buddings of the old Town 
are inferiour to thofe of the hffer 7 own. 

The new Town is large, and together with the River, encompaflcs 
the old, and is divided Irom it by a large Ircnoh or Ditch, into which 
they can let in the River. The Irith have a CloyJUr of Iranofcans 
near unto an old Tow in the M'all ofth.e old Town. Vnt jefuiUs 
have alfo begun a large Chyjler, which, if finilhed according to its 
beginning and dcfign, will be very fpacious and noble. They are 
now making Baltions ^owt. the I own at one end thereof j there is al- 
foaC/M^eAbut not finiflicd, at Wijferaht, or Wifegtade, formerly JiePrinccft 
the Seat of the Pfinccs ot BoheMiA^ and alfo of the lamons Princcls 
Libujfa, the Daughter of Crocus, and Wife unto Primiflaus. 

The Rhine Settten, or hffer Prague, far exceeds the other for plca- 
fantnefs and beauty of Buildings and fair Palaces. This part lies 
Weftward of the River Muldau, which between this and the old Town, 

Is paflable by a ftrong Sto»e-lr<dge, confiding of fixtccn great Arches, 
being about Seventeen hundred loot loi^, and Thirty five foot broad, 
and two open Gates under two high Towers of Stone at each end. 

A great part of this Town lies high, and upon the Hill ftaiids Hrat- 
fehin oxVpper Prague, and a Summer Houfe of the Emperors, befides 
a Magnificent Palace of the Emperors, as King of Bohemia ; and by 
it a fair Cathedral Church dedicated to St. r.v/.firft built by St. 
ce(latts,D\ikooi Bohemia, 91?. from Whence the Town and River is 
beft viewed. Ih this Church are divers old Monuments for great PeN 
fons : as for Pogiebrachius, a Bohemian King, iVenc flaus,Rodolphus the 
’ ° Y z Second, 
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Charles th^Fourtli, Latlj'fl.tu, MaxmHiM the Second, and 
other ^rc/j- Dukei and Empe'ors. There arc alio many Houles of the 
I'lol’tlity in this part of the City. The Palace ai d Garden, oi Colare- 
do is excetdint; nqt, though linall. But I was moft pleafed with.tlie 
Palace of C'ount IVaUepJhyn^ Duke od tried! Mid ■, General iijito the fe- 
peror Ecrdnund the^Second, who being lalpccted to Ulurp that King- 
(loio, was afterwards' killed at Eo/m This Palace was built upon. th« 
Hunts of an hundwtd. Houfes, purfxsleJy plucked down to make room 
for it ; wherein the Hall is large, the Garden, handfom ; upon one fide 
whereof there is a^ itlaccto manage Horlcs, and near unto itabifit-pond : 
in another part there is a noble Av'ury with a Garden and Trees in it, 
after the manner of tfw Aviary of Prince Doria at G’woa, which is eight- 
paces, lung, and eighteen broad. The Stable is large, and worth the 
teeing, whcrc'n there is a Al rile Yillax between each Horle, and for e- 
ver}' Horle titerc is placed in a niche of the Walla Rack of Steel, and 
Manger of Marble, an^ver his Head hangsa Pidburc of the Horle, 
a; big as the Life, wic'i hisN mu under it. Among the red, 1 oblervW 
that a Bay-hurle ha 1 tor his Name AlmtecrOrofi.\^\x^,Ii'.l a domuyixso- 
t.’ier /dfiyiioktiaymA his molt beloved Horle was named Alas Qj^eridc, 

Soine have tin ught tliat the bell hiyj) German is fjioken in this part 
cd I'raiyiic ; and there living lo many of the Nobility and great Per- 
l()n.s,it is not to be wondred at,th3t their Language is better than ordina- 
ly. But the common Language of yW;m/.ns a Di'alccfb of the 
vonian, though very many Ipcak alfo High dutch, as we found in all 
our pailigc through tliat Country. Konmgjmark being witli his For- 
ces an die Frontiers of AWvww, a dlfcontcnted Colonel of the /w/f- 
nahjis, came unto him, making it probable that he might furprize 
Hraijlhin, and the Idler fide of which lie fuddainly attempted, 
and fo focccfsliilly, that he lurprized many Officers, and old Cola- 
redo in his Bed, getting fo great a- Booty, that he could foarcc carry it 
away. 

A Part of is inhabited by Jews, and called the Jew^ Torn 
there are no fmall number of them, and many rich, as trading in all 
t omnioditics, and Iiave good skill in jewebs, and feveral forts of Stones 
digged out of the /Hi es in Bohemia ; I bought lome Boh miun Tvpaies 
ot tiiem, neatly cut and well- figured, and fbme which were very large* 
and clear, ss cre at the rate ct leven or eight Dollars. During my 
llay hcie, I had a great defire to have liiluted Johannes Alarciu Alarci, 
a famous Phyfician and Philofopher o{ Prague, ax\d alfo to have indu- 
ced him to a Corrcipondcncc with the Royal Society, but I underftood 
that he had left this World, to the great grief of Ix^arned Men in thefe 
and other parts. 

Many here do fpcak ftlll of John Hufs, and Jerome of Prague, and I 
have feen Silver Medals of them. They were Purely very notable 
men ; and 1 lhall only let dowm .what /Eneas Sylvius, or Pope Pius the 
Second faid of them. Johannes at ate major ^ authoritate, dolirina,

The fame Author compares Vya^ue unto the Citv of Floreme in 
wherefore having ken botli plbccs, I cannot omit to Iby feme- 
things I had a view ot the City ot Florence from the top of the Do^ 
mo^ox Cathedral, (A Ft Jiuc from the Church of St I'eit upon 
the Hill in the leflerTown; Prague i'euimii to mv e)e to "contain 
a tar greater Cucuit than Plotcncc ^ it teemed alfo more populous and 
to exceed -it very much in the number of People, the Streets larger, 
and the Windows of Palaces and fair Houfes being of Gluts, looked 
not ti) tatter’dly as the ragged Paper Windows of Nvrctite. 'Phe Ri- 
ver Arm, which runs tluoug'i Horcnce^K not to be compared with the 
Muilau at Prague, having run about an hundred miles from its Head. 
The large, raally, long Stonc-Britigc exceeds any of; ifnot afl, the lour 
Bri ges of Flurewe. Tlic Emperors Palace alio uj)on the Hill is very 
ftattly :-Buc as for tlie well-paved Streets of /■'lo'cme, tlic Dom'i', or 
CatheJrai vwith black and w'hite Marble, with a Cupola, lecond only U) 
that cf Sc. Peters oi Rome, iox the incomparable Cboppcl of Sr. Lau- 
rence, and the Dukes Gallery and Ra/etics, I muft conld's I f.iu' not any 
thing in Prague whicl,i anfwcrcd them. At Wi(j'cnlcrg, nr the White 
/iillm^x Prague, that deciding Battel Was fought NoiemL b. 1610. 
between Frederick, Ptincit Palatine oi the Rhine, elcdtalKingof Ro- 
kemia, and the Forces of the Emperor lerrl nanrl the Second, w hich 
gave liich a deep blow unto the Protejlant Party, w herein fo m.any 
of Forces were llain and droaned in the River in their 


Bight, wherein allb that famous Commander Papenhem was limnd 
lying among the dead, U'ho notwithftanding died not ot his wounds, 
but was rclerved roend his days with the Kiiijg of SurrAw in the me- 
morable Battel of Lutzen. 


From Prague I defigncd to pafsbv water down the Muhlau, whicli 
unites with the Eihe about Alelniik, and lb dou n the Flic unto /lam- 
lurg. Bur the Winter advancing, and tlic Weather proving cold, tlic 
Boats did not go as in Summer, and tlierclbrc I took my Journey by 
Land, and leaving Prague and the Mulclau on the right liand 1 pallid 
the firflday to Zagethal, tlie next to Wilueme, and lb to Builiii 
and Lal/afttz upon the Rile. Having palled over the Fgra, 
a confidcrable River, arifing not far from the City of Fjgra, and at Jafl: 
running into the Elbe ; the next by the Cafllc ok Jlriegtlein, or Warre- 
Hone, leated upon a higli fteep Rock, I came to Aufig, a finall City not 
far from the £/lA^,having little remarkable in it, like many other fmall 
Cities ofAi>Ae»»/<j,and lb forward to NohJorjf , where we lodged ujxin 
Mount /w»/^er(5,the day after we entral into A/z/wd, palling by Peter- 
fwald and Hellendorff the firll: Village in Mifma, and A///A 7 , where arc 
/m Mines about eighteen Fathomsdeep, and Iron works. 

We now undcrltood that Bohemia w as a larger Country than.we 
expcilted ; it lies round, and tome fay it is three days* portage over ; 
others that theDiameter extends two hundred miles. From Jgla upon 
ihe Confines unto Hdlcndorff, it took me nine davs jeurrey in AV 

%cnilcf 
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vetnkr by Coach, not reckoning the time I ftaid at Prague. In many 
places there are very ill Paflages, and fo rudely mended with great 
Trees, laid fide by hde, that they arc often very troublefome to 
pafs. 

We travelled afterwards towards DrefJen^ in a fruitful Country, 
wherein u;ere many Deer in moft parts of the way, in fight of the 
Cafllc of tilnitz., a ftrong place, and feated liigh. I could not but 
caft an eye on the Roch behind us in the Foreft of Bohemia, which 
looked like the Ruines of a Wall which formerly enclofed Bohemia, 
which Country is deferibed with a Foreft or Woods round about it. 

But I confefs I did not rcalb perceive that there was fuch a Wood 
round about it as is commonly fet forth in Mapps ; only both within, 
and alfo in many parts of the Borders, there are great Woods which 
are conceived to have been part of the Heninian t'orefl. 

The Bohemians arc a ftrong, ftout, and hardy People, make good 
Souldiers, and have made wars both at home and abroad ; and Hifio‘ 
rtes are full of their warlike Exploits. The chief Magazine of the 
King is at £gra. a ftrong City, accounted the Second of Bohemia- 
The Country affords alio lufty and ftrong Horfes. The common 
fort of People are boyfterous, rough, and quarrelfomc, efpccially in 
drink, whereto they are too much addided. The Nobili*y and Gen- 
try are civil and kind unto Strangers. There are many great Fami- 
lies of tiiC Nobility, among which that of RofenhergfmA Fopel is an- 
cient, and of high eftcem. Since the unhappy accepting of the Crown 
by Frederick Count Palatine, and the ill fucccls upon it, there hath 
been a great alteration in this Country, both as to People and their 
Manners ; for thereupon many thoufands left the Kingdom, and many 
who remained, turned their Religion, .^nd the Emperors have ufed 
tl'.c like feverity upon others in their Hereditary Dominions.' 

The next confidcrable place we came unto was Drefclen in Mifnia, 
as well wortii the feeing as almoft any Town in Germany. Drejden is 
the S.at and Rcfidcnce of the Elcdor of Saxony, feated upon the River 
Elbe, over w'hich there is a very noble Stone-bridge of Seventeen Ar- 
ches. The City is very well fortified after the Modern way, the 
Baflions covered or lined with Brick, and in each Baftion a Cavallier : 
Jt bath alfo a large French or Ditch about it, in fome places double ; 
and the River Elbe adds unto its ftrength. The Walls are very 
ftrong : and they fay, that when the firft Stone was laid to build 
them, there was placed in the Earth a Silver Cup gilded, a Bo k of 
the Laws, and another of Coyns, and three Glafes filled with IVine. It 
hath alfo three Gates. The places moft worth the feeing are thefe ; 
The /t.ilian Garden in the Suburbs ; the Hunters Houje in the old 
Town beyond the River ; the Eletlors Palace ; his Houfe for wild 
Beajls ; his Stable-houfe and Arjenal, of which I lhall fet down fome 
things obfervable in their kind. In tlie Eletlors Palace, the Hall is 
very large, and handfomly painted with Cities, Gyants, and the Ha- 
bits ol fcveral Nations, and let out with feven large branched Can- 
dlefticks: But that whidi affords the greateft delight is his 
mex, Art-Chamber, or CoBetlion of Rareties, both of Art and Nature. 
In th.e firft Partition are to be feen all manner of well made Inki ru- 
men's belonging to moft trades, as Joyners, turners, Berbers, Smiths, 
Chnurgeons, and other Artificers : ln{lruments to force open Doors, 
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Chefls^ &c. In the other Chambers thefe and the like are obferva- 

blc. 

A tuhe-glafs four Ells long. A large Hew Turkijhghfs. Variety 
of Ctral and artijicial iVori.s of it. Fowls made out of Mother of Pearl. 
Dr 'tnkmgCups in the Dragons, Elefhants.^c. CaJHes of Cold 

and Mother of Pearl. Many Fowls and Cups made out of Mautili^ and 
other Shells, and out of Oejirkh-eggs. A fine OeHrich made out of its 
Egg, with the Feathers diCold. A Cup made out of the Pall taken 
out of an Oxes Stomach, richly fet, about a foot long. A Stone as big 
as my lift, like a Bezoar-ftone, taken out of a Ilorje. A Yurfe made 
out of the hinum Imomlullibile. Silver Ore from t!ic Mines of Frei- 


berg, almoft pure, in firings and jheots. A Natural Crofs of Silver 
Ore. One hundred and twenty one Heads carved on the outfide of 
a Cherry-Jlone. A Religious Man or Friar of Japan carved in Box. A 
Chrylial Cabinet, fold by Oliver Cromwell, M’ herein is kept a Ring 
which hath Stones in it in the fhape of a Caflle. His Majefly King 
Cl aries the Second on Horfe-back, carved out of Iron, A Head of 
King Charles the Firft, A Glafs Organ. Topazes unpolilhed, ten Inches 
in Diameter. A Cup out of a lopaze. Emeralds an inch in Diame- 
ter, as they grow in the Rock, rcfembling the Vitrio'um Nativum, as! 
faw it in Paradife-hid by Schemnitz in Hungary. Stones namctl Thun- 
der-Hones, fmelling of Fire. Rocks made cut of all forts of Ore, and 
the names of the places written upon them from whence they were 
digged. 

The Figures of Fijhes in Stones out of Mansfield ; tlic Stones are 
dark-coloured, but the lijkes of a Gold or Copier colour. All forts 
of Stones which arc to be found about Sax ny and M/fnia polillied. 
Tw o large pieces of pure Virgin Gold out of tliC Mine. A Cabinet of 
all forts of Apothecaries Injlruments and chief Druggs- A Hart with i 
Cabinet made in his fide, containing all Medicines taken from a Hart. 
A white Hart as big as the Life, made out of the pavings and flings 
of Harts-horn, and looking like PlaiHer. Figures printed in Trees. A 
Spur in part of a Tree. Horns in Trees. 

A Chamber of all manner ot Matbema'ical Infruments and Charts. 
A good Library ok Mathematical Book . An Vnicorns-horn, which they 
will have to be of a LandVntcorn, being neither wreathed nor hollow. 
A Dart of Z/nicorns-horn. Among the Pillures in the fame Chambers 
thefe feemed remarkable : A PiHure by CoHer, of the Siege of Jerufa- 
lem, with great number of Figures, anok highly elleemed. Vowr Heads 
of the Elements made out of the Creatures which belong to them in 
Caricatura. A painting of Merchants Letters ftuck hcliind green Tap •. 
A Storm by Rubens. Two Nuns by Lucas van Leyden. A P Mure of 
Dr. Luther in the Cloyfler, in his Gown, and after his Death. There is 
alfo great variety of excellent Clockwork, and an attempt iota perpetu- 
al motion by a rowling bullet. A Cuckow fings by Clockwork, a Horfe- 
man rids, a Ship fails, an old Woman walks, a Centaur runs 
and Ihoots, a Crab creeps upon a Tabic fo well as to amaze an^ 
delight } but among all, the Crab feems to be moft naturally imir 
tated. 

In t\\cStable-houfe, befides the extraordinary noble Stable of Horfes,' 
wherein every Horfe eats out of a Rack of Iron, aiid Manger of Coppery 
and on a Pillar by him his Comb, Bridle and Saddle, and other NeceP 
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farics, hanf; ; bcfidcs a handfomc Window with a Curtain before him. 
There arc obfervable a very fair Fountain and pond let about with 
haiivh'onic /H7/"/y/m, wh( re the Horfes are watered. A long walkdx*' 
ched and painted with Horfes ; over which is a Ga//erj with the Fi- 
ofall the Dutes and EMon of both in their Military 

and Elelloral Habits. Two Beds ot Marble. Drinking which 
feem not great, yet fo cortrived as to hold divers quarts. A Spring 
which caufes a Horfeman in Silver to come riding in, bringing a Cu^ of 
Wine in his hand. A pair of noble Fijlols witli all the Stories of the 
New and Old TeHament upon them. A Glafs Cun. A Gun which 
Ihoots ofl'Forty times without charging again. A Piece which Ihews 
the manner of the firft invention ol Jlr iking Fire in Guns. A Lock 
without a cock. 

A Chamber of rich Sleds for Hnrfes, made ufe of in Jollity and pom- 
pous Courfes upon the Snow. A wb te Bears skin fluffed. Tigers and 
Lyons Skins. A Cafowares Skin. Good Armour for Men and Hor/es. 
Many forts of Indun Money, Duntans, and other forts. A Pithre of 
Laplanders and their Customs. A Lapland Drum with Figures to con- 
jure by. A (jhamber of all Hunting Arms and N cefjaries. 

The Armamentarium- Armory cr Arfenal, is a long, fquare Buildi^ g, 
wherein are aboutjour hundred brafs Pieces of Ordnance., great num- 
ber of Muikets and Armour in the upper Room, Silver Coats of Male. 
Pieces o'f Orr/zAWce to be charged behind. Retorts and Alembicks'm 
the fhape of Granados. The Steeple of the chief Church was lately buriit 
by Lightning, and the Can n melted which were uj'on it. 

In the Huntingrhoufe, in the old Town, are fifteen Bears very well 
provided for and looked unto. They have Fountains and Ponds to wafli 
themfelves in, wherein they muchdelight : And ncario t!ie Pond ate 
high ragged PoJIs or Trees fet up for tlie Bears to climb up, and Scaf- 
folds made at the t p to liin and dry themfelves ; where they will alfo 
fleep, and come and go as the A' eper calls them. The Horn Gallery is 
alfo remarkable in this place, out of which there are three ( hambws; 
one painted with feyeral forts of Hunting ; another W'ith all forts of 
Fou'ii and a third with great variety of Be.iy/s. 

In the Houfe for wild Beajls I took notice of a Marian, which is a 
four-footed Beall, that hangs upon Trees by the Tad. Alfo a wild or 
Mountain-Cat ofa large f\ze. fiveyoung Bears. Five old black Bears. A 
white Be ir\xty large; the /cer, the W, and the nrckate longer than 
thole of the black, but not fo thick. L w'o Lyons. Ten Luekjes ; very 
fine Beafl; in bignefs, colour, and Jhape between a T\g^r and a wildcat ; 
the tips of their Ears and Tails are Lack, their Eyes lively, their Skin 
Lyon-coloured, and fpotted, cfpecially about their Eyes. 

The Italian Garden and Summer-houfe, in the Suburbs is very noble, 
W'hcrcin arc two Obelisks, two gallant Fountains, a Theatre and good 
Lands kips. This Garden and Summer-houf were built by two ol the 
I’rince Eicdor’s Eunuchs, and afterwards fold unto the Prince for fix 
and tw’enty thoufand Dollars- 

Drefden is but a late City, and was formerly a Village. The Chur- 
furll, or F./fllr, w'as not in the Town ; but the Chur-prince his Son 
was there : A Perfon rather of low than middle Stature, his Hair long 
and yellow, his Face ruddy, his Body well let and adive, and he is 
very W'ell beloved. The prelcnt Elcdor of Saxony, is John George the 

Second, 
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Second, Cra»d Marjhal of the Empire^ a great and powerful Prince, 
who keeps a Royal Court and having his Guards and Officers 

after the manner of hiis Dommons lie vc\ Mifnia, ThuriMgia^ 

V ytland^ and part of Lufatia. His Revenues are large, from Impopti- 
onsM'^xs Commodities, His /’rfl/lr great, /rom the Tax upon Reer^ 
which arifes to no fmall fum, cfpecially in 'Wittenhcrgffi’crgap.'ssA. Lap- 
lick. And his Silv.r Mines are confiderable. And the Funeral effi. 
the laft Eletftor, Joannes Georgius the Firft, was very magnificent 1^57. 
at which there were twenty four Horjes State covered with ^Arif-.and 
the Eledtoral Efcutcheon embroydered' thereon , and every one led by 
two Gentlemen ,* and three thoufanJ five hundred iierlbns in mourn- 

Dr. Luthers Holiday was kept when I was there. The chief Church 
is very fair : They preach every morning at feven a Clock. The Lu- 
theran women mourn in white, as others do in Black ; and the woman 
of the Houfe doth ordinarily fay Grace inftead of the man. The beft 
EJigh-dutch is fpoken in this place, and other parts of AliJ'nia, which 
is a very pleafant fruitful Country , and full of good Towns and 
Villages. 

Leaving this noble place, I took not the neareft Road, but turned out 
of the way unto Freiherg, a place noted for Silver Mines j whereof I f’Mbers, 
had read Ibmething in Agr.cola, and heard .very much in thefo parts.' 

About an Engliffi mile or two lh)m Freiberg, there arc many remarka- 
ble Mines, 1 took notice of three of them : One called Avff denhohen 
berg, or upon the high 'Hill, which is the decjicft in thefe parts, as being 
feventy feven of their Fathoms deep ; each of their Fathoms contains 
twelve of their £//)■, and three of their £//f makes one of our Fa- 
thoms. So that the depth of this Aline exceeds any of thofe wherein 
I was in Hungary. There is another Mine called Himmelfurjl, or the 
Prince of Heaven, wherein not long fince there was Ore found fo rich, 
as in an hundred pounds weight to contain an hundred and thirty 
Marks of Silver, or fixty five pounds in the hundred, but there was 
not much of it ; And where the Veins are richeft, they arc obferved to 
be thinneft, about two fingers broad ; but the ordinary Ore is but 
poor, holding an ounce, or an ounce and half, in an hundred pounds 
weight} and if it holds but half an ounce they work it. Nor is t^iis 
much to be wondered at, for in the vaft rich Mines oiPeru and Chih^ 
they will work the Ore which contains four or five ounces in i silver Mmi: 
hundred pound weight} and ten or twelve ounces is the ordinary rate 
of the common Ore of that rich Mountain of Potoft, out of which 
Hill alone, if we believe Allero Alonfo jg^r^d. Curate of the Parilh of St. 

Bernard in that City, there hath been more SHver taken than would 
cover all Msjhia over and over : For thus he faith, Potofi hath already 
yielded between four and fve hundred Millions of pieces of Eight. A. 
quantity fufficient to make fuch another Hill of Silver : It is hard to 
form a conception equal unto fo exorbitant a heap of Riches } but the 
better to help our imagination herein,! know, that if the Ground were 
covered with fo many pieces of Eight, laid as clofe to one another 
as is pofiible, they would take up the fpacc of fixty Leagues fquare. 

Here at Freiberg they liave many ways to open the Ore whereby it 
may be meltc'd ,* as by Leai and a fort of Silver Ore which holds 
Lead in it. Th'ey have alfo Sulphur Ore found here, which after it is 
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burned, doth help much towards the fufion of Metals : And befides 
thefe, Shch, or pounded and waflied Ore ; and S/adejt, which is the 
Drofs or Cake, or Skufn taken out of the Fortiegel, or Pan which re- 
ceives the melted Minerals^ let out at the bottom of the melting Furnace. 
Their TreihlhearthfiX driving /«r»<rfe,w here the Litharge is driven 0 ^ 
agrees better with the Figure of it in Agricola , than thofe of 
Hungary : Some of the Litharge is green : Their Buck-work and their 
Eughes which pound the Ore, the Coal, and Clay, are allb very near. 
Much of their Ore is walked, efi^ecially the pooreft, and that which . is 
mixed with Jlones, quarts, cr fparrs. 

This is peculiar in th'eir working, that they burn t)ie pounded and 
walked Ore in the Roajlheartb, before they melt it in the Smeltzoven, or 
melting Furnace. 

At thofe Mines o^ Hungary where I was, they ufed not the Virgula 
divina, or forked Ha2eI,to find out Silver Ore or hidden Treafure in*^the 
Earth ; and I lliould little depend thereon : but here they have an fe- 
flecm of it. And I obferved the ufe thereof, and the manner how fhey 
did it. But I lhall omit the Deferiptionofit, becaufeitisfetdown 
in divers Books, and it cannot be fo well deferibed as Ihown to tl4 
Eye. 

I faw alfo another Mine, called Auffder Halflrucker, about eighty 
ofour Fathoms deep,and much worked : They have divers forts of Ore • 
but they contain^ either Silver and Copper, Silver and Lead, or all 
three ; but they work them only for Silver. They have divers damps 
in thefc Mines, where it is deep.. The Mines are cold where the out- 
ward Air comes in ; but where not, warm. The greateft trouble they 
1 ave is by dull, which fpoils their Lungs and Stomachs, and frets their 
Skins. But they are not fo much troubled with water ; and liave ve- 
Briwikiit Engines to draw the water out. 

MiMt. The Sulphur or Brimjione Ore which is found here, is alfo rich ; it is 

hard and fteny, as other Ores are; that which hath red fptts is ac- 
counted the beli. They ufe a peculiar Furnace to melt the Brimjione 
from the Ore; fi me whcreofyields three pounds of Sulphur, out of an 
hundred weight of Ore, whicli as it melts, runs out of the Furnace into 
water, or the Exhalations from the Ore near or in the Fire, are con- 
denfed into Brimjione by the Surface of the Water placed to receive it ; 
this is once again melted and purified. Some of the Brimlione Ore 
contains Silver , fomc Copper , and fome both ia a fmall proporti- 
on. 

hJm tho Sulphur is melted from the Ore, ihe remainder ferves for 
two ufes ; that is, cither for the melting of Silver, or for the ma- 
king of F'itricl : To the former only thus ; A proportion is caft into 
the melting Furnace of the Silver, to this end, to ufe the Miners ex- 
prcllion to make the Silver which is hard,nuid. 

The other ufe, and which is more coafiderable, is for the making of 
Vitriol, or Copperofe in this manner : They take the Ore, out of which 
i\\o Brmjlone hath been already melted, and burn it once again, or 
let it ftill burn in the open Air ; then putting it into a large Fatt,they 
pour water upon it, fo as to imbibe and drink ui the Vitriol', this Wa- 
ter is afterwards boyled to a fulficient. height, and kt out into the 
Cfwlcrs, where flicks are fet in it, as in the making oi' Sugar Candy ; 
The pureft Cryftallized Vitriol flicks unto the wood, tlie reft to the 
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fides and bottom. Thus the Sulphur Ore, alter the Sulphur h taken out 
of it, ftill works upon the Silver Ore, and opens the Body of it in the 
Firej but when this Ore is alfo deprived of its Vitriol, it works no 
more upon Metals. 

Friherg, is a round well- walled City ; Ivtli handfom Streets, a Pia> 
zj, the Elcdor’s Caflle, and five Gates. The Church of St. Peter is 
fair, where many of the Dukes and Ducal Family have been buried, and 
have fair Monuments j cfpcciallv Duke Mauritius Ekdor q( Saxcuy, 
whofe Monument in Hack Marhle is raifed three piles high, adorned* 
with many fair Statua’s in ril ,ha^er and ivhite Marik, and eflecmed 
one of the noblcft, if not the bed, in Germany. And wlien this 
Town was furrendered unto Hoick an*l Gallas, Oilol. 5. the 
Duke of Saxony paid 80000 Doll.ns to favc the Monuments of his 
Predeceflburs from being ranfacked and defaced, it being the i’alhion 
of divers Gjerman Princes to be buried in their with their Enfigns 
df Honour, Rings Jewels, and the like, whieh would have been booty, 
and probably have run the fame fortune as the Cloijler of//j/^>-,;«,with- 
in twelve Enghfl) miles of Nurenlerg where fomc.of the Marquilles of 
Onfpach, who are of the Elcdoral Houfe of Brandenlurg, lie entomb- 
ed, where Tilly's Souldicrs brake open the Vault, and robbed the dead 
Corpfes of the Marquifit s, George Frederick, and Joachim Emejl, of the 
Jewels, Rings and other rich Ornaments witli whicli they were entom- 
bed.- ' . 

There arc fome Vaults and Subterraneous Cavities in the City, by 
which there are pafiages into the Mines. This \ lace was formerly 
ftreightly befieged by the Emperor Adolphus, for the fpacc of ,i year 
and ‘a month , and at lad betrayed by a Fugitive, who let in a 
party of the Emperors into the Town by a Subterraneous I’aflage near 
St. Gate, and upon the continual Batteries made at the Town, 
and concuflion of the Earth about it, the Eartli funk down in many 
places,and fwallowed great numbers of the Emperors Army. 

Thefe Mines afford great benefit unto the City, and alfo unto the 
Eletdor ; They arc faid to have been found out in the- year 1180. But 
there have been other S’/Zeer A//«er difeovered fince; as o.'cSchncelerg, 
at Annelerg and fat Joachims Dale, i 

Having pading fome time at Frilerg,l ordered my Journey for Leip- 
jsekf and travelling by Waltbeim and Culdick, came unto it, 

Leipfick is feated upon the River ElPlcr, which arifing in Voytland, 
or Terra Advocatorum, pafies by it, and afterwards runs into the River 
Sala. It is a rich and great trading City ; hath three Marts in the 
year, and great refort unto it from many parts : It is well built, and 
divers HouJ'es are feven dories high. The CaPlle is dritdly guarded, 
and hath in it a drong white Tower, But the Works about the 
Town are not very confidcrable , although {hey might be made 
llrong. 

The Church of St.Nicholas is w’cll adorncd,and hath the name to be 
the faired within fide of any Lutheran Church in Germany ; they have 
alfo a remarkable Burial-place or Godtjaker, walled about, and cloy- 
flered near the Wall, wherein the better fort are buried, as the red 
in the middle And open part. Which put me in mind of .that noble 
which I faw at Pifa in Tufeany, cailed II campo Santo, be- 
caufe the Earth which the Emperor Frederick Barbarojfa brouglit 
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from the Holy LanJ^ for the Ballafl: of Iiis Ships, was laid upon that 
Ground. 

Leiyfick is famous for two great Battels fought near unto it, in tlie 
laft Swedi/h wars ; one between Gujtams Jdolpljus, King of Sweden, 
and Count 77 /^, General of t!ie Impenalijh, 16^1. wherein the Swedes 
obtained a great Vidory. Tilly was wounded, fled and lived not long 
after. Another fome years after in the lame place, wherein Leon rd 
Torlienfonthf^ Swede, oMfircamt Arch-duke Leopoldus Galielnm, and 
Ollavio Piccolomini, Generals of the Jniperial Army. And about a 
mile and a half from hence, at another great Battel was fought, 
i6?a. between the King of Sweden and the Imperial Army, command- 
ed by Albert Wallenfleyn Dulft cH priedland, wherein the Swedes ob- 
tained the Vidory, but the King of Sweden u-as flain ; and on the Im- 
perial fide that famous Commander, Godfrey Count o{ Pappenheim. 

There is alfo an Vniveifiti at Leipjtck, firft occafloned by the Ger- 
man Scholars of Prague, who in the troubles of the Hufites came hi- 
ther, to the number of Two thoufand in one day; and isftill one of 
the Three Vniverfitie^ in the Eledor’s Dominions ; the other being Je- 
na by the River SJd, and Wittenberg upon the Elbe. In this Zinner- 
fity they arc much addided to tlic fludy of the Law, but there are alfo 
Learned men in other Faculties. 

The Magiftrates oiLeipfick arc alfo confi Icrablc. Der herr von Ad- 
ler jhelme was the Burgomajter, a courteous Learned Perfon, and great 
p/riuofo, who had colleded and obferved many things : He hath had 
five fair Daughters brought up in all commendable ways of working, 
Drawing, Painting, Inlaying with Ilowers,mi\\ Mother ol Pearl, Slones, 
and other pretty Works. And they fpake divers Languages, wliich 
they learned at a School in Holland: So that his houle hath a great 
deal of excellent Furniture ofhis ( hildrens work, and is one of the mod: 
confiderable Curiofities to be fecn in Leipfiek. His Summer-houfe is 
handfom, painted both within and without : And in the Water about 
arc Mufeonsy Ducks, Indian Geefe, and divers rare Fowls. In his Cham- 
ber of Raretits there are many things confiderable : But having fecn 
divers of them in other places, and lately fet down hme Farieties cl 
the Elcdlor of S<rvc»y, I fhall mention but a few.

A piece ofl^Wwith the Blood of King Charles the Firft 
upon it. A Greenland ! ance with a large Bell at the end of it. Much 
J.ipan painting, wherfin their manner "of and working may be 
oblerved. A Pillure ol our Saviour,the Hatches oI which are.writing, 
or written, and contain the/ftyyof ImPafien. Severs taken in the 
River Elbe. A P iliun' of the murther of t!ie Innocents, done by Albert 
Durer. Pidtuei of divers ftrange Eowls. A Greenland Boat. The 
Skins ol white Bears, Tigres, Wolves, and other Beajh.^ And I muft 
not omit the Gdr/rr of an Englifi hnde, with the ftoryof.it; of the 
Falhion in England for the Bridemcn to take it off, and it in their

I lodged at Magdelurg^ in an old man’s Houfc, who would tell me 
many ftorics of the lurn:ng of the Tom, the cruelties and bloody ujuge 
of the people^ who were deftroyed without exception : Tlie Ntm, ma- 
ny of them bcing^rowned in the River Elbe. Alter which fome ob- 
ferved that Count, 7r/^ never prolpered in his Wars, He told me al- 
fothat Dureus lodged with him, who was employed by King Chatles 
the Firft, to endeavour a reconciliation between the Lutl:eri4ns and 
Calvinijh in Germany, and to unite them if poftible. We w ere now 
in the Territory of the Elcdor oi Brandenburg. Eridericiis Wilbelmtu, 
Great Chambet lain of the Empire, who is in tfteeft pofteired of Mag- 
deburg, and next unto the Aujlrian Family, is the moft potent Prince 
in Germany, being able to raife great Armies, and his Dominions (o 
large, that they are reckoned to extend two hundred German miles in 
length, from tlic liirthcr part of Prufta unto Cleze, but tlicy lay not 
together, but intcrlpcrfcd with many other Princes Countries : How- 
l()cvcr, a Horfe-man may fo order his Journey, as to lie every night in 
one oi the Eletftors Towns, in travelling from one end of his Territo- 
ries to another. , 

I had now left the pure German Language Irchind me, for at Magde- 
burg comes ill another kind of German, called P/at-Deutch, Btoad- 
Dutch, NidcrJacl’JiJclje, or tlic La guage of lower Saxoni ; a great Lan- 
guage, fpoken in the North part ok Germany : They ipeak it at //am- 
lurg, Dantztek, / and many great Cities: But they can con- 
veric with the other } hgl-dutch, and with lomc difficulty alfo with 
the Fletherlanders ; the one fpcaking in his Language, and the other 
replying in his. 

At this City of Magdeburg was performed the firft Turnament that 
was in 6'f/»w»y, which was ojicned in the ye r 6]y. by the Emperor 
Henry, Suriuiir d ihc Fouler, who coming from the War ot Hungary, 
.exceedingly latisfied w'ith ilvcNolility, W'ould oblige them to exercife 
themfelves in handling their Arms, and nianagi g their Horfes, and 
therefore inftituted thelc Sperts, whereby the Nobilny w'as powerfully 
attracted to Palcur and Gallantry, and induced to perfedt and accom- 
plilh themlel ves in all kind ol Chemlry. No new Nobility, no Baftard, 
no Vfurper, none guilty of JJigh Treafon, no Opprtjjor 6l Widows and 
Orphans, none born of Parents w hereof one was of laje Extralim and 
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Ignoble, no Heretitiue, Murderer, Traylor, no Coward that liatl run^ 
■ way from the Battel, nor indijcreei Perfin that had given offence to 
Udks by word or deed, were admitted to this Homr, nor above One 
of the fame Family at a time. Princei came into the LiHs with four 
Squries a piece, Counts and Barm with three, a Knight with two and a 
Gentleman witli one. ’ 

The hour and place for the Turnmen', being appointed, lie that 
had a defire to break a Lance there, came to the Pi efident's Lodgings 
to have his Name written down, which was done in the prefence of 
three Heralds, to whom the Champioi delivered his Helmet and 
and after he had been at confelfion, prefented himfelf in the 
with one or more according to his quality. Tlvellor- 
fes of the Combatants were to be without fault or ‘exception ; the Ca- 
parijons and Furniture fuch as gave no ofience ; their Saddles without 
any extraordinary rifing before and behind, and all things equal. Af- 
ter which they performed all kind of Exercifes on Horfe back : apd 
after the Joujls were ended, every man repaired to the Prefident of 
his Niiriw, to wait for the of the judg s ; and he that beft 

deferved the Prize, received it cither from the hand of fome Lady, or 
from the Prince that gave it. 

Thefe Pajlimes were afterwards difufed, upon the Emulation it cap., 
fed between the Princes and Nobility, who ftrove to outvy one ano- 
ther; dr upon wa^ in which there was no leifurcforfuch.£xfmy« j 
or perhaps upon confide’ration that divers brave men loll: their lives in 
thefe Encounters : and no lefs a Prince than Henry the Second, King of 
France, ncgle(3:ing to wear his Beaver down, was flain in a Turnament. 
And tsxDarmJladt aUb,in the year iqo]. at the Three and twentieth 
Turnament which was held in the Gentlemen of 

and thofeof Heffe, drew fomuch blood upon one another, thatihero 
remained dead upon the place fcvcntccn efthe former, and nine of the 
latter. 

The Winter growing on called me to make hade to Hamburg, from 
whence I intended to pafs by Sea into England, and therefor.- 1 took 
the advantage of the Stage-Coaches at Magdeburg, and in lour days 
came to Hamburg. I travelled through a ^untry for the mpfl: part 
barren, of little accommodation, or fcarce any thing very remarkable, 
through part of the Eledor of Brandenburg, and then through the 
Duke of Lunenburg^ Country, fialTing by the City Lunenburg,^ hand- 
fom walled City, beautified with divers fair Clurches, with higli Spires. 
The Church of St. Lambert, the Town-Imfe, and the Duke’s Palace, ate 
fair. Here are Jalt-Jprings in the T wn, very beneficial to the place, 
and fupplying the neighbour Countries. The Town is commanded by 
a Hill near to it, called Kalkberg, which lies on the North-fidc. 

In this Road through lower Saxony, I could not but take notice of 
many Barrows or Mounts of Earth, the burial Monuments of great and 
famous Men , to be often obferved alfo in open Countries in Eng- 
land, and fometimes rows of great Stones, like thofc in Wormius his Da- 
nijb Antiquities : And in one place I took more particular notice of 
them, where three mafly Stones in the middle, were encompafled in a 
large Iquare by other large Stones fet up on end. 

Hamburg \si\hxCity, %nA one of the great ones in Germany ; it is 
fcated in a rlain, being populous, rich and remarkably ftrong : It is 

fortified 
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fortified according to the modern manner, much after the way of 
Holland^ with mrki dearth, but in no place yet covered or faced’ with 
hrick or Jlone : The territory belonging to it is but fmall ; it is divi- 
ded into the mv and the old Tom. There are five Gates : The Stone 
gate, leading towards Luhecki the Dome-gate -,.thz Alten-gate, or 
which leads unto Altenaw, a place near the town, belonging to the 
King of Denmark, where the Romanijls and Calvinisis have their 
Churches ; the Bridge-gate ; and the Dike-gate. The Buildings of this 
City are handfom , and commonly have a fair entrance into 
them. The Senate-houfe is noble, adorned with carved Statua'i of the 
Nine Worthies. The Exchange or place of meeting for Merchants,v/is 
then enlarging, it being too Imall to receive thofe Numbers which fre- 
quented it. Many of their Churches are very fair, with high Steeples, 
covered with Copper. The Front of St. Katherines is beautiful. The 
Steeple of St. Nicholas is fupported with great gilded Globes. The o- 
ther great Churches, are the Dome-Church, St. Peters, St. Jacob, the 
greater and left, St. Michael, tlie New-Church, in the New town. The 
Jefler Churches, are St. Gertrude, St. Mary Magdalen, ard tlie Ho- 
ly Ghojl, They have a Sermon every day, as in other Lutheran Ci- 
ties. . 

The ftiver Alsier runs through it into the Elbe, and turns many 
Mills : and the Tide comes up into divers Streets tlirough Channels, 
although it be diflant eighteen German miles from tjie Sea, or Mouth 
cf the Elbe. This place abounds with lliippfng, and many of go..d 
Burden, and is well feated for Trade, as having an open pajj'age into 
the Ocean, being but a days Journey from Lubeck on the Baliick Sea, 
and being feated upon the long River Elbe, the .third great River of 
Germany, whereby it may have Commerce with a great part of that 
C ountry, and as far as Bohemia. 

Hamburg is full of Strangers and Merchants of feveral, Countries. 
The Englijh Company have good Privileges and a rich Trade, znA Ships 
come laden thither with Cloth to the value of an hundred thoufand 
ipomAsJlerling ; and they live here in good Reputation, and to the ho- 
nour ot their Country : they are Perfans of worth,courtejie,z'nA civility, 
and I heartily wilh them all fuccefs in their Ajfairs. I rauft not o- 
mit the acknowledgment of my particular Obligation xo ihzt learned 
and worthy Perfon, Mr, Griffin, Preacher unto the Company, Mr. Free, 
the Treafurer, Mr. Banks, who hath been in many places of Natoha, 
and the Holy Land, Mr. jenkinfon, and my very obliging Friends Mr.’ 
Catelin and Mr. Townly. 

This place hath the happinefs to be quiet when the great Prince's of 
Europe are at W'ar j for it defires to hold a ftrid Amity with Princes, 
and declines all Dijfention with them. . * 

I found a Ship at bound for London, and while it was fit- 
ting for Sail, I made a Ihort excurjion into pairt of the King of Den- 
marks Country ; and returning to Hamburg again, I ordered my af- 
fairs for England upon the firlt wind, and hoped the next Tide to get 
over the Altendw-fand, and to pafs the Blancknefs, but a crofs wind 
prevented, fo that I left not Hamburg till the tenth of December, and 
then I had the good company of Mr. Hoyle, who came from Narva, 
and fet Sail in a new Ship ; but the days being at the lliortcft, and 
the nights dark in the Nea-Moen, the Tide falling alfo in the day time,

We were able to ^et no further the firft day thatii'rjrf'r, or Stoadc, upon 
the River Zwi»gh,^ ftrong 7<mv;, belonging to the King of Sweden, where 
the Ships that come up the River*pay Cuflom.and where the Engltjh Mer,- 
chants had formerly their Refidence, when they left Hamlurg upon a 
Difeontent. 

December the i ith. wc came by Gluckjfadt, belonging to the King of 
Denmarky where the Cajtle, the A7;,;g’s Palace, and the Charch arc 
handfom, and Anchored that night before the Mouth of the River Oa/ly 
which arifes in Bremer land, and falls into the Elbe a mile from Brunj- 
i'Attcly on the other Ihljanan fhoar. 

D'cember the iit/;. wc loft fight of the Northern fhoar, and pafted 
CooP% Haven, in full hopes to put out to Sea that night ; but about 
Three in the Afternoon wc were becalmed a League and a half below 
it, where wc were forced to come to an Ancho'- again, left the ftrong F.L- 
/ff.lliould fet us on ground among the Sards-, we lay that night 
between Thickfand on the North, and Newark on the South, right over 
againft a Lrgbt hoitje. 

December tiie lyh. the wind turning Wtflerly, and bloving hard, 
we returned to Cvck\ Haven, and came to Anchor. Here I came a- 
flioar, and went up the Land to the Fort in thi.s place lx;longing to the 
City of Hamburg : It is a high fquare Work, with a double Ditch, and 
and fpme Neff^els come up to the Fort ; but the Ditch or Channel which 
comes thither out of the Elbe, is dry at low water. The Town is cal- 
led Reutfl/uttel, not far from the Lands end. Two or three days after, 
with a cold North-Eaft-wind, wc fet fail for England. Coming out of 
the Elbe, we were all the Afternoon in fightx^’an Ifland, called HeE 
lige-landt, or Holy-land, lx;longing to the Tflikc of Holjlein, which 
being very high Land, is to be Iten at a good diflance, and is of excel- 
lent uie to dire<ft: and guide Ships into the Mouth of the Elbe, with- 
put which they would be at a great It.fs, the Country about that Ri- 
vers Mouth being all very low Land. 

Heiligdand is a fmall Ifland, having about two thoufiind Inhali- 
iants, and fix or feven fmall Cc/Zi /y belonging to it, which are imploy- 
cd a great pait of tlic ) ear in bringing Lobjiers and other Fijh to Lon- 
don or Qumboroiigh, the Inhabit.ints liv ing moll upon Fijh. We bore 
out to .Sea all night, and the next day made towards the Land again, 
and failed in fight of Schiemoniekeoghe, Amelandt, and Schelling ; in 
the Evening we fa\t' the Lights at the Ely and Texel ; when wc were 
pear the Land, w c were much Rubied with the Froft and cold Wca- 
ther,and lefs when wc were off at Sca.Thc next day wc had a fair windj 
stnd made fuch way,that in the Evening we took down our Sails, and 
let the I 'ejj'el drive, not being willing to deal with the flioar in the 
night. The next morning wc foon dilcovered the North foreland covered 
with Snow-.and came to an Anchor in i1^/jr^<ri-ef-Road, where the wind 
growing very high, we rode it out for two days and two nights,and 
came fafe on fhoar (praifed be God) upon Chrijlmas-day morning. 

Now having made fo long a walk in Germany, I mull confefs I re- 
turned with a better opinion of the Country, than I had before of it j 
and cannot but think it very confiderable in many things. The Ri- 
vers thereof are noble, and ieem to exceed thofe of France and Ttaly. 
Of the Rivers o{ Italy, the Pad us or Po, is the mofl confiderable, which 
notwithftandingj hath no very long courfc, before it runs into the 

A a Adriatick 
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A^riatick Sea. And Italy being divided by the Appennine-' ills ^ tun- 
ing from Weft to Eaft, the Rivers which arile from either fide, cannot 
be long, neither on the South-fide, before they run into the Mediter- 
ranean, as the Arno, Garigliano, and others : Nor on the North fide 
before they run into the Adriatick-, or the Po. ’ 

The chief Rivers of France, as the Loyre, the Seine, the Rhofne, and 
the Garonne, I cannot but highly commend, having pafled upon them 
for divers days. There are alfo four great Rivers in Germany ; the 
Danube, the Rhine, the Elbe, and the Oder, but none of France feem 
comparable unto the Rhine and Danube. France having the Sea upon 
the North, the Weft, and the two large Provinces of Languedoc,%^vA 
Province upon the Mediterranean Sea, hath the opportunity of Noble 
Cities and Seaports: But forae doubt may be made, Whether any 
thereol do exceed Hamburg, Luleck, and Dantzick. 

The great number of populous, large, and handfome Cities, doth 
afford great content unto a Traveller in Germany ; for befides about 
Sixty fix free Imperial Cities, there arc many more of good note be- 
longing to particular Princes, and divers highly priviledged. And fure- 
ly a true Eftimation of the Cities and Towns of thefe days, cannot be 
duly made from the Accounts and Deferiptions thereof left an hundred 
years flncc or more, for fince thofe times, Buildings have been better 
modelled and ordered ; Fortifications and Out-works more regularly 
contrived; Convents and Publick Houfes more -nearly andcommodi- 
oufly built ; and the fair Colleges and Churches of the ^ejui/es,wbich 
are now to be feen in moft, do much fet off* the Beauty of great Places. 
Everywhere we meet •^'dth great and populous Towns Tillages, Cables', 
Seats of the Nobility, Mains, Forejls, and plcafant Woods. And be- 
fides the fatisfadion we may have from Objeefts above ground, we 
may find no fmall content in the wonders thereof under it,in Mine’s,Mi- 
nerals almoft of all forts, of Geld, Silver, Copper, Iron,!' mn,Lead,Quickfilver, 
Antimony, Coal, Salt, Sulphur, Cadmia, and others, where there are alfo 
fingular Artificers and Workmen, in the fcvcral Artifices thereof. Con- 
verlation with the People is eafie, they behaving thcmfelvcs without 
much Formality, and are plain dealing and trufly, fo tl at a Traveller 
needs not to be fo follicitous and heedful of what he hath, as in fome 
other Countries, which arc efteemed of greater Civility. The Women 
arc generally wcll-complexioned, fbber, and grave, and they have not 
yet learned the cuftom of their Neighbours of France and Holland, to 
admit ofbeing faluted by Men : fait^ll to their Husbands, and careful 
in the affairs of their Houfes. 

They make good provifion againft the cold of their Country, by 
fleeping between two Feather-beds and Stoves. 

The common Stoves in Inns, wherein there are for the moft part 
leveral Companies eating, drinking, and in the night fleeping, are con- 
venient, confidering the great cold, or at leaft tolerable ; but they be- 
ing rooms clofe fhutup, the fmell of the meat, and cfpecially ofCa/^- 
iage, an ufual Difh amongft them, makes them unpleafant, fo that 
lometirncs I preferred the courfe of hot Countries, while i called to 
1 Italy we drank frozen Julebs, which we 

dillolved with the heat of our hands ; flept upon a fheet, on the outfide 
of the Bed, with all the Windows of the Cliamber open ; and as we 
fate at dinner, there w^as a Fann in the middle of the Room, hanging 

over 
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over our- Heads, about two yards broad, uliich with a llrins was pull- 
ed backward and forward to cool us, and divers had Tans filled with 
Snow, to cocLthe flieets when they went into their Beds. • 

Germany is a great Hive of men, and tlic mighty deftrudion of mcii 
made by the laft German wars, and by the Plague is fo feplired, that it 
is fedree difccrnible. They arc frlunul, and lull of Children : They 
arc not exhaufted by Sea, Colonics font forth, or by jicopling Amerkan 
Countries , but they have fome confurfiption by wars abroad,* when 
they be at peace at home : few wars being made in other parts of Eu- 
rope, wherein there arc not fome Regim.cnts of Germans ; the People 
being naturally Martial, and perfons Well defeended, very averfc from a 

Trading courfc of Life, , , c r 

While I read in Tacitus of the old barbarous and rude State ol Ger- 
many, how poorly they lived, that thiy had their Houfe^ at a dillance 
froinone another; how ignorant they were in Arts; and it was 
doubted whcthci*’ their Country affordpd Minis ; that th^y lived by ex- 
change of things, making little or no ulc of money, and the like, I may 
juftly wonder to bchoid the prefent advance and improvement m all 
commendable Arts, Learning, Civility, fplcndid and handfome Oties 
and Habitations, and the general face ot things incr;(Jibly aimed fince 
thofc ancient times; and cannot but approve the/ exprcfiion rfa 
Learned Man, though long fince, That /jf^novifius, Civilis, and thoje 
old famous men r>/ Germany, fhould revUe in their Country again, and 

look up to Heaven, khjilding the Conjlel/ations oj the Bears, and other 
Stars, they miiht prohaily acknowledge tl^t thefe were the Jame Stars 
which they were wont to lehcld ; hut Ij they JhoM loyk downward, and 
well view the face of aU things, they would imagisc themjelves to be m 
a new World^and n.ver acknowled^^ this to have ken their Country. 
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the Treaty of Peace it Cokn in the year 167 j. 
between the of the Netherlands, the

^ Gentlemen having accompanied their Excel- 

^ lencies.the Lords Ambafladors and Plenipotentiaries in 

their Journey, had a defire alfo to view fome of the 
Neighbouring Territories, and to divertife themfclves 
during the heat of tlie Sttmmer,it the Spaa, the Baths Aken, and pther 
places. Having therefore, in order to our Journey, obtained a Fafport 
for our Salety from Count Blomlel, one of the Spanijh rienipetentia- 
ries, and from their Excellencies Sir Jofeph Wilhamfon, and Sir Leoline 
JenkiFiSf we left Colen on Monday the Fourth ot July^^wdi upon the Road 
overtook my Lord of Peterhorough, who had been at D»fel(lorp at the 
Duke of Newhurgs Court, and went afterwards into Italy to Modena, 
and brouglit over the prefent Qiieen of England. We dined at a fraall 
walled JowH called Berckem, M’hich fome think to be a name cor- 
rupted from Tileriacum, where we flayed a great part of the Afternoon 
to accommodate an unlucky Accident w hich happened : A Servant of 
one of the EngH/h Gentlemen having cafually foot a Horfe, which be- 
longed to a Commander under the Duke of Newhurg, lying at that time 
with a party of Ilorfe at this Tom, fo that we travelled in the Even- 
iim through the Woods, and came late to a place called Steinjlra[fe,and 
the next day morning we went to Jnliers. 

Gulick, otjuliers, is a fmall Town by the River Rcer, but very and- 
ent, and called by the Romans, 'Juliacum, conceived to have been foun- 
ded by JhIius Cwfar ; the Seat fometimes of the Dukes Gulick, be- 
fore theunmng hereof with C/eztf; and fince the diffolution of that 
Lltate, pollelicd by the TJnited Provinces ; and then again by the Spa- 
niards } 
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niards ; but at prefent is in the hands of the Duke of Neivhurg. It be* 
ing agreed' at the conclufion of Peace between the, Spaniards and the 
Hottanders^ That the Marquefs of Braadenlurg fliould have fllarci; and 
Cl^ey and the Duke of Mewhrg, Gulick and Berg. This is a hand- 
fonie well fortified Toim^ the Streets ftreight, and the Honfes ot Brick. 

The Cittadel confifts of four Bafl ons, of a regular Fortification ; with- 
in wliich is the Princes Palace. The Piazza in the Tcm is handfome } 
and the whole confidcrable for its beauty and fi retigi h. 

July the ph. we came to Aken^or five Leagues diflant 

from Gulick ; the French call it Aixla Chapelle, from a cLippel in the - “ 
great Church, much vifitcd by Pilgrims from many parts ; and famous 
for the great number of Reliques preferved therein. W hen the Romans 
made War upon the Germans, they poficlled themfelvcs of divers places 
between the Rhine and Iklaes. And Granus, a noble Roman, being lent 
into thefe parts of Gallia Belgica, about the year of our Lord Fifty 
three difeovered among the iVcods and Hills thefe hot SpringSy \\'hich 
to this day are highly celebrated in many parts of Europe ; wlio after- 
wards made ufe of them, and adorned them after the manner of the 
Roman Baths, and built a noble Habitation near them ; part of winch 
the Inhabitants would h ive ftill to be ftanding, retaining the name of 
turris Grant, an old Power at theEad-cnd of the Town bouje ; a noble 
Antiauity'. But the manner of its ghes fufpicion it cannot be 

fo o\dl Hence thefe Tljenntf from their Difeoverer have been named 
Aqua Granhc, and came to be frequented ; and the Town oi A quijgrane 
builtandflourilhed,tilL-ir/A the King of the Hm, or Hangar tans,

The ToivK-houfe, or Senate-houfe^ Was built i being all of Free- 
fieme, handfomly adorned with the Statues of the Emperors. TJie 
JirH and fecond Story of this Building is divided into Chambers ; but 
the higheft is all one entire Room or Hall, i6z Foot long, and 6o Foot 
broad. It is well painted in divers parts by Amifaga, : Two Pieces 
of whofe drawing arc much cftcemed here ; one of tfie Refurrellion, and 
another of Charles the Great, givirg the Charter to the City of Aken. 
Here the Emperors, at the time of their Coronation, ufed to keep their 
FeaJlsp.o^'Ccstx with the Eletlours & other Princes. The Rdof '\.$ liippor- 
ted by four Pillars ; through the middle ot which, the Jmoak of all the 
Chimneys of this Building, is by a handfom contrivance conveyed away. 

Over againft this Houfe, in the middle of the Piazza, is a Fountain, 
confiderablc both for largenefs and vm^ijlrutiure, contrived by a great 
Artijl, Gerard Coris : where lour perpetually empty themlelves 

from above into a large Bafon of Copper,oi thirty Foot Diameter ; from 
whence again it defeends by fix Pipes into a Cijlern of Stone, hand- 
fomly engraved, and pafies to many other Fountains in the Town. On 
the top of this Fiuntain {lands a large Statue of Charles the Great, Pa- 
tron ot this City, made of hrafs, and gilded over. He is in Armour, and. 
looks towards Germany. About the edges of the great hrafs Bafon is tbs 
InferiptioH. . S

The Church of our Lady, built by Charles the Great, is of an odd 
Figure. At the WcIl-cnd is a Steeple adorned with divers Pyramids ; 
and on the top a large Globe and Crofs. From hence, higher much 
than the Church, palLs a Gallery, fupported by a large Arch, to a Cupola 
near tlie middle of the Church. At the Eafl-end is alfo a fmall Turret 
or Lanthorn. The infide of the whole is adorned with Marble Pillars 
of divers forts, Pillars o( brajs, gilded with Statues, hrafs Doors mA 
Partitions, and much Mofaick work. 

In the middle of the Church, where Charles the Great was buried, 
hangs a very large Crown, given to this Church by the Emperor Fre-^ 
derick the Firft. This Crown is made of jilver and hrafs gilt, adorned 
with fixteen little Towers, and eight and forty Statues oi Jilver, of a- 
bout a Foot high, and thirty two which are Icfler. Between thefe 
ftand eight and forty Candlejiicks to receive the Lights burnt here upon 
Festivals. 

Of thefe large Crowns I have fecn at Colen, and other parts ; and it 
hath been an ancient Ornament in Churches. The Greeks have a 
Crown, or large Circle much like this, in the middle of raoft of their 
beft Chutches ■, on which they hang many CeHrkh Eggs, and the Pi- 
iiures of the Apojlles and Saints. The Turks do likewile imiate this in 
tlwir Mofques, but inftead of Pitlures, place Lamps. 


Frederick 
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Frederick the Firft took up the Body oichrles the Great out of its 
Sepulchre in the middle of the Church, and afterwards buried it pgain ; 
partly in a filver Coffin under the Altar of the Quire, and partly near 
the Wall of the old covering it with the fame Tomh-Jlone, as 

before ; which is here reported to have been firft taken from the Tomi 
of Julius Cafar, It is of white Marik, and hath the Figure oi' Frojer- Rd-cf^r 
pina upon it. Out of this tomb of Charles the Great, were taken up 
• a great number of and con fiderablc Rare ties, which he had 

g(rt tr^ether in his life time ; fomc of them given him by Aaron King 
of Per fid, by the .Patriarch of Conjlant inop/e, and others ; divers of 
which are ftill preferved here : and thefe following we had the oppor- 
tunity to fee. Some of the blefled Firgins l air. One ring or Imk of 
the Chain with which St. Peter was cliaincd in Prijon. The Head of 
Charles the Great. The hones of his Arm. His Sword whiclj the Em- 
perors wear at the time of their Coronation. The Pithre of the Fir- 
gin Mary, with our Saviour in lier Arms, embofted U|x)n a fafpis, done 
by St. Luke, hanged about the Neck of Charles the Great, and fo found 
in his tomb. A Noble M 'nufcript of the Gofpels found in the fame tomb. 
Charles the Greats Horn w hich he ufed when he went ahunting.His Cm- 
"--cifix made out of the wood of the Crofs. Our Saviours Girdle of I eat her, 
wit h the Seal of Conilantine,x\\t Great at each end. A piece of the true 
"’’^^^/s.Sorne of the Bones and Bloo I of St. Stephen richly enchafcd,upon 
which tlie Emperors at'e fworn at their Inauguration. A piece of one of the 
Nails of the Crofs. An Agnus Dei font from the Pope to C harks the Great ; 

& many other Reliques. Here is alio the tomb of the Emperor Otho the 
Third, in black Marble, who in the year looo/irft conftituted thcEieiftors 

°^Near t/this City are many forts of Minerals found ; as Lead-ore, the 
Sulphur, and Fitriol Plane, Iron, Coal, and Cadmia, or Lapis Calamma- BtaR, 
risi With this latter we faw them make Brafs or multiply Copper, in 
this manner. They take calcined or Calmey, as they call it^ 

Copper from Swekn, anA the melted drofs of botli ; to twenty eight pounds 
o\ Copper they put an hundred pound o{Calmes : They put firft into ve- 
ry large CrucillesSome old pieces oUrajs and [lackeng r the drofs, and af- 
terwards tlie Calmey and Copper, aoA let them ftand in the Furnace twelve 
hours ; after which, they put eight Crucibles full into one, and let what 
will run over,the beft finking always to the bottom ; and then caft it 
into a Frame made of ftonc, bordered with bars of Iron ; and run it into 
brafs l>lates,rwhich arc afterwards cut in pieces with large Ci£ors. . ^ 

The hot Baths, are very much frequented at prclent. VVitliin the^^y^, 
ihWard Walls are three convenient ones : the Emperors Bat h,the Lit- 
tle Bath, and the Bath of St. Quirinus. The Emperors Bath is in the 
fame place, and fed with the fame Springs with that in which formerly 
Charles the Great took much delight, and frequently ufed to fwim 
therein • in which excrcife few were more expert than himfclf; and 
fpent the latter end of his days here, and would often invite to the 
Bath not only his Sons, but his Nobles, his Friends and Guards ; fo as 
it was cuftomary to liath a hundred together in thofe days. But now 
’ they are divided into lefler Partitions. The Emperors Bath having five 
Bathing Rooms ? and the Little Bath which comes out of it, three; 

Thefe are reckoned to be Nitro^Sulphurcous ; and arife fo hot, that they 

let them cool twelve hours before they ufe them. From under a 

great 



g?eat round Stone which covered a Well, in which there were Ibme of 
tbdc Hot I faw Brimfto e, hard, above an inch thick, and 

Hait-peter, and a petrefied Subftance finely variegated, taken out. 

Befidcs thefe, near unto the inward Wall of the City, there arc Bath 
which are not fo hot as the former, efteemed to be Sulphureo-nitrvus ; 
The fmel! of them is fome-what offenfive, and the water in the Cifierns 
not tranfparent. The firft is the Bath of St. Cerxelm, which hath two 
Receptacles. The fccond the Rofe Bath, fo called from Mr. Rofe, a 
Citizen of who built it. The third Compus Badt, ot the Poor 
The not om- QP gjpp j Fount ain,vmch 

referred to, and drank of evety morning in the Summer for many Chro- 
nical Lhfeafes. About a Furlong out of the South-gate of Aken, is a 
Village called Vorcetum,ox Borj’et, from the great number of wild 
which formerly frequented that place ; in which are many Hot 
Springs upon both Tides of a Ijttlc Rivolet, and let into //o^/cj, where 
they are diftributed into feveral Baths of Stone. There are fourteen of 
thefe Houfes, and twenty eight Bath ; the Baths holding ordinarily 
about fifty Tuns of Water, each of them : the Water is clear and plea- 
fant, without any offenfive fmell ; cxceifive hot when it comes firft 
out of the Ground, hotter than the hotteft of Aken, and is left to . 
cool about eighteen hours before they ufe it. They ufe alfo an Inftrtf- 
ment of Wood, pierced with many holes,to help to cool them foon.r.or 
to flir the Water when any one goes in, whereby he is not fo fenfible 
of the heat. There are many cold Springs rife near thefe hot ones, 
whereby they might be tempered ; and lurely the quantity of the hot 
Water being fo great, no place might be made more deliglitful, nor no 
Baths more Noble. The Turks in our times, do moft of any Nation 
bcautifie their Baths, and render them fcrviceable to their Health and 


pleafurc. 

In Auftria at Baden, the SawerBath is built after the Turki/h manner, 
with a Cupola over it : and if any one hereafter fliall build or beautify 
thefe, they will yield to very few in Europe. At prefent moft of them 
are of a fquarc Figure, of about five or fix yards over ; and the Houfes 
in which they are, very near one another. The firft Houfc hath tlie 
name of the Ladies Bath ; the fecund is the Snake ; the third and 
fourth the Sword ; the filth the Golden Mill ; the fixth the Fool ; 
the feventh the Cock ; the eight the Great Bath ; the ninth the Foun- 
tain ; the tenth the Crab ; the eleventh the World Inverted', the twelfth 
the Clafs', the thirteenth the Angel; and the fourteenth the Rofe. 
There is alfo another in the open Air, called the Poor math Bath. In 
the Street is a Well or Fountain of thefe Hot-fpriogs, of as great a heat 
as any 1 have feen ; perpetually boyling or bubling. But of all thefe 
Baths Dr. Blondel and Dr. Didier have w’ritten fo particularly, as I 
A Mine of *^^"8 more,and particularly of their Hfes. 

/« laUmina- Within two Lcagucs oi Aken, in the Country ol Limllourg^s a Mine 
of Lapis Calaminaris, whicli we W'ent to fee having i Corporal and 
. eight Mufijuetiers for our Security to pafs the Wiod. This Mine lies 
over againft the Caftle of F.inenbeig. As foofi as I had delivered a 
Letter to Mr. Joi n Franck, Comptroller of the Mine for his Catholick 
Majejly, he w’ent along with us, to ffiew us the manner how the Cad- 
tnia grows in the Earth, and other Curiofities. This Mine having been 
wrought Three hundred years, and being one of the moft remarkable 
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of that kind, it may not be impertinent to fet down feme particulars 
concerning it. It is about eighteen or nineteen Fathoms deep, lying all 
open like a Chalk Mine, of an Oval Figure j they digg at prclcntin fc- 
veral places, and the bcR Ca/mey lies between the fiecks, in the deepeft 
part of the Mine : They have now' found an excellent hein fo placed 
of eleven or twelve Foot thick, which they digg oat W'ith Pick-axes* 
with feme difficulty, by rcafon that the Lapis Calaminaris is very hard! 

The colour of this Stone is of a dark yellow and red, and hath Feins of 
natural Brimjlone mixed thinly in it. The Veins of the Lapis Cala- 
minaris, being fo large, they follow them not only in one place, but 
digg over one anothers heads, and frame their work into the fliape of 
large Stayrs, and one throw's up what another diggs, and fo upward 
till they lade the Carts w'ith it. Some of the Cadmia is blackilh and 
dark brown ,* and there are Fluores between the Cavities of the Stone 
handlbmly figured, but vna{ko^s.llackijh colour. The about 
the Mine the mod remarkable, are thefe: i. An Overjhtt-wheel in the 
Earth, which moves the Pumps to pump out the water ; and this not 
placed in the Mi^^e but on one fide of it, and a pajfage cut out of the 
Mine to the bottom of it, by which the Mine is drained ; and another 
pajjage or cuniculus, out of the place where tlie wheel is turned, which 
-Jets out the ivj/c/- which turns 'the wheel, and alfothc water whicli. 
^m es out of the Mine into the Neighbouring Valley. 1. The wajhing 
’ofti’ijO/-!? or Stone, which they perform, as at other works, by letting 
theiw/cr over ir,and'ftirrin<>; it ; and this they do wherefoever they 
begin to work near the Superficies of the Earth, for there the Calmey is 
lefs, and more mixed with Clay and Earth : but tlic moft remarkable 
work is the calcining of the Ore ffor all our Lapis Calaminaris of the 
Shops is the calcined Calmey') and it is worth the feeing ; for they place 
/si^^owinahandfomeordcrfirft, and cover a large round Area with 
them, ofabout Forty or Fifty yards upon w'hich they place 

Charcoal in as good an order, till all be covered and filled up a yard 
from the ground ; then they place ranks of the largcft Stones of Calmes, 
and after them fmaller.till they h ivc laid all on ,* and then by fetting/rff 
to the hottom, the fire comes to each Hone, and all is handfomly calci- 
ned. They make Calmey alfo about tw'o Englilh miles from Blefierg 
in Carinthia, They make it after this manner. They take the Ore out 
of the Mine, fometimes they wafli it, and fometirnes not, they burn it as 
they do Roll. Then they take it, and beat it in pieces with a mallet ; 

They choofe the bell of it, and throw away thedrofs.thc whiteft is 
commonly the belt. From hence we went to Limlurg, meeting with 
divers Souldiers upon the Road,'N\\o defired money of us, but did not at- 
tempt any thing againft us, we being many of us together in Compa- 

^ Limlurgis feated upon a high Auci, which overlooks all the Coun- Limhur^i 
try, and a little Rivet runs alnioft round it at the lottotn. The Avenue 
to the Town on the North-fide is difficult all alog upon the edge of the 
Rock ; and the Gate of the Town, over which is the Governors Houje, 
fpreadsitfelffromonefideoftheifiic^ to the other, and locks up the 
paffage. Here we Ihew our Pajfports from the Spanijh Plenipotentia- 
ries 5 and in the Afternoon had a pleafant Journey to the Spaa In the 
wav we few wllere the French Army had pafled the Country towards

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~Metz-, liaving lain about a Fortnight at Fkhet^ after the taking of Mae- 


sfi. Village in the ForeH of Arkema, feated in a lottom, 

cncompaflcd on all fides with Hills, and on the North with deep 
Mountains. So that it happening to ram while we were there, the 
place was, in fome hours time filled with ivater, the Hay waflied out 
of the Meadows, the falls in the River made even, and Pohunt, one 
of the Mineral Fountains, was drowned. There was not much Com* 
pany when we were there, although it were in the hotted time of 
tiic year, which is mod fcafonable for drinking the ivater s ; by rcafon 
of the wars, and the danger of coming through the Country to them. 
But in Spa it felf all people are tree from danger, all the Neighbouring 
Princes protetding it, and would count it very diflionourable to didurb 
a place, which by the virtue of its Mineral Springs, is (o beneficial to 
' Mankind. Thefe Waters are not only drunk upon the place, but arc 
alfo fcaled up in Bottles, and fent into many parts of Europe. And Mr. 
Coquelet, at whofe Houfe we lodged, told me that he lent it as far as 
Saragofa in Spain : and that he had at ihat time Thirty thoufand Bot- 
tles empty, and waited for a good feafon to fill them, whicli is the 
hotiejl, dryejl time of the Summer, and the hardejt Froft in Wmter ; at 
which times the water is ftrongeft, Iparkling, and Ir/sk. Tire chiefeft 
ofthele Mineral Fountains arc thefe, Gero /Jler, Savimere, Tonnelel, antT

Gcmjier. Geronjler is in thc middle of a thick Wood, about an EngliJIr mile 
and a half Southward of thc Spa; it is the dronged of any, and the 
bed adorned, being built up with sUne, and a Pavilion over it, fup- 
ported with four handfom iione Pillars. There is a green place clear- 
ed in the Woodnt^r to it, and a little Houje for thc Patients to warm 
themfelves in, early in the morning, or in cold weather. The Arms of 
Sr. Conrade Bourgsdorj}-,Vi\\o adoriied this Fountain, arc placed over, 
on two fides : and on thc ether two this injeription in French, and 
High-dutch, in a handfom Oval.

This Fountain fmells very drong of Brimllone, and caufes vomiting 
in a great many, yet pafles chiefly by Vrine, as they do all ; and 
drikes a purple with Nut-galls more inclining to red, than the waters 
of lunlridge. The Sediment is of a light blew in the Fountain, but of 
a dark, (lirty red every where elfe. Not far from this is another 
large Spring in the Wood much like it, but not as yet built and beautifi- 
ed, 

smnitre', Saviniere is another Fountain, almod as far from the Spa Eadward, 
and built after thc manner of a Tower : the Acidulee are not fo drong 
as the former. There is another Fountain hard by this, almod the 
fame, held to be particularly good for the Stone and Gravel.

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The.third is Tomelet, arifing in the Meadow, and built up with 
^one : But being there are no Trees nor Shades about it, it is not fo de- 
lightful as the others. And Henrkus ab Heers in his faith 
that this is more nitrws than the reft, and caufes fuch a coldncfs in the 
mouth and Homich, that few can drink of it. 

The fourth is PohuHt, in the middle of the Town, from whence moft /•jfo,,. 
of the' water is drawn which is fent abroad, if no particular one be lent 
for. This was beautified with handfome Stone-work, by the Bilhop of 
Liege, to whom this place belongs, and this LJeription ifet over it, 5.;- 
uitati Sacrum, It is alfo called the Fountain of St. Remaclus, to whom 
it was dedicated ; and thefe Ferfes are likewife engraves upon it :

'Being at the Spa^ we . vifited Franchimont one Afternoon ; palling 
through a thick ^lod, there is an old Caftle, and good lirimjione and The making of 
Vitriol works, the fame Stone affording both ; and I prefume may alfo Brmjhm 
make the Spa-water under ground, or at leaft be a principal Ingiedient 
in it. We faw the manner here how they melted, and call their Rrim- 
'^one firft into great Pails, the florid and clear parts remaining at the 
and middle, the thick and more obfeure fubfiding and adhering to 
thelitJttom and fides, and is that which is fold for Sulphur Fivum. We 
faw alfo the manner p’f calling the Brimjione into Rolls,ot Magdakons : 

And nearuiito this place a fmoaking, burning, little Hill, which is thus 
caufed : They throw out the burnt Pyrites, out of which Brimifone 
hath been diftillcd, and the Vitriol drawn out by infufion, upon this 
Hill } which confifts all of the fame matter, and ferments in time, 
grows hot, fmoaks and burns perpetually, and withal drinks in a new 
Vitrtol into its felf. 

From the Spa we crofted over to Fra^-ont, ts. Village feated upon the 
pleafant River Vta, or Ourte, '.vhere we took Boat and went down a 
rapid Stream, yet one of the plcafantcft I ever faw,windingand turning 
between many green Hills, in part of the Forefl oi Ar duenna. We de- 
icended afterwards thirty or forty fmall Falls in a long Boat made on 
purpofe. The Oar or Paddle being only a iquare piece of Board fix- 
ed to the end of a Pole,ti\[e Pole Handing perpendicularly in the middle 
of it. The delightful River Vefa, or the Wefdret, foon met us, and joyn- 
ing together, we fell down with them into the Maes near Liege \)pon 
the Banks of thefe Rivers all the Arms, Guns, and other Injlruments are 
made, for which the Country of Liege is remarkable. 

Liege, Luick, LeodBim, or Augujta Elwonum ; Learned Men think 
this City to be feated near that Vally, wherein two Legions oi Julius 
Cafar, under Sabinus and Cotta, were dcftro)ed by Amliorix, chief 
Commander of the Eburones. It is feated upon the River Mofa, which 
entring with two Streams, makes fome pretty Iflands. Three other 
fmall Rivers arifing in the Foresl, of Ardenna, are alfo here received 
into the Maes, whereby they have plenty of Filh and other Conycnien- 
cies. The City is very populous, and fo it hath been in former 
AgcSjWhen os Charles Duke of Burgundy, iocked it,and deftroyed an hun- 
dred tboufand of the people. 


Bb z 
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It abounds with fair Churches^ ftarely Convents^ and Relipous Foun- 
dations, richly endowed, lb that it hath been called the Paradife of 
Pr/ejis, and is in that kind the moft notable in all thefe parts. The 
Palace of the Billiop is a noble Fabrick, built by Cardinal Erardus, 
Bilhop Liege. The Cathedral bears the Name of St. Lambert., who 
being Biihop of Maejhekht was murdered by Dodo and others, about 
the year 6 zi. The Sea was afterwards tranflated unto Liege by Hu- 
Icrtus, as it had been formerly from Tongres to I^be^reicht^wA the Bo- 
dy of St. Lambert removed unto this Church, w hich is at prefent very 
noble, being built of a reddifli Stone, very much carved without, and 
handfomly adorned within. Between the Quire and Sacrijiy, is this 
lujeriptioH in very large Letters ;

Of the I'arilh Churches that of St. John, and of St. Servafius are 
lair. Ot the Abbeys that of St. Jacob within the Town, and of St. 
Lawrence, built by Biihop Raginardus upon an Hill out of the Town, 
are noble. Ihcre is allb a College Engh/h Jefuites, well-fcatcd up:;n 
a Hill, where the Garden is handlbm, and the Dyals, made by Franctf- 
(70 Lhm, are worth the feeing: And an Enghjh Nunnery handfom- 
ly built. In the Church of the Gulielmites, out of the Town, lies the 
Body of our famous Country- man .Sir John Mandevilie, W'ho, after he 
had travelled through many parts, took an aficdbion unto this place, 
and here palled the remainder of his life, and whole Epitaph, and Ibme 
Rarctics ol his, are ftill to be leen. 

Biihop Notger, who was confccratcd by St. Gereon, Arch-bilhop of 
Cclen, and died in the year 1007. built the walls of this City, and be- 
ing Tutor to Vtho the third, he found means very much to beautifie it, 
to repair and build divers Churches, and endow them with rich Reve- 

nucs, 
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nues. and let the River Maes into tlic Town, which before ran upon 
one fide of it. 

As their Churches arc fair and numerous, foo are their Bells and 
Chimes remarkable. In the Cathedral of St. Lamlert there arc cigiit 
large Bells, and twelve lefTer ; and there is one fo great, as it is liiid to 
require Twenty four men to ring it. In the (^huich of St. Paul the 
Bells and Chimes are confiderablc ; as allb at St. Lawrence and the 
crejfe^ Friars. It is alfo an Univcrfity, and u as fo famous in former 
Ages,that they Bill take notice that at one time there have been Nine 
Sons of Kings, Twenty four Dukes Sons, Twenty nine of Counts, bc- 
fides many of great Barons Students therein. 

Their S|)eech here, as alfo at is called Iceman, and is a kind of 
old French, dl' Dialed of that Languag •, a great part of which is made 
up of Latin, or Reman words : and they call the Neighbouring Lan- 
guage of the Dutch, Tuifeon. But many fpcak very good French. 
They have fome Vineyards affording a fmall Wine. Tiie .Hills about 
furniffi them with Quarries of good Stone, and offevcral kinds They 
ha . c alfo divers Mines and Minerals, and great quantity of Pit-coal for 
Fire, in fome places fetched deei)out of the Earth, in others nearer the 
Surface : and in o c place I faw' them beginning to dig w here they im- 
'■•mediately found Coal. Their Pumps and Engines to draw out the 
JlVfer, are very confiderablc at thefe Mines ; in lome places moved by 
Wheels, at above a Furlongs diftance, to which they are continued by 
flrong Wood-w'dtk, which moves backwards and forwards continu- 
ally. 

The eT/VWe/ (lands upon a Hill, and is of great Strength; Itw’as 
built to keep the City of Liege under Subjcdfion. For ibqp. there 
being lome diflurbanccs in the City, Ferdinand, the Elciflor edi Colen, 
offering to come into the Town to appeafe it, was oppofed by the Con- 
(iil, iacdus Hcnnet, who was foon after furprized and beheaded, toge- 
ther with Bartholomxus Redandus ; the Conful having fworn the E- 
ledlor fliould never come in v. hilfl he were alive. .And thcCittadel 
foon alter was ordered to be built. The Bridges arc liandlom : that 
over the great Stream of the Maes is very broad and fair, and hath 
large Arclies. From hence w'c could read the Eleblor’s name iiiron the 
Cittadel, A/mX/w/ZAiwo, although it were at a very great diftance, the 
Letters were fo large. 

From Liege we had a plcafant paffage down the Water to Mae- 
Jlreicht, palling by Argent an, a Calllc leafed upon a high Rock on the 
right fide of the River, belonging then to the King of dfain, afterwards 
by Vkhet in the half way, and then by Navagne, a ftrong Fort in the 
Maes, which commands the River, and at that time did the Spa- 
niard fervicc ; then by pleafant Rocks on our left hand, wherein many 
Cuts and palfages have been digged till wc came in fight of Maellreicht. 

This Town having been a little before taken from thaZinited States 
by a (harp Siege, was full oi' French, and had aGarrifon in it of about 
ten Thoufand men; and in the Market-place Hood about Two hun- 
dred large Fieldpieces, Wc faw the places where they made their 
Batteries and their Mines, the Out-works were very numerous, and 
many of them undermined. Colonel Storff (liew’d us a handlbm 
Draught of all the Works, Approaches and Manner of taking of the 
Town. 


About 
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A noble oga- About a quarter of a Mile out of the Town we went into the great 
’■> of Stone. Qjjjrry .of Stone, which is one of the nobleft fure in the World. Be- 

tween Pailea and Vicenza I had fornlerly fecn the famous Cave of C«- 
Jloza, or Cuhola^ faid to be above Five hundred Fathoms in breadth, and 
Seven hundred in length, but this doth far furpafs it : the Roof is very 
high and ftately in moft places, the Pillars not to be numbred,all very 
large ; we pafled two miles under ground amongft them : No Lahy- 
rintb can be contrived more intricate, and yet all parts are uniform. 
The Floor all in a level, and the Roofm moft places of the fame height, 
and fo much hath that uniform rule, which I fuppofe was fet to thofc 
who firft digged, and fo hath fucceflively been obferved, added to the 
beauty of this place, that there is fcarce any thing more noble. It put 
me in mind of the hundred Chambers of Nero, which he*caufcd to be 
made under Ground in the Rods at Baite. And the iVater which we 
met with in one place, made me think of Nero's admirable Fijh-pond, 
built in the like manner within the Earth. We came out again neat 
to a Convent upon the Banks of the River, and returned by water to 
Maejlreicht. 

The next day we parted Company. Mr. Newton, Mr. Ettrid, Mr. 
Grove, Mr. Carlton, and Mr. Newcomb went for Aken and Colen ; Mr. 
Bates and Mr. Dajlon went up the River again to Liege, at which- 
place, ftaying a day or two to find a convenience to pals to BrujfeiL 
we were nobly entertained at a Dinner with Venifon, Wild-boat, and 
other Dijhes, by that worthy Perfon and Learned Mathematician 
Francifeus Slujius, one of the great Canons oi Liege, who alfo continued 
liis high Civilities to us to the laft Mmute we ftayed in Town. 

Leaving Liege we foon came in fight of Tongres, or Tmgrorum o- 
Tongres. pidum, thc molt ancient place in all thcle Countries. Ortekm would 
have it to be called of old Atuatuca : It was a ftrong hold before the 
coming of Julius Cafar into Gaul, and was afterwards made a Roman 
Station, and in procefsof time became fo great, that Attila the Hun de* 
ftroyed an hundred Churches in it, it being at that time a Bifbops See, 
which in the year 498 St. Serva/ius removed unto Maejlreicht. Many 
old Coins and Antiquities are ftill found here ; and part of an old Cha/h 
pel, faid to be built by St. Maternus, Difciplc to St. Peter, is ftill re- 
maining. When the King of France made his great inroad into the 
Low-Countries, 1671. he borrowed this Town of the Elector of Cologne, 
and then pafled on to Mafeick, where croflTing the Country to the 
Rhine, by the fides of thefc great Rivers, Rhine and Maes, he made 
that notable Incurjjon, and quitted not Tongres till he had taken Mae- 
jlreicht thc year following. We dined this day at Borchloe, and lodg- 
ed at St. Truyn, or St. Truden, a handfomc little Tiwn, fo called from a 
Church and Abbey herein dedicated to that Saint. 

The next day W'e dined at Tienen, or Tilmont, on the little River 
Geet, once one of the chief Towns in Brabant, but long fince decay- 
ed. In thefc Plain Countries, in many places we faw fmall Hills, or 
Sepulchral Eminences of the Ground : And near unto the Walls o{ Tie- 
nen, are three very remarkable ones, faid to be the Tombs of great Com- 
manders. In the Evening we came to Lovain. 
tovAn. Lovain is the chief Ctty of that quarter of Brabant, which compre- 

hefldeth Arfehot, Halen, and Judeigne ; an ancient land large City, 
pleafantly fcated upon thc River Dele ; it is of great Circuit, and thc 

(ompafs 
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compafi of the W/ accounted above mila about ; but there are ma- 
ny void Spaces, Hills, fields, eswA Oj/vAv/nvithin it, which makes it 
very pleafant and delightful. There are herein divers go d 
Convents, and Churches : the cliief whereof is the llatcly Church ot St. 
Peter, the Convent of the Carthufuws, the Hofpital. Tlic piiblick /’.i 
lace ot Senate-houfe is alfo Noble. 

It is the great Vniverfity of thefe parts, faid to have had its beginning 
about 916. but endowed bv Join the Fourth, Duke o Brahaut, an 1 
confirmed by Pojse Martin the Fifth, 1.115. There are I'ortt three Col- 
leges in it; wheseofthe four chief are 

Goropius Becanus, a Learned Man, and Native ot Bm^Uh , afiiim.s, 
That no Vniverfity in Italy, France, Germany, or Spain, is to be coir.pa- 
red unto it for its elegant and pleafant Situation. The 7jnh crfiiy is un- 
dpr the Government of a Av/l'ofjV! ho is' in great efteem and honour a- 
mong tlfcm. This Vniverfity hath produced many Learned Men.- 
Bui neither the Building': of the Colleges, nor their Endowments do c- 
<jual thofe of our Vniverfities, and the Situation thereof feems not to 
exceed that of Oxford. 

We travelled from hence to Bruffels, being mofb part of the way in 
the fight of the very high Tower of the Church ot St. Romhald at Mach- 

\Qount Monterei was then Governour of the Low-Coim'ries, and rc- 
'lided at Bruffels, the ordinary Seat of the Governour s of the Spanifir 
Netherlands ; which City he had taken care to fortifie, and to make it 
more tenable, if it lliould be attempted by the French. 

From Bruffels we pafTcd to Antwerp, where we were handfomely 
treated by Mr. M'^auters and Mr. Hartop, and having vifited fome of our 
Friends, the next day we pafTcd the River Sch dde, and took Coach in 
the morning, travelling through a fruitful, plain, flat Country, fet with 
rows of trees in moft places, and arrived in the evening at Ghent. 

Gaunt,GandavHm,ot Ghent, to be the greateft f//-)', not Gheor 

only of Flanders, but of all the Low-Countries, and chilicngcs a place 
amongft the greatcllin ; but at prefent it decreafes and de- 
cays rather than cncreafcs. And itCAjr/^r the bilth were now alive, 
he could not put Paris into his Gant, a greater Glove would not fit that 
City, which is fo much incrcafcd fincc hi;? time. In Ghent are many 
noble Convents, among which the '^efuites is one ot the faiiell . Tlicre 
is a Cloifler alfo of Englijh Nuns. The Cathedral is ftately, and the 
tower belonging to it being very high, gives a iwofpca: ot a pleafant 
and fruitful Country round about it. There arc divers Piazza s, large 
and fair ; in one of which llands a large gilded Statua of Charles the 
Fifth, Emperor and King of Spain, who was born in this City. The 
whole is generally well built, and the are fair and clean. 

The Inhahitants hereof have been taken notice of to be extrcamly gi- 
ven to Sedition, and for their lakes a great many other Cities \n Eu- 
rope are puniflied, and have in a manner totally loft their Ltlerties: 

For the Spaniar ds, to curb the S.ditious humour of the People of Ghent, 
were jmcHiion the Invention of building Cittadels in Cities, whereby a 
few Sou/dArs are able to fupprefs any Commotion, or beat down the 
Town, lo that here I faw the firft Cittadel that was built m Europe by 
Charles the Fifth : It is not large, and the BaU ms httlc, and though ot 
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' a Regular Figure, yet not fo convenient as thofc of latter days, fince 

that Art hath been improved. 

From Ghent wc palled by water about Twenty Englijh miles to 
Bnges, a very elegant large City, and fortnerly a place of very great 
Trade, being vvitliin three Leagues of the Sea ; fo that from the tops of 
their highell Buildings, the Ships under Sail are vifible, and at the 
fame time a Fleet of Ships, and a large Territory of a fruitful, pleafart 
Country, comes under your eye. It is fortified with Works of Earth 
and deep Ditches. Tire Convents, are numerous : The artificial Cuts 
of UVater from this Town to all places, makes it of eafie accefs ; and 
though it hath no Port, the Pa^'age irom hence to OHend hy water is 
fliort : And they are at prefent upon a Dcfign of bringing Ships up to 
this City. 

oftend. Ojlend is about -Ten E>glijh miles from Bridges, leated upon the 

M aves of the German Ocean, wliich W'alli it continually ( n one fide : 
And they have now contrived it fo, as to let the Sea in almolt round 
the Town for a great fpace, W'hereby it is become much more llrong 
and delenfible than before. For w'hen I looked upon it, and confidcred 
what it was when it was befieged by Arch-duke r.lhertus, and taken by 
hhscyiiha Amhrofits SpincU, 1604. with an honourable Surrender af- 
ter tliree years Sic;,e, I cannot but aferibe v. ry much unto their Sun* ' 
plies from Er.glind, and the obflinate Valour of the Defendants, elife-, 
cially the Englijh under Sir Francis Fere. Sluys being in the haiiUS of " 
the States of tlic ?Jnited Provinces, and Dunkirk under the French. 
The Spaniards poficfs no other Port in F anders but this and Newport ^ 
and this being tlie raoft confideratle they arc now making the Haven 
large, and are upon a confidcrable Work in order to the carrying of 
their Ships over into that Cut which goes frem OJhnd to Bruges, out 
of their Hat hour, by the means of a very great Lock or Receptacle of 
IVater, which is to communicate with both j which, when it is finifh- 
cd, may be very advantageous to t!ie Tr.iJ/lck, of the Spanijh Nether- 
lands. This Town Rands jery low', but the Streets arc flraight, large, 
and uniform 

tiurtoru licncc I wcot all along upon the Sca-fltoar to Newport, a hand- 

fom Town, with large fair Streets, but low built. There were then a 
great number of fmail Ships in the Harhur. This place is famous for 
the Battel of A'cii'/ip/-/, fought here ^y Allertiis, and Count Maurice, 
wherein the Spanijh Forces loft the day, and much of the honour of 
the Field W'as due unto the Englijh under Sir Fr.mcis Fere j (ince wliich 
time, although there hath been much bloud Hied in thclc Quarters, yet 
there hath not been fo confidcrable a Battel ever fince, although the 
Englijh had alfo the fortune to do great Service hereabout at a figlit 
called the Battel of the SandhiL, when a part of the Army of Frerxh 
anil which befieged Dunkirk, fought wiih the Spanijh Forces 

by Nenpoi t, and overthrew them. 

From Newport we put to Sea, failing out of the Harbour, and inten- 
ding for England j but the wind being very high and contrary, after 
having been at Sea all the night, and had leifure to take notice of the 
great 1 umber i f Sands upon that Coaft, in the morning we put into 
Mard/ke, where at prefent there is only a Fort of Wood juft above the 
High-water mark, with fome few Guns mounted- The other Fort, 
more into the Land, being dcmolillied. 


Dunkirk 
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Dunkirk, is much increafedof late, and the King of France hath not 
f|iared money, to render it confiderably ftrong. He hatli very near 
tinilhed a noble Cittadel, begun by the Englijh while this Tow n was 
in their pofleflion, which hath the Sea on one fide of it, the Haven on 
another, and the Sandhills .towards the Land, which when the wind 
is at South-weftj doth fomewhat annoy it To prevent which,- the 
h ench have made divers Cuts and Channels through the Sands, into 
which the Sea entring, doth moiften and fix tl e Sand, fo as they arc 
not fo apt to fly. And every Bajlion is fpruccly kept and covered with- 
in with green Turf. Beyond the old Wall of the Town, there arc now 
great Works drawn, wdiich encompafs lo large a fpace of Ground, that 
the Town is made bigger by half: And in this part Bands the Englijh 
Nunnery, and many handfom Buildings. The new Fortifications arc 
very large ; and the Baftion towards the North the moft ftately. Tho 
I’qrt is large and capable of receiving a gnat number of Ships, but at 
low water it is almoft dry ; and there are fo many Sands before it, that 
at that time the Sea comes not in any depth within a mile of it. 

From Dunkirk we travelled by Land to Graveling, where the Works 
are of Fiarrh, large and high, the Church ftately, the Streets broad, but GrM.ehr.c. 
^ the Houfes low, and at prefent not populous. The Marquis de Eel— 
j\nds with the French and my Lord Euterjord with his Scotch, and 
came before Graveling, upon the fixteenth of ^uguJl,i6^'S. and 
carried the place in twelve days time ; Don Chrijhpher de Manguez. 
yielding it upon the twenty eight, on the fame terms that it was deli- 
vered up by the French to the Spaniards i6^z. 

From Graveling I came to Calais, from whence fetting Sail in the 
morning, we came to Dover', and the fame day to London, 
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GENOA 

Travelled fome years fince, between Venice and Gen^,'' 
through many Countries of early Civility, fcated':S'-" 
the middle of the temperate Zone, in a fruitful and 
happy Climate ; affording plentifully all Neceflaries 
for Life ,* and through Countries which have not only 
been confiderable for their copious produdion of Corn, 
Fruit, Silk, Wine and Oyl, but alfo for having been 
very fortunate in all Ages, for bringing into the World Perfons of great 
Fame and Renown, who have rendred this Trad of Earth more than 
ordinarily remarkable for great Adions in all times. The memory of 
which is Hill preferved not only in their Writings, but alfo in their 
fplendid Buildings, and Antiquities ; though no parts have tafled more 
deeply of the dangerous variety of fortune, thefe having fuflered the 
frequent Incurfions of many fierce and warlike Nations. Having 
therefore formerly enjoyed fuch variety of obfervable Objeds, I could 
not remember this Journey without fome confiderable fatisfadion, efi 
pecially having at the fame time had the good luck to travel a great 
part of it with my worthy friends, Sir William Trumbull-, Mr. Soames, 
Dr. Palman, Dr. Jmes, and Mr. Dajhmod, which nnkes me bold, 
upon the opportunity of this fecond Impreflion, to add further this 
Ihort Account. 

We paffed from Venice to Padoa by water up tlie ftream of the 
pleafant River Brexty having all day long Houfesof Pleafure, and wxll 
built Palaces on each hand of us. We entered, this River near Lizafu- 
fina, five Miles from Venice ; where formerly a Wheel, or Engine was 
placed, to convey the Veflels into the River. The Venetians having 
long fince ftopjied up the entrance of the Brenta, left that by the con- 
tinual Defcent of the Water, the Stream, and Channel might be di- 
miniflicd, loft, or altered ; and the paflnges for their Veflels rendred 
dangerous. Or inconvenient j but this isotherwife contrived at prefent, 
and four large Locks or SoHegni are made ufe of, both to keep up the 
fuater, and to facilitate the paflage of the Veflels. Thefe are placed at 

Stra,. 
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Stra^ Dolo, Mlra^ and Mvranzan^ anti arc very remarkable, ccnl'idcrlng 
tjiat the River in thefe places is locked up, ad the Vellels which arc 
to pafs are brought in between great Gates ; and the water let in or our, 
as they have occafion to pafs up or down the Rivef. 

The landing-place at Vadoa is handfomly fet olT with Rone ficps, r.<Ai 
continued for a lon^ fface, along the lide ot the River, alter the 
manner of tlie landing-place at Ghent, and feme other elegant (dties of 
the Low Countries. The outward Wall is ftrong, being well tcrnifud 
according to the Modern Rules of Fortification, in the time of Leonui - 
do Loredaro, Duke of yenice; and to render it more ftrong, the Ri- 
vers of Brenta and Bacchiglione are let into the Town Ditch. The in- 
ward Wall is now moft confiderablc for its Antiquity, and for rctam- 
ino the name c.f its Founder; it being ftill called ewer’s Wall: It 
contains a far lefs fpace of ground than the former, /’.rcAu being built 
in this refpe<a like to the City of Jix la Chafelle, or Akcn, having 
otyn Town within another. 

That Putavium, or Padoa is one of the oldcll Cities of Europe, built 
prelently alter the Trojan Wit, is conlcfled by Ancient Writers; and 
lb generally believed of old,, that Livy lays it down for the Ground- 
work of his Hiftory ; beginning in this manner, Jum primm ommum 

fatis coHjlat,Trojacapta,&c. VA., .r” 1 • ,1 

In the firft place it is fufficiently mamfelt that Troy being taken, the 
executed the utmoft of their rage ui^xn the 7'n;.r«x, A'.neas 
and Antenor only exapted, by reafon of their ancient fnendfiiip with 
the Greeks • and in refpeia that they had always endeavoured to make 
Peace and’reftore ITelena. After various fortunes, Antmer brought

In thofc days when the art of Navigation was but in its infancy, and 
the Mariners very unwillingly parted with the fight of land, Antenor 
was forced to keep clofe, and creep along the (5aft of Peloponnefus^ 
and EpiruSy and then fiiil by the Illyrian, and Liburnian Shears, which 
are very uneven and troublelbm to deal with, being full of Creeks, un- 
fafe Bays, and Rocks; befides very many Ifia nds ol various lhapes: 
Whereas if he had crofied over to the Ital an coail,he had had a nearer 
voyage, and fayled with pleafure all along an even, bold, brave 
flioar. • ^ ~ ^ 

The people of ?adoa,%xt well pleafed with the thoughts of their*" An- 
cient foupders and Progenitors, and they ftill preien e the tomb of An~ 
tenor y near to which at prefent Hands the Church of Saint Lawrence^ 
and in their publick fiiows they will Hill be reprefentirg fomething of 
Troy., and the old Trojans, and in one place I faw a horfe of wood, a- 
bout twenty foot high, in imitation of the old Trojan horfe ; but, I 
fuppofc,nothing near .fo big as the firft original : Yet when 1 confider 
that above eleven hundred years after the deftrudion of 7r^, when 
Towns and Buildings were very much amplified and improved, Pom- 
pey coming in Triumph, could not enter even the great Triumphal 
gates of Rome it felf in a chariot drawn by Elephants, an Animal that 
feldom or never comes to be fo high as this Horfe, it may well be fup- 
pofed that they could not have received, even this poor model of the 
firft great one into the old town of Troy without pulling down their 
walls. 

The City of Padoa was always a friend to the Romans, and did them 
great fervice in their wars againft the GalU, Senones, the Vmbr ans, 
Boians, Infulres, Cimlrians and Carthaginians, and ftuck dole to their 
Intereft till the time of the declination of the Roman Empire ,• When 
Attila the powerful King of the Huns with fire and fword deftroyed 
it ; and when after divers years it was rebuilt by the favour of Narjes, 
the Eunuch, General to the Emperor Jnffinian, it was again lamenta- 
bly ruined by the Longohardian Princes, who by fliooting arrows, with 
firebrands fixed to them, fet the City on fire, and took it. But under 
the Empire of Charles the great, and his fucceirors, it arofe out of its 
alhes again, and flouridicd for a long time ; being governed firft by 
Confuls, and then by a Podefta, untill the time ot their dreadful Ty- 
rant Ezzelltn, wh.o harrafted, banillied, tormented, and .maflacred the 
Inhabitants, cramming their own Wells within the City, full with their 

mangled 
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mangled bodies, and amongft other fevcritics, upon an angry diflaft, 
againft them, flew ten thoufand oF them in one day at yerona. Bur 
notwithftanding thefe cruelties, they recovered their liberty again alter 
the death oi Ezzellin^ and by degrees became very povvcriul, hat ing 
under their jurifdidion, yicenza, ferona, Trent, Trev/Jo, Felt re, He/lu- 
no, Ceneda, Seravalla, Ch oza, Bajfano, with its territories, all the I'ck- 
tine or Peiinfulafini the greatefl: part of Friuli, with other important 
Places ; when in the end, Marfilio di Carrara made lmn(i:U'C.ipitanio 
or Governor of the City. This noble Family of the Carrareti, very 
powerful in thefe parts, came from their Caftle of i>’d/j»o,and lived in 
Padoa. where they became very confidcrable and fiding with tl e Pope 
againfl: the Emperor Frederick the fecond, they were driven out by 
Ezullin, but when upon the fuccefshil attempts of the ‘Roman Legate, 
Anjedin, a commander under Ezzelliny was overthrown , they were 
again reftored, dignified, and eftabliflicd in the government oi 'Padoa ; 
which they poflelSd, with fqme variety of Fortune, from one to ano- 
ther in their own Family, for about an hundred Years, in the conclu- 
fion of which, they were feized on by the Venetiam, who thought fit 
to put Francifeo Novello, and his Sons to death in the year And 
after this manner, by having totally cxtinguiflied the noble Family of 
the Carrarefi, without tear of any further cl3im,or difputc,they pofletP 
' ed themfclves of the City of Padoa, and hold it in their hands to this 
day. 

The Buildings at P a,doa, hoth publick, and private, are very confidc- 
rablc ; for moft of the City is built ujxin Arches, making handfom 
Portico’s or cloy iters on each fide of the flreet ; after the manner of the 
houfes in the Piazza of Convent Garden, which at all times afidrd 
a good defence againft the Sun, and Rain, and many of the houfes are 
painted onthcoutfide,with very good Hiftory-Painting in Frejio ; their 
Churches are fair,and divers well adorned ; The Domo, or Cathedral 
Church is large, feated near the middle of the City ; endowed, and 
mightily enriched by the Emperor F/enry the fourth ; whofc Emprels 
Rertj lies buried here. The Revenues of this Church at prefent are 
reckoned to amount to a hundred thoufand Crowns a Year ; and b«» 
fides the Monuments of many eminent j-ierfons, they preferve here 
the body of St, Daniel, of Cardinal /’//eo da Pratta, and of Cardinal 
Francejeo Zaharella. « 

Tfie Church of St Antonio is vifited by perfons far and near, and 
the exquifite Defign, artificial Carving in Marble, the handfom Quire 
and rich Ornaments make it worth the feeing. The top of the Church 
is made up of fix Cupolas covered with lead ; the Chapixl of St. Anto- 
nio is nobly fet out with twelve marble pillars,and a rich roof. Between 
the Pillars are carved the miracles of this Saint, who lies interred un- 
der the Altar, upon which ftand feven Figures made by Titian Afpetti, 
a good ftatuary of Padoa, and behind the Altar there is a moft excel- 
lent done by Sanfovinui, Tullius LoTnhurdus,znA Cam- 

patna Veronenfis. Over againft the Chappel of St. Antonio ftands the 
Chappel of Saint Falix ; and his tomb nobly wrought, with coloured 
marble, and the whole fplendidly adorned, with the paintings of the 
highly celebrated Giotto. The chief Reliques in this Church are, the 
Tongue and Clyn of St Antonio, zOath dipped in the blood of our 
Saviour, Three thorns of his Crown, and a piece of the wood of the 
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Crofs, fome of the hair and milk of the bleiled Virgin, and fome of the 
blood of the marks of St. Francis, Before the Front of the Church 
there is a handfom brafe Statu® on Horfe-back, reprefenting the great 
Venetian General Gattemela. St lived fix and thirty years, dy- 

ed upon the thirteenth of 12^ i, and was canonized by Pope 
Gregory the ninth in the City of Spoleto, \x\}. 

The convent of the black Monks of St Benedill may Compare with 
moll in Italy I and their Church dedicated to Santa Giuftina^ built by 
Falladio, is one of the faireft in Eurape. Saint Giufttna was a Virgin, 
and Martyr, daughter to Vitaliano of this City ; Ihc fuflered Martyr- 
dom in the time of Maximidnus the Emperor. In this Church there arc 
ftill preferved, as they fay, the body of St Luke^ the Evangelift, of$t 
Matthias^thR Aiwftle,of two of the Innocent Children, of Prof^ochinrus^ 
the converter of thefe Countries to the Chriftian Faith, and firft Bilhop, 
oiPaefoa; of Maximus thoir fecond Bilhop, and oi Santa Giujlina. 
The Front of this Church looks into a fpacious place called Prate del- 
la Valle^ where the Gentlemen meet in tlieir Coaches in the Evening, 
for their pleafure. In a handfom room or burying place on the South- 
fidc of this Church is a round old red marble ftone, upon which tlie 
heads of many Martyrs were cut off ; and near to it a line white mar- 
ble Well, called Poize d' Martiro, or the Martyr's Well, a place of great 
Devotion. 

Where the Temple of “jmo flood in old time, there is now built ■*— 
handfom Church, dedicated to St. Auguftin, wherein are divers Mo- 
numents of the Family of Carrara, the Tomb of Charlotta, daughter 
to James King of Cyprus^ and of Petrus Aponerifis, a great Philofopher. 

II Ponte Moline^ where there are thirty Water-Mills together, and 
the CafleSo delle munitioni, both built by Enellin^ are worth the fee- 
ing. La Certe del Capitanio is fplendid, syid was the Palace of the 
Carrarefi. Tla& Palazzo della Ragione, where the Courts of Juftice are 
held, is very large, bcautilul, and highly confiderable, both without, 
and within } being built of Marble with rows of Pillars without, and 
within there arc Heads and inferiptions for divers eminent Perfons of 
this City ; the length hereof is x $6 Foot, and the breadth 86 without 
any Pillar or fupportin the middle. 

The Univerfity of Padoa, was founded in the Year 1220. by the 
Emiwor Frederick the Second ; . and the Schools are fair, and large, 
containing one Quadrangle, with rows of Pillars above and below • 
and befidcs handfom Schools on every fide, there is a very convenient 
Anatomical Theater. The Phyfick Garden is large, of a round Figurci 
walled about, and well ftored with Plants. The Prefers hereof have 
been Men of Note, as Aloyfm Mundella^ Alyjius Anguillara, Melchior 
Cuilandinusjacolus Antonins Cortufus,Profper Alpinus,zad Joannes Vif- 
lingius. 

The Arena, or old Amphitbeater at Padoa, is an Antiquity very 
remarkable ; and the remains of fome of the Arches are to be feen 
flill in the Gardens backw'ard ; but the Arena it f If, and the whole 
Podium, arc preferved intire,free, and empty : And at one end thereof, 
there is built a handfom Palace, the Front of which looks diredbly into 
the open Amphitheater, ^d is a portion of an Oval Figure, and the 
whole area, or Arena of the Amphitheater ferves for tjie court to it, in 
fuch manner, that the entrance being now at the end, diredly oppo- 
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fite to the houfe, the haiidfome profpcdl of it, anti the cl(.'ar Avenue lo it 
is extraordinarily furprizing,and extreamly noble, and I could not ima- 
gine that any Gentleman would ever defirc to have a fairer Court-yard 
to his houfe,than the fpacious plain Arem of an old Roman Ampliithca- 
ter,nor abetter Wall than a high intire handfom Pff<//«w,the like to which 
perhaps is not at this day any where elfe to be fecn. And I mult freely 
confefs. That of the Remains and Ruines of twelve old AmphithcatersJ 
which I have feen my felf, I have not met with any one that comes near 
it ; for in the Amphitheater at Doui: in Po'tilou^ whicli is cut out of a 
Rock, and being of a fmallcr dimenfion, and part of the bottom being 
filled up, there is no vifible beauty of the P odium, the like may be faid 
alfo of that at Nizza^ near the river Vanis^ and that at Puzzuolo. That 
at l^ifmes is filled up with dwelling houfes, in fuch manner that the 
upper feats only arc diftindly vifible. The Amphitheaters of Bourde- 
atfx, -^aitiHeSf Arles^ Garigliano, that at Rome near to the Church of 
^d’»/aCwein(7/fr«/4/(?wwe, and others are at prefent fo much ruined, 
that nothing of this nature diftinguilhable is to be expeded ; nay even 
about the Arena at and the great Co/iffeo, or iW/rWs Am- 

phitheater at RomCf the ground is now rifen fo higli, tiiat the Podi^ 
tim is at prclent either buried, or diffigured. But as tlie Arena at Pa- 
dm is clear, and evident in this part ; fo is it wanting in all the reft : 
“and he that defires at this day to view all the Parts of an Amphithea- 
ter, muft not fee one, but many ; and by joyning them together in 
his thoughts lie may collcdf tlie figure, proportion, and dim.cnfions 
of this fumptuous fort of building of the old Romans, 

From the Walls of Padoa, there is a jdcafant Profptifr of a plain 
Country to the North, Eaft, and South ; and of the F.ugancan Hills to 
the Weft, which fupply the Town with variety of Plants, and great 
Number of Vipers. At a few Miles diftance are the hot Baths of 
Alam, and the Mineral drinking Waters of Monte Ortone, as alfo Mar- 
chefe Ohizzi's Country Houfe, which we law with great delight, it be- 
ing welldefigned, and accommodated with a good Armory, a Theater 
for Comedies, handfom Stables, and a Tennis-court, and nobly paint- 
ed both within, and without, by that great Maftcr, Paulo Veronefe. 

Leaving the Ancient City of Padoa, in the Two Thoufand, Seven 
Hundred and Eighty Fifth Year after its firft Foundation, according to 
their own compute, and Travelling Eighteen Miles through a I'ruitful 
Country, we came to the pleafant City of Vkenza ; a place worth the 
feeing, by rcafon that Palladius hath here lliown great skill in Archi- 
teifture in his Rotunda, in imitation of the Pantheon at Rome, in his 
Theater exadly proportioned to the ftriift Rules of Building, and other 
fair Houfes in the ToWh. There are alfo two Arches worth the ob- 
ferving, one near the Gate, behind which there is a noble afeent up to 
Santa Maria del Monte, arid another in campo Martio. This City is 
filled with Nobility and Gentry, and drives a great Trade in making 
Silk, but is not of any confiderable Strength. 

The Piazza della Signor ia is as beautiful a place as can well be con- 
trived, and befides its being large enough to receive all the Gentry in 
an Evening, and to have Tilting, and Turnaments performed in it, it is 
beautified with rhe exquifite Front of the Palazzo della Ragione, of the 
tapitamd% Palkc, and alfo with the Buildings of the Monte della Pie- 
ta, where Money is lent out without ufe to the poorer fort. 
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Vicenza is a rich Bilhoprick efteemed at twelve thouland Ducats a 
Year, and in the Cathedral, befides other Reliqucs, are preferved the 
Bodies of Carjmphorui^ and Leontius, Martyrs of this Place ; but the 
moft celebrated Rclique of all, is kept in the Church of the Santa 
Coruna, belonging to the Dominicans : It is one of the Thorns of our 
Saviour’s Crown, given by Saint Lewis, King of France, to Eartolo- 
meo Ereganza, a native and Billiop oi Vicenza. 

The City of Vicenza, or Vicentia, is watered with the River Bac- 
chiglione,%xA Reronepr £re/<f»«r,bcfides tw'o other pretty Streams called 
the Aftichello, and SerioLa, which highly confer to its delightful Sitfi- 
ation, and Convenience : but by rcafon that there are divers Hills 
very near, it can never be made ftrong, or able to make any fignifi- 
cant Refiftance j and to fpcak the truth, it hath really been forced fo 
many times, by every next bold Intruder, that few Citics,of this beau- 
ty, and perictffion, have been oftner ravilhed. It is thought to have 
been built by the Galli Senones, in the time of Tarquinius Prifeus ; out 
inofl Authors reckon it to be more Ancient, and will have it to be 
one of the twelve Cities built beyond the Afenninesyssj the old Fuf- 
cans ; and tliat the Gauls podefled it not, till the Tufeans were driven 
out. Thefc in procels of time yielded it to the Romans, who enjoyed 
it long, even till the coming of Attila the Hun, who notably fack- 
cd, and plundered it. The next to thefe that were Lords and Mafler^ 
vH Vicenza, were the OJlrogod's; and after them the Lombards : Till 
the time that Dejiderius, the laft of the Lombardian Kings, having left 
his fon Aldigier in this City, was taken prifoncr by Charles the great ; 
and when it had ferved Charlemaigne, and his Succefibrs with various 
fortune, in time it recovered its Liberty, and fet up for a free City ; 
till the Emperor Frederick coming upon it pf a fudden, took,and burnt 
it. Next to him Ezzellin ruled over it ; then the Padoans j then MaJH- 
no della Scala firfl Signore di Verona,eitA his Family after him, till Gio- 
uanni Galeazzo Vifeonte, the firfl Duke of Milan, feized upon it, whole 
Dutchefs Catharina, alter the death of her husband, fet them again at 
Liberty, and abfolvcd them from their Oath of Allegiance, when upon 
Various Confultations in what manner they Ihould govern themfclves 
for the future and whether or no,thcy fhould unite with the Swiz- 
zers ; Henrico Caprafavio's Party prevailed, who perfuaded them to 
give themfclves Voluntarily to the Venetian; by means of which free 
confent of their s, at laft they enjoy* at prefent greater immunities, and 
privileges than moft of their neighbouring Cities. 
yerma. Ffom Vicenza we went to Verona, z noble,ancient,fpacious City,of abou t 

fix Miles round, well built, and now handfomly fortified by the Vene- 
tians with great Bali ions. It hath three Caftlcs, or Forts ; two upon 
the hill, and one by the River fide ; many ancient and many hand- 
fom Churches, (lately Convents and Buildings, both publick and private, 
and is very well watered with the plcafant River Akhe or Etjhe, Athe- 
jis Adige, ox Adice. 

Aihifis. dthejis is a noble River, which arifing above in 

the high Rhietian Alpes and palling all along through the Vallis Venn- 
Jt a, comes rouling down by TVe/zr, and then winds, and turns, 
vt’irhin the City of Verona; and afterwards, pafling through tlic 
Fens near the I’o, enters the Adriatick Sea ; and many Authors 
report, That the great Incurfion of the Cimhians, was made by the 
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fiifes 6f this River ; \t hidt is alfo confirmed by Hermitnus Crufei'iusy 
Culidms Xyla^Jtr, by the Billiopof and divers other goQd 

Tranflators of tlufanh^'zs allb that Catulni laid cncamjied upon this 
River, to hinder their further Invafion ; nay fomc prpcccd to mention 
a triumphal arch creded at y'erona for Caius Mariui, his Vidory, in 
thefe quarters : For Cat ulus the Conful, Colletiue with Cam Marm , 
who marched againft tlic Cmhri^ delpairing ol being able to dcl'wifl 
tlie tops of the Alp s ; where, being compelled to divide his Forces in* 
to feveral Parties, he might vtry much Weaken himleif, returned prc; 
fcntly into Italy, and placed his Army by the River Atkejts.iiy they ; 
VI here clofing up the pafiages on both Tides of the River, ,with ftrong 
Fortifications, he made a bridge whereby he might allift tbofe on either 
fide, if the Enemies, having forced the narrow Pafiages, fiiould invade, 
and’ftor'm them. But the Cmlnans ceme on with fuch Bqldncfs, 
and Contempt of their Enemies, that mecrly to ,lhow their 
•Strength, and Courage, rather than out of Neceffity, tky wc;'.t naked 
in the Showres of Snow ; and through the ice, and deep Snow, climb- 
ed up to the top of the Mountains, and from thence, placing their 
broad Shields under their bodies, they let themfelves Aide from the 
' hisheft precipices down thofe vaft Defeents ; and when they had pitch- 

• cf their Camp at a little diftance from the River, and furveyed the 

• PalBge,they begun to.pur in upon the Romans ; and Giant-like, tearing 
up the ’neighbouring Hills, and pulling up Trees by the Roots, and 
great Trees t o.

And throwing in heaps of earth, and great Corners of Rocks where- 
by to turn the cotirfe of rlic River, and heaving in huge tnafly floats, 
which beat againft the fide of the Bridge, and broke down the fuppojr^ 
ters the Roman Sduldicrs left tlieir Camp,and fled ; yet notwichflanding 
all this,there may Ibrae doubt be made, whether they entred Italy by the 
fides of this Rive^nd /’ WcF himfelf doth not call .the ' River, near 
which the Cmlnans delccnded, the River Athefis, hxx. w hymva. mm- 
um • the River Atifi, or To/a ; a River, which is at a great di%nbe froth 
-hnw’ part of the Athefis i and aiifing in the;^/;P«, runs cvidintly into 
the U<ro maAioreyoi Lacus Verhanas ; and is next to the. Riwr Ufiapp 
Lefith, which, palTcs by yercelU, and falls afterwards into-the Po i 
and when Ring of the Cimbrians, challcngedvthe Ruman Ge- 

nerals to fight,, and bid them appoint their tiihe,and'placOrCtf/«r Afo- 
rwr returned tips anfwer, that althougluit were nA JbcjCuftora of 
t\y&PmaHs to let their Encmiei khow,whcrB dnd whedphey intended to 
give battel ; yet he would-at this time accept rfhis chalfci^ and ap- 
TOintcd to meet him, in tliree days aftet^-in the plains oeaXi P'trcetli<f 
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where there was fpace enough for both Parties to fliow their valour | 
and to determine this Controverfy in a fair, and open field ; and 
where he gave a total overthrow to one of the greateft Armies per- 
haps that ever invaded Italy j and hereby it feems to roc, that this great 
drove of Cimhiatts, or a good part ol them, palled over Mount Smr 
pioHy or Mm Sempronius ; from whicli mountain the River Jt/fe takes 
Its* rife j and the Defeription of the vaft Precipices, and Hiding down 
in their Shields, as it were a la ramajfe, is by no means agreeable, nor 
can it any ways be allowed for a tolerable Delineation ot the pallage 
into Italy by Trent, where the road doth ^no where lye over any 
fach vaft Mountain} but the terrible defeription by Mr and 

Mr La f els, of the bad way, and ill pallage between Briga, and Dom, 
over Mount Sampson is very fuitable to the ancient account. 

As the plcafant River Athefis is very ferviceable to Verona, fo the 
four handfom Bridges over it, in this Tbwn, are both ufeful, and orna- 
mental } and the Walls about it, in a great meafure, remarkable } 
though Verona being now very ancient, there is no good account at 
this day, to be found ; who was the founder of them, or by whom, or 
at what time, they were firft built, it is manifeft however, that they 
long lince did good fervice, and that in the civil wars of the 
between C<»/ir, and Vompey', August us, Antonm-, Viteilius, a/iA* 
VeJPafian ; Sevtrus, and Julian •, and others *, this was a confidcraBle’ 
place of ftrength,and fided with Ctefar againft Pompey, took At^ujlus's 
part againft Marcus Antonius, was for Viiellm againft Vejpafian, 
& long after held out for fomc time for Maxentius againft Conjhntme the 
great. The Emperor Gallienus took fuch particular care in fortifying 
Verona, that he left his name to the Tovs n, and divers inferiptions upon 
tlK wall } for the Roman Empire being much divided in his time, and 
the force of the foreign Nations encreafing in many parts, he exprelly 
commanded, to render the walls of this place ftrong, which being 
fcated in the jaws of the Alpes, was more likely to be fwallowed firft 
by the Northern Nations. Jheodorkus Amalus, that great Conqueror, 
and excellent King of the Gpr/'f was in fucceeding times, marvelloully 
plcafed with Verona, amplified and adorned it, rebuilt and fortified its 
walls, which were rendred, notwithftanding, in after ages, more con- 
fidcroble, by the Emperor Charles the great, and his Son, King Pipping 
who made this the head City of Italy. In latter times, Allertus Sea- 
liger, brwlwr to Majiinus Scaliger, the firft Soveraign Lord of Verona, 
andhis&n,C<j«/j 6rW« more fully enlarged and fortified Verona, 
i^inft the Incurfions of the Germans : And the Venetians, laft of ail 
have built large Baftions about itftrongly faced witHBrick. 

The within is convenient and beautiful, the Piazza a band- 
forae long ^uare, the Streets large, and die Town being built part up- 
on the Plain, and part upon Hills, makes the variety , of the Prof' 
po<3 more pletfing, looking fomewbat like the beautiftil Gty c&Ljon 
m France. There are many good Houfos ; Conte Augu^iHo Giufjds Pa 
Iflce is puttcttlatly fait} andrlM Gardens delightful, in which I faw the 
Aloe Plant in Stem, and Seedv the Stem or Stalk being about twenty 
Fcot high; the Churches are beautiful, amoi^ which,.Sainc Astaiiajint 
is one ofrtiiefiiireft ; and thejCatbedral and many others ti! tfaeuiaoe 
antknt, this City being cenverted to the Cbriftian Faith by Saint £«- 
prepius, tbenfimElilhdp, Se^aeoty years after Chrlft. Sr. Zeno, their 
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Eighth Bifliop, is their Patron, w ho lived in the time oiGallkms, and 
Four and Thirty of their Bilhops befidcs are Canonized. Peter Martyr 
was alfo Born in Verona, who w’as afl&llinatcd between Mdan and Co- 
mo, was Canonized by Pope Innocent the Fourth, and lies fplendidly 
Entombed in Milan. Befidcs thefe great Religious Men, others, though 
not fo Famous for Piety, have, notw'ithftanding been living ornaments 
to their City ; among which the excellent Poet C. Valerm Catullus is 
one of the hrlf, whom Ovid mentions.

Cornelius Mepos, excellently skilled in Antiquity is faid to have writ- 
ten a Chronicle of the Poman Affairs, and other works, and the Lives' 
of Illuftrious perfons, among which the life of Potnponius At thus is on- 
ly extant. 

C. JEmilius Macer, a good Poet, was alfo of Verona. He lived in the 
time of Augustus Cafar, and wrote of Plants, Birds and ierpents.

The next is Lucius Vitruvius^ a great Arclutedl and whole Statue 
with other famous men of this City is fet over the Court. The more 
known Marcus Vitruvius^ who wrote the ten Books of Architecture, 

was of Rome. . 

Caius Plinius Secundus was alfo an honour to this City ; and or lat- 
ter days many learned men by being born and living here, have added 
much to its credit, as Torello Sarayna,&c Omphr>us Panvinius,^\\o wrote 
exprefly of the Antiquities of tlieir own City. Jeronimus, Fracafhn- 
usy Joannes Baptijla Montanus^ Antonius Fumanellus^ Alexander Bene^ 
di^us^ Gabriel Zerhus^ Joannes Arculanus who lived a hundred years 
here, Guarims^ Joannes Antonius Pantheus, Joannes Baptijta Bagoltnus^ 
and. the admired learned Lady, who among other trea- 
tiles wrote a dialogue, in which ftie ingenioufly difcourfes who finned 
Adam or Eve. 

The Emperor Philippus was llain at Verona, by his own Souldiers. 
There was a Colony fctlcd here by Pompey, and one Pompeianus held 
out the Town againft Conllanttne the great in the year 3. The Em- 
peror Valentinm,^Sxsx that he made his Brother partner witH 
hkn in the Empire and placed him in the Eaft, vifited this Gty, and 
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/Woricje, the Conqueror of Italy and great Ring of the Goths lived long 
here. F lad Jia, daughter of Valent inian,rhe third, and of Eudoxia, lived 
the latter part of her time, dyed here and was buried in the Church ot St, 
Stepkn, 'wMxch was formerly their Cathedral in which Church lye alfo 
buried one and twenty Biftiops of Verona, forty Martyrs put to death 
in Dioclefians Perfecution, and four of the Innocent Children. But 
there are other things which ftill add to the beauty of this City.

Hills, Rivers, Lakes, Buildings and Arts do grace 
Noble Verona above any place. 

The Lacia Benacus, or Lago di Garda, is a very confiderablc Lake, 
near this place, which ftrctches it felf from Pefehiera, on the South, 
Thirty five Italian Miles to the North, and is in fome places Fourteen 
Miles broad, and the Winds often blowing fiercely from the Neigh- 
bouring Hills, make it rough, and troublefome, like a Sea.

Cleopatra had once a defign to carry her Ships and Veflels crofs the 
Country through yEgypt, out of the Mediterranean into the Red-Sea, 
over that Ilihmus, or neck of Land, which divides Africa from Afia, 
which would have been a notable exploit : yet confidering that AEg^pt 
is a flat Country, which renders the defign more feafible, and that the 
Territory about this Lake is very Hilly, it is an adtion no lefs to be ad- 
mired, which the Venetians effedually performed, when they brought 
their Ships and Galleys out of the Adriatkk over Land into the Lago 
di Garda, to engage in a Naval Fight, upon this notable Lake, with 
Filippo Vifeonte, Commander of the Milan Forces. 

There are divers handfom Towns and Villages upon the fide of the 
Lacus Benacus, as Laeijium, Bardolinum, famous for the pleafant Bar- 
dolin Figgs, Garda, which gives it the modern name, Mal/efenum, Ripa, * 
Titfculanum, where there are ftill fome remains of old Benacus, which 
gave it the ancient appellation, Maternum, Salodium, Defentianum, a po- 
pulous Place, and of good Accommodation, Pifeheria, through which 
the River Mincius pallb, and laftly the mines of old Sirmio, upon a 
neck of Land, which runs into the Lake, wltere ftood formerly the be- 
loved pleafing Villa of Catullus.

After the negligent reign of Gallienus, when the Thirty Tyrants 
^mng up, and tlie remote Provinces of the Empire had taken the li- 
berty 
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berty to do what they pleafed, the Alwans made ufe of this feafonable 
Opportunity, and breaking into It Ay, with an Army of two hundred 
thoufand men, the fucceeding Emperor, Flavius ClauMus, made a 
ftout refiftance, and at length overthrew them^ totally near this lake of 
Benacus.

thofe places where BrefeiazoA Verona Band at prcfcnt,but our Modern 
Italian Writers who are very unwilling that thefc fpruce, polite Cities 
Ihould owe their beginnings to any rough tramontane Nation, arc very 
eager in aiTerting, That they were buHt long bclorc that time by the 
ancient THjeans, but allow that they wcre aitcrwards poirefll'd, Md en- 
larged by the Gads, and that Vera, a noble old Tu.can laid the 
Foundation of this place, and called it Verona, aher his own Name/

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him with the Kingdom of Lombardy : but as foon as it was performed, 
they had hereby rendred themfelves fo intolerably odious to the Loh- 
gobarJian nobles, and people ; that they were forced to fly away to 
Longinus the Exarch of Ravenna, who being at the firft fight wonder- 
fully enamoured with the exquifite beauty of Queen Rojamund, per- 
fwaded her to difpatch Helmichild and accept ot him, to which in this 
neceflitous condition, Ibe foon agreed, and when I/elmichild was com- 
ing out of a Bath, and called for drink, Ihe had prepared fuch a high 
poyfonous draught for him, that before he had drunk half of it, he was 
ienfiblc of what was done, and laying hold of her, forced her to drink 
the other half, whereby they both dyed together. After the Lom- 
bardsy Charles the Great, Piping and the Berengarii, and others placed 
their Royal Seats here ; and in the time of Otho the firft, it became a 
free City. Then Ezzellm came in, and tyrannized over them. 
Next to him, the Ancient Family of the Scaligers, u'ho for two hun- 
dred years together had lived here in credit and repute, and were at 
length advanced to the dignity of Sovereign Lords of Ferona^ which 
they held between two and three hundred years longer, and di- 
vers of their high raifed Monuments arc ftill to be feen in the ftreets 
of this City. Antonio the laft of this Family that reigned here, was 
driven out by Giouanni Galeazzo FiJeontOy after him came Francifeo 
di Carrarayt\\cn the FenetianSyWho loft it again to the Emperor Maxi- 
milian i but in Conclufion,in the year, 1517. this City gave it felf tip. 
totally to the State of Fenke under which they^ live happily at pre- 
fent. 

SJccmT greateft remarkable curiofity, and the moft noble antiquity 

rona. in Ferona, is the old Amphitheater, the moft intirc within fide, 
of any now (landing, and one of the firft Magnitude when it was built,’ 
the defeription of which defervesa Volume by it felf, the Building be- 
ing beyond, imagination glorious and whoever enters it at this day is 
prefently furprized with its magnificent Strudure, I have here inferred 
a Cut of it, as it may be imagined to have (how n it felf, when it was 
firft built and intire ; which if it had been then divided into two parts, 
and one half removed from its Bafes, the infide of the other half would 
Itave appeared in this manner. It is called at prefent the it was

They fometimes alfo made ufe of Stone duft ; but the extravagant 
Em 'crors, Caligula^ and ^^ra, caufed the Arena to be ftrowed witli 
Vermilion, and Gold duft, or witji the duft of a Mineral, which referrt- 
bled Gold. The Figure of the Arena is Oval. In pacing it from one ex- 
treme to the other, I found, it to be ninety paces long ; two of my 
paces make five foot j and this is agreeable to the meafure of Monfieuf 
Defgodeti, afW Joahnes CarotuspXve Fainter of the Antiquities of Fero- 
na, who reckoas it to be two hundred and twenty four foot long, and 
one hundred and Riirty five foot broad ; but the Arena of Domitians 
Amphitheater at Rome^ isahtinJred and fifty of ray paces long, or 
three hundred and feventy five foot. 

The Arena is walled about with a wall of thirteen or fourteen foot 
higb,in which there are divers Pcrtulae,C.C C. or little Gates, or Doors, 
belonging to the inward Caves and Dens, from which the wild Beafts 
ufually come, out with Swiftnefs, Force, and Violence into the Arena, 
and when the fights are over, thofe which are left alive are driven 
back again into Uicir Dens, wkb feveral Wheels and Engines.

Tprehes, out cf the eyes of the Dragon, able to out ftareariy Beaft, 
smd to IWne more flarivgly than the Inight Golden Iris in the LyoA:? 
Eyfii, In the liunting and baiting (rfLyoris, in form^ ages;they mSid 
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ufe of great Oval flat Shields, which covcrfd their, whole b^y ,• and 
in this poftur .' came on unfeen ; and if the Lyon were ftill #bold, as 
to advance againft this moving wood, as he ‘would fometimes, and 
overthrow one- of the hunters, yet ftill the Huntfman kept hiiftfelf 
covered with his Shield, and the Lyon was latisfied with leaping upon 
him , and j^awing the Shield, whileft the man laid in lafety un- 
der it. y\nd the manner of this hunting of Lyons is finely exprelled 
in Painting, in the Sepulchre of the Naji>n/a» Family, lately difcover^ 
ed in the Campania Ji Homa, whereby w'e may u derftand in what 
high value, and delight, tlie Old Romans held thefe huntings and fight- 
ings with Beafts, whileft they Painted them in their Tombs, to recre- 
ate the Shades below , and thought them fports worthy to be exerci- 
fed and continued in the Elyfian fields. In another part of the fame 
Sepulchre there is painted the manner of the hunting ofTigres which 
IS performed by the huntfmen uniting their Shields together, and bear- 
ing up againft him, whileft one lifts up a lance above the Shields, and 
wounds the Beaft, or elfe by placing a ieoking-glafs in a wood, which 
theTigre fpying, comes to it, and as he regards, and admires his own 
IhajTe in the glafs, a Hunfman placed above, wounds him with a Spear 
or Javelin. ^ 

Thefe Caves are now clearlicft to be fecn in the Amphitheater of 
Nizza, Arles^ and Doue. 

. The top of this Wall makes the behind which the 
firft row of feats begins. 

This part of the Amphitheater was fometimes richly gilded 
and adorned, and the Figures of Vitftory placed upon it, ard Statue? 
handfomly contrived to throw forth tinged, and perfumed liquors to 
fprinkle and rcfrelh the Knights, and Senators j and upon the outfide 
of the FoJium, there were placed nets, and loofe rowlers, which tur- 
ned upon an axis, to hinder the wild Beafts froni climbing up, and 
whereby the Lyons, Tigers, Leopards, when they leaped upofaSud- 
dain, by the quick turning about of thefe rowlers, they immediately 
fell dow'n again. 

SuggeHum Imperatorh, the Pulpit, Seat, or Throne of the 
' ’ Emperor, a little Chamber, or Box, built for the Emperor’s perfon, in 

which he might either fit privately, and fee through lattices or have 
the forepart of it open upon the F odium. This was firft caufed to be 
made by Julius Cajar, and is mentioned by Suetonius among other 
exceffivc honours which he received, and 'which were thought t^ 
great by fomc, that is, that he permitted his, Statue to be fet up a- 
mongft the Kings, and a Thronc,to be built for him in the chief place 
ofcthe Amphitheater, and when in ATerp’s time by .the help of Ma- 
chines,they attempted to Icarus, the poor fellow that was to fly 
crofs the Amphitheater, fell dowm near the Emperors throne, and im- 
brued it with his blood : B;ut Traian had the loweft Seats of the Thea- 
ters, Amphitheaters, and Circus s made plain, and equal, as at firft ; 
w here the People were highly plc^fed to fee, not the Box', as 
. formerly, w;bf:rein Great, fat, bift to, fee him in perfon fitting e- 
qually with the reft of the Nobility. , ' ' /i:/ 

He Seas. The feats of the Amphithfater are lien to be confidcred, whkfh kn 
this at F'ercna, at firft, werr five and forty ; but thrtfc of the loweft 
• . ;.rows arc ho^ under ground. There remain vifible at prefent, all of 
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goad Stone, forty two, each of them about half a yard high. » 

F, F. are the lower ^ts, appointed for the Senators, and Veftat 
Virgins ; for the Emperor Wrrfl confidering, That the Virgins devoted 
to the Goddefs Ceres^ were invited to the Olympian games, made an 
order, That the Veftal Virgins fliould alfo be allotcd feats in the Orche- 
0ra^ or moft honourable places of the Amphitheater, 

6, G. are the Equeflria, the middle places, for the Equites Romani, 
the Seats appointed for the Knights , and Gentlemen; and 
there were Officers on purpofe to place every onq in his due Rank, and 
thefe were called Diffignatores, and trilmi voluptatum. 

H. H. are tlie Popularia, the Places for the Common People, for 
the ordinary fort of both Sexes, and where the Women fate, whom 
their Husbands could not keep at home, and who would flock in fucli 
numbers tis to fill the Amphitheaters up to the top, and bring Chairs 
and Stools to fet upon the top of all, and in the Portico's arid Galleries 
above.

/, /. 1. are the Vomitoria, or fquarc holes, or entrances, through 
which the Spedlators came pouring in, to take their places ; for fcon- 
fidcring that the Amphitheaters were Buildings capable of receiving 
vaft numbers of People, (that of Tttus at Rome being able to contain 
fourfeore thoufand perfons conveniently) it was neceflary alfo, that 
Che Entrances Ihould be numerous, that the fpedators m^ght come in 
and out without confufion, in this Amphitheater of Ferhna in every 
ninth and tenth row of feats, there are rows of Vomitoria, every one 
at an equal diftance frcni one another, eighteen in a row, which make 
feventy two diftind entrances, to every one of which there is a peculi- 
ar Stair-cafe, coming out from within the Arches, which fupport the 
AraphitTieater ; befide all other Stairs, and Paflages within, and Afeents 
from one ftory to another, which alone is enough, to fhow, that thefe 
were vaft extraordinary Buildings. 

L. L. L. arc the rows of Arches wdthin, built round the Amphi- 
theater to fupport tlie Seats and upper Buildings. 

M. M. is the C<znacdam,Qx upper Gallery,built for tire Strength and 
ornament of the whole, into which they plight retire, and walk, and 
refrelh tbemfelves. This part is found but in f^w Amphitheaters, and 
in thofe only of the lamer kind, and mere is but little remaining of it 
at prefent in this, moft of it being thrown down by a ^eat ^rth- 
quake in the year eleven hundred eighty three,as the Annals of Verona 
declare. 

K N, H. are the holes left in the building of the outward wall of| 
the Amphitheater to ftick mafts into, for the better faftning of the 
Ropes, Sayls, and Curtains to lhade the Spedators ; for the Romans 
not wearing hats with brims wheti they late long in thefe open places, 
were often injured by the Sun, which forced fome to make ufe of Thef- 
falianQvpis^xsAZJmhrettds, till that at Xtn^ihQj^CattUlus brought in 
the Mode qf ufing Sayl-cloths and Coverings of Linen to lhade 
j^c ^ts, which plius Cafar, according to his fplendid humour, 
caufed to be made of Silk of various colours, of Yellow, Red, and

Crimfon, and yet Was exceeded herein by the Emperor who or- 
dered his own picture to be embroidered in^efe coloured Sillcs in the 
pofture of Apollo driving the Chariot of the Sun^d round aboi him 
the Stars, and Conftcllations in Gold ; and Lucre fm takes notice of 
the graceful, beautiful lhades, which thefe coverings made fomewhat 
after this manner.

,cSiP ferS 5? I ^ Amphitheater of rerouj, was as fplendid 
as the infide, though at prefent a Portion of it only remains, is much 
as tetween, 0, and P. By this fmall part however th: whole is 
eafily Mown, efpecially in fo uniform a building as this. The out- 
fide therefore being all of marble, about ’a hundred and twenty 
foot high, confifted of three rows of Pillars and Arches, one over 
another, which oj^ned into large walks, and fpacious Por/lcyg with- 
in,« quite found the Building; and above thefe three rows of Ar- 
ches, there was a handfom wall with Windows over every Arch an i 
Pilallers over every Pillar beneath ; each row confifted of feventy t»vo 
Arches, and feventy two Pillars of a great height; the upper row morcl^^ 

■ is faid to have been adorned with excellent Statues. But the outficic; , i 
the Amphitheater at Nji/mes^ being themoft entire of any now f j- u' 
ing, I have alfo inferred a Cut of it, that nothing might be wanti ro 
the clear underftanding of the manner of thefe buildings : and asT at 
at rerofta, hath three rows of Pillars, and a wall above them, this at 
hath only two rows of Pillars on the outfide, and the feats 
withinfide reach op to the top of it, and it hath no Galleries above. 
To liipply this Amphitheater at N//mes with water iufticient to repre- 
fent naval fights therein, the great Po»/ du Gard was built, which 
fupports an Aquatduift pafling from one Mountain to another, a Cut 
whereof is alto inferred, it being one of the moft magnificent Romau 
Antiquities now ftanding in Europe. 

Thefe wonderful Strudures were* firft raifed by the RomauSt for the 
more convenient exhibiting of Shows and Fights to the People; and 
thefe Fights were either between Beafts and Beafts, Men and Beafts, or 
between Men and Men. The Fights between Beafts and Beafts are ftiU 
continued; for the Gentlemen of Ferom take that care of this Ancient 
Venerable Building, that there is not at prefent one Stone wanting of 
all the Scats within ; and when they would fee any ftrange hunting, 
fighting, or baiting of Beafts, they preifently enter their own old Amphi- 
theater, where at this time, three or four and twenty thouland Per- 
fons may fit and fee diftinAly every Aiftion, and pafs away part of the 
day in pleafure and delight. 
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But tliefe Sports were puifued with much more eagcrncls in the 
time of the old Rma»s, u ho brought llrange Beafts from all Parts H 
the known World to fight l)eforc them, in thefepublick places; in con- 
sideration whereof, upon the I'uccefsful Atchievements of SylU 'vn Afri- 
ca. the People of Rome were not fo much plealed with his making tlicir 
inveterate Enemy Ring hisPrifoner, as they were infinitely 

delighted with the thoughts of the great familiarity, that Syiia had 
with Hoedm, King of iKCtulia, whereby they hoped, that he might 
obtain moll ftrange unheard of African IMonfltrs of Beads, to be 
lliewn in their Ampliithcatcrs ; and iompey the Great mod wonderfully 
gratified the inclinations of his fellow Citizens, when he fird brought 
a great Rhinoceros to Rome ; After him Augufem Cicfar brought another, 
and following Emperors the like. ThisBead,as it is rcpwttd. performed 
drange things there ; and when irritated, would with his great drong 
Horn, prcfcntly throw up all other combatant Beads to the Skies, and 
a’ Bull could not tofs up a Ball higher thap he would lofs up Bulls aul 
Bears together.

The Fights between Men and Beads wem more unequal for the mod 
part performed bv Slaves, Captives, and Cejndemned Perfons , yet 
Ibrac of good quality have alfo polluted themfelves with thefc Brutifh 
Sports, and acquired the true title of Bcjliarij. That which happened 
to Androdus a D<ic/d«,upon this occafion is well known now, but was 
furprizing at fird, who danding ready in the Arena, and having a 
Lyon let out upon him, rea-ived no hurt; for the Lyon came gently 
to him, carefled and fawned upon him, and he likewife droaked, and 
made much of the i yon ; and after the loud fhouts of the People, be- 
ing asked how this came to pafs, he let them know. That being with 
his Madcr in Afnea^to get rid of his hard fcrvicc,he had fled into a Cave, 
whither this Lyon came with a Splinter in his Foot, and held up his 
wounded Paw to him to cure ; which having performed and free'd his 
Foot from the fplinter and healed it, the Lyon kept him and provided 
meat for him three years, apd when he came away the Lyon followed 
him fo far, that he was alfo taken and brought to Rome, and that by the 
further cruelty of bis old Mafter he was now condemned to the Bealls, 
where they found him ; whereupon his liberty was granted him, and 
the Lyon given him for his pains, with which he afterwards got hisli- 
ving, every one being defirous to fee the Lyon that was the mans Fioft, 
and the man that was the Lyons Surgeon. 

The Fights between Men and Men, were of divers kinds, for they 
fometimes fought on Horfe-back,as the Andahata, fometimes in Cha- 
riots, as the Ejfedarij, and fometimes in Ships and VelTels, and this ei- 
ther in the Amphitheaters, (the being filled with water) or 
in a Building made on purpofc, called a Maumachia j or in artificial 
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Hinds, and cuts out of Rivers ; and the Emperor Claudius exhibited a 
, Naval Fight upon the Lake, tlie Logo di Celanofir lacus Fucinus,3. 
days Journey from Rome, where at his firit appearance both Fleets falu- 
ted him with an Ave^ Cafar, morituri tefalutaut. 

But the greateft number of their Fights was performed by Gladiators 
on foot, of which there were alfo divers forts ; as firft, the RetiariuSy 
who was armed with a Trident in one hand, and held a Net in the 
other, with which he entangled, and cauglit his Enemy ; or other wife, 
if he miffed of his foe, he then fled fwiltly away j

Until fuch time as he could gather up his Net again &■ prepare for ano- 
ther cncounter.Tl’iC whole habit and w ay of fight is cxadly deferibed by 
Juvnal, in the eighth Satyr, tvll^re he reprehends a noble Romanfine of 
the great Family of the Grace/;/, for taking upon himfelf this kind of gla^ 
diatura.lt was thought to be brought in falhion firft, in imitation of Pit- 
taciufinc ofthe wife Men of Greece, who beingchallenged by PhrynOyC&mt 
into the field like a filherman, and involving his Enemy in his Net, flew 
him with his Trident and Dagger; but lome w ere delighted to fee 
thefe Gladiators flayn, for being that they fought w ithout Armour, 
only in a Ihort coat and barc-faced, they might the better take no- 
tice of the lafl; Motions of their Limbs, and the Alterations of their co- 
« Trcid M ^our, lineaments and features in their dying agonies : And I have feen the 
preicrvcd in Statue of a dying Gladiaibr in Ludovijlds Gardens at Rome, lb W'cll re- 
Romc. prelented, and lo cxquifitely carved that it may compare with the Fi- 
gures of the moft famous Statuaries in any age ; fince it is thouglit 
meet to be numbred in the firft rank with the works of Phydias, and 
Praxiteles, and is not lefs efteemed than the wonderful Statue of Py- 
ramus in tlie fame gardens, nor Farnefes Hercules made by Glycon the 
famous Grcf/’, nor the old Egyptian terme-. Nay the beautiful ftatucs 
of Antinoiis, and Apollo Pythian, in Belvedere, the garden to tlie l^a- 
tican, arc not at this day more to be admired. Nor the rare Figure 
oiPenus her felfin Medici s Palace ; nay furthermore the Grecian Sta- 
tue of Peace, and the Greek Shepherdefs that holds up her garments, to 
fhow her due proporti- ns, are no ways aftiamed to be ranked with him, 
who by good Artiftsis held in the fame efteem with Farnejes bull, 
and the never to be out-done Laococn and his Sons, the joynt work 
of the rare ancient Mafters, Agefander, Polydote, and Athenodorus. 
This whole order of the Retiarij was devoted to Neptune, and generally 
fought againft a party, who were followers of Vulcan, firo and water 
not being like to agree. Thefe were called Secutore.

The Secutor was guarded wkh a Shield, which he carried high, to 
Wnderhis head from being catched in the Net, and wish a Spear or 
long Sword- 
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tmprejfo dum pcilpitixt enfe Secutor. 

Thefe fougi\t, and followed after the Retiiiiii, and other Gladiators, 
with fiercenefs and courage, and were favoured by divers Emperors, wlui 
liked this way of fighting; and when five Retianj bad yielded to fivo 
Secutores, and thrown down their weapons, the Empcri r com- 

manded the Secutores to kill them ; which they did to the laft man, 
who becoming defjieratc took up his fork again, and flew all the five 
conqueringyff«/em, and this lofs of his dear friends was bemoaned by 
the Emperor in a publick Edidb, with the exclufion of thofe who en- 
dured to 'fee it, from being prefent, for the luture at any facred rite. 

But the Emperor Commdus not only encouraged thefe Gladiators, but 
took their parts in his own perfon alfo, and fought along with them 
iDthc and when the flattering cryed him up for a 

HerculeSy a MarSy and fhouted our that he fought like a God of war, 
he thought that they mocked and laugh’d at him,and immediately tai- 
led to his marine Legion, that were tending the Ropes and Sayl cloths, 
come down, and kill the Spedators. 

Another order of Gladiators imitated the Thracian^ in their fights, 
and bearing a final! Parruula, ot little plain Thracian lhield,buc trufting 
chiefly to their broad flrong Swords with their points turning upward, 
like the prefent Turkilh, or Perfian Cimitars.They were called threces, Thttut. 
or /Wet, and were terrible flalliing cutting S'Words-playcrs, and de- 
rived this cullom, manner, and occafion of fight, from the old Thra- 
cians ; even before the time of HeredotuSy when they fought W'ith the 
fame weapons for prizes and rewards at the funeral, and tombs 'of 
their great men in Thrace ; and thefe Fencers fought cither againft one! 
another, pr againft other Gladiators. 

A Myrmilio was a notable Sword-player and fought after the Gal- 
lick way, dopping, and fquatting low and frisking aloiJt, and covering 
himlelt with his great oval Ihicid, and had his licad armetl with a 
ftrong Helmet, upon the Creft of w Inch was the Figure of a Fifh ; 
and when his Enemy lay bare, or gave any occafion of a thruft, he 
w'ould leap up briskly of a fudden, and run him through and through 
with' his (harp pointed Sword. Who could contraft w ith fitch a cun- 
oing, ftrong, and adive combatant .•> 

Quis Mjrmilloni componitur xquimanus i Thjraa^. 

The Thracian fighter would often engage with him, and the Retid- 
rius many a time, and would come up to him with his Net in bis hand# 
finging this; 

Non te peto, pifeem peto^ 

Quid me fugis, Galle .■> 

Another (ont of Gladiators were named Samnitesy whofe armour h 
deibribed by Their rfiields were’ iniayed, engraven, and imbof- 
fed with Sitv^’ and with Gold .• One end of their IhieM, with which 
they guarded'tiieir brcaft,was flat,broad, ftreigbt, and even ; the other 
end next tlicirfitouldcr, was narrower, tliat it might be turned and 
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™ved with more eafe ; befides which, they had a long ftrong Sword, 
/Breaft'plate, a Helmet with Feathers upon the Creft, and a Boot 
" upon their left leg.Thcfe Gladiators were in great requeft in Campania, 
from whence the Romans learned many of their Amphithcatrical fports, 
and exercifes ; and they fought againft the Tinnirapi, and the Vrovo- 
catores. 

Befides thefe, there were others called Dimachteri who fought with 
two Swords, and others named I,<jy«Mr//,thefe were dangerous fellows 
than fought with Sword and Halter, and had two ways with them to 
entangle, and deftroy their Enemies. 

The Meridiani were a bold defperate Crew, who came rulhing into 
the Amphitheater at Noon, when the Gladiators had concluded, and 
the Spedators were difmiflcd, and with their drawn Swords ran at one 
another witliout Order, Art, or Armour, and fcorning to make ufe of 
Head-pieces, Shields, and fuch like Hindrances and Delays of Death, 
butchered one another prefently. 

But that which is ftill more ftrangc, the tender Female Sex was not 
exempted from thefe lharp, rude exercifes. 

Idas inter fremitus novofin lufus 
Stat Sexus rudis infciufq", ferri , 

Et pttgnas capit improlus viriles. 

They picked out the mofr beautiful, comely, lovely young Women 
that could be found, andputthem toSchool toa Z-^wy/rf, or Mailer of 
Defence, to be inltruded in the Art of Fighting; where a tender 
young Gentlewoman that had fcarce ftrength enough to exercife at a 
carving School, n^ull be fencing every Morning with a great Fellow, 
and be fet fuch rude Lclibns as thefe : 

None of your Ihifting Gallkk play, 

Great Cefar likes the Samnite way. 

Come dole, llrikc home, and you’ll one day 
Bear your Foes life and Fame away. 

And if you mifs of Vi(!tory, 

In graceful pollurcs learn to dye. 

For thofc who were put to a Lanijia in the moll fevere way, were 
bound to be burnt, whipped, and fall by the Sword. 

Igne uri, virgis cadi, ferroq-, necari. 

Now to fee one of thefe fine young Women fight, well drefied, with 
her golden Shield, and her fair Plume of Feathds, the Emperor him- 
felf could not forbear commending, and crying out fometimes. Well 
played fair Lady ; or as Xerxes faid when he beheld from a high Hill 
the Sea-fight at Salamis, and Artemifia had funk one of his 
own Ships inllead of one of the Enemies, well fought Qjjcen Artemifia, 
my Women fight like Men, and my Men like Women. HqWeverwe have 
very good Authority to allure us that the Women fougfrl lloutly.

And indeed it is high time to leave this omnium Damonum templum 'y 
as TemUian calls it altogether, and jwls forward to more pieafing 
01^6(9$. Parting therefore from Verona in the Mpming, we travelled 
through a delightful pkin Country 14 Miles, and came early in the 
Aftanoon 10 Mantua. 

Mantua is pleakntly feated in a Lake like to the Defeription of the 
fituationof the great City Mexico. This (Lake of about five Miles 
long, is made by the openit^ of the River or Mentzoy a de- 

lightful ftream, which runs flowly, fpreads it felf wide, and bears its 
name high amongft the noted Floods of this Region.

The entrances into Mantua cNtx the lake are made good by ftrong 
Caufeys, of five or fix hundred paces long, having Draw-bridges at 
each end ; and that over which we pafled, called Vonte di St. Giorgio^ 
hatha covered Bridge for a great fpace t(^ether,and a Tdwer in the 
middle. The Ponte de Molini hath twelve Mills in the Arches, called 
the twelve Apoftles, which, alfcrd the Duke a confiderahte Reve- 
nue. The Streets arc large, ftrait, and clean. Here are eight Gate% 
eighteen Parillies, and forty Monafteries. The Domo or Cathedral is 
built after the defign of Giulio RomanOy the Roof of which is painted 
with Azure and Gold ; io thisQiurch they preferve the Body of St. 
AnfeltHy Bilhop of Luca ; itt the Church of ft. Andreroja the Body of 
St. Longinus the Martyr, together with Ibme drops of the Blood of 
our Savipur, which are laid to be brought hither by that holy man. 
The Duke^s Palace is ftately and magnificent, and was the beft furnilh- 
ed of any in the Imperial Army plundered it, in the time of 

the Emperor Ferdinand the Second, in the year i<5 ^o. There arc three 
Suburbs which appear like to fo many diftind little Towns, Porto 
FortezCy Borgo di St. Giorgio,mMliTe. The Duke hath alfo divers 
Country Houfes, as that of ./wrw/ro/iT, in the way to which is 

nobly furnilhed, hath Royal Apartments, good Gardens, Fountains, 
and Water-works. La Favorita is up, on the fide of the Take, and hath 
about atinndred Rooms in.it. La Firgiliana is another plealant Coun- 
try Houfc with aTann adjoyning to it, called thus, by realbn that it is 
neartothc Village trf’f ft A formerly called where Firgilms

The Palazzo del at no great diftance from bne of the gates of 
the City, is well worth the feting, where the haU w painted with the 
hiftorv of the Gyants ftorming of heaven, and fo artificially feiofed,and 
vaulted, that it makes a double whifpering place, where, at o^o- 
fitc corners of the room, every little fight and whifpering is dittintily 
heard, and in no other place ; and he Aat Hands between hears n^ 
thine of it. I had formerly been in whifpering places at Pod^, Monu 
pelliery and elfewherc; but thofe WCrefingle cribs, njade^ the contri- 
Vance of the roof,upon this rule. That the Angle of Incitee,B always

The Galli Ce«o»»d«/,afterwards beat out the Tufejns, and made f'eto 
fly into that part of the mountains fince called the Rhetian Alpes. The 
Romans overthrew the Gauls, and Mantua folloaed the various fortune 
of :he Weftern Empire nil the Empefour Otho , the (econd , 
gave it to tedaUo, Count of Cano fa. Boniface fuccccded, and, Beatrix 
hisCountefs; then the Countefs , Mat bill A, who made great wai» 
in Italy, fided with the Eojic againft the Emperor, and left 
large pofleflions, and revenues to the Church. The I'amily of t lie 
Bonacolfi ; in proccls of time, obtained the Lordihip ol'this City,/’j//./L /- 
)»fl*thc laft ofthat Hock was (lain in the market place by the people 
in the year i'jiS under the command of Lodovico di the 

iirft Lord of Mmtua of this Family that reigns at prefent. f rede rick, 
the fecond of this line, was made Duke of Alantua, by Charles the 
fifth and Vincent the firft w as afterw ards created Duke o. Montfer~ 
rat. The preicnt Duke is Carolus Terdmandus Cenzaga, Duke of 
Mantua, ^.'aAMontferrat, Hiveronis, and Ret clots u\ Trance, per- 
petualPrince and Vicar ol the fioly Empire, Marquels oiGoiizaga, Viada- 
na, Gazolo,2i\\di Dozolo, Count of Aod'/^d,Lord of Luzara, and cl lief of the 
order of the Knights of the Blood ot Chrill, w liich order w as inllituted 
in the year 1608, by Vincent, Duke edi Mantua , who had been three 
times in Tlungary, AuJlria,tindGroatia, in the wars againfl the lurks. 

From Mantua w e travelled to the great River Eridanus, Fadusf"'^'*'^’’ 
or the Ta, which arifes from mount Vifo, or Alons Velului,onc. ofthe high- 
eft mountains of the Alpes towards and rowhng down in di- 

vers branches at firft, without any fixed channel unites at the foot of 
the mountain, and I'alls under ground, and aftcra mile or two appears a* 
gain, and running with afwiftcourfethrough Lombardy, tskak hath re- 
ceived thirty Rivers more which fall from the Alpes Apennine,d\k\\Ar^ 
ges it felf by div ers mouths into the Adriatkk fca, and this being by far 
the greateft River in it is mightily magnified by the Poets 
who would have it no lefs than the Ntle, and the I Danube, and mention 
it by the name of the Kingol Rivers.and the greateft in the world. And 
it muft be confcftcd,that it is a noble flood, and that it is the onlyRiver 
that hath a place in Heaven : or that hath the glory to be made a con- 
fteHation, and placed in the Chambers ofthe South, near to the ftormy, 
tempeftuous Orion ; andfince that it is adorned with thirty eight ftars, 
which ftiine vifibly in the Firmament, to be called Starry and Celeftial, 
are but its due Terms of honour : but fure th^rc are many Rivers upon 
earth’ in Eurodt; Afu, Africa, and America that far exceed it. 

The Po beiig very fwift we pafTed it by boat, not wifhout fomc 

F f l^ccu- 
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peculiar Contrivances, and Eng^ines , and 'the kind afliftance the 
^ers of Phaeton, who mourn here for the difmal fall of their Bro* 
ther, when ']upiter (truck him down from Heaven into the Po.

And having flood fo long by thebanks of this River, they may be 
thought to be more converfant with its Courfe and PafTages. They tye 
ropes in this Country to the tops of high Poplars, one end on one fide 
of the River, and the other on the other, or build high Beacons, or 
Pofls like thole made ufe of in the Strapado; on each fide of the River : 
and upon aline fixed to them, they put a running Pully, to which 
they fix another long rope, and to the further end of this rope 
the boat is tyed, and by fleering the head of the boat obliquely crofs 
the River, the force of the Stream makes the pully run from one fide 
to another ; by which means we pafled it without labour or trou-

I had formerly pafled the Po, as high as Turin, and at another 
time went by boat through a cut made out of the Po into the A-^ 
thefti, and once I travelled for fome fpace together on horfe-back at 
the bottom of a branch of this River, where the banks being broken 
down it had forfaken its channel- 

The next town we came to was Guaftala, belonging to a Soveraigii 
Prince, the Duke of GuaHala ; a handfom fmall Town at prefent, but 
formerly larger, and more confiderable when there w'ere two General 
Councils held here, one under Pope Ztrhan the fecond, and another un- 
der Pope Pafeal the fecond. 

From Gitastala we travelled by Gualtea, to Brefcello or Brixellum. a 
compadb clofe flrong Town, fortified after the modern way, upon the 
fide of the Po : An old Roman place of habitation, where the Emperor 
Oiho flaid in his journey againfl Fiiellius, when after the conflict at 
Lalinta, then called Bebriacum, he took a refolution of difpatching 
himfelf, not out of any dcfpair of overcoming all difliculties, but 
rather out of his modefly, as Suetonius relates it, and unwilling- 
nefs to feize upon, and continue fo great an Empire, with the ha- 
zard of fo many brave mens lives that ferved him, and therefore 
early in the morning after a draught of cold water he flabbed him- 
felf with a dagger under the left Pap,inthe ninety fifth day of his reign, 
and the thirty eight year of his life. This town hath prefent about 
three or four thoufand Inhabitants, and a good Garrifofe belonging to 
the Duke of Modena, it being near to the flate of Milanip Mantua, and 
Parma, The Spani/h Troops, under the command of the Marquifs of 

Carracena, 
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Canacenj, attempted to furprize it in tlie year, 1655, but were rcpul- 
led by tlie Duke 0; Modemi^ forces. Having pafled BriJcelU we crol-7 
led the River N/c/a, now Lenza, and foon came to Parma. ''i. 

The Dukedom of Pa'^ma, is guarded by the Apennhie mountains and 
divers Rivers, and is a very fruitful G)Untiy, affording plenty of excellent 
wines.and Ibme good AluJcatelh.imls of various forts'ricli pallurcs plen- 
ty ot Cattclthei)cft Cheefein /r<j/y.great (lore ofChcftnuts,and tartufa^ 
li Truffes, 'Ittlcra terra. Roots' w ithout Stems, or Plants growing 
from them, which they hunt after with a pig which fmells them out, 
and difeovers where they are ; rhefe are a great dilh in //d/y,and though 
they feem to have no great nourilhment in them arc efteemed to be 
provocative. And bcfides thefe, this Country affords feme mines 
of Cbpper and Silver, and very fine Wool.

Tlie City of Parma is very ancient, inhabited long fince by the Tnf- 
catts, then by the Boii, next by the Romans ; a Colony being feat hi- 
ther from Rome about a hundred and eighty two years before the 
coming of our Sa'. iour ; and another in the time of Augujlus CaJar.But 
upon tlie declining of the Roman Empire it ran through divers fortunes^ 
lerved fometlmcs P'enke, and fometimes Milan, till it was conquered 
by Pope Jttliui,t\\e fecond, and given by Paul ihe third to his Son 
Petro Luigi Parnefe, about a hundred and thirty five years fince, in 
whole Family it (Idl continues. 

It is a Delightful, Airy, well feared City, the Houfes being low, 
the .Strrors broad, and the River Parma running between the City 
and the Subu!bs,both ofw’hich arc well fortified with good Baflions 
and a broad Ditch It hath three handfom bridges over the River. 

The Duke’s Palace is fplcndid, his Coaches extremely rich, his Gar- 
dens worth the feeing with the Grotto's, Fountains, Water-works, and 
Bows of Orange Trees. The lodgings are furnilhed with excellent 
pidures, veflels of Porphyry, A gath, and Jafpis. 

The Cathedral is fair and {lately ; In the Capucines Church is the 
tomb oi Alexander Parnefe,D\ikeoi Parma, one of thegreateft com- 
manders of his time, and of his Dutchefs Maria of Portugal. The 
Church of St. John is large, and beautiful, and adorned with the 
paintings of thofe great Matters, Corregio, and Parmegiano, and the Be- 
neditiin Convent adjoyning is one of the larged and faireft of the or- 
der. This City was formerly befieged for two years together by ther 
Emperor Frederick Bariarolfa, who in hopes to make himfelf Matter 
of it built another Town near to it called F'illoria, but thofe of Par- 
ma behaved themfelves fo ftoutly,that they freed themfelvcs, and rui- 
ned his new Town of l^itlory. 

From Parma we went to Fornovo ten miles from thence, {bated Firmn. 
upon the fwift River Taro, and re idred remarkable by the battel gain- 
ed here by Charles the eight. King of France, againft the confederate 
Princes ofitedy in the year .1494 in hisreturn from the conqueftofMr- 
ples.The Kiv\r Taro is a remarkable River, which runs and plays about 
the plains, fcefore it falls into the Fa, and is veryfiJlift, although it 
be not ftrei£it,but notaWy winding and turning. At firft fight I con- 
■ F f X jediured 
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jedured that it would prove atroublcfome River,whenitwasfliut up 
between the Hills : and fo vi’e found it ; for as foon as we had left 
the open fpacious plain Country in which we had travelled with plea- 
fure from hither, and had got in between the fpurs of the J- 
pennine, and entered the Val di 7 art, the valley in which this River 
runs, we were forced to travel many times inconveniently upon the 
fidtsof I he hills, on the right hand, and on the left ; and furthermore 
to croft the River it felf above forty times, and in one |>aflage, one 
Gentlemans Mule fell down with him in the middle of the River , 
but after we came pad Bory> di Valle the River was left, and w e 
turred more to the right hand, and climbed up the Apennm Moun- 
tains. 

imto di Val- Borgo, or Borgo di Valle is a walled Town at the upper end of this 
‘‘‘ valley, upon the fide of the hills, where we fliew our bills of health, 

and where the Duke of Parma keeps a Garrilbn. The -Banlitl appear- 
ing in thefe parts the day before, the Governor fept a guard of Muf- 
queteers with us to convoy us wiA fafety over the hills into the State of 
Genoa. 

The Apemine is a row of Mountains of many hundred miles long, 
beginning at the Alpes, continued from’ one end of Italy to the other, 
and ending by Regyjo, or Rhegium upon the Sicilian Sea, and in fomc 
places are more than a hundred miles broad, and by this means take 
up the greateft part of Italy, and render it a Mountainous Country, 
and though there be many valleys b-tween, yet the hills do really 
reach, and extend thcmfelves from the Tyrrhene to the Adriatkk, 
from the lower to rfie upper fea, conformable to the defeription of them 
by Lucan. 

nine Tyrrhena vado frangentes eequora Pifae, 
lUinc Dalmaticn obnosia flultibus Ancon. 

And this makes the travelling in Italy to be generally on Horfe* 
back, or upon Mules ; whereas in France ore may travel five hun- 
dred miles together in Coaches, and in Germany all over the Coun* 
try { and if it were not for Campania felix, and the great continued 
plain Country between the Al^s and Apennine, Italy could never 
make good the high Charader it has. 

Ovtd mentions the Airy Alpts, and cloudy Apennine, and moft 
Mountains liave clouds about them and in the evening the Clouds, 
floating in the Air after Sun fct flip away towards the next high hills, 
and take up their refl: in the hollow fpaces of the Mountains, and 
when the Sun rifes next day, and warms the Air, the clouds dif- 
lodge again, rife up, and wander tlirough the Skies ; but the Apenni-. 
nes are more cloudy generally than other hills, whether for having 
the Seas on both fides of them, or for other reafons, I leave to the 
more accurate fearch^s into nature to judge, and we have travelled 
for many days tt^etber in tire Countries ot the Apennine Mountains 
with the Clouds continually about us, either a little over us, under us, 
or pairing through them, not without admirable variety^ of profpeid 
and from the t^ of a I^untain to fee a valley with ^u^, afid 
Towns in it, am then the clouds aeeping over the nei^t hill to co- 
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ver the whole valley between them, and make it look- like a lake, 
and the top of the clo^s gently waving, and; to deferibo tbt Sun^ ( 
rifing, and coming to fliine upon the upper parts of them, apd to beau- 
tifie, and gild them all, is beyond the expreifion of words. ’ ; 

Vir^tl naming the Afei’inines^ ranks them with Mount Btne iji Ski-

And indeed many of the Peaks of the Apennines are very high, and 
fome of them covered with fnow ; and others arc rocky, but in gene- 
ral they are earthy, muddy, or full of clay ; whereby they (lain and 
tiridfurcthe fr/ertand many other Rivers which flow through them, 
and give an umber, brown, or dirty yellow colour to thofc llrcams, 
which being alfo for the moft part very fw'ift, the Apennine Rivers 
hereby lole much of their grace and beauty, and become alfo lels 
ferviceable ; and to fpeak the truth, not navigable with any plcafure : 
And this tin(3:ure which is communicated to them is of lb deep 
a*Dye in many places, that it is not eafily altered or diluted, and 1 have 
fcen divers Rivers run down from the Apenni e with that force into 
the ^rf'/-w/‘/f;(,th!ttheflream or colour of them is^perfedly diflin- 
guifhed a mile or tw'o into the Sea, as if the Gulf of Fenice were 
painted in thofe places with a Itrcight yellow ftroke for two miles 


We were told that the name of the hill which we here pafled o. 
ver was called. The Mountain of the Holy Crofs, but the Mountain of 
the Crofs, La montagne de U croix, much fpoken of in the South part 
of France is one of the great Hills in the maritime Alpes, in one of 
the paffiges from Frovence into Italy. The higheft Mountain in the 
Apennine that I pafled over, between Acme, and Loretto, w'as Mount 
Soma in Vmhra ; and the paflage which plcafed me moft, was in the 
road from Turin, between Otagio and Genoa ; where after fome diffi- 
culty having got up to the top of the Mountains, we faw Genoa, and the 
beautiful fuburbs of St. Pietro di Arena under us at nine miles di- 
ftance, and a vaft trad of Sea before us, the Eaftern Coaft on the left 
hand, and the Weftern on the right, and defeended by a broad way, 
and bv large Windings and Turnings, upon the bare marble rock^ 
meeting great numbers of Mules, and Mulcts toffing up their Nets 
about their nofes, which all tt^ether afforded an extraordinary pro- 
fiietft. But this Mountain of the Holy Crofs is not rocky but all 
green, and it being the latter end of April we defeended with cafe 
and pleafure, and a good part of the way upon the grals, till we came 
to the Sea-fide in the Evcaing, io Seftri or SeBro called bv Daute 
in his Purgatory , Sijieri , formerly Segejla, at prefent Sejlri dt 
Levante, to diftinguilh it from Seftri di ponente, between Genoa and 
Savona : for (he whole Coaft of Genoa being divided int > the Eaft 
and the Weft) that which lyes between Genoa and Legorn is called 
La Riviera Levante, and that between Genoa, and Provence, La 
Riviera dt pLente. 
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A Journey from Venice to Genoa. 

We hired a Felluca , at Sejlri , and with the help of our Sayl 
F;juid Oars, had a quick ^f&ge , Croffing firft Porto Fin , and 
tnen keeping all along within half a mile of the, Shoar , we en- 
tered the noted Port of Genoa^ between the new Mole, on the right 
hand, and the old Mole, and Fanale or watch tower on the left, 
and went on Ihoar not far from the foot of the new Mole.
